The Winchester School Committee 
has selected Richard Burchill to fill 
the vacant princlpalshipatthc Lincoln 
Elementary School. 

At its May *1 meeting, School Commit¬ 
tee members voted 4-0 to hire Burchill, 
effective Aug. 24. after a brief interview 
with the candidate. Prior to the vote by 
the committee, the candidate partici¬ 
pated in a coffee at which he met par¬ 
ents and principals of the other four el¬ 
emental}'schools in Winchester. 

Burchill, a Wakefield resident, has 
been the principal of Montrosc- 
Dolbcarc Elemental}' Schools in 
Wakefield since 1990. Montrosc- 
Dolbearc are two elcmcntaiy schools 
that Burchill. which have grades kin¬ 
dergarten to four. 

Prior to being principal at Wake¬ 
field, Burchill was an elementary 
teacher at Pine Glen Elementary 
School in Burlington for four years. He 
was also a middle school teacher in 
Burlington for 12 years prior to that 

Burchill has master’s degrees in 
school administration from Salem 
State College and human development 
from Northeastern University. He re¬ 
ceived his bachelor's degree in English 
from Salem State College.

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Plight of Armenia 
stirs resident

While most of the international me¬ 
dia attention has focused on Bosnia 
and the ethnic cleansing at the hands 
of the Serbs, Winchester resident Eva 
Medzorian is attempting to shed some 
light on ethnic conllicts In Armenia. 

Medzorian has just returned from a 
two-week trip to Armenia, a former So¬ 
viet republic the size of New Hamp¬ 
shire, where she filmed her third docu¬ 
mentary on the plight of the Armenian 
people, who are suffering due to a mili¬ 
tary conflict with the Azeris, an earth¬ 
quake in 1988 that killed 25,000 people, 
and a blockade against Armenia that 
has been going on for fouryears. 

Medzorian's films and tales capture 
a stark Armenia. Because of the Azeri 
blockade, there is no heat through se¬ 
vere winters; there is electricity and 
phone services - for about an hour a 
day; there is little food; disease is ram¬ 
part; and the hospitals, short on heat, 
water, and food, are turning people 
away. Survival is the primary task of 
each day. 

In Armenia even trees have become 
a luxury. The trees that line the streets 
of Yerevan, the capital of Armenia, are 
bare to the trunks; the branches have 
been desperately taken for fliel. There 
is no relief in sight 

Due to war and the earthquake, 
there are 300,000 people homeless in 
Armenia, and with the blockade, there 
is no construction material forthcom¬ 
ing to build homes. 

The blockade that is causing the 
shortages is a consequence of a four- 
year battle with Muslim Azerbaijan. 


The conflict is primarily over Nagorno- 
Karabakh, an Armenian enclave in 
Azerbaijan that declared its indepen¬ 
dence in 1988. Three thousand people 
have died in the fighting over Nagamo- 
Karabakh, and there is no resolution in 
sight The military action has been in¬ 
tense in that area and has spread over 
the Armenian borders; the north east 
region and southern pan handle of Ar¬ 
menia have been sites of border raids 
by the Azeris. 

The Armenians are convinced that 
beyond the battle for Nagorno- 
Karabakh, they are the object of an 
ethnic cleansing campaign by the 
Azeris. They believe that there Is an ef¬ 
fort since the perdition of the Soviet 
Union to institute a pan-turkic area to 
China, and the extinction of the Arme¬ 
nians is part of that plan. Medzorian 
mournftilly notes: “The only thing 
standing in their way is Armenia." 

Bentley College Chancellor Dr. 
Gregory Adamian, who narrates 
Medzorian's second documentary, 
says: The Azeri government is en¬ 
gaged in ethnic cleansing - a policy of 
torture, death, and destructiop to de¬ 
populate the Christian Armenians 
from the area and replace them with 
their own. This is the Final Solution to 
the Armenian problem.’ 

The video footage and stories told to 
Medzorian are grim. Medzorian has 
been told stories of Inhuman behavior 
by the Azeri solders: children and 
women being killed, villages filled with 
civilians being burned to the ground, 
and soldiers tortured to death. 

One doctor told Medzorian of an in¬ 
cident at a clinic set up for Azeri and 
Armenian patients on the Armenian 
border. The Azeri solders raided the

camp and tortured and raped three 
doctors, according to the doctor. When 
the doctor asked why the Azeris why 
they were doing this, they replied, 
“You are Armenian. We don't wantyou 
here. You will leave.” 

Medzorian said one of the problems 
that have prolonged the Armenian con¬ 
flict, and the reason she has done three 
documentaries, is the lack of world at¬ 
tention on Armenia. While Armenia, 
the oldest Christian nation, drew some 
media attention in the late 60's, in the 
last few years, it has taken a back seat 
to the Balkans conflict on the world 
stage. 

Medzorian said that if the world had 
dealt with the Azeris attempt to wipe 
out Armenians in 1988, there would be 
no similar problem in Bosnia today. 
She said the lack of attention paid to 
the Armenian problem gave Serbian 
leaders confidence that they too could 
get away with ethnic cleansing 

Medzorian bases this assumption on 
historical facts. In 1915 the Turks lead

Main Street building 
should come down, 
say residents

A group of north end residents are 
pleading with the Board of Selectmen 
to do something about an abandoned 
building on Main Street they consider 
a safety hazard and an eyesore. 

At the Board of Selectmen’s May 3 
meeting, neighbors of an abandoned 
Main Street building asked the board 
to demolish the structure, saying it has 
been in violation of health and build¬ 
ing codes for at leastseven years. 

Sheridan Circle resident Dan 
Strange, an abutter of the property told 
the selectmen that the 1034 Main 
Street property, owned by Border Re¬ 
alty Trust, is a major safely hazard, 
with children constantly playing in the 
building 

“It is an extremely flammable struc¬ 
ture, kids are going in and out of there, 
there are broken windows that kids are 
going in and out of. We’re lucky no one 
has gotten hurt yet,” said Strange. 

The abutters claim the abandoned 
two-family dwelling and garage vio¬ 
lates state building law by being open 
to the weather. Border Realty Trustee 
William Daly was sent a letter from 
Health Director Joseph Tabbi as far 
back as April, 1989 notifying him of 
this. 

The residents also said the building 
is a health hazard because it is home to 
numerous rodents and raccoons, at a 
time when Winchester is facing a rac¬ 
coon rabies epidemic. 



The residents contend that Daly has 
gotten away with ignoring the dictates 
of the town’s boards for seven years, 
doing almost nothing to abate the prob¬ 
lems with the building 
“Mr. Daly continues to slap the citi¬ 
zens of this town in the face. And the of¬ 
ficials and the authorities in the town 
don’t care about the children,” said 
Strange. 

A Sheridan Circle resident, Sam 
Bonasera, said that the town officials 
were ignoring the problem because of 
the area of town where the building is 
located.

Resident stargazer 
keeps an eye on sky

Winchester resident Paul 
Calantropo decided to reach for the 
stars, so he built and designed a 25-foot 
telescope that now resides In his Wash¬ 
ington Streetyard. 

Calantropo completed the telescope 
a year ago, after two months of build¬ 
ing. It has been in his yard, looking like 
a missile, as he describes it, ever since, 
with the exception of a trip to an as¬ 
tronomy convention in Vermont and a 
recent trip to the Museum of Science. 

Astronomy aficionados got a chance 
to view the moon and planets on 
Calantropo's homemade telescope 
when it went on display last Saturday 
at the Museum of Science on National 
Astronomy Day. 

Calantropo said several hundred 
people looked through the telescope 
that night Calantropo’s telescope was 
one of many made by amateur tele¬ 
scope makers on display that night 
The other telescopes were placed on 


top of the parking garage, but 
Calantropo's telescope, at 1,500 
pounds, was too heavy for the garage 
and was placed right in front of the mu¬ 
seum. 

Calantropo stayed for the evening 
fielding questions while the telescope 
was on display. He said he had to rely 
on his studies at Harvard University to 
answer some of the questions put forth 
by curious school children, 

Calantropo said his interest in as¬ 
tronomy came gradually, He said he 
has an interest in the sky ever since he 
was a child. He pursued his Interest in 
science In college where he majored in 
geology, He said he started reading 
magazines on astronomy and became 
more and more involved with the sub¬ 
ject Calantropo is currently taking 
graduate courses in astronomy at Har¬ 
vard. 

While Calantropo is learning theory 
in a classroom, he gets hands-on expe¬ 
rience in mechanics at his own jewelry

MWRA to offer 
water savings to town

In the face of escalating water and 
sewer rates, the MWIIA will be con¬ 
ducting a townwide inspection of Win¬ 
chester homes to determine where res¬ 
idents can save water and money. 

The Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority is running a program, called 
Operation Water Sense, that will send 
field operators through Winchester 
from July through August to inspect 
homes to determine ways to save wa¬ 
ter. 

The program provides for the instal¬ 
lation of water saving devices - shower 
heads, toilet dams, faucet aerators. 
The field operators will also conduct a 
leak detection survey and give practi¬ 
cal water-saving tips to manage water 
consumption. The program is run on a 
voluntary basis for residents. There is 
no direct charge to participants. 

Residents will receive letters about 
the program from the town, including a 
message on the May water bills. 

The service is offered to single fami¬ 
ly homes, consisting of one to four 
units, using a door to door canvas. It 
will also be offered to multi-family 
buildings consisting of five or more 


units, by contacting owners and man¬ 
agers via mail and telephone. 

If a resident is not home, the field op¬ 
erators will leave a message at the 
door, saying when they will back in that 
area again. Residents will have three 
opportunities to participate.

The program is now three years old 
and is being used by 42 communities. 

Ed Kittredge, a conservation coordi¬

A recent report in Boston newspa¬ 
pers said that water rates may reach as 
high as $2,100 a year per household by 
2003 in Winchester. 

Selectmen officially approved the 
program for Winchester at their May 3 
meeting The state authority will meet 
with the local DPW and police to Iron 
out the schedule.

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Learning a language 
at an early age

After studying their ABC's during 
school hours, some Winchester ele¬ 
mentary students are learning a for¬ 
eign language after the dismissal bell 
has rung, 

Sixty-five students from the town’s 
live elementary schools, from kinder¬ 
garten to grade G, are participating in 
four foreign language classes. The 
classes, two in Spanish and two in 
French, arc held once a week for an 
hour after school, 

The foreign language program was 
started in February as a three-month 
pilot program housed at Lynch, and it 
has exceeded initial expectations. 
Winchester’s coordinator Peggy 
Schleicher said due to the success of 
the pilot program, she hopes to expand 
it next fall to a six-month program, 
which would run at two elementary 
schools. 

‘Wo were surprised at the response. 
Wo did not anticipate 65 students,’ said 
Schleicher. 

The classes do not involve any of the 
role memorization and tedious learn¬ 
ing exercises that make learning a for¬ 
eign language so challenging for high 
school students. There are no text¬ 
books or tests; most of the learning is 
done through games. The languages 
arc instilled in the students through 
conversation, just as the children had 
learned English not too long ago. 

The key to the teaching the students 
is to teach them as if they were not be¬ 
ing taught. 

In Sean McCormick’s Spanish class, 
the students play the game Twister, in 


which they learn Spanish words for 
colors and body parts while playing. In 
Liliana Vargas' class the children sing 
songs in Spanish. In other classes the 
children are taught playing musical 
chairs, Wheel of Fortune, and bingo. 

‘It’s a much different approach than 
just giving them textbooks, 1 said 
Schleicher. ‘The kids like coming to 
class because its participatory. 1 

In addition to learning the language, 
the children also learn a little about 
the culture and geography of the for¬ 
eign lands. 

These foreign language classes are 
run by the International Educational 
Systems (IES) program. IES Schools, a 
private non-profit organization, has 
been successfully teaching conversa¬ 
tional second languages to children 
and young adults since 1975 when it de¬ 
veloped the system to teach English to 
children in Japan. In 1982 IES expand¬ 
ed to California and is now taught in 
over a thousand public and private 
schools throughout the U.S. IES is 
taught locally in Cambridge, Arlington, 
and Newton. IES provides trained 
teachers, a curriculum, and books and 
tapes for the children to bring home. 

The philosophy behind the IES pro¬ 
gram is that children learn a new lan¬ 
guage easier than teenagers or adults. 
Forming the sounds of another lan¬ 
guage becomes more difficult as we 
age, according to IES. 

Beside learning a second language, 
the students often have higher scores 
on standardized tests in reading and 
language, develop a sense of cultural 
awareness, and have improved cogni¬ 
tive development, according to IES.

Historical Society 
schedules tours of 
Rangeley area for town

In the 19th century, Winchester’s 
Rangeley Road area was singled out as 
a model suburban development 

“Rangeley Place," as the area was 
called, was featured both in the Boston 
press and in an important national 
publication, devoted to the coverage of 
American architecture. 

The public is invited to tour the 
Rangeley area this Saturday, May 8, in 
an afternoon program organized by the 
Winchester Historical Society. Tours 
will begin at the Church of the Epipha¬ 
ny, 70 Church St., starting at 1 p.m. The 
last walk will leave at 3:15 p.m. Tea and 
refreshments will be served at the 
church. 

Guides will explain the significance 
of Winchester's earliest planned resi¬ 
dential community. The development 
of the area was begun in 1875 by David 
Nelson Skillings, who worked with his 
architect, George Dutton Rand, to cre¬ 
ate an unusual residential park. 

The houses were leased, rather than 
sold, and income from the residents 
went into the maintenance of the park. 
The houses had no fences or hedges 
around them, so that the entire com¬ 
munity could enjoy the area’s 25 acres. 
Although Rangeley was private, it was 
open during the day. It was enjoyed by 
town residents in the years before Win¬ 
chester's park system was established. 

Rand’s high-style architecture add¬ 
ed to Rangeley's appeal. Houses in the 
development are Italianate, Ruskinian 
Gothic, Queen Anne and Colonial Re¬ 
vival. 

Rangeley’s buildings were illustrat¬ 
ed on two different occasions during 
the 1870s in the American Architect 
and Building News. Rangeley also was

praised by the Boston Herald in a long 
feature which ran on March 30,1881. 

Tickets for the Historical Society 
lour may be purchased in advance at 
the Century 21 office on Church St, or 
they may be bought at the time of the 
tour.

In case of rain, a slide presentation 
will be given on Rand’s career, includ¬ 
ing a discussion of the Rangeley en¬ 
clave.

Massachusetts House 
'April 26-30,1993 

THE HOUSE - "Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local representatives’ 
votes on two roll calls from the 
weekof April 26-30. 

POLICE AND FIREFIGHTERS (H 1907) - 
House 124-24, gave initial approv¬ 
al to a bill allowing laid off police 
officers and firefighters who are 
rehired to be credited with active 
service for their period of unem¬ 
ployment 

The measure permits these em¬ 
ployees to back pay what they owe 
for that period into the retirement 
fiind and eventually receive in¬ 
creased seniority and retirement 
benefits. 

Supporters said these public 
safely officers who risk their lives 
daily should not be denied good 
pensions because of cutbacks 
which caused their layoffs. 

Opponents said the bill allows 
these public employees to collect 
benefits for periods during which 
they were not employed. They ar¬ 
gued the measure will also add to 
the unfunded pension liability 
problem. 

The bill needs another round of 
House approval before it goes to 
the Senate. A yes vote is for the 
bill. A no vote is against it 
Rep. Paul Casey voted yes. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS - House 124-21, 
approved an order extending from 
April 28 to May 12 the deadline for 
committees to act on bills. 

Supporters said committees 
need more time to act on thou¬ 


sands of bills because of a late 
start and a shortage of hearing 
rooms. 

Opponents said committees 
have had sufficient time to act on 
bills and claimed these endless ex¬ 
tensions and delays are the reason 
the legislature remains in session 
12 months a year. 

The Senate approved the exten¬ 
sion on a voice vote. Ayes vote is 
for the extension to May 12. A no 
vote is against the extension. 

Casey voted yes. 


LANDFILLS (S 1581) - Senate 28-10, 
approved an amendment delaying 
for21/2 years the Jan. 1,1994, state 
mandated closing of unlined land¬ 
fills. 

The amendment does allow the 
state, however, to immediately 
close any unlined landfills which 
are determined to be polluting. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will give 80 cash starved cities and 
towns an additional 30 months un¬ 
til June 1996 to meet this state 
mandate which will cost the com¬ 
munities close to $100 million. 
They noted some communities 
contend their unlined landfills are 
safe. 

Opponents said these unlined 
landfills must be closed quickly 
because they are contaminating 
water supplies. They argued the 
delay is also unfair to the 130 com¬ 
munities which have gone to the 
expense of cleaning up their land¬ 
fills. A yes vote is for the 21/2 year 
delay. A no vote is against the 2 1/2 
year delay. 

Shannon voted yes.

I was 8 when my mother was 50, and 
sometimes, standing among the young 
moms with their skin like rose petals, 
she said she felt like our grandmother. 

For Cal, as everyone called her, had 
married late. Because there was a De¬ 
pression, she said, and no one had 
money. Because there was a war, she 
said, and all the men were gone. We’d 
heard both reasons as she described 
heryoung life as one of five children of 
a widower-judge, as high-minded an 
idealist as the good Woodrow Wilson. 

They may not have had money, but 
they sure had fbn, to hear the tales: of 
evening dress at the Ritz and raccoon 
coats at the stadium. 

And yes, there were men at these af¬ 
fairs: young singles and the brothers of 
friends. “But to be honest," she said of 
them all, “there was no yeast in the 
bread." By which she meant they didn’t 
attract her. 

Then she met our father, stationed in 
Boston, and called Hap, for his mild 
and cheery way. This time there was 
plentyofyeastinthe bread. 

She married him. He had wavy hair 
and red cheeks and bright blue eyes. I 
know because I’ve seen snapshots; he 
lellbefore I was born. 

It was when I was 8 and my mother 
was 50 that my sister and I understood 
really how different was our family. 

“Where is our father?" we asked her. 

“I don’t know,” she told us truthfully. 

“Our dad’s dead," we told neighbor¬ 
hood kids. “He kicked the bucket,” an 
old friend tells me we said, though we 
plotted in secret to write “Queen Fora 
Day”, the TV show that identified wom¬ 
en with difficulties, measured their 
hardship by audience applause, then 
chose one, put her in robes and a

crown and made her Dream Come 
Tree. Our Dream would be finding our 
dad - little realizing he preferred to 
slay lost 

So Mom raised us without him, in 
her father's house with him, our grand¬ 
dad, and her two saintly antique aunts. 
Each night she fed and bathed and 
lucked us in alone, the old folks being 
past all that She crouched between 
our beds to stroke both our childish 
brows at once, and sang us to sleep. 

Often, we were naughty, But often we 
sensed her sadness too: turned down 
her bed for her and wrote notes raw 
with love and apology, 

She told jokes and drove fast and 
made great faces. She also had a tem¬ 
per, and was late for cveiything all her 
life. 

I was 18 when she was 60. She sent 
me to college and listened on school 
breaks as I told her everything. It never 
occurred to mo lo lie lo her. 

Bui I did lie once: said 1 was going 


south for spring break lo sec a friend. I 
saw the friend, all righL But I looked 
for the man with the blue eyes too, 
When I got back, i told her how I’d 
found him. She listened, the tears run¬ 
ning down her face. One day toward 
the end of that week, the phone rang at 
home. I picked it up and said hello. It 
was my mother, calling from work 
“Tell me again what he looks like,” was 
all shesaid. 

I was 28 when she was 70. My sister 
had a baby and 1 had two, just when she 
was beginning to think we never 
would. Shortly before my third came, 
she moved to a retirement home in my 
town, where she hosted sherry fests 
and ignored the firedrills and nearly 
drowned, in her sunny little room, in 
subscriptions to every magazine from 
Prevention to Mother Jones. 

I was 38 when she died at 80, all un¬ 
expected. I felt wholly a kid atthe time 
of her passing and no more equipped 
to do without her than in the days ofthe 
early bedtimes. 

But I am better now. 

And 1 hear from her in odd ways: one 
child has hcrveiy leeth; one, her sense 
of humor. And one, listening to this sto- 
ry complete for the first time (oday, 
said, in dead earnest and with shining 
eyes, "I wi II call my first boy Hap," 

Some cold thing in me melted, hear¬ 
ing that. 

And itcauses me to say, on this Moth¬ 
er’s Day 1993, here’s to you, Cal, who 
hold out for love, and got it, however 
briefly, and two kids loo, who loved you 
fiercely. 

And here’s lo you too, Hap, re¬ 
deemed from blame at last, as we all 
would wish to be redeemed, deserving 
it or nol.

I would like lo urge you lo accept the 
recommendations in Article 13 by the 
Winchester Fields Committee. 1 am 
sure you have heard many points of 
view on this subject but I would like 
you to hear mine. 

I am a parent of two children, ele¬ 
mentary school age, and feel that any¬ 
thing we do to improve the quality of 
our town now will ultimately improve 
our children’s lives. My experience as 
a parent of a Lynch School student for 
the past three years has been a positive 
one, 


I believe the children of Lynch 
School deserve to have a safe accessi¬ 
ble place lo play. Our children have re¬ 
cess and physical education but do not 
have the much-needed advantage of a 
field that the other schools, with the 
exception of Lincoln School, enjoy. My 
child, while very capable of participat¬ 
ing, is not able to play with the other 
children because the area at Lynch is 
not accessible to a physically disabled 
person, which she happens to be. So 
she sits and watches without the bene¬ 
fit of the interaction with the other 
children. 

The ‘green space’ proposed by the 
Fields Committee would be a much- 
needed opportunity lo make the 
grounds atthe Lynch School accessible 
to all. This might not be the most popu¬

At their May 3 meeting, the se¬ 
lectmen voted to accept $2,125 in 
contributions to the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s Drug Abuse Resistance Ed¬ 
ucation (DARE) program. The Win¬ 
chester Rotary and the Winchester 
Co-Operative Bank each donated 
$1,000. So far the DARE program, 
run by officer Paul Austin, has re¬ 
ceived more than $14,000 in contri¬ 
butions. 


The Winchester Housing Authority 
is working on implementing a por¬ 
tion ofthe Comprehensive Housing 
Affordability Study that provides 
housing needs for mentally chal¬ 
lenged Winchester adults. Their 
program is based on a report done 
by the Winchester Housi ng Author¬ 
ity in March. The Housing Authori¬ 
ty will ask the town to work with the 
Department of Mental Retardation 
to support a non-profit service pro¬ 
vider to locate a housing unit with¬ 
in Winchester to serve individuals 
with developmental disabilities. In 
a letter to the Board of Selectmen, 
Housing Authority Chairman John 
Suhrbiersaid the project should be 
"achievable in the near term and 
within the resources available to 
the Town.” He added: "The need 
for the Town to do more in this par¬ 
ticular area is well documented." 
The Housing Authority staff and 
members have agreed to work as 
the liaison for the Town. 


The Design Review Committee 
(DRC) will be looking to beautify 
the down town area by planting 
trees. The committee has already 
planted two trees, one on the Town 
Common and one by the Honor 
Roll, in celebration of Arbor Day. 
Now Chairman of the DRC Sandra 
Rogers would like to plant a tree at 
Wadleigh field across from the li¬ 
brary. Rogers said the DRC has 
also received offers from business 
in town to donate trees, and she is 
interested in planting trees on Wa- 
terfield Road, in and around the 
train parking lot. 


The selectmen are eager to get 
some numbers from the state so 
they can put together their Fiscal 
Year 1994 budget Spring Town 
Meeting has already been post¬ 
poned for at least three weeks be¬ 
cause of a lack of information on 
state aid. “This is uncomfortably 
like several years when we went 
late into the month of June without 
knowing what we were working 
with,” said Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Peter VanAken. Select¬ 
man Stephen Powers said he was 
told by Sen. Charles Shannon that 
the towns may get an education bo¬ 
nus of $50 per student. This is well 
below the $100 per student the 
town got last year and the $150 per 
student the town was expecting for 
this year.

Massachusetts Senate 
April 26-30,1993 

THE SENATE - “Beacon Hill Roll 
Call" records local senators' votes 
on trwo roll calls from the week of 
April 26-30. Both roll calls are on 
proposed amendments to the Sen¬ 
ate version of a $336 million addi¬ 
tional spending package for fiscal 
1993. The House passed its own 
version of this supplemental budg¬ 
et earlier in the year and a confer¬ 
ence committee is hammering out 
a compromise package. 

ANTI-SMOKING FUNDS (S 1581) - Sen¬ 
ate 20-17, approved an amend¬ 
ment to a budget item providing 
$20 million from the increased 25 
cent per package cigarette tax in¬ 
crease for a media campaign on 
the dangers of cigarette smoking. 

The amendment would divert $5 
million into a grant program to as¬ 
sist communities in implementing 
a Drug Awareness and Resistance 
Education (DARE) program in 


middle schools. The DARE pro¬ 
gram would be run by local and 
state police officers and would of¬ 
fer students the skills necessary to 
resist drug use and teach them the 
health risks ofeigarette smoking. 

Amendment supporters said the 
remaining $15 million is more 
than adequate for a media cam¬ 
paign. They argued the $5 million 
earmarked for DARE is needed to 
focus locally in schools on drug 
and cigarette smoking prevention 
programs aimed at 12- to 14-year- 
olds. 

Opponents urged senators to 
honor the voters’ demand to spend 
the increased cigarette tax rev¬ 
enue exclusively on anti-smoking 
programs. They argued that simi¬ 
lar TV ad blitzes in other states 
have resulted in reduced smoking 
among young people. 

A yes vote is for d iverting $5 mil¬ 
lion to DARE, A no vote is against 
diverting $5 million to DARE. 

Sen. Charles Shannon voted yes.

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Rep. Casey announces 
new caijacking law 

Carjacking is now officially against 
the law in Massachusetts. A bill that 
has recently been passed by the Stale 
Legislature to make carjacking a crime 
went into effect this past week. 

Hep. Paul Casey, in support of en¬ 
hanced public safety efforts, stresses 
that this new law is a step in the right 
direction to defeat this latest crime 
trend. 

"The recent outbreak of carjacking 
incidents around the state has merited 
a serious look by state law enforcement 
and state lawmakers,” says Casey. 
"The new law will hopefully head off 
this new trend in violent crime before 
it reaches epidemic proportions." 

The new law provides a state prison 
sentence for any individual convicted 
of attempting to steal or of actually 
stealing a motor vehicle while assault¬ 
ing, confining, maiming or threatening 
the owner or operator of that vehicle. 
The sentence will run up to 15 years or 
2*^ years in jail and a maximum fine of 
$15,000. 

In addition, Casey adds, if the law¬ 
breaker is armed with a dangerous 
weapon, he or she can be sentenced to 
an additional maximum of 20 years in a 
state prison or 2Vfc years in jail and a 
minimum fine of$5,0D0. 

"Until the root problems of society's 


crimes can be alleviated, and those 
that turn to a life of crime have some 
other avenue to travel, these types of 
laws arc needed to keep at bay those 
that choose to deviate from the law 
abiding norm. /Vs we must continue to 
enact these types of laws that punish 
afierthe fact, wc must also continue ef¬ 
forts to improve public safety by im¬ 
proving education, job training and 
other public policy initiatives,” said 
Casey. 

Alz heimer’s help 
a phone call away 

Rep. Paul Casey has joined with the 
Alzheimer's Disease and Related Dis¬ 
orders Association to provide assis¬ 
tance to families of those suffering 
from Alzheimer's and other debilitat¬ 
ing illnesses. The assistance is in the 
form of a telephone information and 
help hotline. 

"Relatives of Alzheimer’s patients 
oftentimes have nowhere to turn when 
caring for this loved one at home. This 
most dementing illness can also be the 
most difficult for which to care. The 
Alzheimer's Association's hotline will 
help assistthese families and their sick 
relatives," says Casey. 

The Alzheimer’s Association is a 
nonprofit organization which provides 
a comprehensive program of educa¬ 
tion, advocacy and patient and family 
support The group also fluids research 
into the cause, treatment and cure of 
the tragic illness. The Association re¬ 
ceives no government funding and 
charges no fees for services provided. 

The Helpline educates members 
about the disease, instructs on provid¬ 


ing home care, assists in locating nurs¬ 
ing homes, diagnostic centers, or other 
medical or social services, identifies 
support groups and provides a host of 
other important services.

Shannon supports 
services for battered 

Senator Charles Shannon of the 2nd 
Middlesex District recently an¬ 
nounced his support of House Bill 
1574: An act to fund transitional hous¬ 
ing and services to victims of domestic 
violence. 

Said Senator Shannon said, “During 
the past year 1 have co-sponsored nu¬ 
merous legislation that is designed to 
protect women and their children who 
are at risk because they arc the victims 
of the domestic violence. 1 shall sup¬ 
port this legislation because it address¬ 
es the immediate need for providing 
temporary shelters for victims of 
abuse.” 

According to a recent survey, domes¬ 
tic violence has reached epidemic pro¬ 
portions in Massachusetts. A total of 20 
women were killed in 1991 by their 
husband or boyfriend. In 1992, there 
were 46 victims of domestic murder. 

To date in 1993, one woman is killed 
by her abuser every six days. Through¬ 
out Massachusetts, nearly 1,000 victims 
of domestic violence seek restraining 
orders against their batterers weekly. 
The Surgeon General has stated that 
domestic violence is the leading cause 
of injury and death for women - out¬ 
ranking injuries resulting from auto¬ 


mobile, rapes and muggings combined. 

"This legislation provides a critical 
mechanism for ensuring adequate 
funding of shelters and services for 
battered women and their children,” 
Shannon said. 

The money contributed through the 
state tax return is designed to supple¬ 
ment other sources of flinding, not to 
replace it Despite recent increases in 
funding, the total need still dramatical¬ 
ly outweighs available resources, ac¬ 
cording to Shannon. In the United 
States, there are 3,800 animal shelters, 
but only 1,200 battered women shel¬ 
ters. 

According to Shannon, at least 40 
percent of women seeking shelter from 
domestic violence arc turned away. If 
the woman has children, the odds of 
finding shelter are even greater. For 
every two children sheltered, eight arc 
turned away. “It is clear that either the 
current line item in the state budget 
must be increased or supplemental 
fluids must be found," said Shannon. 

Said Shannon, "Shelters provide 
women with needed support and a safe 
place to stay. A woman with children 
who has little or no money has two op¬ 
tions: remain and continue to be beat¬ 
en, possibly to death; or, face the diffi¬ 
cult choice of becoming a single parent 
with few resources and support 

"For any caring parent neither 
choice is an easy one. Creating an ade¬ 
quate number of shelters is absolutely 
essential under these circumstances. 
By providing taxpayers with a conve¬ 
nient way to donate money to fund bat¬ 
tered women’s shelters, we can in¬ 
crease the number of shelters and ser¬ 
vices available and help more women 
avoid battering,” Shannon said.

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Friends remember 
Jason MacConkey 


Losing a friend early in life is, per¬ 
haps, the hardest event for young peo¬ 
ple to face. 

Some students at the University of 
New Hampshire decided they would 
not let the tragic death of a fellow fra¬ 
ternity member go without notice. 

A life-long resident of Winchester, 
Jason MacConkey, 21, died in a boating 
accident in April 1992. He was remem¬ 
bered by the fVionds in Sigma Phi Epsi¬ 
lon at UNH during a day of events 
which included a free barbecue and a 
raffle with the proceeds to go to a 
scholarship in MacConkcy’s name. 

Described as outgoing and caring by 
his friends, organizers Chuck Mitchell 
and Rick Birdsall used the fraternity 
house as the center stage for a "Jay 
Day”. 

In the daylong celebration friends 
remembered and honored him. Tick¬ 
ets were sold to the screening of the 
Rocky Horror Picture show, and cou¬ 
pons from local businesses were dis¬ 
tributed to include the town in the 
fund raising efforts. 

The fraternity raised almost $3,000 
for the Jason B. MacConkey Scholar¬ 
ship by selling more than 700 tickets to 


"Jay Day" on April 16. The scholarship 
will be in perpetuity, and will be 
awarded annually to a fraternity broth¬ 
er who demonstrates the qualities of 
personal commitment to service, lead¬ 
ership, academics, and to the fraternal 
spirit of Sigma Phi Epsilon. 
MacConkey was a 1989 graduate of 
Winchester High School. 

Jason MacConkey was noted to be an 
enthusiastic organizer for the Demo¬ 
cratic party and a avid campaigner for 
Paul Tsongas prior to his victory in the 
N H primary. He was a guc^t of Tsongas 
at the New Hampshire State Demo¬ 
cratic convention. 

According to his mother, Angela 
MacConkey, Jason’s favorite campaign 
story involved one of pranks he was so 
well known for: During President 
Rush's appearance at Pease Air Force 
Base, Jason, posing as a member of the 
press, was allowed to enter the rally in¬ 
side the airplane hanger, After being 
ushered to the area where the press 
was assigned, Jason pulled open a big 
banner, “Tsongas for President” He 
was promptly ushered out the door, re¬ 
ports his mother, but not bqforc the TV 
cameras picked up on him.

what Is today called the Turkish Geno¬ 
cide of the Armenians, in which 1.5 
million Armenians were killed. In the 
1930s Hitler told the Germans they 
could extinguish the Jews and the 
world would not object just as the 
world did not object when Armenians 
were massacred in 1915. 

“If at that time (1988) the world spoke 
out in defense of basic human rights... 
the situation in Bosnia would not be 
taking place," said Mcdzorian, whose 
parents survived the 1915 genocide 
against the Armenians. 

An Armenian solder who has seen 
action in the Bertavan region tells 
Medzorina in the second documentary: 
“They arc trying to eliminate our na¬ 
tion. A real genocide is now taking 
place. For the last four years, they have 
killed and are still destroying our wom¬ 
an and children. It seems the whole 
world is passive to ourplight”

"If that was over the west side or the 
south side, that would be demolished 
immediately, if not sooner," said 
Bonasera. “I wish to God you people 
would do something about this." 

The property owners were recently 
rejected by the Zoning Board of Ap¬ 
peals for a permit to put at that loca¬ 
tion an oil-change and tune-up shop. 

Although the zoning board rejected 
the permit on April 20, there is a ques¬ 
tion whether the zoning board had the 
authority to reject it since the state 
Land Court has ruled that the town 
must issue a permit for the business at 
the Main Street location. If the permit 
is eventually approved, the owners in¬ 
tend to knock down the dwelling pres¬ 
ently there. 

Town Counsel Wade Welch told the 
selectmen at their meeting that the 
process of demolishing a building on 
someone’s property is ‘cumbersome' 
and would eventually require a trial by

jury. “It is a vety difficult procedure in 
Massachusetts,” said Welch. 

Welch said that Tabbi has ruled that 
the building was unfit for human habi¬ 
tation but was not an eminent threat to 
public health. 

When the selectmen discussed ad¬ 
dressing the issue at a later meeting, 
the possibility of another delay in solv¬ 
ing the problem did not go over well 
with the abutters. 

“Forgive my impatience and naive- 
te...but let’s make government work for 
us...Let's make government work for 
those of us paying taxes in this town," 
Schleicher told the selectmen. 


"We were under the belief that 
something was going to happen here,” 
said Strange. 'Can someone tell us why 
we’re getting the run around.' 

Chainhan Peter Van Aken said the 
board wijuld meet in executive session 
in the near future to discuss the issue. 
He said the final decision on the build¬ 
ing depended on whether the oil- 
change shop would be given a permit 
by the state Land Court. 

VanAken advised the abutters that 
the selectmen would “stay the course” 
and await tlie decision on the construc¬ 
tion of an oil-change shop. 


Commuters may need 
to cross another bridge 


Getting from Medford to Winchester 
has become a little bit more difficult 
for commuters. 

Construction has begun on the 
Aberjona Bridge and will continue un¬ 
til September, blocking access under 
the bridge to automobiles other than 
local traffic. Officials will be making 
modifications without changing the 
structure of the bridge. 

Refurbishing of the Mystic Valley 
Parkway and rerouting traffic to Rte. 
38 (Winthrop Street) to Route 60 (High 
Street) to Route 10 (Mystic Valley Park¬ 


way) will be one small price for a wid¬ 
er, upgraded version of the current 
roadway. 

After final approval on the local lev¬ 
el, officials plan to resurface Mystic 
Valley Parkway; upgrade traffic sig¬ 
nals and street lighting; install granite 
curbing; make handicapped ramps; re¬ 
align key intersections; and, upgrade 
Ihe drainage system. 

The parkway project will undergo 
the scrutiny of the Conservation Com¬ 
mission in the next few weeks, as sev¬ 
eral areas to be renovated are protect¬ 
ed by the Wetlands Protection Act

store in Boston, which also repairs 
watches. Major mechanical projects 
like the telescope are not new to 
Calantropo, whose business services 
large clock towers. 

Calantropo imported the raw mate¬ 
rial for the telescope, mostly alumin¬ 
ium and steel, from all over the coun¬ 
try. He did some of the building in a 
shop in his basement at home. For the 
larger pieces, he used a shop at MIT. 
'Everything was built from scratch,’ 
said Calantropo. 

The lens of the telescope, which 
Calantropo bought from an antique 
dealer, has a long history. Calantropo 
said he is trying to discover the origin 
of the lens; he has so far traced its ori¬ 
gin back to Cambridge around the turn 
of the century. 

The large telescope is quite a strange 
site to see in the neighborhood and an 
makes an interesting conversation 
piece. Calantropo said people some¬ 
times wander by and ask to look in the 
telescope, 

Calantropo said his telescope offers 
the best views of several planents - Ju¬ 
piter, Saturn, Venus - and the inoGn. 
‘The planets look spectacular, and it’s 
like standing on the moon,’ said 
Calantropo. 

Calantropo said he intends to work 
on refining the telescope. He recently 
installed a driving mechanism that 
tracks the moon and planets. He said 
he plans to install a tracking system 
run by computer technology. 

Calantropo also wants to build; a 
trailer to move the telescope around, 
(It had to be dissembled to get it to Bos¬ 
ton.) Calantropo said that with a trail¬ 
er, the telescope could be moved more 
ollen to places where people are inter¬ 
ested in astronomy, such asschools.

Burchill replaces Bruce MacDonald, 
who left Lincoln in October after just 
two years for a principalship at an ele¬ 
mentary school in Belmont 

Burchill said one of the reasons'he 
was leaving Wakefield was because of 
a policy of having principals oversee 
more than one school, which he said 
was detrimental to the educational 
process. 

"1 won't recommend it at all. It’s one 
of the reasons I sought to leave Wake¬ 
field, It doesn't allow a principal to do 
the sort of job a principal should do," 
said Burchill. "It's essentially doing 
two full time jobs at once." Burchill 
said one of his goals as principal would 
be to utilize parents who are willing to 
donate lime to the school. 

"We should utilize parents in as 
many different ways as we can," said 
Burchill. 

I want to create a "user friendly envi¬ 
ronment where people feel they can 
come in and feel they are pari of the 
school," he added. 

Burchill said lie would like to have 
parent volunteers conduct classes so 
teachers are free to view other teach¬ 
ers conduct their classes, 

Burchill said he created a program 
at Wakefield in which parents took 
part in a home reading program along 
with their children. 

When questioned by a committee 
member on his residency, Burchill 
said he would "certainly consider" 
moving to Winchester.

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Burtnett gets 
called to Hall 

WHS, BC great joins legends at 
Hall of Fame ceremonies

They say running into Wellington 
Wimpy Burtnett was like running 
fttll-steam into a brick wall. Whether 
he was playing for the Winchester 
Hockey Club, the Boston College Ea¬ 
gles, The U.S. Olympic team or any 
of a host of amateur and scmiprofcs- 
sional teams during the last 50 
years, Wimpy Buitnett played the 
game hard. 

Burtnett, a former high school and 
collegiate hockey star at Winchester 
High and BC, will join eight other 
fonner WHS greats being inducted 
into the Winchester High School 
Hall of Fame at (lie Winchester 
Sports Foundation’s TiliI'd Annual 
dinner next Thursday at the Bur¬ 
lington Marriott hotel. 

Burtnett was the best player on a 
Winchester High club-level team in 
the late 1940s which included for¬ 
mer State Representative Sherman 
"Whip” Saltmarsh. The two traveled 
togethcrtoBC in 1949and played on 
the same Eagle clubs for four years. 
Saltmarsh, himself a fine player, 
claims Burtnett was one of the 
strongest players around. 

“He was a strong, rugged person," 
said Saltmarsh. “He was a great 
stick-handler, a good skater and had 
a good shot. He played hockey as 
much as he could. He really loved 
the game." 

Burtnett moved lo Winchester 
from Somerville in 1942. Living just 
five minutes from Winter Pond, he 
instantly fell in love with hockey. 
The high school didn't have a varsity 
team yet, but Burtnett was one of the 
Irailblazcrs who paved the way for 
future greats like Victor Lawson and 
Wayne Cowles, fellow Hall of Fame 
members. 

“It was a tribute lo Ids hockey tal¬ 
ent," said Saltmarsh. “He had skills 
that kids today spend years develop¬ 
ing. The formal training just didn’t 
exist back then,-' 

Burtnett’s big break came in a 
scrimmage between the Winchester 
Hockey Club and BC, played during 
the Eagles' 1949 NCAA champion¬ 


ship season. Though BC won easily, 
Burtnett left quite the impression on 
legendaiy BC mentor John 
"Snooks" Kelly. 

"I guess I kind of went right 
through all their defensemen and 
theit- goalie to score a couple of 
goals," Burtnett modestly recalled. 

After seeing Burtnett's skills, Kel¬ 
ly offered him a hill scholarship. At 
BC, he joined such celebrated Bos¬ 
ton sports figures as former Red Sox 
manager Joe Morgan and fonner 
Eagle coach Len Ceglarski on a po¬ 
tent team. In his four-year career, in 
which he played three varsity sea¬ 
sons, Burtnett became known for his 
penchant for scoring crucial goals in 
big games. 

“I think the best way to describe 
Wimpy is that he was a real clutch 
player," said Ceglarski. “If you real¬ 
ly needed a goal, he seemed to be 
able to shoot that puck and put it in 
the net every time. And could he hit! 
Running into him was like hitting a 
steel girder. Only your shoulder 
gave out” 

Teammate Frank O’Grady 
agreed: “He was there in the clutch 
all the time. When you needed 
something, he gave it to you." 

Burtnett joined the Marine Corps 
in 1954, and while serving in Korea, 
he actually played a few games on 
frozen rice patties. In 1955, he re¬ 
turned home and within a week, 
Burtnett had hooked up with three 
semipro teams and was selected to 
tryoutforthe 1956 Olympic team. 

Burtnett was one of Just five East¬ 
erners to make the team, and al¬ 
though he didn’t end up getting a 
chance to shine in the Games, he did 
return to Winchester with a silver 
medal. 

An admitted hockey fanatic, 
Burtnett continued to play on as 
many as three teams at once until 
1988, when knee replacement sur¬ 
gery finally forced him out of the 
game he so loves. 

“There was a group of us that 
played all across the country right 
through the ’80s," he said. “We were 
rink rats, let’s face iL”

Kayulu aims 
for the top

Don't look now, but an athlete at 
Winchester High School is very quietly 
compiling one of the finest individual 
seasons in recent memory. His name is 
Henry Kayulu, and his game is track 
and Held. 

According to Winchester coach Tom 
Kline, his senior tri-captain is a real 
threat to break the WHS decathlon re¬ 
cord set in 1990 by Jim McGcehan. 

“If we had the decathlon in every 
meet, Henry would win hands down," 
said Kline. “He already competes in 
and wins three events, and there are at 
least two or three more he could win if 
he entered. He’s a real track person — 
and you don’t find many of them 
around." 

Kayulu moved to Winchester in the 
summer of 1991 with his sisters Elodie, 
Nadine and Natasha, and his cousins 
Pal and Sandra. The six children, who 
were born in Zaire and raised in Rye, 
N. Y., by an aunt, uncle and grandmoth¬ 
er, became foster children of Malcolm 
and Pcne Sparrow, 

“It was a very big change for them 
and for us,” said Kayulu of the move to 
Winchester. “We were pretty much 
used to being on our own." 

Kayulu, who is black, had a difficult 
time fitting into a community which is 
mainly white. However, the 6-foot-l- 
inch, 160-pounder found an outlet in 
sports. He has been a three-sport ath¬ 
lete since entering WHS as a junior in 
the fall of 1991. He has earned one soc¬ 


cer, one basketball and two track let¬ 
ters in his brief slay. 

Kayulu says that he has tried not to 
let recent racial problems in the town 
and at the high school affect him, 

“I’ve dealt with (racial injustices) in 
my own way,” he said. “I think it should 
be talked about more, because maybe 
then we can do more than what's been 
done." 

Although Kayulu has lettered in both 
basketball and soccer, there seems to 
be no doubt that his best sport is track 
and Held. The senior has won nearly 
every event he has entered for the boys 
track team, which improved to 4-1 with 
a victory over Wakefield Tuesday. 

Kayulu has recorded personal-bests 
in all three events this season — soar¬ 
ing 40 feet. 3 1 * inches in the triple 
jump, blitzing through the 300-meter 
hurdles in 41.5 seconds and running 
the 800 in 2:02. This range of events is 
considered rare for track athletes, who 
tend to specialize in sprint, distance or 
field events. 

“He’s very self-disciplined," said 
Kline. "He’s motivated from within. If 
something doesn’t work, he goes back 
and works at it until he gets it right 
The time you put in by yourself — not 
just physically, but also in your mind — 
is what makes the difference between 
an athlete and a great athlete. Henry 
has risen to that challenge.’’ 

Kayulu’s modest manner surprises 
no one who knows him well. Sachem

Baseball stumbles into league’s elite 

Fielding woes hinder team in loss to Woburn; Russo hurts arm

After a promising start which put the 
Winchester High baseball team at 5-1 
in the Middlesex League, the Sachems 
fell on tough times with back-to-back 
losses to league heavies Woburn and 
Burlington.

Burtnett gets 
called to Hall 

WHS, BC great joins legends at 
Hall of Fame ceremonies

ship season. Though BC won easily, 
Burtnett left quite the impression on 
legendary BC mentor John 
“Snooks” Kelly. 

“I guess I kind of went right 
through all their defensemen and 
lhcih goalie to score a couple of 
goals," Burtnett modestly recalled. 

After seeing Burtnett's skills, Kel¬ 
ly offered him a fhll scholarship. At 
BC, ho joined such celebrated Bos¬ 
ton sports figures as former Red Sox 
manager Joe Morgan and former 
Eagle coach Len Ceglarski on a po¬ 
tent team. In his four-year career, in 
which he played three varsity sea¬ 
sons, Burtnett became known for his 
penchant for scoring crucial goals in 
big games. 

"1 think the best way to describe 
Wimpy is that he was a real clutch 
player," said Ceglarski. “If you real¬ 
ly needed a goal, he seemed to be 
able to shoot that puck and put it in 
the net every time. And could he hit! 
Running into him was like hitting a 
steel girder. Only your shoulder 
gave out" 

Teammate Frank O'Grady 
agreed: “He was there in the clutch 
all the time. When you needed 
something, he gave it to you.” 

Burtnett joined the Marine Corps 
in 1954, and while serving in Korea, 
he actually played a few games on 
frozen rice patties. In 1955, he re¬ 
turned home and within a week, 
Burtnett had hooked up with three 
semipro teams and was selected to 
try out for the 1950 Olympic team. 

Burtnett was one of just five East¬ 
erners to make the team, and al¬ 
though he didn’t end up getting a 
chance to shine in the Games, he did 
return to Winchester with a silver 
medal. 

An admitted hockey fanatic, 
Burtnett continued to play on as 
many as three teams at once until 
1988, when knee replacement sur¬ 
gery finally forced him out of the 
game he so loves. 

"There was a group of us that 
played all across the countiy right 
through the ’80s,” he said. "We were 
rinkrats, let's face it" 


They say running into Wellington 
Wimpy Burtnett was like running 
ftill-steam into a brick wall. Whether 
he was playing for the Winchester 
Hockey Club, the Boston College Ea¬ 
gles, The U.S. Olympic team or any 
of a host of amateur and semiprofos- 
sional teams during the last 50 
years, Wimpy Burinett played the 
game hard. 

Burtnett, a former high school and 
collegiate hockey star at Winchester 
High and BC, will join eight other 
former WHS greats being inducted 
into the Winchester High School 
Hall of Fame at the Winchester 
Sports Foundation’s Third Annual 
dinner next Thursday at the Bur- 
lingtonMarriotthotcl. 

Burtnett was the best player on a 
Winchester High club-level team in 
the late 1940s which included for¬ 
mer State Representative Sherman 
“Whip” Sallniarsh. The two traveled 
together to BC in 1949 and played on 
the same Eagle clubs for four years. 
Saltmarsh, himself a fine player, 
claims Burtnett was one of the 
strongest players around. 

"Ho was a strong, rugged person,” 
said Saltmarsh. “He was a great 
stick-handler, a good skater and had 
a good shot He played hockey as 
much as ho could. He really loved 
the game.” 

Burtnett moved to Winchester 
from Somerville in 1942. Living just 
five minutes from Winter Pond, he 
instantly fell in love with hockey. 
The high school didn't have a varsity 
team yet, but Burtnett was one of the 
trailblazers who paved the way for 
! futu re greats like Victor Lawson and 
Wayne Cowles, fellow Hall of Fame 
members. 

"It was a tribute to his hockey tal¬ 
ent," said Saltmarsh. “He had skills 
that kids today spend years develop¬ 
ing. The formal training just didn’t 
exist back then,” 

Burtnett’s big break came in a 
scrimmage between the Winchester 
Hockey Club and BC, played during 
the Eagles' 1949 NCAA champion-

Kayulu aims 
for the top

Don’t look now, but an athlete at 
Winchester High School is very quietly 
compiling one of the finest individual 
seasons in recent memory. His name is 
Henry Kayulu, and his game is track 
and field. 

According to Winchester coach Tom 
Kline, his senior tri-captain is a real 
threat to break the WHS decathlon re¬ 
cord set in 1990 by Jim McGeehan. 

“If we had the decathlon in every 
meet, Henry would win hands down,” 
said Kline. “He already competes in 
and wins three events, and there are at 
least two or three more he could win if 
he entered. He’s a real track person — 
and you don't find many of them 
around.” 

Kayulu moved to Winchester in the 
summer of 1991 with his sisters Elodie, 
Nadine and Natasha, and his cousins 
Pat and Sandra. The six children, who 
were bom in Zaire and raised in Rye, 
N. Y., by an aunt, uncle and grandmoth¬ 
er, became foster children of Malcolm 
and Pcne Sparrow. 

“It was a very big change for them 
and for us,” said Kayulu of the move to 
Winchester. "We were pretty much 
used to being on our own.” 

Kayulu, who is black, had a difficult 
lime fitting into a community which is 
mainly white. However, the 6-foot-1- 
inch, 160-pounder found an outlet in 
sports. He has been a three-sport ath¬ 
lete since entering WHS as a junior in 
the fall of 1991. He has earned one soc¬ 


cer, one basketball and two track let¬ 
ters in his brief stay. 

Kayulu says that he has tried not to 
let recent racial problems in the town 
and at the high school affect him. 

“I’ve dealt with (racial injustices) in 
my own way,” he said. “I think it should 
be talked about more, because maybe 
then we can do more than what's been 
done.” 

Although Kayulu has lettered in both 
basketball and soccer, there seems to 
be no doubt that his best sport is track 
and field. The senior has won nearly 
every event he has entered for the boys 
track team, which improved to 4-1 with 
a victory over Wakefield Tuesday. 

Kayulu has recorded personal-bests 
in all three events this season — soar¬ 
ing 40 feet, 3Vfc inches in the triple 
jump, blitzing through the 300-meter 
hurdles in 41.5 seconds and running 
the 800 in 2:02. This range of events is 
considered rare for track athletes, who 
tend to specialize in sprint, distance or 
field events. 

“He’s very self-disciplined,” said 
Kline. "He’s motivated from within. If 
something doesn’t work, he goes back 
and works at it until lie gets it right. 
The lime you put in by yourself — not 
just physically, but also in your mind — 
is what makes the difference between 
an athlete and a great athlete. Henry 
has risen to that challenge.” 

Kayulu’s modest manner surprises 
no one who knows him well. Sachem

Molly's real 
name was Mary Hayes. She earned her 
nickname Molly Pitcher when she car¬ 
ried water to thirsty troops at the Bat¬ 
tle of Monmouth, N.J. She also carried 
water to cool down the cannons. Once 
they were fired they got so hot they 
would peel the skin off your hand ifyou 
touched it 

She told the fifth grade class about 
the winter at Valley Forge. She told us 
about how the men were so hungry 
they would eat the leather of their 
shoes, slimy meat and moldy biscuits. 
They were so cold that they would put 
their frozen feet in horse manure. They 
chinked the walls of their huts with 
straw, but they had to give it to the 
horses to eat Now it was even colder. 

Many people don’t know that wives 
and children accompanied the troops. 
General Washington had a ftmny no¬ 
tion that being clean had something to 
do with health. When women were 
around there was less sickness. Also, if 
the families stayed at their homes and 
farms any troops, whether “friend or 
foe" would take whatever they needed, 
leaving almost nothing for the family’s 
survival. 

I hope we all now realize how brave 
Molly Pitcher was running out on the 
battlefield to save lives. We all proba¬ 
bly wish she was alive today.

Focusing on 
breast health 

Because the causes of breast cancer 
arc not known, it cannot be prevented. 
But early detection can halt its spread. 

"Women often think that the time to 
find out about breast health is when 
they find a lump,” says Denise Costello, 
R.N., M.S., nurse coordinator at the 
Winchester Hospital Breast Care Cen¬ 
ter at Baldwin Park II in Woburn. Cos¬ 
tello urges “women to instead follow 
breast screening guidelines with the 
same regularity they use for dental 
treatment or an annual Pap smear and 
to concentrate on breast health, rather 
than disease. 

“A combination of monthly seif-ex¬ 
aminations, a yearly physician exam 
and a routine mammogram makes for a 
power-fill approach to breast health 
and to catching cancer early,” she ex¬ 
plains. • 

Fear of what they might learn may 
be the biggest obstacle to getting wom¬ 
en to monitor the health of their 


breasts. The warm, friendly and in¬ 
formative atmosphere at the Breast 
Care Center has been carcfillly de¬ 
signed to help overcome fear, Costello 
said. 

Another barrier to good breast care 
is lack of time. Though some women 
create delays out of fear, many others 
are simply loo busy to schedule a varie¬ 
ty of appointments. The Center ad¬ 
dresses that challenge by combining 
all the areas of a comprehensive exam 
into one appointment, often be con¬ 
ducted in less than two hours. 

“When a woman comes in, she is 
able to accomplish ail the stages of an 
exam in one visit," notes Costello. “She 
gels a mammogram and the results. 
She gets a breast examination from a 
professional and she learns how to do a 
self-exam." If a small cyst Is found, it 
can be aspirated during the visit. If a 
lump is found and a follow-up visit with 
a surgeon is indicated, the Center sets 
that up. Not only does this streamline 
the process, but it also permits women 
to leave the Center with some answers, 
reducing anxiety. 

The Center provides extensive ex¬ 
pertise, both from its stalT, which in¬ 
cludes six surgeons, two oncologists 
and a radiotherapist, and from its ex¬ 
tensive library. The facility is affiliated 
with the New England Medical Center, 
enabling members of the community to 
draw on the resources of a major medi¬ 
cal center, when needed.

should further 
expand the diverse scope of nursing prac¬ 
tice. The shift to a more community-based 
system, with an increased emphasis on pre¬ 
ventive care, ensures that nurses will assume 
a more significant, independent rote in the 
provision of health care 

Roderick advises that the nurse profes¬ 
sional who successfully anticipates and pre¬ 
pares for change will better ensure that an 
opportunity exists to effectively practice in 
the ever-evolving system of health care 
deliveiy. 

The diversity in the profession of nursing 
also extends to the educational preparation 
of nurses — which runs the gamut from two- 
year and bachelor’s degress to master's and 
doctoral preparation. 

Among the issues currently facing the pro¬ 
fession is the increased effort by some hospi¬ 
tals to substitute registered nurses with un¬ 
licensed assistive personnel in an effort to 
reduce costs. Hospitals are attempting to 
utilize these unlicensed workers for activi¬ 
ties which traditionally are performed by 
highly educated, licensed nurses. 

“The increased use of these unlicensed 
workers poses a very definite threat to pa¬ 
tient safety,” Roderick said. “Health care 
has become increasingly more technical, 
with shorter hospital stays and complex me¬ 
dications and treatments. Only highly skilled, 
experienced health-care professionals can 
ensure that patients receive the best possible 
care.” 

Roderick encourages consumers to de-

mand to know exactly who is providing their 
care. "Patients need to know that their care 
is being delivered by a licensed professional 
— a professional who is uniquely qualified to 
assess their condition and know when in¬ 
tervention is appropriate.” 

As long as the activities requiring nursing 
judgement are left to the licensed profes¬ 
sional nurses, Roderick suggests that a role 
does exist for the unlicensed worker to pro¬ 
vide ancillary work, such as transporting pa¬ 
tients or delivering trays. 

“I think anyone who has been exposed to 
quality nursing care understands the contri¬ 
butions that nurses make and appreciates 
the value of our work,” said Roderick. 

‘Teople need to realize that it is truly a 
privilege for us to touch their lives and make 
a difference,” she said. “Nursing allows us to 
connect with patients, families, and loved 
ones at a critical time when they need em¬ 
pathy, atention, and intelligent, skilled nurs¬ 
ing care.”

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Looking back 

Persistent echoes from nursing’s past

E urycleia is the first 
nurse in written litera¬ 
ture. She is 3,000 years 
ago and comes alive 
with each reading of 
Homer's Odyssey. Euiy- 
cleia exemplifies nursing as a na¬ 
tural part of a civilized society. Sai- 
rey Gamp, only 150 years old, flowed 
from Charles Dickens' prolific pen. 
His outrageous Nurse Gamp ex¬ 
posed the underside of England's 
industrial revolution. Then great 
wealth for a few, rested on the mis¬ 
ery of many. 

Nursing’s journey through time 
shows real instances of society's 
concern or indifference to human 
suffering Nurses at the early part of 
that trek are often vague figures and 
faint voices. Deborah is known only 
as Rcbekah's nurse when she first 
appears in Genesis. She is only 
called by her own name as she is 
buried at Beth-el. 

Phoebe strides forth from the 
New Testament in 60 AD on her way 
from Corinth to Rome. She speaks 
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not a word, however, depending on 
St Paul to record her as a deaconess 
and “a succorer of many.” Patrician 
Eabiola, three centuries after 
Phoebe, is also voiceless, but the 
hospital she built in Rome pro¬ 
claimed her philanthropy. 

Nursing practiced the precepts 
Christianity fused from the morality 
of the Jews and the reason of the 
Greeks. During the age of the mo¬ 
nasteries, individual voices blended 
into a corporate mandate. The Ben¬ 
edictines stated before all things 
and above all things care must be 
taken of the sick. The famous Hotel 
Dieu - the house of God- translated 
the ancient principle of hospitality 
into care for the sick. For hundreds 
of years Augustinian sisters cared 
for the hospital's “guests.” For each 
named saint Francis, Radegonde, 
Elizabeth, Vincent and Catherine — 
there were thousands of unknown 
nurses whose nursing care was 
quiet compassion. 

Masculine baritones thundered 
over the clatter of hooves and chat¬ 
ter of pilgrims during the Crusades 
for Christianity’s sacred places. The 
Knights of St John of Jerusalem (la¬

ter of Rhodes, and then, Malta) were 
a nursing brotherhood drawn from 
Europe’s nobility. They served 
under a master, but their first alle¬ 
giance was to their patients. The 
principle driving their practice was: 
It was for the sick to give orders, and 
for the brothers to obey. 

Pilgrims needed that care. For 


even as they gathered together in 
Jerusalem, they shared their germs 
and diseases. Centuries later during 
the Industrial Revolution, con¬ 
gested cities and crowded tene¬ 
ments provided a similar breeding 
ground for disease. 

Dickens cried out for the lives that 
were fed to industry’s engine. Reli¬ 


gious reformers joined in chorus. In 
1836 Quaker Theodor Fliedner 
created the Church Order of Deaco¬ 
ness at Kaiserwerth, where Flor¬ 
ence Nightingale learned her nurs¬ 
ing Six years earlier in 1827 Dublin 
heiress, Catherine McAuley formed 
her Institute of Mercy that served 
the “poor, sick and ignorant" And. 
in Massachusetts one spring Sunday 
in lfHl Dorothea Lynde Dix, walked 
into the East Cambridge jail a sickly 
spinster, saw the mentally ill impris¬ 
oned with criminals and marched 
out with a mission. 

These were warm sparks of light 
in a cold, dark world. On October 12, 
1851 William Russell's words bel¬ 
lowed them into a mighty flame. His 
dispatch to Tlie Times from tire war 
(1854-1856) in Ukraine's Crimea fed 
the fire. He wrote of what he had 
witnessed: 

“Not only are the men kept, in 
some cases, for a week without the 
hand of a medical man coming near 
their wounds — not only are they 
left to expire in agony, unheeded 
and shaken off, though catching de¬ 
sperately at the surgeon whenever

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Nursing meets the ’90s 

A day in the life of a Middlesex County Hospital nurse

L ike nearly every other profession 
in the '90s, nursing has had to ad¬ 
just to a rapidly changing society. 
Whereas teachers must now com¬ 
pensate for students' dealing with 
a more difficult world and and sec¬ 
retaries must utilize a wealth of computer 
knowledge, nurses must possess increased 
technical abilities and growing 
responsibility. 

Phyllis Penned, RN, a charge nurse at 
Middlesex County Hospital (MCH) in 
Waltham, explains that in the nursing field, 
"Eveiything has changed. There's a lot more 
technical things we’re allowed to do today 
that we weren't 15 years ago.” 

The changing responsibilities in nursing 
have not affected only large acute care facili¬ 
ties, such as the MetroWest Hospital and 
Med ical Center, but also have left their mark 
— perhaps even more so — on smaller hospi¬ 
tals. such as MCH. 

Says MCH Director John Corridan, “When 
you peel it all away, day in and day out, the 
people who are truly managing the patients 
are the nurses. The skill level the nurses re¬ 
ceive reflects this ability to play an active 
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learns about a 
tube-feeding 
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role." 

However, according to many nurses, the 
public has been slow to accept the changing 
role of nurses. Ellen Fraumen, RN, staff de¬ 
velopment instructor at MCH, believes the 
main societal misconception is that a nurse 
is “still a handmaiden of the doctor.” 


In areas in which nurses are fblly quali¬ 
fied, explains Fraumen, “people still want to 
see a doctor. If they see a nurse practitioner, 
they don’t think they’re getting it alL They 
don’t realize nursing has come into a profes¬ 
sion of its own. 
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“Nurses can provide the same quality care 
as a physician, and probably better in some 
areas. We have our own field of knowledge 
that has been researched, whereas before, 
you did what the doctor told you." 

To dispel some of the misconceptions sur¬ 
rounding nursing in the ’90s, Harte-Hanks 
Community Newspapers completed an 
eight-hour shift with an MCH nurse. Al¬ 
though each hospital is unique and the pace 
of employees varies, many commonalties 
among all nurses exist The following is a 
breakdown of the shift HHCN recently 
shared with Phyllis Pennett, RN, a charge 
nurse of MCH's 3 West Unit which cares for 
hospice patients and a mix oflong-term care 
individuals. 


7 am — As the soft morning light slowly 
creeps through MCH’s 3 West Unit nurses’ 
station, a radio plays quietly in the back¬ 
ground and Nurse Pennett begins check-in 
with Denise Peny, RN, who worked the pre¬ 
vious night Perry informs Pennett of the 
events of her shift, describing each of the 15 
patient’s condition and special considera¬ 
tions for the upcoming shift, such as tempor¬ 
ary changes in medication dosages 
“Can her weigh-in time be changed to ac¬ 
commodate her dry heaves?”, “Did he have 
an X-ray or any lab work for his rapidly in¬ 
creasing temperature?" are some of the 
questions Pennett asks to help her better 
understand the status of each of the patients 
for which she is now taking responsibility. 

7:10 am — Pennett and Perry make rounds 
together to ensure all is as it should be, so she 
can “accept the floor," Pennett explains. She 
makes a quick visual check of each patient, 
watching for anything unusual and making 
sure feeding and central lines are in the cor¬ 
rect positions. Emergency equipment is 
signed in. 

7:20 am — Pennett determines patient as¬ 
signments for the employees on the door. To¬ 
day, she has one other registered nurse and 
three nurses aids on this unit, a staff adequ¬ 
ate to allow Pennett the time she needs to 
trai n the new nurse, Tom Tente. Patients are 


assigned on the basis of their care require¬ 
ments and, oftentimes, their familiarity with 
certain attendants. 

Of the nurses and their aids, Pennett ex¬ 
plains, "I like to give them some sort of conti¬ 
nuity with their patients.” 

She distributes the assignments to the 
staff, explaining care requirements specific 
to today, Does any patient need vital signs 
taken more frequently than normal? What 
patients have appointments in X-ray, respir¬ 
atory or other departments? 

725 am — Pennett begins to order the day’s 
medication supplies for her patients, while 
explaining the process to new employee 
Tente. She double checks to ensure yester¬ 
day’s supplies were ordered, then takes in¬ 
ventory of current stock and upcoming de¬ 
mands Pennett recalls each of her 15 pa¬ 
tient's medication routine and dosages while 
checking the supply. 

7:40 am — After taking a call thorn a family 
member inquiring about a patient’s phone 
setup, Pennett takes steps to remedy the situ¬ 
ation, then starts the daily report, which is 
begun by the morning shift and updated 
throughout each day’s three shifts. The re¬ 
port is used to communicate to supervisors 
unusual changes in patients’ conditions or 
any other change of which the nurse supervi¬ 
sor should be aware. 

7:55 am — As the first hour of her shift 
comes to a close, Pennett is checking her pa¬ 
tients' supplies other than medication, such 
as catheters, dressing pads and tracheotomy 
supplies. Each patient has his or her own bin 
containingthese materials, which Pennett — 
and trainee Tente — check and compare to 
the patient's treatment plan. Questions 
addressed include: How often is each pa¬ 
tient’s dressings changed and are there 
enough? Does each patient who needs it 
have a spare tracheotomy kit? 

Pennett shows Tente how to fill out the pa¬ 
tient worksheets for supplies, which they will 
later use to order these products from Cen¬ 
tral Supply, a department within the hospital 
which collects orders through the computer

and distributes supplies to units daily. 

While ordering the supplies, Pennett ex¬ 
plains to Tente the use of each product, dif¬ 
ferences between sizes and brands, how they 
are packaged and variations in how certain 
products need to be ordered. 

8:15 a.m. — Pennett makes a set of rounds to 
make sure that "Everything that needs to be 
done is being done” She looks In on each 
patient, checks his or her position in the bed 
to make sure bed sores aren't developing, 
notes that all tubes are properly placed and 
all medication is being distributed on time, 
and mates sure each patient is comfortable. 

As Tente checks the patient charts, Pen¬ 
nett easily recalls the details of each pa¬ 
tient’s treatment and advises him on special 
circumstances for each. After checking most 
of the patients rooms and instructing Tente, 
she adds with a smile, "There’s always a 
thousand things in the back of my mind.” 

8:30 am. — While nurse trainee Tente pro¬ 
vides patient treatments with Pennett's 
trained eye closely watching, Pennett has an 
opportunity to discuss her role in MCH. As 
the nurse of hospice patients and other seri¬ 
ously ill people, she says, “the goal Is to pro¬ 
vide death with dignity. You by to provide 
them with (the type of death) they want,” 
whether it be quiet or surrounded by family 
and friends 

On admittance, patients (if capable) and 
their families discuss with the nurses and 
doctor a treatment plan and care goals. 
Whether the patient has six months to live, or 
is going to be fhlly rehabilitated, goals are set 
It is in the achievement of these goals, Pen¬ 
nett explains, that she finds true fulfillment 

During the patient's stay in MCH, as in 
other hospitals, nurses are the ones primar¬ 
ily responsible for the success of treatment 
goals. Says Pennett, “You have all of these 
other departments within the hospital, (but) 
the one who is ultimately responsible for the 
patient is a nurse. If there’s a problem with 
the patient, who do they call? The nurse. The 
nurse really orchestrates the patient’s stay 
while they’re here (and ensures) that all the 
patient's needs are being met” 

9:15 am. — Patient treatments, such as baths 
and catheter and dressing changes, come to 
a close for now and the nursing supervisor 
comes to check in on the unit Pennett re¬ 
ports no problems on her floor, and briefly 
updates her on the status of various patients. 
Before leaving the supervisor asks Pennett 
to work a double, which she considers before 
offering an answer. 

Double shifts, Nurse Pennett explains, are 
common occurrences for most nurses. Un¬ 
like in other professions, a nurse's work can¬ 
not wait until tomorrow — patients need con¬ 
stant care. Although Pennett admits to some¬ 
times getting tired, she adds, “I won’t do it 
unless I feel like physically I can.” 

925 am. — Pennett spends the next hour 
answering the nurses' aides’ questions con¬ 
cerning their patients. She approves any 
non-routine tasks they believe need to be 
done for a patient, and offers suggestions for 
quality care. Instructing Tente, she adds, 
“There are a lot of preventive things you 
should keep in mind all the time” 

Pennett consults with doctors, updating 
them on the status of their patients and 
makes recommendations for care. She also 
speaks with an occupational therapist and, 
together, they agree on a plan to build one of 
their patient's tolerance to sitting up in bed. 

The family of a patient who died recently 
pays a visit in the nurses' station, bringing an 
Easter basket to show their thanks to the 


nurses for their dedicated care. Pennett later 
comments, “I have a real feeling of satisfac¬ 
tion. That’s why I'm here. (Family recogni¬ 
tion) gives me a sense that I did my job, that I 
did a good job. They validated that for me.” 

10:25 aun. — After changing a central IV 
line - which is inserted in a major vessel as 
opposed to a peripheral site, such as a wrist, 
Pennett sends supply orders through the 
computer to Central Supply and makes com¬ 
ments on the daily report to assist the after¬ 
noon nurse. 

Pennett updates the patient paper work, 
detailing the care given to each patient This 
is a vital part of patient care, for legal reasons 
as well as nurse-to-nuise communication. 
Every treatment is described and initialized 
by the nurse or aid performing it 

11 am. — Pennett makes another set of 
rounds, assisting aids with transferring pa¬ 
tients out of bed and checking to mate sure 
patient needs are being met 

“I’m a team member,” she explains as she 
walks the corridor. “I'm out there on the 
floor helping the aids transfer patients ...be¬ 
cause that’s the only way (a charge nurse is) 
really going to know what’s going on."

he makes his 
rounds through the fetid ship, but now,..it is 
found that the common appliances of a work- 
house sick ward are wanting, and that the 
men must die because old rags...necessaiy 
for the dressing of wounds are wanting” 

The war correspondent praised the Sisters 
of Charity caring for England’s French allies. 
England cleared its throat and asked, “Why 
have we no Sisters of Charity?" Society de¬ 
manded that nurses be sent to their hus¬ 
bands, sons, brothers and lovers. 

Five of Catherine McAu ley’s Mercy nuns 
were jolted out of their Bermondsey Convent 
and then scurried off to Scutari. Florence 
Nightingale quit her job at Harley Street, 
gathered together a group of ladies, nuns and 
nurses, joined the nuns in Paris, and all con¬ 
tinued on to the Crimea and history. Day af¬ 
ter day, The Times printed its dreadful lists 
of dead and wounded. Nurses were still 
needed. By December Irish convents yielded 
more of McAuley’s sisters. Banded together 
under Mother Francis Bridgeman, they left 
Dublin and arrived at Constantinople (now 
Istanbul) just before Christinas, 1854 

Miss Nightingale and Mother Bridgeman 
raised a clamor that is heal'd still. Differ¬ 
ences in religion and nationality distorted 
their dialogue, and often, drove their dis¬ 
putes. But after all was done and said, female 
nursing had been introduced into the mili¬ 
tary and modem nursing had been bom 

The child was like its parents. From Miss 
Nightingale it got the status of a lady and Vic¬ 
torian principles. From the Bridgeman 
Mercy nuns it got a centuries long tradition of 
Judaic-Christian nursing. What is more, 
nursing had been secularized. Good nursing 
was no longer an exclusively religious mis¬ 
sion. It had become a decent world of paid 
work for all. 

The voices of nurses became louder dur¬ 
ing America's Civil War (1861-1865) less than 
a decade later. The Daughters of Charily and 
Clara Barton were among the nurses on the 
battlefields. The champion of the mentally 
ill, Dorothea Lynde Dix, headed the nurses. 
And Louisa May Alcott captured moments of 
nursing care in her Hospital Sketches She 
wrote of the delirious soldier who raved in¬ 
coherently “reliving in his imagination the 


Nurses daily take on "a tremendous 
amount of responsibility,” Pennett explains. 
They need assessment and organizational 
skills, in addition to communicating skills, of 
which she said with a smile, "That's a biggie. 
If you don’t have that you're sunk." 

12:30 p.m. — After lunch, Pennett returns to 
her unit and checks up on what took place 
while she was away. She coordinates two of 
her patients’ schedules so they may receive 
outside care — one needs a cast removed 
and the other needs to have three teeth re¬ 
moved - and begins the process of writing 
their referrals, which describe patients to 
the doctors in the other facility and specify 
care requirements. 

1 pun. — The next hour and a half finds Pen¬ 
nett conferring with doctors, updating pa¬ 
tient documentation and checking on her 
aids' work. 

She completes two weekly reports, written 
for longterm patients to ensure their care 
plan is being followed. She addresses issues 
such as: What is the status of this patient? Is 
he still waitingfor a nursing home bed? Have 
calls been made to continue to look for one? 


scenes he could not forget", John, the blacks¬ 
mith who Verified the bond between patient 
and nurse as his young life neared its end. 
When Alcott responded to his call, he said, “I 
knew you’d come." 

Walt Whitman recorded what he closely 
observed and felt of hospital realities and 
then turned them into unforgettable in¬ 
stances of nursing’s history. His own nursing, 
he claimed, was thatofsustainer of spirit and 
body. Sometimes he provided syrups and ice 
to thirsty patients. Other times he gave books 
and papers to the bored. At times, too, he 
washed and dressed wounds. But always, he 
gave special and sympathetic nourishment 
to the disheartened. He recorded nurses and 
doctors who worked with "a curious tenacity 
doing everything” as they cared for soldier- 
patients. 

/liter the war, militaiy nursing served as a 
model for reforming nursing in civilian hos¬ 
pitals. In 1873 schools were established at 
New York, New Haven and Boston. That 
same year Linda Richards graduated from 
the one year program at the New England 
Hospital for Women and Children 
(NEHWC). In February 1886 Amelia Hodg- 
kiss made the fust home visit Seven years 
later in 1893 her associate, Celia Somerville, 
spoke about the Boston Visiting Nurses Asso¬ 
ciation at the Chicago World Fair. But the 
fairgoers were more interested in the new 
Ferris Wheel. 

From 1893 to 1912 nursing's “great ladies” 
organized superintendents and alumnae 
into what are now the National League for 
Nursing and the American Nurses Associa¬ 
tion They created the American Journal of 
Nursing and joined with nurses ofthe world 
in tlie International Council of Nurses. Lil¬ 
lian Wald and Lavinia Dock helped black 
nurses establish the National Association of 
Colored Graduate Nurses. Mary Eliza Maho¬ 
ney, an 1879 graduate of NEHWC, gave her 
presence and principles to its ideals. Nurses 
working in the community gathered into the 
National Organization for Public Health 
Nurses. Over the four decades these pion¬ 
eers cried out for reform. But who was listen¬ 
ing to women in those pre-suffrage days? 

Silent, except for pictures in hospital an¬ 
nual reports were the student nurses. In 
their bright caps and white aprons they ex- 


Weekly reports, like daily reports, are sent to 
nursing supervisors to coordinate patient 
care and make staffing allocations based on 
patient care requirements. 

2:30 p.m. — “In the afternoons, I by to pull 
everything together," says Pennett She calls 
Central Supply to order more supplies, 
makes arrangements for a patient’s recliner 
to be fixed, completes the daily report and 
attends to other loose ends. 

255 p.m. — As Pennett’s shift comes to a 
close, she now gives “report" to the incoming 
nurse. Today, Tente, the training nurse, gives 
the update on each of the 15 patients, while 
Pennett adds information he forgets. 
Together, Pennett and her successor quickly 
make rounds before the floor is turned over. 

3:15 p.m. — Pennett’s work day is over. She 
has successfully cared for her 15 patients 
and, most likely, has earned another thank 
you card that will join the dozen others scat¬ 
tering the 3 West bulletin board, reminding 
the nurses of the value of their work and the 
responsibility they carry daily. 


changed their young energies in gratuitous 
labor for the promise of a nursing education. 
Not needed by hospitals, graduate nurses 
worked in private homes or joined social ac¬ 
tivists like Lillian Wald caring for a city's ig¬ 
nored poor. 

The economic collapse of Uie '20s and '30s 
brought to a halt the snail’s paced nursing 
reform. Then World War II exploded and re¬ 
minded society of its nursing's shortage. Vas- 
sar nurses expanded the supply of nurses 
during World War I. The Cadet Nurse prog¬ 
ram was to do the same for the second. A 
grateful society remembered how nurses 
cared for their men and validated nurses' 
rightful place at the patient’s side. Later it 
funded research into nursing’s special work. 
The Korean Conflict, the Vietnam War and 
Operation Dessert Storm added their own 
chapters of care and heroism to nursing's 
growing stoiy. 

No longer vague figures or faint voices, 
nurses are seen and heard, in their books 
and journals; at their conferences and con¬ 
ventions. They share their insights on care 
with others on the patient’s treatment team. 
And collectively they clearly state their terms 
as they negotiate for fair salaries. 

If nurses’ voices are more distinct as the 
21st centmy nears, they continually resonate 
with echoes from the past As it was with the 
ganulous Gamp, so it is now. Society decides 
what kind of nui'ses it will have. And as it was 
with Eurycleia in the Golden Age of Athens, 
so it is with nursing in the present moment 
Excellent nursing is a natural and necessary 
part of a civilized society.

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Changing times, changing roles 


Expectations of nurses undergo change through the years

T he request to mite ail article for 
this nursing supplement came 
out of the blue from an editor of 
this newspaper. Since the time 
to submit an article was short, I 
thought about different ways to 
demonstrate to the readership the evolution 
and growth of nursing as a profession.

The following article will relate the per¬ 
ceptions of three nursing graduates horn 
three different areas. They will tell you in 
their own words what their employers ex¬ 
pected from them as graduate nurses. 

Destined to be a nurse

I wanted to be a nurse for as long as I can 
remember. My mother graduated from a 
small nursing school in Nova Scotia 13 years 
before 1 was tom. She always told me how 
hard nursing was but listening to her and her 
friends talk about when they came to Boston 
to work at Massachusetts General Hospital 
(MGH), how much they enjoyed nursing 
came through. 

Thirty-three years ago I entered Some¬ 
rville Hospital School of Nursing and I can 
honestly say I have never been sorry. In 1960, 
nursing education was starting to go through 
some changes but our “training” was still 
more like the ‘50s, than the "70s. The first six 
months were spent in the classroom, labs 
and clinical area We worked a 40-hour week 
and spent at least another 15 hours studying. 
I do remember our nursing arts instructor 
talking about “caring" before it became a 
theory. We were encouraged to think and 
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problem solve but also to follow doctors or¬ 
ders - sort of the handmaiden approach. 
Depending on the situation, this ambiva¬ 
lence was difficult 

By the summer of my first year, I was work¬ 
ing 3 to 11 p.m. on a laige medical-surgical 
ward with only one aide and 30 patients. A 
tour of night duty followed, the first of 26 
weeks throughout the three years. Students 
were responsible for the administering all 
medications, all treatments and vital signs, 
transcribing doctors orders and the charting 
on each patient In addition, on night duty, 
ordering pharmacy and sterile supplies, as 
well as making out the condition sheets for 
surgery scheduled for the following morning, 
were added. 

Clinical supervisors were available and 
very supportive, but also quite busy as there 
was usually a student responsible for almost 
every area except maternity and the 
emergency room. In 1963, when I graduated, 
there were more graduated nurses covering 
off-shifts, and the freshman class was eased 
in a little more gradually. 

The second and third years were set aside 
for specialities and medical-surgical rela¬ 
tions where we helped staff the hospital. In 
the fall of 1962 I spent three months at Bos¬ 
ton City Hospital for my pediatric rotation. It 
was during that time I decided I wanted to 
work in a large medical center. 

The morning after graduation I began or¬ 
ientation on a 3ffbed medical-surgical unit 
in the Baker Memorial Building at the Mas¬ 
sachusetts General Hospital. I was one of se¬ 
ven new graduates hired for Baker Memorial 
to join two nurses who both had years of ex¬ 
perience as head nurse and assistant head 
nurse. At the end of four weeks we were ex¬ 
pected to be proficient at passing medica¬ 
tions to the entire floor, be a team leader on 
the 3 to 11 p m. shift, chaige nurse and be 
prepared to rotate to nights as necessajy. 
Our time was made out by the head nurse. 
We worked two weekends out of three. Sche¬ 
dule requests were considered and we ac¬ 
cepted the time schedule with little 
complaining 

The focus of patient care was different in 
the early '60s, There were many more dress¬ 
ings, antibiotics were given for infections, in¬ 
travenous (IV) therapy was less frequent, and 
pain medications were more controlled. It 
took longer to recover from surgery. Cardio 
Pulmonary Resuscitation (CPR) was in its in¬ 
fancy. There was only one EKG machine, de- 
fibrillatorand laryngoscope in each building 
and emergency drugs were kept in a box in 
the desk drawer. 

A code call team, IVMedications and Hick¬ 
mans were still dreams, but we learned to do 
CPR Care for stroke patients, and others 
with many different diagnoses and needs 
created a fertile learning climate for nurses. 
Massachusetts General Hospital seemed 
smaller in those days. The sense of commun¬ 
ity was very apparent for me. It was a won¬ 
derful atmosphere in which to begin my 
career. 

When I graduated from Boston College In 
1967,1 felt as ifl had the best of both worlds. 
Nursing was changing and It was an exciting 
time. My education and staff experience had 
prepared me to grow professionally.

It is nearly 25 years since I set foot on the 
Villanova campus. It had been a long jour¬ 
ney convincing my parents to let me go to a 
baccalaureate nursing program. 

The tradition in my small town in Western 
Pennsylvania was for "girls” to get married, 
go to one of the state teaching colleges or the 
nearest hospital school of nursing. Having 
spent summers washing surgical instru¬ 
ments and as a nurses' aide, I had a pretty 
clear picture of what nurses were doing but 
not what they were thinking (Looking back, 
I don’t think they had as much to think about 
or had to think as much as nurses today.) 

As much as I wanted to be a nurse, I 
wanted the college experience even more 
and would have changed careers if my 
persuasions were unsuccessful.

My parents and 
I had reached a compromise; far away from 
home and near a big city for me yet not too 
far and not in the big city for them.

Prior to 1968, nursing students lived off 
campus in a convent and were special 
students. Though not as restrictive as a 
hospital-based school, we had our own dress 
code; men wore coats and ties and women 
wore skirts, the original mini skirt with three 
inch heels That year was a watershed for 
my generation and the Villanova campus as 
well. Students soon appeared on campus in 
anything but coats, ties and skirts (specifical¬ 
ly bell bottoms and hip-hugger jeans) and 
joined other college students in protesting 
the war in Vietnam. 

While my social and cultural life was 
being awakened so too was my academic 
life. The core curriculum of philosophy, 
theology, sociology, anthropology, psycholo¬ 
gy and, of course, the sciences, not only kept 
me busy but helped put nursing and caring 


for people into a broader context I have 
very vivid memories of all the papers we 
had to type (two to three copies with carbon 
paper) and then I wished I had worked 
harder in typing class in high school. I 
remember the terror of speech class as we 
iiad to plan a class, videotape it and wait for 
the class’ critique. How that class has helped 
me over the years. 

Clinical nursing began in earnest during 
the summer between sophomore and junior 
year when we went to clinical every day for 
the summer session. That intense orienta¬ 
tion to the hospital, basic nursing skills and 
the student nurse role gave us the confi¬ 
dence to concentrate on specific clinical 
areas when we began our rotations in the 
junior year. 

Of course, we also got used to our uni¬ 
forms, on which every button or pleat had 
some significance (long forgotten) and the 
very large Villanova nursing cap, patterned 
after a Catholic bishop's mitered hat We 
were ready. The nurses of the future, bacca¬ 
laureate prepared, after all in 1985, a 
bachelor-of-science-in-nursing degree 
would be required. 

We spent several rotations at the Philadel¬ 
phia Naval Hospital which is where tire 
Vietnam War came crashing home to us. We 
were not permitted to work “main side” 
where the Navy nurses and injured service¬ 
men were, but on the dependents' side. 
Several tours of main side, frequent trips to 
the cafeteria and a summer job at the 
hospital reminded us of the gulf between 
these young, severely injured boys who grew 
up in a war thousands of miles from their 
homes and their culture and us, middle- 
class college students who protested that 
war. 

These soldiers wanted us to talk to them, 
be their friends and accept them and, we

were told to stay away as they were still on 
active duly and we had jobs to do on the 
dependents’ wing Even if contact had been 
permitted, our communications courses had 
not prepared us for what to say, we were too 
overwhelmed and scared to say the wrong 
thing or look too much or too little at their 
wounds. 

As we began talking about our after-school 
plans I was always drawn to Boston and the 
Massachusetts General Hospital. The deci¬ 
sion was clinched when I heard about the 
Nurse Internship Program at MGH for 
baccalaureate graduates. I was fortunate to 
be accepted into the yearlong program and 
packed my bags for Boston and my new 
apartment on the Fenway with two college

Maternity nurses help mothers go home prepared

C all it an old wives' tale. Call it 
what you will; but Anastasia 
Glod and Janice Ambrose 
agree that if there is a full moon 
beaming above, the maternity 
ward is going to bouncing with 

babies. 

And. according to these registered nurses, 
a full moon isn't the only tiling guaranteed to 
get a maternity ward bopping There can be 
a drop in the barometric pressure, they say. 
Or. adds Glod, "when it's quiet outside my 
kitchen window.” That’s a sure sign tilings 
are going to be busy at work, she says. 

But whatever the weather, or the way the 
stars are aligned with Jupiter on a particular 
day, things are never steady in the maternity 
ward. Medical advancements make delive¬ 
ries easier and mothers' discomfort less. 
Hospital stays are growing even shorter for 
mothers and babies. Mothers have more 
questions. And while the roll of the maternity 
waid nurse may have changed, according to 
Glod and Ambrose, the goal has stayed the 
same, 

“Our goal is that mothers go home pre¬ 
pared. And that we have the resources here 
to help them,” says Glod, who has worked in 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's maternity 
ward for the past 14 of her 25 years at the 
hospital. 

Glod and Ambrose, like most in their pro¬ 
fession, are always reading up and taking 
hospital-sponsored courses to keep abreast 
of the rapid changes. Although they love 
their work, they say there is the sad aspect of 
it a maternity loss, or an unhealthy 
newborn. 

“We love babies, that's why we're in this 
business," says Ambrose. 

While Ambrose, who was named nurse 
manager of that hospital's wal'd in February, 
is more of an overseer of the department, 
Glod works hands-on with the patients. Her 
procedure, she says, fluctuates with each 
mother's needs. “You need to be sensitive to 
how they feel,” she says. “You just have to 
listen to them talk” 

Mothers today, she says, “want to know ev- 
eiything, which is fine." 

They want to know how long until the um¬ 
bilical cord falls off, about infant eye care, 
she says. ‘They ask questions and they want 
to know." 


Sometimes, though, Glod needs to do a 
little mind reading. Mothers are often over¬ 
whelmed with their new responsibilities and 
could use more emotional support, she says. 
They often have questions they may be too 
sensitive to ask even a friend. But Glod has a 
pretty good sense of what’s on their minds. 

For example, with today's inilux of profes¬ 
sional working women, Glod senses a lot of 
anxiety in new mothers who dearly want to 
exclusively breast-feed their newborns, but 
know their limited maternity leave won’t al¬ 
low it 

One of their primary concerns, she says, is 
what’s happening with their bodies. The 
maternity nurses tell these women whatbod- 
ily changes they should expect while they’re 
in tlie hospital and after they go home. 

Another change in her job, Glod agreed, is 
not so much medical as societal. Families 
have grown apart, whether through travel, or 
transfers. Grandmothers don’t live nearby as 
much as they once did, and if they do, 
chances are good they are reporting to full¬ 
time jobs. Thus, maternity nurses help teach 
now mothers how to bathe - and more often 
than not - hold their babies. 

But looking back Glod says, new mothers 
were discharged after five or so days and 
didn't know how to burp their babies, or how 
much they should expect their babies to eat 
Even with shorter hospital stays, mothers to¬ 
day are dischai-ged more informed, she says. 

Insurance companies often dictate how 
long a woman will remain in the hospital. 
Today, a woman who had a normal vaginal 
delivery will be on her way home in about 
two days. Those who delivered Cesarean 
may stay a few days longer. Ambrose pre¬ 
dicts the stays are only going to become shor¬ 
ter, so she’s readying her staff for the chal¬ 
lenges of the future. 

New mothers will have to be taught baby 
care prenatal verses post, she predicts. More 
nurses will probably be going to their pa¬ 
tients’ homes for follow-up care when 
needed. Also, the traditional chauffeuring of 
mother and child out the hospital door via 
wheelchair is slowly being driven the way of 
the five-day hospital stay, they say. Some 
Boston hospitals have already phased this 
out, leaving mom to carry her infant to the 
door alone. 

No matter when new mothers go home, 
Ambrose and Glod say, their nurses are 
there for them 24 hours a day. Even after 
new moms get their questions answered. 


they often are still in touch with their mater¬ 
nity nurses. Says Glod, she and her col¬ 
leagues receive letters from former patients 
letting them know how well things are and 
how happy they were to be in their care. 


Thank you letters aside, Glod said she finds 
her job extremely fulfilling 
"It's exciting, there's no question about it,” 
she says. “You leam something new every¬ 
day. It never stops.”

8 a.m.: the day shill begins. There are 10 
patients on the emergency room census. The 
sound of a ventilator J’rom beyond the 
trauma room door and the presence of sev¬ 
eral surgeons standing around the stretcher 
draw attention to a seriously ill trauma pa¬ 
tient. a 24-year-old male brought by Mcd- 
lliglit helicopter alter a motor vehicle 
accident 

His primary nurse updates his progress on 
the medical record so the day-shill nurse can 
take over his care. The noise level in the 
emergency room grows noticeably louder as 
oilier oncoming nurses take report on the re¬ 
maining patients. Among them are two pa¬ 
tients with abdominal pain, a woman who is 
having a miscarriage, an elderly man witJi a 
heart attack, and a woman suffering from 
psychosis awaiting transport to a psychiatric 
hospital. At triage, walk-in patients are start¬ 
ing to sign in for evaluation. 

9:10 a.m.: The emergency room census is 
now 18 as more ambulance and walk-in pa¬ 
tients arrive. The acuity level is mixed. Pa¬ 
tient complaints range from minor sore 
throats and upper respiratory infections to 
mor e serious problems such as severe dehy¬ 
dration, and pneumonia. 

10:05 a.m.: The C-Mcd phone goes off. no¬ 
tifying emergency room stall'd’the arrival in 
less than four minutes of a man in cardiac 
arrest. The two nurses assigned to the 
trauma room quickly complete what they 
were doing and prepare the trauma room. In 
a matter of minutes, a team consisting of 
physicians, nurses, an anesthesia resident 
and respiratory therapist converge on the 
patient 

10:25 a.m.: Three additional ambulance 
patients anivc. A man brought in after a her¬ 
oin overdose has now woken up and is de¬ 
manding to leave. Just a few minutes earlier, 
he was brought to the emergency room 
barely breathing. A man is wheeled in by the 
triage nurse writhing in pain from a kidney 
stone. 

10:35 a.m.: ElVorts to resuscitate the man 
in cardiac arrest arc unsuccessful. The prim¬ 
ary nurse accompanies the lead physician as 
family members are informed of his death. 

This description of an emergency room 
setting, while fictional, is typical of the envi¬ 
ronment where many nurses choose to prac¬ 
tice day after day. Far from the mainstream 
of conventional nursing practice, emergency 
nurses must be prepar ed to recognize and 
respond to an endless array of patient prob¬ 
lems and needs. 

“It’s the variety of people and problems 
that attracts many nurses,” says Jeannette 
Meyers, an emergency nurse for the past 15 
years in a large Boston teaching hospital. 
“You meet so many kinds of people. I enjoy 
the challenge of sorting out what’s going on 
with them. It’s not like on the floors where a 
diagnosis has already been made.” 

Meyers says she enjoys the independence 
of practice as she performs the initial assess¬ 
ment on her patients. With that indepen¬ 
dence, however, comes a responsibility to 
quickly recognize when a patient is in trou¬ 
ble. “You have to know when to say 'I need a 
doctor in here now!’" 


Another facet of emergency room care that 
keeps many nurses attracted is the informal¬ 
ity of the practice setting and the opportunity 
to collaborate with nursing peers and physi¬ 
cians. “There's a team approach to patients 
in the emergency room and a much more 
varied kind ofleaming” says Meyers. Teach¬ 
ing and an exchange of information is con¬ 
stantly occurring on an informal basis be¬ 
tween physicians and nurses who work 
closely together. “Less experienced resi¬ 
dents often look to senior nursing staff,” says 
Meyers. 

Emergency nurses never know what will 
happen next and have to shift gears on a mo¬ 
ment’s notice. “It’s such an unpredictable 
place. Everything can change very quickly,” 
says Meyers. “I hate die loss of control, die 
feeling of not always being able to keep 
diings manageable. Your rooms may be fUll 
with patients, sometimes overflowing onto 
stretchers in the hallway, and die C-Med will 
go off.” 

The C-Med is a direct phone line system 
used by EMT’s and paramedics to alert 
emergency room stair ofthe impending arri¬ 
val of a critically ill patient As additional ser¬ 
iously injured or critically ill patients are 
brought to the emergency room, the nursing 
stalf must refocus its efforts in that direction. 
“It’s not possible to plan your day in an 
emergency room,” says Meyers. ’There’s a 
constant need to reorganize your time and 
priorities.” 

Emotions can also be overwhelming for 
nurses who work in an emergency setting. 
Often surrounded by die sadness and paid of 
others, it can take a serious toll. Coping with 
sudden, tragic death and the pain or die loss 
experienced by family members is one of die 
most difficult parts of the job, especially 
since there may be little time to really pro¬ 
cess what’s happened. 

Emergency nurses learn to repress many 
of the feelings that naturally emerge so diey 
can continue to function. Many times it is not 
until the shift is over Uiat die impact of die 
day’s events will hit and the tears will come. 

Meyers describes a recent experience as 
one of her most profound. “I was caring for a 
man who had a seizure at home. He knew he 
had an inoperable brain tumor. The doctor 
came in after his CAT scan to tell him that his 
tumor had grown and caused the seizure to 
occur and that he wanted to admit him to the 
hospital.” Meyers was aware, after speaking 
to die resident, that only comfort measures 
could be offered at this point ‘The man 
called me into his room, looked up at me and 
said, ‘Am I near the end? No one has told mo 
what’s happening.’ That was die first time I 
ever had to tell someone they were dying I 
held his hand and we both cried. It made me 
feel bad emotionally, but at die same time I 
felt good because I had shared diat moment 
with him.” 

While, in die minds of many, emergency 
rooms are equated with the drama of caring 
for victims of gunshot or stab wounds or car¬ 
diac arrest, nurses expend more time and 
energy caring for the needs of patients with 
much less dramatic, though serious, health 
problems. Providing prescribed treatments, 
monitoring patients’ conditions, keeping 
them comfortable and informed during long 
evaluations, listening to concerns, and sup¬ 


porting them dirough difficult or painful pro¬ 
cedures are all part of the role of the 
emergency nurse. Through it all, perhaps the 
greatest challenge for any emergency nurse 
is to humanize the experience, to make a 
connection with the person for whom they 
are caring 

And, while saving a life close to death is 


one of the more immediate rewards of the 
job, gratification from their work often 
comes in smaller way's: words of gratitude 
from a patient, support from a peer, or die 
personal satisfaction of knowing that the 
manner and skill with which a patient was 
care for made a difference in their outcome 
or experience.

Men finding their niche in nursing professwn

s far as he knows, Nick Dileso 
Jr. is the only male in Waltham 
High’s class of '77 to pursue a 
nursing career. 

Having worked at Waltham- 
Weston Hospital doing every¬ 
thing from bringing patients their meal trays 
to working as a full-time orderly the summer 
alter Ins graduation, Dileso said lie knew he 
wanted to remain in the health-care 
profession. 

At first he considered doing lab work like 
his father, who has worked at Waltham Wes¬ 
ton for 37 years and is currently the lab's ad¬ 
ministrative director. But the lab lacked 
something Dileso was looking for — patient 
interaction. If he studied to be a nurse, he 
thought he could work with patients and fol¬ 
low them all the way through their treat¬ 
ments. That was the kind of work he wanted. 

Dileso spent his first two years at Boston 
State College fulfilling the general education 
requirements before he seriously concen¬ 
trated on nursing. Hating worked as an or¬ 
derly, he said, "gave me a much better 
appreciation of the professioa" 

In his college class of 96 students, he re¬ 
calls, he was one of 10 men. And of the men, 
he was five years junior to the next youngest, 
a 24-year-old armed forces veteran. While 
the nursing profession is becoming more po¬ 


pular for men, Dileso estimates that men 
only make up about 3 to 5 percent of all 
nurses. At WalthamWeston, Dileso said, 
there are approximately 400 licensed nurses 
on stall', including part-timers and perdiems. 
Eight staffers are men. 

For most men, he says, nursing is “a 
change in career" rather than their first 
choice. So when Dileso walks into a patient's 
room he is still sometimes asked, "Doctor, 
would you change my prescription?" He says 
that he and the other male nurses at Walth- 
amWeston are constantly reminding patients 
that they are nurses, not doctors. But Dileso 
takes it in stride. It works in reverse. A lot of 
patients, he says, still mistake women doc¬ 
tors for nurses. 

“(Nursing) is a job for an in¬ 
quisitive person who always 
wants to learn.”

While at Boston State, Dileso did rotations 
at large Boston hospitals but decided to re¬ 
turn to his WalthamWeston roots. There, he 
worked in the medical intensive care unit 
before switching to the evening emergency 
room shift where he helped treat different 
ages and situations. 
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In 1986, he became nurse manager in the 
night department a position he held for ab¬ 
out three years. He was then promoted to 
assistant vice president of nursing where he 
was accountable for surgical services, criti¬ 
cal care and emergencies. He took another 
step away from the bedside two years later 
when he was made acting vice president of 
nursing Last year he was made vice presi¬ 
dent of patient care services. In this position, 
he is responsible for patient care and sup¬ 
port the nursing staff, the speech and audiol¬ 
ogy departments, the switchboard and 
security. 

"It’s a broad set of responsibilities," he 
says from behind the desk in his office. 

Dileso says he is proud that his is a stable 
staff, one that creates a caring, warm envi¬ 
ronment for patients and hospital employees 
alike. 

And even though he now spends more 
time poring over next yearts budget than pa¬ 
tients' charts, Dileso is pleased with his ca¬ 
reer choice. 

Nursing, he says, is a job that provides “in¬ 
stant gratificatioa" 

“It's for people who are somewhat ex¬ 
troverted," he adds. 

Nurses are this country’s primary nurtur- 
ers, says Dileso They help deal with the psy¬ 
chosocial aspect of illness. They are often the 
ones who first console the survivors of a de¬ 
parted loved one. 


Having worked at Waltham- 
Weston Hospital doing every¬ 
thing from bringing patients 
their meal trays to working as 
a full-time orderly the summer 
after his graduation, Nick 
Dileso Jr. said he knew lie 
wanted to remain in the 
health-care profession. 


It is also a career, he says, that collaborates 
with other professions, such as physical ther¬ 
apists.

Blending the caring of musing with the ciuing of medicine

he patient may call it a visit to 
the doctor, but for many it is ac¬ 
tually a visit to their nurse. 

For over 25 years nurses have 
been working as nurse practi¬ 
tioners in well baby clinics, fam¬ 
ily planning centers, nursing homes, shelters 
for the homeless, neighborhood health cen¬ 
ters, physicians’ offices, and other practice 
sites. 

Nurse practitioners are registered nurses 
who have advanced education either 
through special undergraduate certificate 
programs, or more often now, through a mas¬ 
ters in nursing They specialize in areas such 
as family practice, women's health, care of 
the adult, geriatrics, or pediatrics. 

There are approximately 1,200 nurse prac¬ 
titioners in Massachusetts working in varied 
practice sites with physicians and other 
health care professionals. It is a role that 
gently blends the caring of nursing and the 
ciuing of medicine, and enables us to meet 
the health care needs of our clients and 
families. 

The nurse practitioner role was first deve¬ 
loped by pediatricians and pediatric nurses 
as a means of providing care to young 
mothers and theirchildren. Well baby clinics 


were poorly staffed and physician time was 
difficult to arrange. 

Much of the care in these clinics was nurs¬ 
ing oriented — immunizations, parenting 
education, health promotion, and the illnes¬ 
ses treated were simple episodic illnesses 
like ear infections and rashes. Why not ex¬ 
pand on the nursing knowledge of nurses as 
well as add the medical management of un¬ 
complicated illness? The marriage of the two 
occurred, the role was born and nurse practi¬ 
tioners now work in a variety of settings car¬ 
ing for clients through the life span. 

Much of current debate of national health 
care reform is the transfer of money from 
i n-hospital services to primary care. Primary 
care is a patient's first entry into health ser¬ 
vices and is usually provided in private of¬ 
fices, neighborhood health centers, outpa¬ 
tient clinics and other community sites. 
Primary health care physicians include pe¬ 
diatricians, internists and family practice 
physicians. 

Nurse practitioners have long been affil¬ 
iated with primary care physicians and usu¬ 
ally work in collaborative practices with 
physicians. In many communities there are 
physician shortages and nurse practitioners 
handle busy office overflow as well as see 
their own patients. 

The blending of medicine and nursing in 
this role has not been without criticism. In 
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the 15 years I have worked as a family nurse 
practitioner. I have seen the debate go on 
between nursing and medicine over pre¬ 
scription privileges, supervision of practice 
and now reimbursement of nurse practition¬ 
ers by insurance companies. It basically is a 
“turf’ issue. The question is often asked, 
“arc nurse practitioners frustrated 
doctors’" 

I don't think so. I’m not trying to be a 
doctor, or a doctor substitute. 1 provide basic 
health care to clients and families. They arc 
well families who respond favorably lo 
health promotion and disease prevention. 
These are basic nursing issues that have 
been nursing turf since Florence 
Nightingale. 

So, how are nurses different from doctors? 
Nurses learn from the first day of nursing 
school to become good listeners and commu¬ 
nicators. Nursing care is client centered. It 
revolves around the patient and how he or 
she is reacting to their health or illness. We 
are good patient teachers. Education of our 
patients about health and illness is an integ¬ 
ral part of nursing care. 

From my perspective, medicine is illness 
oriented. Physicians leam how to diagnose 
and treat disease. Curing patients of disease 
is the goal of medical care. Physicians in 
primary care seem to have a different focus 
though and are becoming more interested in 
health promotion and disease prevention. 

I truly believe there is a place in the 


health-care system for both physicians and 
nurse practitioners. I work at the Hahne¬ 
mann Family Health Center, which is a fam¬ 
ily practice residency training site for the 
University of Massachusetts Medical School. 
As a faculty member I assist in the teaching 
of family practice physicians, family nurse 
practitioner students, and medical students. 

Thankftilly the Health Center is a suppor¬ 
tive environment where both medicine and 
musing recognize the contributions that 
each profession makes to health care. 
Though the styles of physicians and nurses 
may be different, my colleagues and I share a 
common goal - the promotion of healthy 
lifestyles in our patients and families. 

So, during National Nurses Week, remem¬ 
ber nurse practitioners. Look for us in the 
emergency room, local health department 
clinic, college health sendee and nursing 
home. We often care for people in the most 
unpopular of sites — mental health clinics, 
homeless shelters, Indian resenations, or 
rural outposts. 

We often get referred the socially compli¬ 
cated families with difficult-to-eure prob¬ 
lems. We respect the need for physicians and 
hope that physicians respect the need for 
nurses. We aren’t trying to be doctors, just 
good health care providers. Nurses do care 
for America, and your nurse practitioner will 
care for you. 
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The difference a nurse makes 

From comforting patients to administmting therapy, 
nurses responsibilities are varied, yet impoitant

M any people still see nurses as 
subservient 'handmaidens” 
to physicians, performing 
mostly menial tasks, following 
orders, not really contributing 
anything of their own to the 
well-being of patients in their care. 

In fact these images bear little resemb¬ 
lance to modern nursing Xurses use sophis¬ 
ticated clinical skills to make a variety of aut¬ 
onomous and collaborative decisions about 
patient care. In the case described below, 
told from the point of view of the nurse, a 
patient opted for aggressive treatment of his 
advanced lung cancer. In administering the 
drugs and therapies associated with that 
treabnent the nurse used complex and fine- 
tuned skills to make independent, urgent de¬ 
cisions about how best to proceed. Because 
of'this patient's particular situation, he might 
not have been able to withstand the rigors of 
the treatment without the attention of a 
skilled, experienced nurse: 

Mr D was a man in his 70s with lung 
cancer He had been in the hospital for sev¬ 
eral days with fever and low white blood cell 
counts, the latter due to recent courses of 


chemotherapy. Because the white counts 
were low, he was prone to infection. He had 
pneumonia and was barely able to breathe, 
even with the help of oxygen. 

Mr. D's oncologist had told him that even 
though he could not be cured, additional 
courses of medication could buy him more 
time. But the treatment itself was risky, since 
Mr. D was extremely weak. Mr. D. had said 
he wanted the treatment anyway. 1 cared for 
Mr. D on the evening the treabnent was to 
begin As I made plans for his care 1 had sev¬ 
eral concerns. 

Did Mr. D really understand what we were 
about to do? 

There was little chance that these medica¬ 
tions would help Mr. D for an extended Ume, 
and there were many things that could go 
wrong. I knew that his two daughters op¬ 
posed further, risky treatment of the cancer 
itself, and instead wanted us to concentrate 
on making their father as comfortable as pos¬ 
sible. As Mr. D’s nurse, and as the one who 
would administer the treabnent, I had to de¬ 
termine if Mr. D had fully understood what 
was about to happen when he had asked for 
more treatment 

At the bme I assumed his care, it was diffi¬ 
cult for Mr. D to breathe or speak. However, 
after I spoke at length with the oncologist 
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and my nursing colleagues, I was convinced 
that Mr. D had indeed been capable of true 
informed consent at the time lie asked for 
the treatment They all reported that Mr. D 
had spoken in very clear terms about his de¬ 
sire for aggressive therapy earlier that same 
day. 

How could I assure Mr. □ continued to re¬ 
ceive enough oxygen during the stressful 
treatment? How could 1 avoid the kidney 
damage that the treatment could have 
caused? 

Mr. D was already receiving high levels of 
oxygen by mask, but this was keeping his 
blood oxygen level merely adequate. The 
treabnent he was about to receive called for 
a lot of intravenous fluid, which would help 
flush the medications (him his system. With¬ 
out this flushing, his kidneys might have 
been damaged. 

However, because of Mr. D’s history of con¬ 
gestive heart failure, his lungs were prone to 
fill with fluid, ibrther decreasing his ability 
to absorb the oxygen we were administering 
I knew 1 would have to monitor Mr. D care- 
(hlly throughout the course of the treatment 
to determine if diuretic medication, which 
helps the kidneys excrete excess fluid, would 
be necessary. 

What could I do to prevent nausea and 
vomiting? 


The nausea and vomiting that can some¬ 
times accompany this type of treabnent are 
not only uncomfortable; in Mr. D’s case, ac¬ 
tive vomiting could cause stress that could 
Ibrther alfect his oxygen levels. In addition, 
the medications we were to give for nausea 
caused a drowsiness that could be danger¬ 
ous. If Mr. D were to vomit in a drowsy state 
ha could choke. I had to determine how to 
prevent nausea and vomiting at all costs, 
without causing too much sedation. 

How was I going to treat his Infections? 

Mr. D needed ongoing treatment of his 
pneumonia in order to survive. Yet this treat¬ 
ment involved giving antibiotics mixed in 
more fluid through the vein. I knew Mr. D 
desperately needed the antibiotic, yet 1 was 
concerned about giving him still more fluid. 

I considered all of these things as I was 
learning about Mr. D from the nurse who had 
cared for him earlier that day. I then went to 
meet Mr. D and his family and explained 
what was going to happen I reassured them 
that I would do all that I could do to see that 
Mr. D tolerated the treatment well. 

Soon, I began to administerthe prescribed 
medications. In the first few hours, I continu¬ 
ously monitored how Mr. D was tolerating 
the fluid — whether he was excreting it at the

To ftirther address the educational ad¬ 
vancement of nurses, the MNA established 
the Massachusetts Nursing Foundation in 
1981 — a non-profit corporation which 
awards scholarships, grants and loans to 
nurses and students of nursing. The MNF 
also supports research, publications and 
other works on nursing subjects. 

The Department of Labor Relations, led 
by the Cabinet for Labor Relations, works to 
ensure that through collective bargaining, 
the MNA is able to protect the individual and 
collective rights in the work place; pursue 
economic justice for the nursing profession; 
and, give nurses and other health care pro¬ 
fessionals self-empowerment and self- 
determination. The dedicated staff delivers 
a full range of collective bargaining services 
to MNA members in 79 units across the state, 
ranging in size from five to more than 3,000 
members. 

A noteworthy achievement from last year’s 
scries of negotiations was a Brigham & Wo¬ 
men’s Hospital contract provision which 
guarantees several fiscal incentives for any 


nurse who contracts the HIV virus from 
work-related exposure. This landmark, first- 
of-its-kind provision received media atten¬ 
tion from around the globe. 

The MNA Department of Legislation deve¬ 
lops bills and files legislation which impacts 
nurses, patients and the delivery of health 
care. The department encourages the volun¬ 
teer membership to lobby their legislators in 
support of significant health-care legislation. 
This grass roots activism was instrumental in 
helping pass a bill granting prescription writ¬ 
ing authority to nurse practitioners and psy¬ 
chiatric nurse mental health clinical special¬ 
ists, which the state legislature signed into 
law last year. 


Reaching out to members is 
clearly evident in the activities 
of the association. An 
important goal of the MNA 
Department of Nursing 
continues to be educational 
support for nurses. 


Among the bills filed by the MNA this year 
is one which addresses health care workers' 
exposure to HIV; a major component of the 
bill mandates that employers provide disa¬ 
bility insurance and additional compensa¬ 
tion for health care workers who contract the 
HIV virus from a work-related exposure. 
Another bill, co-liled with a number of other 
nursing organizations, would amend the cur¬ 
rent Massachusetts Nurse Practice Act in the 
areas of composition, power and duties of 
the Board of Registration in Nuising; the de¬ 
finition of nursing; and, the status of the 
board within the Massachusetts Executive 
Office of Consumer Affairs. 

Involvement in the political process is also 
accomplished through the effoits of Nuise- 
PLAN, the political action committee of the 
association. All MNA members are also 
members of NursePLAN, which seeks to 
make the nurse professional more politically 
influential by endorsing candidates for 
public office. 

To help advance the profession of nursing, 
file MNA also seeks to develop strong coali¬ 
tions with otiler nursing, health care and 
consumer organizations. The MNA actively 
participates in groups which influence 
health care; MNA Executive Director Bar¬ 
bara Roderick, M.S., R.N., represents the as¬ 
sociation on the Governor’s Commission on 
Women’s Issues, the Governor’s Commission 
on Minority Health Issues and the Gover¬ 
nor’s Commission on Quality Improvement 
The MNA also worked closely with the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Coalition for A Healthy Future, 
the proponents of last fall's successful ci¬ 
garette tax initiative.

While there is still uncertainty about the 
specifics of the Clinton health care reform 
plan, it is clear that primaiy care will be a 
cornerstone of that plan. 

However, several critical questions 
remain unanswered with respect to the pro¬ 
vision of primary care services: what consti¬ 
tutes primary care? who will provide prim¬ 
ary care sendees? in what settings will 
services be delivered? how will universal 
access to primary care be achieved? 

Primary care is comprehensive, continu¬ 
ous, coordinated care which emphasizes 
health promotion and disease prevention. It 
is that type of care which provides the appro¬ 
priate first contact between consumers and 
the health care system. Primary care is 
patient-centered and primaiy care providers 
are directly accountable to their patients for 
care coordination and management 

Primaiy care is usually provided by gener¬ 
alist practitioners in community-based set¬ 
tings. Health system reform’s new emphasis 
on the importance of primary care has 
generated concern that the system has an 
inadequate number of providers to meet 
anticipated ftiture needs. This concern tends 
to be framed in terms of the physician popu¬ 
lation, specifically the small numbers of 
physicians practicing general medicine com¬ 
pared with the growing numbers of special¬ 
ists. The focus on physicians as the primaiy 
care provider of primaiy care sendees is, 


however, too narrow. Primary care in its 
esenece is nursing, not medicine. 

Nuising practitioners (NPs) are Die major 
non-physician providers of primaiy care. 
NPs are nurses with advanced educational 
preparation at the master's level whose prac¬ 
tice encompasses physical assessment, diag¬ 
nosis and treatment of common acute illness 
and injury, education of patients in health 
promotion and disease prevention practices, 
and care coordination. In at least 35 states 
including Massachusetts, NPs also have the 
authority to prescribe medications. 

There are 25,000 to 30,000 nuise praction- 
ers in the United States. Most NPs practice 
in community-based settings and provide 
care to groups which are typically under- 
seived by physicians - file uninsured, inner 
city residents, rural populations, elders in 
the community, and children. Nurse practi¬ 
tioners provide care in many settings: ambu¬ 
latory care facilities, nursing homes, HMOs, 
schools, worksites, patients’ homes, and pri¬ 
vate practices. 

Many studies have documented the cost 
effectiveness of nurse practitioners, the high 
quality of services they provide, and the 
satisfaction of patients with NP care. It is 
estimated that nurse practitioners can meet 
as much as 80 percent of the primary health 
care needs of the population.

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Nursing patients back to mental health 

Treatment comes in medicine, counseling and laughter

J oannie Duns, R.N., a nurse at 
Marlboro Hospital’s psychiatric 
unit, says she does not view her pa¬ 
tients as "crazy,” but as human be¬ 
ings who may need a little help for 
a while 

And with the lengths of patient stays at hos- 
pitals for physical and psychiatric problems 
alike getting shorter and shorter, Duris and 
her colleagues recognize that they must 
squeeze a lot of work into the available time. 

The staff usually works with the same pa¬ 
tients for about a week, the average length of 
stay. Not many patients stay for 10 days or 
more, and even fewer remain in the unit for 
a month or more. "The stays overall are get¬ 
ting shorter,” Duris says. 

The length of stay may be shorter, but 
nearly every waking hour is spent in 
treatment 

Patients are served breakfast at 7:30. They 
attend Community Meeting at 8:15, and one- 
on-one doctor’s meetings at 8:45. Then, if it’s 
Monday, adult psychiatric patients spend an 
hour exercising stress management and re¬ 
laxation. Tuesdays, they learn about the me¬ 
dications they may have been prescribed 
and about their diagnoses. That same time 
on Friday, 9:30 a.m., is set aside for relapse 
prevention education. Each day wraps up ar¬ 
ound 9:45 p.m.

Whatever the day, whatever the hour, 
Duris says every moment of every day is 
spent helping patients deal with their situa¬ 
tions and providing them with the skills they 
need to cope with life after they are 
discharged. 

Patients at the psychiatric unit, Duris says, 
are usually depressed. A depressed eco¬ 
nomy, she adds, has brought new faces to the 
23-bed secure unit, people who have un¬ 
raveled after a particularly stressful experi¬ 
ence. "They lost a job,” says Duris of these 
patients. “They get depressed and suicidal.” 

Then, there are the few patients who suf¬ 
fer from chronic depression, and those who 
have tremendous emotional difficulty at cer¬ 
tain times of the year, such as the anniver- 
saty of a loved one's death. There are also 
those who suffer from mental illnesses other 
than depression, who, Duris says, consider

To treat the patients, the hospital staff 
must teach them, Duris says. Each patient is 
educated about his illness and given com¬ 
plete information about his treatment The 
knowledge of those two things, Duris says, 
“can be less stressful for them so they can 
take charge of their own life.” Identifying 
their illnesses, she adds, can also help pre¬ 
vent relapses. 

In group therapy, which meets daily at 
10:45 a.m., patients learn support skills from 
each other. Duris also helps bring in lectur¬ 
ers from outside the hospital to speak with 
the patients, and schedules the showings of 
videos about mental illness. 

Beyond the clinical approach, Duris and 
others on the medical staff get the patients 
involved in non-competitive games. Besides 
teaching cooperation, problem-solving skills 
and developing patients' trust, these games 
provide large doses of the world’s best medi¬ 
cine: laughter. 


“A lot of people have forgotten what it's 
like to have fUn and laugh,” says Duris. The 
games are tailored to the players, Duris says. 
A popular game involves patients each tak¬ 
ing an edge of a large parachute and keeping 
a ball bouncing in the middle of it 

Much time is also spent helping patients 
identify at least three positive things about 
themselves. One of the tools used is an arts- 
and-crafts class in which patients, even those 
who believe they have the least ability, are 
asked to start and finish a project, says Duris 
The importance of a finished project, says 
Duris, is that the patient sees the fruits of his 
labors and says, 'Tm a success.” 

These success stories make Duris' work re¬ 
warding Work as a mental health nurse is 
also rewarding she says, because she can 
witness the changes in patients throughout 
the week-long program. When the patients 
are discharged, she says, most say they found 
the program and staff helpflil. 

Duris says she realizes that mental illness 
is not always recognized as a “real” disease 
This can cause patients to feel bad about 
themselves.

From acute care to home care, visiting nurses make a difference

F or the past nine years Priscilla Me¬ 
sar has called her Longfellow Glen 
apartment home. She is happiest 
reclining in her large living room 
chair surrounded by a lifetime of 
cherished mementos. 
Unfortunately, it has become increasingly 
difficult for this woman of modest means to 
remain at home. Over the past few yearn, Me¬ 
sar, a retired nurse, has been faced with sev¬ 
eral serious medical challenges. In addition 
to heart problems and arthritis, Mesar, 79, 
receives dialysis three times a week at the 
West Suburban Artificial Kidney Center in 
Framingham. Mesar is very much aware that 
she has been able to remain at home in large 
part because of the services she receives 
from the Sudbury Visiting Nurse Association 
Inc. 

' 'Ifl didn't have this vital help I would have 
to go into a nursing home," says Mesar, who 
retains a keen wit and a sharp mind. "It is 
better for the patient to be at home, and it is 
more cost effective for the community... 
There is no place like home.” 

"The Sudbury Visiting Nurse Association 
people are so good,” Mesar continued. "God 
love them They come routinely. But when I 
have an emergency, they are over 
immediately.” 

Every morning, Mesar receives assistance 
from a SVNA home health aide On those 
days when she receives dialysis, Mesar is so 
weak from the procedure, which consumes 
the entire afternoon, that a second SVNA 
aide is scheduled for the early evening 
hours. In addition, at least once a week, she 
is visited by a SVNA nurse who checks her 
blood pressure, heart, lungs, weight, and 
ankles. 

"Mrs. Mesar is always at risk because of 
her condition," said Sudbury resident Ann 
Cunha, RN, BSN, a SVNA supervisor. "So we 
watch her to trouble shoot problems before 
them become serious." 

With Mesar’s only child living in New 
Jersey, the SVNA has become, Cunha said, 
"a local source of support” 

"Perhaps Mrs. Mesar relies on us more 
than other people do because she doesn't 
have close family nearby," Cunha said. “For 
example, we arranged for the Friendly Visi¬ 
tor Program to help her (with food purch¬ 
ases) and for Bay Path in Framingham to 


provide a homemaker," 

The SVNA, a certified non-profit home 
health agency, has been serving the com¬ 
munity since 1937. Over the years it has 
grown in scope and design. Today the agency 
has 45 staff members, including nurses, 
home health aides, a medical social worker, 
a nutritionist community health educators, 
and physical, occupational and speech ther¬ 
apists. During the past year, the SVNA and 
the Parmenter Health Center in Wayland 
joined together to add a certified hospice 
program, Wayside Hospice, to their broad 
range of services. 

. And the SVNA is witnessing dramatic in¬ 
creases in requests for services. In 1989-90, 
SVNA provided a total of 4,573 visits to 188 
patients. By 1991-92, 279 patients received 
11,964 visits. About half of the visits are for 
nursing services. 

The SVNA also offers free blood pressure 
clinics, free influenza immunization clinics, 
a baby-sitter training course, cholesterol 
screening, tuberculin testing, lazy eye 
screening of pre-schoolers, first aid training 
for day care providers and parents, a home 
safety class for children ages 9-12, mammo¬ 
graphy screening, and CFR training 

Recently, Cunha, SVNAexecutive director 
Nancy Brown, RN., BSN., MA, and a third 
SVNA nurse, Sudbury resident Eileen Cen- 
tauro, RN., BSN., took time from their busy 
schedules to discuss community nursing For 
more than an hour they described the often 
crucial role that the visiting nurse plays in 
the welfare of her community. 

After years as a hospital staff nurse and a 
nursing instructor, Cunha entered the field 
of community nursing six years ago. 

“It is a wonderftil way to meet people in 
die community," Cunha noted, "There are 
older people who have lived their whole 
lives in town. They are fascinating You learn 
so much from them. Home care certainly 
does not pay what hospital nursing does, but 
it has a lot of other rewards. And when you 
have children it is really nice to be able to 
work in the community. Then you are nearby 
if something comes up." 

When Centauro moved to Sudbury three 
years ago, she began working for SVNA Un¬ 
til then most of her nursing experience had 
been in hospital settings. According to Cen¬ 
tauro, while community nursing tends to be 
more flexible than some other areas of nurs¬ 
ing, it is not without stress. With hospitals 
sending patients home earlier, all too often 


Centauro finds that she is evaluating a newly 
discharged patient who is too ill to be home. 
It then becomes her role to convince the doc¬ 
tor that the patient should be readmitted. 

There have also been problems with 
mothers discharged shortly after giving birth. 
Years ago, Cunha explained, when new 
mothers remained hospitalized for several 
days, more issues were addressed in the 
hospital. 

"We have nursing mothers going home be¬ 
fore their milk has come in." Cunha said. 

Cunha recalled a visit to a new mother 
whose blood pressure had been high in the 
hospital. During the visit to check the 
mother, Cunha realized that the baby was 
dehydrated. 

"It was because she was a brand new 
mother and her milk hadn't come in," Cunha 
said. "This baby wasn’t getting fluids" 

"We have patients in their 80s who are dis¬ 
charged one week after heart surgery," Cen¬ 


tauro added. “A lot of times they are on many 
new medicines. It can be very stressful." 

“This past winter was particularly stress¬ 
ful, with all the driving problems," com¬ 
mented Brown, who has served as executive 
director for more titan eight yearn. “Some 
visits cannot be postponed. About 80 percent 
of our patients are elderly and some do not 
have good networks.” 

“And because often we are the only con¬ 
tact, we never go in and just take a blood 
pressure or do a dressing." Cunha said. “We 
check for other things. We ask. for example, 
what they are eating" 

"We look at the whole poison," Centauro 
noted. 

"I think that we are different because of 
our staff," Brown concluded. “We have a 
real sense of commitment, and we think that 
it is important not to lose that individual 
touch," 
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The aging of America 

Geropsychiatric nursing addresses the needs of the elderly

O lder adults and the elderly com¬ 
prise a rapidly growing seg¬ 
ment of today’s society. 

Coinciding with this growth 
are the numbers of diagnosed 
cases of mental illness in this 
population As America ages we are increas¬ 
ingly prone to the development of both or¬ 
ganic disease, such as Alzheimer's, and psy¬ 
chiatric illness, such as clinical depression, 
which often presents with a concomitant im¬ 
balance of neurochemicals in the brain. Both 
of these conditions result in impaired emo¬ 
tional stability and mood, and consequential 
behavioral difficulties. 

In working with this older population, it is 
crucial to be aware of the many losses, both 
real and perceived, that these individuals 
face in their daily lives. They include retire¬ 
ment, the decline in physical abilities and 
mental faculties, decreasing mobility with 
subsequent isolation, and the ahsence of re¬ 
creational outlets. 

In part because of these losses the elderly 
may lose confidence and self esteem as they 
define their inherent self worth by what they 
do and have, rather than by who they are. In 
short they may feel useless. 

Another disquieting factor is the virtual 
demise of the extended family unit in today’s 
society. Consequently, caring and devoted 


children are often not well situated geogra¬ 
phically to render their parents ongoing and 
tangible support 

An additional and primary stresser for the 
elderly is that throughout their seniority and 
serving as a somber reminder of their ad¬ 
vancing years and personal mortality are the 
deaths of friends, relatives and spouses. Sub¬ 
sequent to these foregoing elements then, it 
is easy to envision how loneliness combined 
with fear and depression can give rise to the 
judiciously rationalized use of alcohol which 
only serves to further undermine functional 
status and coping strategies 

Nursing interventions focus on the pa¬ 
tients’ presenting problems. Throughout 
their slay in the hospital, patients are being 
carefully monitored in terms of symptoma¬ 
tology and response to therapy and medica¬ 
tions. Teaching patients and family members 
how to monitor their own medication regi¬ 
mens is of vital importance. 

Nurses work very closely with the geropsy¬ 
chiatric physician in order to promote safe 
and efficacious treatment They are assisted 
in this undertaking by mental health workers 
who provide feedback and play a major role 
in patient interactions, coordination of unit 
activities, and contact with family members. 
Specific interventions include establishing a 
therapeutic rapport with patients, helping 
them to explore issues and identify and ver¬ 
balize emotions. 

Other equally important goals are to orient 


them to reality and to maintain their safety 
while in hospital with appropriate con¬ 
straints as warranted by their medical and 
psychiatric status. Patient and family teach¬ 
ing related to the diagnosis and treatment of 
mental illness is always a focal point of the 
nursing strategy in that informed individuals 
are less anxious and more receptive to the 
need for adaptation and change. 

Enabling this population to recognize their 
positive attributes, personal strengths and 
assets while using a genuinely empathetic 
approach allows both patients and family 
members to feel that they aren’t helpless, 
and empowers them to cope. Learning to 
acknowledge mal-adaptive coping patterns 
and replacing them with health ones is of 
paramount importance. The nursing staff 
works in conjunction with both social work¬ 
ers and rehabilitative therapists in order to 
determine problematic areas and assure 
cohesion and continuing in the plan of care. 

Patients who have forgotten how to enjoy 
simple pleasures are encouraged to partici¬ 
pate in therapeutic groups and other activi¬ 
ties which promote Ain and relaxation while 
allowing them to get in touch with their feel¬ 
ings. Sharing happy and/or nostalgic memo¬ 
ries with peers and staff helps the older indi¬ 
vidual to attain a positive sense of self and 
awakens feelings of pride and accomplish¬ 
ment Walking groups led by mental health 
workers provide stimulation coupled with 
beneficial physical exercise, thereby de¬ 


creasing levels of stress and anxiety. 

As dates for discharge are finalized, the 
priority is provision of appropriate and qual¬ 
ified aftercare, a key indicator for continued 
success in treatment The nursing focus here 
moves to easing the transition of the patients 
to their outside destination, whether that be 
to an independent living situation, to a nurs¬ 
ing or rest home, or to live with family 
members. 

Interaction with an outside physician and 1 
or therapist is essential to ensure continuity 
of care. Not infrequently, after care includes 
several weeks of day treatment, which is an 
ideal method of evaluating and maintaining 
patient progress. Referrals to home health 
care agencies and visiting nurses are addi¬ 
tional ways of measuring progress and o(fret¬ 
ting future problems. 

To conclude, it seems eminently clear that 
a well established interdisciplinary plan of 
care evolves throughout the elderly patient’s 
hospital stay and is constantly being updated 
and revised. 

The entire staff of the geropsychiatric 
team commit themselves to the program and 
its ideals which, simply stated, are to help 
the older adult in achieving acceptance, con¬ 
tentment and an abiding purpose in life. 

Ones older years need not be marred by 
such a sense of hopelessness and fear. Fami- 
1 ies of loved ones no longer have to hide their 
pain, conflision and despair. Understanding 
and help are available. 
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MetroWest nurses gain power 

The future of nursing lies in decentmlization, say professionals

F or the past year and a half, Met¬ 
roWest Medical Center has been 
involved in a drastic restructuring 
effort to switch policy-making re¬ 
sponsibilities from hospital admi¬ 
nistrators to the nurses actively 
participating in patient care. 

To date, every nursing unit on both the 
Framingham Union and Leonard Morse 
campuses of MetroWest has begun the in¬ 
tense process of change required to make 
this transition of power effective. The poten¬ 
tial benefits it will reap to local health care 
are extraordinary, say local nurses, and pre¬ 
liminary results suggest these rewards have 
already begun — with the big payoff soon to 
follow. 

"Nurses historically, traditionally, have 
been thought of as not being able to be 
decision-makers in their own right,” ex¬ 
plains Kathi Shaffer, spokeswoman for Met¬ 
roWest Medical Center. “This is a move to 
help them be decision-makers themselves.” 

First explored by MetroWest in a 1988 
nursing retreat, the decentralized nursing 
model surfaced as the most desirable and ef¬ 
fective way for the facility to empower 
nurses. Unlike the model then being used, 
this approach to nursing encourages caregiv¬ 
ers to welcome increased responsibility for 
the smooth functioning of their units, to 
claim authority to act in those areas for- 
which they are given responsibility, and, to 
accept accountability for their past actions 
and take necessary steps to correct 
wrongdoings. 

In a hospital switching to a completely de¬ 
centralized nursing model, increased re¬ 
sponsibility faces nurses in nearly evety as¬ 
pect of theirwork. No longer will administra¬ 
tors decide, for example, if a patient’s weight 
is an appropriate indicator of that person’s 
care and progress. Instead, nurses in each 
unit are flee to use indicators they feel best 
measure the quality of their patients’ unique 
care. 

Nurses are more than capable of accepting 
these new responsibilities, says Nurse Mana¬ 
ger Millie Curley, RN, but, she notes, “We 
have been under the constraints of a hierar¬ 
chy of administrative people who were mak¬ 
ing decisions.... It was the people who were 
far removed fhom the actual service who 
would make the decisions that affected the 
people who were absolutely delivering the 
sendees, and there’s something obviously 
wrong about that" 

The new power this breakdown of admini¬ 
strative policy-making brings may be wel¬ 
comed by many nurses, but can be daunting 
to those who are comfortable in carrying out 
orders from above.

used in 1991 as a pilot for this restructuring 
— “The professional nurse of the '90s — and 
where nursing is going in the '90s — requires 
us to step forward and be policy makers, tak¬ 
ing that authority, but also the responsibility 
and the accountability because they all go 
together.” 

Despite the sometimes stressful adjust¬ 
ment, the vast majority of nurses at MetroW¬ 
est stand in favor of decentralized decision¬ 
making In a poll taken of nurses involved in 
the 1991 pilot program, 93 percent were in 
favor of continuing the program, with 81 per¬ 
cent willing to commit their time to unit com¬ 
mittee participation. 

This committee involvement takes the 
form of three core committees — practice, 
quality and professional development - 
which function in each unit as a vehicle for 
change and communication. Staff nurses 
comprise these committees and choose what 
issues their unit needs to address. One nurse 
serves as representative to the more encom¬ 
passing council committee, a step which en¬ 
sures unit progress is combined and coordi¬ 
nated with the overall agenda of the hospital. 

Pat Cook, president of nursing explains 
the goal of decentralization is not to create 
completely isolated units, but rather units 
that can think creatively and independently 
to benefit and work in conjunction with the 
whole. 
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"It's like when a mother has a new baby. 
They want that responsibility so bad, but 
when that first baby comes, it's like, now 
what do 1 do? It’s a bit scaty,” says Laura 
Hunter-Brooks, RN, nurse manager of Leo¬ 
nard Morse’s Telemetry Unit, which has just 
begun decentralization. 

However unfamiliar this new role may be 
to nurses, the transition must be made. Says 
Nurse Manager Curley — whose unit was 


This empowerment of nurses has already 
positively affected MetroWest in decreased 
nurse absenteeism and increased job satis¬ 
faction, and is sure to continue to benefit the 
hospital as the decentralization becomes 
more complete, says Cook. 

As Millie Curley explains, “This is an in¬ 
credibly stressful and exciting time for 
nurses.... In the health care crisis in this 
country nursing is the key and must be at the 
table as a policy maker.”

roommates who were also going to the MGH 
but not the Internship Program. There I met 
16 baccalaureate grads from all over the 
country who were to share my fixture 
experiences. 

A major feature o! the Internship Program 
was the weekly seminar led by Director 
Deny Osenton, who made us scream, whine 
and become bewildered by the complex 
health culture we had chosen to join. Those 
seminars were safe places to voice our 
anxieties, fears and anger and have them 
put into perspective. 

We discussed the difference between 
medical and surgical nursing, intensive care 
and geriatrics, burn patients and pediatrics 
and the nursing skills needed to care for 
each. We discussed where nursing fit into 
the medical organization and how we were 
related to other departments, and how to 
attack and solve interdepartmental issues. 

Other key features were unit mentors, 
attendance at most, if not all education 
programs, an extended rotation to a unit of 
our choice, and most importantly, the one 
feature our non-internship peers noticed; 
staying on days for three months and not 
being in charge for she months. These 
features d’d not always sit well with other 
new grads. 

Bulfinch 2, a 16-bed female medical ward, 
was my home at the MGH Our patient

End, were Italian speaking and primarily 
elderly. They frequently knew each other or 
were acquainted through families, and the 
ward often resembled a neighborhood get- 
together with every patient greeting each 
other across the ward. 

There's something to be said for the open 
ward. You certainly could observe your 
patient's condition and they could observe 
your activities. They knew who was sickest, 
who was the most demanding, who died and 
how the code went They were seldom 
without some diversion; however rest was at 
a premium so we instituted rest hour from 
1-2 p.m. in hopes of decreasing the 
stimulation. 

The ward obviously sacrificed privacy for 
the patient, their family and nursing 


interventions, and was phased out a couple 
of years later. But I will always have fond 
memories of the comraderie the patients 
and the staff felt in those big rooms with 
their tall windows looking out to the lawn, 
the central nurses desk and the daily dose of 
“sinker” donuts from dietary. The mystique 
of the MGH continued to hold me; I couldn't 
go to rounds in the Ether Dome enough. 

Medical nursing had attracted me even in 
nursing school.

proper rate, or whether it was building up in 
his lungs. 

I carefully measured how much fluid was 
going in, and how much was coming out in 
the form of urine If the urine output started 
to drop, I knew it meant he was retaining 
fluid. I adjusted his intravenous fluid rate ac¬ 
cordingly and administered diuretic medica¬ 
tion. If his blood pressure began to fall, I 
knew he was excreting too rapidly, and I 
made different adjustments. 

To determine if Mr. D’s lungs were tolerate 
ing the treatment, I measured blood oxygen 
levels eveiy 15 minutes. I soon noted that 
subtle changes in Mr. D's blood pressure and 
level of comfort could forewarn an impend¬ 
ing drop in oxygen. After trying different 
combinations of drugs, I soon found the 
doses of diuretic medication and sedative 
that could keep the oxygen level most stable. 

Since I knew that anxiety could affect the 
respirations, I used some relaxation tech¬ 
niques with Mr. D as well, including music 
and gentle relaxation exercises. I made sure 
he was lying in bed in such a way that not 
only ensured comfort, but also allowed for 
maximum expansion of the lungs. 

In previous days he had received special 
inhaled medication for his lungs, but I knew 
these medications had side effects of their 
own. I determined that Mr. D would do bet¬ 
ter without these treatments for a while, and 
made sure they were not given. 

I called the pharmacist and requested that 
the antibiotics be mixed in the smallest 
amount of fluid possible. This allowed me to 
continue to give an essential medication 
without further taxing Mr. D’s heart and 
lungs with more fluid. For nausea, I gave Mi; 
D a slightly lower than normal dose of anti¬ 
nausea medicine because I did not want him 
to become drowsy. The dose proved effec¬ 
tive, and there was no nausea or vomiting 

All through the shift, I worked closely with 
Mr. D's family, maintaining a calm and reas¬ 
suring manner. I allowed them to express 
their frustrations about their father’s deci¬ 
sion to have this treatment, and explained 
many of the steps I was taking to ensure that 
all went well. By the end of the shift, they 
seemed to accept what was taking place. 

Quickly, my shift was over, and I recounted 
the details of my patient's condition to the 


clients, was where nursing made its most 
significant independent contribution. In this 
evolving concept, my focus on how the 
patient functioned in her world could great¬ 
ly contribute to her well-being with either a 
chronic illness or advancing age. I had 
found my niche. 


To summarize, the reader is able to 
determine from these autobiographies the 
evolution of nursing from the perception of 
the nurse as handmaiden to a critical 
thinker and decision maker. The nurse has 
become an indispensable, interdependent 
member of the health cane team 


incoming nurse. Mr. D would need many 
more hours of meticulous care in order to 
survive the night 

Far from being an unusual case, the stoxy 
of Mr. D is fairly typical of the .kind of care 
provided by nurses at hospitals throughout 
the country. Yet, on hearing these kinds of 
stories, many people are surprised. They 
ask, "Isn't it only the doctor that can pre¬ 
scribe doses of medication, or decide if me¬ 
dicine should be withheld? Are nurses cap¬ 
able of determining if powerful drugs like 
diuretics should be given?” 

In acute-care situations such as the one de 
picted here, nurses and physicians form a 
close, efficient team. The physician has the 
expertise and knowledge to determine the 
expected course of the patient’s cancer, and 
to determine what treatment options are 
appropriate. 

However, in order for the course of treat 
ment to succeed, the nurse who will adminis¬ 
ter the treatment must have the latitude to 
make independent judgments regarding cer¬ 
tain medication doses and rates of admi¬ 
nistration. These judgments are based on the 
nurse's expert assessment of how the patient 
is responding to the various aspects of treat¬ 
ment For example, physicians often pre¬ 
scribe a range of medication doses, or may 
request that a medication or fluid be “tit¬ 
rated” to the patient’s response. 

In addition, since the nurse is the one at 
the patient’s side during the entire course of 
treatment and is therefore in the best posi¬ 
tion to determine how the patient is respond¬ 
ing, it is expected that the nurse will not only 
administer the prescribed treatment but 
will also suggest changes as they become 
necessaxy. Research has shown that without 
this kind of collaboration between the nurse 
and physician, patients can suffer.

Vendetti Motors acquired the 
Chrysler Eagle line of automobiles, 
which includes Eagle Vision, 
Summit and Talon.

Available with two and four doors, and in eith¬ 
er two- or four-wheel drive, Jimmy provides 
today's compact utility buyer with a combina¬ 
tion that's hard to beat - especially at Jimmy's 
competitive price. 

Every Jimmy is powered by 4.3 liters of GMC 
Truck-tuned power. The engine a buyer 
receives depends on the transmission the buyer 
selects. 

The 4.3-liter V6 (LB4) is the standard engine 
matched to Jimmy's five-speed manual trans¬ 
mission. This engine produces five more hor¬ 
sepower and five more lb-ft of torque than it 
did in 1992 and is now rated at 165 horsepower 
at 4,000 rpm and 235 lb-ft torque at 2,800 rpm. 

The Enhanced 4.3-liter V6 (L35) is included 
whenever the automatic transmission is 
ordered. With 200 horsepower at 4,500 rpm and 
a robust 260 lb-ft of torque at 3,600 rpm, the 
L35 engine produces more horsepower and 
torque than any other in-class, six-cylinder. 
Power like this delivers the capabilities to haul 
up to 5,750 pounds (when properly equipped)... 
or just plain haul. 

Two-wheel-drive Jimmy models ride on a 
front suspension comprised of computer-select¬ 
ed coil springs, upper and lower control arms 
and stabilizer bar. The rear suspension uses a 
semi-floating rear axle suspended by two-stage 
semi-elliptical leaf springs. 


Four-wheel drive models use torsion-bars, 
and anti-roll bars up front, a configuration that 
not only provides the room necessary to 
accommodate the front drive shafts buy also 
provides less unsprung mass compared to most 
competitive systems. The customer benefit is a 
smoother ride and reduced tire wear. Four- 
wheel drive models utilize the same rear-sus¬ 
pension as two-wheel drive models. 

In 1992, four-wheel anti-lock brakes (ABS) 
were made standard across the Jimmy line. The 


magic of ABS is its ability to detect and act to 
prevent wheel lockup, thereby improving vehi¬ 
cle control during braking. 

Stopping distances are often reduced because 
of the system's ability to modulate, or pump, 
brake pressure during hard braking. The ABS 
advantage is especially noticeable on snow-cov¬ 
ered or rain-slick roads. Jimmy's four-wheel 
ABS also keeps the front wheels from locking, 
thereby providing a significant added measure 
of steering control under severe braking.

The exceptional ride is partially 
due to the Road Sensing 
Suspension, which Cadillac labels 
RSS. Unlike speed sensing systems 
that firm up as the speed is 
increased, RSS actually scans the 
road immediately in front of the car 
and, if necessary, retunes the sus¬ 


pension system every 10 milli¬ 
seconds. The result is a com¬ 
fortable ride and very little 
body roll or front end dive/lift 
under hard braking or 
acceleration.

Terms that describe the world's 
leading athletes — speed, power, 
grace, flexibility and style — also 
can be applied to the world’s lead¬ 
ing exotic automobiles.

For 1993, 3000GT VR-4 continues 
to deliver a technologically 
advanced grand touring platforrh 
with all-wheel drive, four-wheel 
steering, four-wheel anti-lock disc 
brakes, a microprocessor-controlled 


suspension, an electronically con¬ 
trolled active aero system and a 300

New refinements for 1993 include 
a standard keyless remote entry 
system, leather seating surfaces, an 
optional automatic CD changer and 
optional chrome plated alloy 
wheels. 

Mitsubishi's design philosophy of 
incorporating ‘active safety' tech¬ 
nology in production cars resulted 
in 3000GT VR-4 receiving a show¬ 
case of engineering advancements. 
Systems, design concepts and 
features that help the driver avoid 
potentially hazardous situations are 
known collectively as active safety. 

By refining the basic running, 
turning and stopping functions of 
the car, and through integration of 
systems that help enhance capabili¬ 
ties of a wide range of drivers, 
active safety engineering results in 
the vehicle itself helping the opera¬ 
tor to drive safer. 

With a substantial 300 horsepow¬ 
er, 3000GT VR-4 utilizes full-time ail- 
wheel drive to distribute power 
among four wheels rather than the 
conventional two. Using slip-limit- 
era through a centrally located vis¬ 


cous coupling unit and in the rear 
differential, infinitely variable 
torque distribution is accom¬ 
plished. The center differential 
features a planetary gear set to 
bias torque with a 45/55 front-to- 
rear ratio, for rear-wheel drive feel 
and handling. 

The four-wheel steering system 
on the 3000GT VR-4 uses a central 
hydraulic cylinder to steer the rear 
wheels via the suspension toe-con¬ 
trol links. When the driver turns 
the steering wheel, hydraulic pres¬ 
sure from the front wheel steering 
cylinder controls the rear wheel 
steering cylinder through a control 
valve. Power for the rear wheel 
steering system is provided by a 
pump, driven by the rear drive 
train, that delivers speed-depend¬ 
ent steering. 

The rear wheels steer in the 
same direction as the front wheels 

— up to a maximum of 1.5 degrees 

— and the steering angle automati¬ 
cally increases in proportion to 
velocity, grip and the driver’s steer¬ 
ing wheel input. Steering system 
hydraulic pressure is regulated 
according to how quickly and far 
the driver turns the wheel.

In the lour mode, the micropro¬ 
cessor continually adjusts the shock 
damping rates between soft, normal 
and firm — depending on road sur¬ 
face conditions.

Four-wheel electronically con¬ 
trolled anti-lock braking (ABS) is 
featured on 3000GT VR-4 to help 
prevent wheel lock-up during panic 
stops.

at all times. My only objection to 
the steering is the necessity for a 
wide turning radius; 40 feet arc 
needed to make a curb-to-curb 
turn. That translates into a little 
more difficulty when negotiating a 
shopping center parking space. 

This car has a traction control 
system that remains active at all 
times. It will control wheel spin on 
rain slick or icy roads by limiting 
the engine torque and applying the 
brakes simultaneously. This year, 
the Touring Coupe features dual 
airbags, and an improved PASS-Kcy 
II anti-theft system. 

The interior is richly understated. 
It has leather seats and thick car¬ 
peting but they don’t overpower 
you. The only dramatic feature of 
the interior is a thin strip of 
Zebrano wood running clear across 
the instrument panel from one door 
to the other. It's an eye-catcher. 

The price is a bit of an eye-catcher, 
too. For some, an eye-opener. The 
drive-away price is $40,991. 

IVe always considered Cadillac as 
a leader in electronic devices and 
gadgets. This car reinforces my 
thinking, but the buttons and whis¬ 
tles are subdued. The instrument 


panel, for example, features infor¬ 
mation of immediate concern to the 
driver, making the interior sur¬ 
roundings very relaxing. 

When it comes to relaxing, the 
front scats are ideal especially on a 
long journey — if you’re in either 
front scat I attempted to climb into 
the rear scat, but it was such an 
effort, I gave up. But I could sec 
that the leg room is limited. 
Besides, my choice when driving 
with four or five passengers would 
be the Cadillac STS — a four-door 
sedan with the same mechanical 
features. 

Yet many prefer the design of a 
coupe because the interior is a bit 
more intimate, especially when the 
only occupant is the driver. Others 
are attracted to its overall 
appearance of the two-door design. 
Whatever the reason, this Cadillac 
is a dynamite package and worth 
serious perusal.

Run-flat tires make 
changing flats unnecessary 


Tire technology is a dynamic part of the 
modern auto Industry. Today’s state-of-the-art 
tires have improved handling and traction, 
shortened stopping distances, increased fuel 
economy and made a flat tire a rarity. 

But flats still happen. Although infrequently, 
they are enough of a factor to make driving a 
potential nightmare — especially if the fiat 
occurs at night on a deserted street or 
highway. 

Car makers have long desired run-flat tires

for a number of reasons. The main reason is 
that a truly failsafe, run-flat tire would 
eliminate the need for a spare tire, which 
would save weight and storage space. This is 
why the mini-spare tire is popular. But the 
prime motivation is to eliminate an annoyance. 
Flats may soon become just another 
unpleasant memory for car owners, like the 
hand crank for starting engines. 

Run-flat tires made their debut in December 
for use on some Chevrolet Corvettes. Run-flat 
tires are built to run without air in the event a 
puncture or some other damage leads to 
sudden deflation. 

Many run-flat concepts have been tried in 
past years. These included tires within a tire, 
sticky sealants engineered to flow into and 
seal punctures and specially beefed up 
sidewalls designed to support a car’s weight in 
the event of a loss of air, but none of these 
systems made it into production. 

Now Bridgestone and Goodyear have 
produced tires that will allow you to drive at 
least 50 miles with no air. That should be 
enough distance to allow you to get to a 
service station where the tire can be repaired 
or replaced. 

Bridgestone's new run-flat tire is part of a 
system consisting of the company’s Expedia S- 
01 Runflat A/M tire, a bead retention wedge 
hump wheel and a low air pressure warning 
device. The first car to get the new tire is the 
Callaway Corvette, a modified high-speed 
version of the Chevrolet sports car. An ultra 
high performance tire, the Expedia's size is 
P275/40ZR17. It's made of a specially 
compounded rubber and an insert that allows 
the tire to maintain strength without any 
inflation pressure. 

The tire is then mounted on an aluminum 
wheel with the wedge hump profile. This 
keeps the tire bead seated when the tire is 
deflated. Epic Technologies, Inc., of Norwalk, 
Ohio makes the four low pressure warning 
devices mounted on each wheel. Epic’s system 
also consists of a radio receiver and a warning 
indicator mounted on the instrument panel. 

When the low pressure device detects a loss 


of air pressure within the tire, it signals the 
driver with a warning light That’s essential 
because the tire performs so well without air, a 
driver might not notice any change in inflation 
pressure. 

The price of the new Bridgestone system 
will come as a shocker to many drivers. Four 
run-flat tires, wheels and the warning device 
cost $5,000. 

Goodyear calls its run-flat tire the Eagle 
EMT (for extended mobility tire). *ln EMTs 
case, we used state-of-the-science computers 
to redesign the tire's mold shape to keep an 
airless tire on the rim even during severe 
cornering,* says Stu Grant, Goodyear's 
mantger of passenger tire programs. 

The result was a tire sidewall that could 
carry a vehicle's entire load, even without any 
air pressure. Unlike the Bridgestone run-flat 
tire, the Eagle EMT mounts on standard 
wheels. The Eagle EMT can be driven for 200 
miles at 55 mph, with O psi air pressure. 

‘What make9 the Eagle EMT so different is 
that it never goes flat — even with no air 
pressure,* Grant says. The company felt that 
the tire should be self-supporting even without 
any air, the Goodyear executive explained. 


Goodyear won’t reveal what materials it puts 
into the EMTs sidewalls to prevent heat 
buildup. However, the rua-flat tire is churned 
to perform as well as other Goodyear tires in 
ride, handling, rolling resistance and high 
speed capability. 

The Goodyear EMT also uses a low 
pressure warning device because a driver 
might not realize the EMT ha9 lost inflation 
pressure without it Goodyear claims company 
engineers were able to run a car with 
completely deflated EMTs through a 50-miie 
slalom course at 40 mph with ‘little noticeable 
difference in handling,* compared to a 
conventional high performance tire. Goodyear 
says the EMT will cost only slightly more than 
its ultra-performance Eagle tires. 

The EMT will be the first original equipment 
run-flat tire for Corvettes beginning with some 
1994 and across the board in the 1995 model 
year. It's likely that both the Goodyear and 
Bridgestone run-flat tires will be available for 
use on many other cars in the coming few 
years 

Until the run-flat tires become common on 
all cars and eliminate the need for spare tires, 
the Uniroyal Goodrich Tire Company has 
developed a good interim solution. It's a non- 
pneumatic spare, made of polyurethane, a 
tough elastomer capable of giving a ride 
quality equal to that of pneumatic mini-spare 
tires, but it has not yet been approved by the 
National Highway Transportation Safety 
Agency for general use.

In an attempt to close a gap in its pro¬ 
posed Fiscal Year 1994 budget, the 
School Department has offered 
$114,000 in cuis, including cuts in ex¬ 
tracurricular activities, personnel, and 
athletics.

Abeijona clean up 
begins to pay off

With garbage bags In hand, Winches¬ 
ter residents did their part to clean the 
environment on the annual Aberjona 
River Day. 

According to Conservation Commis¬ 
sion Administrator Elaine Vreeiand, 
40 residents spent last Saturday morn¬ 
ing scouring the banks or rivers and 
ponds in town pickingupgarbage. 

“We always get a good response,” 
said Vreeiand of Aberjona River Day. 
“The river is slowly but stead ily getting 
better...I can see a definite improve¬ 
ment as the years go by." 

Vreeiand said that since the project 
was renewed three years ago, she has 
seen a noticeable reduction in the lit¬ 
ter in the town’s rivers. 

“It's not anywhere as bad as it was 
the first year," said Vreeiand. 

She said she thinks the yearly clean¬ 
up has also made people aware of the 
river, so people are less inclined to pol¬ 
lute it 


“I think it has raised consciousness 
on the importance of the natural re¬ 
sources in the center of town," said 
Vreeiand. 

In addition to residents with garbage 
bags, some took a more aggressive 
method of cleaning the river, using 
boats and grappling hooks to pull out 
tires, bicycles, and shopping carls that 
were dumped into the river. 

Vreeiand said that some organiza¬ 
tions represented at Aberjona River 
Day were the boy scouts, girl scouts, 
cub scouts, St Mary's, the high school, 
and the Boat Club. 

This year, the volunteers concenlrat- 
ed their cleanup on the bodies of water 
in the center of town — Judkins Pond, 
Wedge Pond, and Mill Pond. There was 
also some work done at the Mystic 
Lakes. 

Vreeiand said the cleanup day is an 
old tradition that was discontinued in 
the 70s and was started up again in 
1990. “We looked around (in 1990) and 
saw how much work the Aberjona 
needed,” said Vreeiand. 


Rabid raccoon bites 
4-year-old boy

A 4-year-old Winchester resident will 
undergo post—rabies treatment alter 
being attacked by a rabid raccoon in 
his yard. 

According to police reports, on the 
afternoon of May 9 the 4-year-old 
Washington Street resident was at¬ 
tempting to pet a raccoon behind his 
house when it attacked him. The 
child’s father heard the child scream 
from inside the house and came out to 
find the child with two pierce marks in 
his nose. 

After calling an ambulance to take 
his child to the hospital, the father of 
the 4-year-old boy killed the raccoon 


with a pick. The carcass was sent to a 
state lab the next day for rabies testing 
and came back positive the same day. 

The father had seen the raccoon ear¬ 
lier that day and advised his two chil¬ 
dren to stay inside until the raccoon 
left the area. However, the 4-year-old 
boy went outside unnoticed to pet the 
raccoon. 

Although other residents have come 
in contact with potentially rabid ani¬ 
mals, this is the first case in Winches¬ 
ter, since the first rabid raccoon was 
tested last September, in which a per¬ 
son has been bitten by a raccoon that 
has tested positive for rabies. 

Rabies is a viral disease that effects 
the nervous system. It is transmitted 
through a scratch or a bite and is al¬ 
ways fatal if not treated.

Krumme spreads word on battling cancer

In a powerful story of victory, over dis¬ 
ease and despair, Winchester resident 
Cynthia Krumme has published a per¬ 
sonal account she hopes will be an In¬ 
spiration to others in a similar situa¬ 
tion. 

The story, told in Having Leukemia 
Isn't So Bad. Of Course It Wouldn't Be 
My First Choice: A Story of Hope for 
Families of Children with Cancer, Is of 
how Krumme’s family survived her 
daughter Catherine’s seven-year battle 
with cancer. 

"We felt that the experiences that we 
had...were universal...and that some of 
the insights, feelings, and experiences 
we had might be useful for other peo¬ 
ple to hear,” said Krumme. 

"There were some wonderlUl books 


ble, sometimes to the disapproval of 
others. During the seven years 
Kmmme’s daughter played sports, 
traveled extensively, and went to 
school whenever she could muster the 
strength. 

“The way we saw It, if she was going 
to survive the cancer, there was no rea¬ 
son she should miss out on three years 
ofllfeduringthe treatment, and if she 
was not going to survive, she had to 
pack a whole lifetime into those years,” 
writes Krumme. 

The book is extremely candid. Al¬ 
though highlighted with optimism 
throughout - including the title, a com¬ 


ment made by 7-year-old Catherine to 
her doctor - Krumme does not attempt 
to downplay the anger, frustration, and 
sorrow that are also partofthe ride. 

In her journal that she started when 
the treatment first began and from 
which she draws most of her story, 
Krumme retells this ftainftil story: “To¬ 
day I helped in Catherine’s Sunday 
School class. They were talking about 
death and grief...She told them she 
didn't know any cats or dogs that have 
died-only people.” 

After the seven-year ordeal — the 
needles, the side effects, the doubt, the 
fear - the story has a happy ending. 
Krumme’s daughter has been free 


about children who had not survived 
their treatment, but there was almost 
nothing about children who had sur¬ 
vived. And a parent wants to hear when 
going through this...from people with 
children whose treatment was success¬ 
ful.” 

Krumme's 149-page book with home 
photographs is now available in local 
bookstores. The book will also be sold 
nationwide by mail order with the as¬ 
sistance of leukemia organizations. 
Krumme, a communications consul¬ 
tant, said she intends to do some trav¬ 
eling to promote the book. 

The story begins in 1980 with 
Krumme discovering unexplained 
bruises on her 3-year-old daughter, the 
initial symptoms of her disease, and 
ends with the final prognosis seven 
years later, when tests show that she is 
free from cancer. 

In between in a seven-year span, 
there is a three-year treatment of 
chemotherapy, a discouraging relapse, 
and three more years of chemothera¬ 
py. 

Most of the story takes place in the 
familiar surroundings of Winchester 
and at a cancer clinic at the Massachu¬ 
setts General Hospital. The story de¬ 
tails eveiy step, sparing nothing - the 
chemotherapy treatment, the loss of 
friends to cancer, the reaction from the 
community, the strain on relation¬ 
ships, and the families and stafr at the 
clinic who became like a second family 
forthe Krummes. 

The process of coming to terms with 
having a child with leukemia is no 
small achievement For Cynthia 
Krumme, Catherine, her husband, Da¬ 
vid, and her son, Matthew, it meant re¬ 
framing on a day to day basis their way 
of living and thinking about life. "We 
had to unlearn the pre-leukemia ways 
and learn the new ways," writes 
Krumme. 

One of the "new ways" the family 
adopted in order to survive, physically 
and psychologically, was to live by the 
philosophy, as Shakespeare wrote, that 
there was nothing either good or bad 
but thinking made itso. 

As the Krumme family headed into 
Mass General at the beginning of Cath¬ 
erine’s second round of chemotherapy 
treatment, Krumme decided that there 
should be written rules to follow.. 
Among those 10 rules, which still hang 
on the clinic's wall in then-seven-year- 
old Catherine’s handwriting, are: don’t 
be grumpy, must have a good sense of 
humor, must like people, must like 
bald heads, and must not mind the 
sight of blood. 

One lesson Krumme said she would 
tell others families in this situation Is 
not to sit back and wish the time to 
pass. One of the biggest battles 
throughout the seven years for 
Krumme was getting her daughter to 
live as frill and normal a life as possi-

from cancer for six years and is an ac¬ 
tive teen-ager and an exceptional stu¬ 
dent at Winchester High School. 

Primarily, the story Is a guide for oth¬ 
ers in this situation on how to deal, 
medically, psychologically, and social¬ 
ly, with the ordeal or having a child 
with leukemia. But it is also a story for 
anyone who is inspired by tales of ev¬ 
eryday people who, faced with adversi¬ 
ty, search for and find the strength they 
never knew they had. 

Writes Krumme: "...instead ofbeing 
defeated and beaten, they (the chil¬ 
dren) have emerged as strong, sensi¬ 
tive individuals who walk through 
their lives with optimism and joy."

Selectmen demand cleanup

Superintendent of Schools Robert 
Fitzgerald said officials from Brook¬ 
line will be making a site inspection to 
the high school this week. Ritchie said 
he expects the Brookline School Com¬ 
mittee to make a decision later this 
month. 

Ritchie, who lives in Newton, said 
that he has "mixed feelings" about get¬ 
ting the job in Brookline. "It’s not a 
question of being anxious to leave 


(Winchester)," said Ritchie, who is in 
his fourth year at the high school. 

Ritchie said the opening was appeal¬ 
ing because he had been a teacher and 
administrator at Brookline High 
School. 

If Ritchie leaves Winchester to lake 
the Brookline position, it will be the 
third lime in a year the Winchester 
School Committee would have to re¬ 
place a high-level administrator. In 
February, the School Committee hired 
Fitzgerald to replace Superintendent 
Charles Mitsakos, who resigned in Sep¬ 
tember. In May, the committee hired 
Richard Burchill to replace Lincoln 
Principal Bruce MacDonald, who left 
in October for a principalship in Bel¬ 
mont

According to Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer, there is a dispute be¬ 
tween the janitorial staff at the high 
school and the janitorial staiT at the 
middle school over who should clean 
up the locker rooms.

When the winter snow ultimately 
dwindled to a few soggy patches, town¬ 
ies were finally able to get out and be¬ 
gin the cleanup of the home place. 

The disappearance of the snows also 
revealed a pathetic “policy” now being 
followed at Wildwood Cemetery by the 
Board of Selectmen who act as Ceme¬ 
tery Commissioners. 

It appears that objections by the 
Cemetery Advisory Committee and the 
D.P.W. — and the unspeakable damage 
inflicted on the existing lots and monu¬ 
ments — have had no effect on the 
commissioners who, under pressure 
from some citizens and local funeral 
directors, have allowed inappropriate 
interments. 

The hazards to our rapidly dwin¬ 
dling D.P.W. personnel in opening hill¬ 
side graves in the snow are reason 
enough to stop this practice; but the 
best reason of all for the commission¬ 
ers to cease this policy is the sickening 
desecration of existing monuments 
and lots caused by such actions. 

On one lot during this second week 
of May, deep ugly ruts deface the turf 
across the memorial lot of one family 
and some of the flat stone markers 
have been knocked out of position by 
the wheels of heavy equipment 

In a particularly sad instance a mon¬ 


ument has been knocked askew and 
tilts at a crazy angle — a mockery of the 
very family it was meant to honor, and 
a mockeiy of the officials who pay oc¬ 
casional lip service to this sacred and 
hallowed ground almost as old as our 
incorporated town. 

Whether monuments to the sacred 
memory of the dead are desecrated by 
a few hoods in Everett — or by expedi¬ 
ency in the handling of an untimely 
death in Winchester — the message is 
the same and should be received with 
equal indignation! 

Perhaps Mike Saraco was right on 
line in his attempts to oiganize a new 
body of Cemetery Trustees. Us sole 
duty would be to oversee Wildwood 
Cemeteiy - to respect its beauty, and 
above all to honor the sacred memory 
of our families buried within its pre¬ 
cincts. 

Prior to the advent of our Town 
Charter and the reorganization of the 
way in which things are done in Win¬ 
chester politically, the unspeakable 
damage to existing family plots would 
have been severely dealt with. In 1993, 
who cares? 

Englehardt once said “Show me the 
resting place of the dead and I will 
judge the living.” 

The ruts, the broken monuments and 
a sad lack of commitment are judg¬ 
ment enough for anyone — especially 
for the town of Winchester.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call” records local represen¬ 
tatives’ votes on eight roll calls from 
the week of May 3-7. There were no im¬ 
portant roll calls in the Senate. 

ABORTION (H 2329) - House 96-53, 
overturned the Judiciaiy Committee’s 
unfavorable report and voted to substi¬ 
tute a bill allowing women to have an 
abortion during the first 24 weeks of 
pregnancy without state interference. 
The measure also allows an abortion 
after the 24th week if the life or health 
of the mother is in danger. 

Supporters said this pro-choice bill 
is a very important reaffirmation and 
codification of Roe v. Wade into state 
law. They argued the bill will insure 
abortion rights and give women protec¬ 
tion to counter recent U S. Supreme 
Court rulings that have permitted 
states to restrict and regulate abortion. 

Some opponents reaffirmed their 
pro-life position and argued unre¬ 
stricted abortion should not be sanc¬ 
tioned by the legislature. Others said 
approval of the bill will open up a Pan¬ 
dora's box and urged the legislature to 
restrict access to abortion. More de¬ 
bate and another vote on the bill is 
comingupsoon. , 

A Yes vote is for the bill allowing 
abortions. A No vote is against the bill 
allowing abortions. 

Rep. Paul Casey voted yes. 

$100,000 BILLS (H 1500) - House 
111-38, rejected a House rules amend¬ 
ment requiring that any legislation es¬ 
timated to cost more than $100,000 be 
considered only at formal sessions of 
the House. 

Amendment supporters said taxpay¬ 
er dollars in excess of $100,000 should 
not be spent at “informal" sessions 
which are generally held with only a 
handful of legislators present to con¬ 
sider what are supposed to be "rou¬ 
tine" matters. 


Amendment opponents said a legis¬ 
lator at an informal session can cur¬ 
rently stop a bill’s progress and request 
that the measure be held until the next 
formal session. 

A Yes vote is for prohibiting $100,000 
plus bills from being considered at in¬ 
formal sessions. A No vote is for allow¬ 
ing $100,000 plus bills to be considered 
at informal session. 

Casey voted no. 


ADVANCE NOTICE (H1500) - House 
115-35, rejected a House rules amend¬ 
ment requiring the Speaker to deter¬ 
mine each week’s schedule of House 
sessions and make it available to legis¬ 
lators one week in advance. 

Amendment supporters said the 
public and legislators have a right to an 
advance schedule so they can plan ac¬ 
cordingly and participate in the pro¬ 
cess. 

Amendment opponents said the pro¬ 
posed rule is too strict and removes 
flexibility from the scheduling process. 

A Yes vote is for requiring one week 
advance notice. A No vote is against re¬ 
quiring one week advance notice. 

Casey voted no. 


BILLS IN PRINT (H 1500) - House 
10545, rejected an amendment requir¬ 
ing unanimous consent to suspend the 
current rule that copies of bills be in 
print 24 hours prior to their considera¬ 
tion. Present rules allow the 24 hour 
rule to be suspended by a two-thirds 
vote. 

Amendmentsupporters said this will 
insure that all members have had an 
opportunity to read a bill before being 
forced to vote on it 

Amendment opponents said the two- 
thirds frustrate the will of the House. 

A Yes vote is for requiring unani¬ 
mous consent to suspend the 24 hour 
rule. A No vote is for requiring only a 
two-thirds vote to suspend the 24 hour 
rule. 

Casey voted yes.

Borggaard points out 
boundary line again 

Toth* editor: 

I had a long letter written in long- 
hand which I had intended to copy, but 
really do not think I will need il As 
John Sullivan said one time, “nobody 
- (meaning me, I am sure, knowing 
him!) -: is interested”, Just in case we 
both may be wrong, and you are inter¬ 
ested, please let me point out to you 
that the grant had to have a boundary 
line, that it did, in fact have such a 
boundary line, and, in this locality, as 
well as in the Rangley area, that line 
was marked in perpetuity, by a very 
skillfully constructed stone-wali, 
which is visible today. 

Look for it in the Rangley area be¬ 
hind and below the chain-link fence at 
the end of the RR parking lot beside 
the RR station. (Rangley is on Symmes 
land, the RR station and parking lot 
are on Converse land.) Please keep in 
mind that the Parker lot is on filled 
land, the stone wall is below on the 
original land 10 feet south of the chain 
link fence. 

Close to, and behind, the signal¬ 
building behind the station, the line 
crossed under the RR snd across what 
is now Manchester Field to cross MaK 
street at a point “about three hundred 
feet from the Black Hone Tavern”, 
(Luther Symmes) - this point being 
still fiirther delineated by James Bald¬ 


win, son of the man who built the Mid¬ 
dlesex canal, who was at that time 
mapping out the route of the proposed 
Boston and Lowell RR. He showed the 
Symmes line in the Black Horse Vil¬ 
lage area as striking the sixth house 
south of the junction of Maine and 
Mount Pleasant streets. There are still 
six houses there today, and the stone¬ 
wall line cuts olf the northeast comer 
of the sixth (Connor) house. Further up 
the hill, on its course “along the north¬ 
ern side of Prospect street — (L, 
Symmes),- it cuts olf Hillside avenue 
and Summit avenue, passes the farm of 
Herrick, and so on into the Fells, 
where it ends at a stone-bound near 
Winchester water tower in the Fells. 

So, to you who is interested — of to 
both of you, if there are that many — 
history, like chess, can be Am, once you 
put your mind to iL So, get a map of 
Winchester, large or small, locate the 
stubs of the two streets I have men¬ 
tioned, lying between Prospect and 
Mount Pleasant Streets. Put a ruler or a 
yard stick to the two points and note 
how the line naturally strikes the 
Sharon-Connor house just before it 
reaches Main StreeL then continues 
across Manchester field, goes under 
the RR tracks and so on up the hill to 
what is now Dlx street, but was at that 
time a continuation of Church strceL 
So, turn yourself loose, afoot or a 
horseback - or even by new-fangled 
motor car, and have yourself a ball. 


And, please do not be afraid of getting 
lost I will get you back safely, having 
been over it all many times. In fact, you 
could even contact the Historical soci¬ 
ety. I think that even they arc begin¬ 
ning to know where they are at last (not 
the leastof my accomplishments).

The Winchester School Depart¬ 
ment has decided to advertise for 
the position of assistant superin¬ 
tendent of schools for personnel 
and management in a Boston news¬ 
paper. The School Committee had 
previously asked that the position 
only be posted within the school 
system. However, the committee's 
legal counsel said the committee 
could be in danger of violating the 
federal equal opportunity law, be¬ 
cause so few of the staff in Win- 
chesterare people ofcolor. 


The integrated learning system 
(ILS), which was approved by the 
School Committee for $9,900 and 
was supposed to be available when 
the students returned after April 
vacation, has not been implement¬ 
ed. Fitzgerald told the School Com¬ 
mittee at its May 11 meeting he 
wasn't sure when the computer sys¬ 
tem would be installed, but he said 
that the system will be in for 60 
days. He added the price has been 
reduced to $5,200.

POSTAGE (H IBM) - House 113-35, 
rejected an amendment prohibiting 
the Democratic and Republican House 
leadership and committee chairs from 
receiving more money for postage than 
any regular member. Currently, each 
legislator receives an expense al¬ 
lowance of $200 per month which may 
be used for postage, other ofllce pur¬ 
poses or keep as regular taxable in¬ 
come by the representatives. 

The leadership and committee 
chairs are allowed to send additional 
mail at state expense. 

Amendment supporters said these 
additional mailing privileges are un¬ 
fair and are flinded by taxpay- 
ers Amendment opponents said these 
offlcials' positions result in their hav¬ 
ing to respond to a high volume of let¬ 
ters from all parts of the state.

AFTER 12 MIDNIGHT (H 15M) - 

House 118-33, rejected an amendment 
requiring a two-thirds vote of the 
House to continue any session beyond

Amendment supporters said the last 
outside audit was only four pages long 
and does not present a use fill account¬ 
ing of how the $24 million for legisla¬ 
tive expenses is used.

Amendment opponents argued that 
an outside audit is preferable in order 
to avoid any appearance of a conflict of 
interest since the legislature funds the 
State Auditor's office and holds great

Casey endorses 
expansion of drug 
free zones to rinks 

The first of its kind legislation to 
expand drug free zones to include 
skating rinks and public swim¬ 
ming pools was endorsed by Rep. 
Paul Casey at its April 7 filing. The 
legislation will add to existing law 
that requires strict penalties for 
those convicted of distributing 
drugs near schools. 

The addition of these public 
places into the drug free zones will 
help to ftirther protest innocent 
children from the danger about 
violence associated with drug traf¬ 
ficking. By adding these places 
where our children tend to congre¬ 
gate, we hope to send the message 
to drug traffickers to stay away 
from the children, says Rep. Ca¬ 
sey. 

An individual under the current 
law is required to serve a manda¬ 
tory jail sentence if convicted of 
dealing drugs within 1,000 square 
feet of a school. The length of the 
jail sentence is subject to prior 
conditions and other mitigating 
circumstances. 

"The innocent children of the 
state deserve to be able to enjoy 
their public parks and amusement 
areas without the threat of drugs 
and violence. The legislation 
would help deter criminals from 
these areas,” said Casey. 

The legislation came about after 
concerns were raised by individu¬ 
al citizens, parent and other or¬ 
ganization. As the criminal justice 
plans to begin examining the 
measure, it has received support 
from Casey and many other legis¬ 
lators.

decision this board makes affecting the 
land use case are wrong,” said Strange, 
"If this problem was on Welch’s street 
this would have been taken care of 
years ago.”

As the discus¬ 
sion drew to a close the Board voted to 
take up the'matter with the Selectmen 
the same evening when that board 
meets in executive session regarding 
the court case concerning land use. 
Sopper said the committee would have 
the house destroyed or boarded up and 
at their own expense and then bill the 
owners if necessary. ‘There is an im¬ 
minent threat and we’ll get the prob¬ 
lem taken care of,” she said. 

"The neighborhood is getting the 
runaround,” said Richard Bonasera, 
but committee member Randall 
Swartz asked him and other residents 
“Give us a shot"

men to continue for another year, 
Polcari said, "I personally believe this 
(field) committee has moved further 
and faster then its predecessors.” 

The selectmen did not approve or 
disapprove any of the projects pro¬ 
posed by the Fields Committee at the 
May 10 meeting, but they did offer sev¬ 
eral suggestions. 

Although the selectmen did not vote 
on the controversial Lynch Field reno¬ 
vation, which has faced some opposi¬ 
tion from neighbors, O’Leary, for one, 
did say he would support it 

"Right now, it’s not used for anything 
and it would be big improvement to the 
neighborhood to have a playing field," 
said O’Leary. "I’m in favor of this board 
allowing the town to use its own land.” 

The selectmen told Polcari that they 
needed more information on the 
Lynch Field plan - a traffic study, a 


report on the elTect on conservation 
land, a report from the School Commit¬ 
tee, and cost in DPW manhours - in 
order to vote on it before Town Meet¬ 
ing. 

"I think all of these should be an¬ 
swered for a vote next week,” said 
Powers. 

Among some of the others provisions 
the Fields Committee will be asking 
the selectmen to support: 

■ A comprehensive scheduling plan 
that would allow the fields to rest in be¬ 
tween uses. Powers said this should be 
one of the keys to any fields renovation 
plan. 

■ Support for replacing three back¬ 
stops as fiinded by the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee. There could be some 
discussion among the selectmen over 
which of the several backstops in town 
that need replacing and fixing will be 
worked on. 


■ Remove fixed goal posts and re¬ 
place them with portable posts. The se¬ 
lectmen were critical of this plan, say¬ 
ing they would not support it until the 
Fields Committee said where the port¬ 
able field goal posts were coming from. 

■ The selectmen asked the commit¬ 
tee work on Leonard Field saying it 
had potential to be the best field in 
town. The selectmen asked the fields 
committee to clean the graffiti off the 
bathhouse. 

The selectmen said they would vote 
on the field proposals at a fiiture meet¬ 
ing. Questions on Jurisdiction and au¬ 
thority over the fields still have not 
been settled. The School Committee, 
Board of Selectmen, Department of 
Public Works, Conservation Commis¬ 
sion, and Recreation Department all 
have some jurisdiction over the town's 
fields.

QUESTION: What Is meant 
by a restriction? 


ANSWER: It is a clause in a 
deed restricting the use of the 
property.

her James Evans told the committee he 
was worried about an increase in stu¬ 
dents on school grounds who were in¬ 
toxicated or high. 

Fitzgerald conceded some money for 
drug and alcohol awareness programs 
could be forthcoming from the state. 
There is discussion in the state Legis¬ 
lature of diverting $5 million from 
money raised by the new 25-cent tax on 
cigarettes from anti-smoking advertis¬ 
ing to the DARE program. 

■ A $15,000 reduction in the special 
needs instructional budget Fitzgerald 
said the cut would affect the School 
Department's desire to mainstream 
students. This would “take away from a 
program...that we feel actually needs 
support,” said Fitzgerald. This was the 
cut committee members seemed least 
willing to make. 

■ A reduction in the equipment 


budget from $48,000 tp $20,000. The 
equipment budget was not fiinded in 
Fiscal Year 1992 and the $15,000 budg¬ 
eted in Fiscal Year 1993 was trans¬ 
ferred to pay for a legal settlement 
Among the items which will not be pur¬ 
chased if the cuts are made, according 
to Fitzgerald, chairs and tables, sci¬ 
ence equipment globes and maps, and 
overhead projectors. 

■ A $10,000 cut from the athletic 
budget The cut would probably come 
from uniforms, said Fitzgerald, 

Fitzgerald also named some other 
cuts that may have to be proposed if the 
committee has to cut any fiirther. On 
this list are the elimination of extra¬ 
curricular activities, in-service work¬ 
shops for teachers, and transportation. 

"If we are forced with a $543,000 re- 
ductton...major programs will have to 
go," said Fitzgerald.

D’Agostino honored 
by statistical assoc. 

Ralph D’Agostino, a professor of math¬ 
ematics at Boston University, was re¬ 
cently honored by the Boston Chapter 
of the American Statistical Association 
as the 1993 Statistician of the Year. 
D’Agostino was recognized for his ex¬ 
tensive career as a statistician in aca¬ 
demia and consulting, and for his nu¬ 
merous editorial activities. 

The award is given each year to a 
distinguished statistician from Maine, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire or 
:Vermont who has shown outstanding 
service to both the local and national 
statistics communities and has made 
significant contributions to the field of 
statistics in terms of peer reviewed 
publications, teaching or professional 
consulting activities. Individuals IVom 
both academia and industry are con¬ 
sidered for the award. 

D'Agostino is currently a professor of 
mathematics/statistics and public 
health at Boston University and served 
as chair of the mathematics depart¬ 
ment from 1986 to 1991. He also serves 
as director of the University’s statistics 
and consulting unit, co-director of the 
MA/PhD biostatistics program and 
'holds appointments in the School of 
{Law and School of Public Health. In 
1985, D’Agostino was awarded the Met¬ 
calf Award for Excellence in Teaching 
at Boston University. 

He has achieved widespread recog¬ 
nition for his work on the Framingham 
Heart Study for which he directs the 
statistical analysis. D’Agostino has 
served on a number of Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) committees, in¬ 
cluding the Fertility and Maternal 
Health Committee, as well as on a 
number of the National Institutes of 
Health Consensus Development pan¬ 
els. In 1981, D’Agostino was awarded 
the FDA Commissioner’s Special Cita¬ 
tion. He also serves as a consultant to a 
number of drug companies, including 
Unilever, Astra and Merck. 

D'Agostino, who received his Ph.D. 
from Harvard University, has pub¬ 
lished more than 150 peer reviewed ar¬ 
ticles and two widely used texts (Fac¬ 
tor Analysis. An Applied Approach and 
Goodness of Fit Techniques). He has 
been honored as Fellow of the Ameri¬ 
can Statistical Association, Fellow of 
the Cardiovascular Epidemiology Sec¬ 
tion of the American Heart Association 
and is listed in Who’s Who in America. 

A resident of Winchester, D’Agostino is 
an active member of the American Sta¬ 
tistics Association and the Biometrics 
Society. He is also associate editor of 
■the Journal of the American Statistical 
'Association and serves on the editorial 
boards of Statistics in Medicine and 
Biostatistica.

I n 1910 it was possible to 
travel by rail from Grand 
Central Station in New 
York City to the summit 
of Mt. Washington in New 
Hampshire's White Mountains 
with just two changes: one at 
Fabyans Station in Bretton 
Woods for the six mile trip to 
the base station of the Cog 
Railway, and then at the base 
station for the ascent. Today, 
travelers no longer take to the 
rails to get to the White 
Mountains, bui the appeal of a 
train ride through the moun¬ 
tains remains...as do railways 
of historic and scenic note. 

The best known White 
Mountains railway is undoubt¬ 
edly the Mt. Washington Cog 
Railway, immortalized in the 
children's book, "The Little 
Engine That Could."

The up-and-down season Tor the 
Winchester High baseball team contin¬ 
ued last week as the Sachems beat 
Reading 7-3, got crushed by Stoneham 
13-0 and dropped a 3-2 heartbreaker to

Monday’s extra-inning loss to Lex¬ 
ington severely hampered Winches¬ 
ter’s chances of gaining a tournament

"This was easily the toughest loss of 
the year for us,” said Winchester coach 
Bill Chase. “We really needed this 
one." 

For the second straight start, Amico 
was very impressive, pitching all nine 
innings and allowing just the three 
runs on six hits. While Winchester has 
had bouts with poor defense in the 
past, Monday it was a lack of clutch hit¬ 
ting which did the team in.

Winchester volleyers complete undefeated regular season

The Winchester High school boys 
tennis team had a mission when the 
season began. The team wanted to go 
undefeated during the regular season, 
capture the Middlesex league champi¬ 
onship and advance in the state Divi¬ 
sion 1 tournament 

So far, so good. 

Monday’s 4-1 blitzing of Burlington 
put the finishing touch on a spotless 9-0 
regular season romp for Winchester 
and coach Sean O’Loughlin. Despite 
injuries, sickness and fielding a gener¬ 
ally young team, the Sachems lost just 
three points on the season, winning 42 
of45 individual matches. 

The team was scheduled to begin 
round-robin play against the other four 
schools who finished in the top half of 
the ML bracket on Wednesday. A 
sweep of the four teams would give the 
Sachems their second straight ML 
championship. 

Winchester set up that scenario by 
slipping past the Red Devils at the 
Packer Courts on Monday. Matt Fuller, 
the top player in the league, faced 
probably his stiffest challenge but won 
with relative ease, sliding past Dennis 
Baden 6-2, 7-5. The only Burlington 
point came at second singles, where 
Winchester's Dave Florentlno lost a 
tough three-setter to Richie Sacks, 6-0, 
5-7,6-3. 

Freshman Dave LaCasia continued 
his impressive play at third singles, 
beating Burlington's Dave Colby in a 
grueling match, 7-6 (7-3), 2-6, 7-6 (7-5). 
Trailing 5-1 in games in the third set, 
the gutty freshman stormed back to 
force the tiebreaker which he ulti¬ 
mately won. 

“What an unbelievable performance 


(bom Dave,” gushed O'Lougiilin. "That 
was some terrific tennis.” 

The competition was also intense at 
doubles, where Peter French and Tony 
Celia needed three sets to subdue Bur¬ 
lington’s first doubles team while Tim 
Malcolm and Matt Storygard won 7-5, 
7-5 at second dubs. 

Although several of the matches 
were relatively close, O’Loughlin felt 
Winchester's success at the state Indi¬ 
vidual tournament was partially to 
blame. Several Winchester players ad¬ 
vanced in tbe tournament, which was 
held at Newton South High School. 
Top-seeded Fuller easily advanced, 
roaring through three rounds. The top 
doubles team of French and Celia got a 
bye in the first round then ripped 
through the second and third rounds to 
move along with Fuller to this week¬ 
end’s round of 16 at Lexington High. 

“We played well,” said O’Loughlin of 
the Burlington win “But 1 think we 
were a little tired from the weekend.

“When we were 3-5 the kids could 
have just folded up their tents and 
gone home,” said Sachem coach John 
Pirani. “But they reftised to quit 
They’ve shown us every day in practice 
that they’re a good lacrosse team. They 
should be feeling very good about 
themselves right now. I know I am." 

In Tuesday’s 13-2 wipeout of the 
Chieftains of Masconomet Regional, 40 
different players took the field for Win¬ 
chester. In addition to the entire varsi¬ 
ty team, the starting junior varsity and 
a few junior varsity subs saw action as 
Winchester played the role of the rude 
host 

Phil Reuland had a hat trick, and 
Brian Bemazzani added a pair of goals 
to pace the Sachems, while 13 other 
players had at least one point The 
Sachems took 38 shots while allowing 
just seven in a dominant display of la¬ 
crosse. 

The easy victory came on the heels of 
a deceptively close win over Medford 
last Thursday at Medford High. The 
Mustangs fell behind 7-1 early in the 
game before deciding to sit back in a

Winchester hoop legend Bigelow joins Hall 

Former Sachem standout enjoyed solid college career, brief NBA experience

It's difficult to get a grasp on just 
how great a basketball player Bob 
Bigelow really was. To read the 
clippings and hear people who saw 
him play sing his praises doesn’t be¬ 
gin to tell his story. 

Bigelow is generally considered 
the greatest basketball player ever 
to wear the red and black of the 
Winchester Sachems. After an out¬ 
standing schoolboy career he went 
on to start for the University of 
Pennsylvania, where he improved 
his game enough to be drafted in 
the first round of the 1975 National 
Basketball Association draft. 

Bigelow was scheduled to join 
seven other former Winchester 
H igh School legends at the third an¬ 
nual Hall of Fame induction cere¬ 
monies Thursday night at the Bur¬ 
lington Marriott At 39, the 1971 
WHS graduate will be the youngest 
of the 15 members of the Sports 
Foundation's Hall of Fame, 

At 6 feet 6 inches and 160 pounds 
as a schoolboy player, Bigelow was

one of the tallest players in the Mid¬ 
dlesex League. A pure center when 
he played for a young Evander 
French at WHS, Bigelow scored 
1,003 points to set a school record 
which stood for 20 years. Surpris¬ 
ingly, the fbture professional never 
played organized basketball before 
the ninth grade, and really only 
played two years of varsity ball. 

Despite having scored only 
“about 40 points" after his sopho¬ 
more season, in which he sat out 


several games due to an illness, Big¬ 
elow averaged nearly 25 points per 
game over his last two years, eclips¬ 
ing the 1,000-point barrier in his fi¬ 
nal high school game. He became 
known as an outstanding pure 
shooter later in his career; those 
who have seen his shooting skills 
wonder how many points he might 
have racked up if 3-pointers were 
pail ofthegame. 

"There’s no question in my mind 
that lie’s the greatest that overcame 


out of Winchester," said French. 
"He could play the whole game. He 
was a dominant force inside or he 
could step outside and nail a long 
jumper. If we had had the 3-pointer 
back then he would have had a field 
day.” 

With Bigelow in the pivot, Win¬ 
chester made an upset-laden 
charge toward the Class B Tech 
Tourney in 1970, Bigelow’s junior 
season. After squeaking into the 
tournament with a 14-C regular sea¬ 
son mark, Winchester shocked top- 
seeded Cathedral and fourth-seed¬ 
ed Danvers before bowing to even¬ 
tual champion Hyde Park in the 
semifinals. Bigelow scored 32 
points and added 14 boards in the 
shocking first-round victory over 
Cathedral. 

“That tourney is where Bob 
gained notoriety as being a real sol¬ 
id player,” said French. “We had a 
solid, senior-dominated team, but 
Bob was our real go-toguy.” 

As the rest of the state and even¬ 
tually the top colleges in the coun¬ 
try took notice, Bigelow continued

working to Improve his game. He 
spent much of the summer alter his 
Junior year playing in Roxbuiy and 
Dorchester. 

"I was a basketball player from a 
non-basketball-playing town," said 
Bigelow. “I met die right person 
(Jack McMahon, a long-time local 
hoop sage and director of the Great¬ 
er Boston AAU) who got me into the 
city. I had to find out if I could play 
against and with black basketball 
players. I knew if I wanted to be a 
great player, I had to get out of Win¬ 
chester and play against other out- 
standingplayers." 

In 1971, Winchester failed to 
make the Tech Tourney, but Bige¬ 
low had developed his game to the 
point where he was selected a prep 
All-America and was heavily re¬ 
cruited by Dartmouth, Duke and 
Penn, among others. He decided to 
attend Penn, at the time a perennial 
top-10 Division I school. 

“The stats are impressive, but the 
one thing that really stands out 
about Bob is the way he just kept 
coming on and on,” said Bill Wolfe, 
who was the starting power forward 
during Bigelow's junior season. “I 
don't know of anyone who contin¬ 
ued to improve like he did." 

As in his high school days, Bige¬ 
low college reputation grew game 
by game. By the time he was a Penn 
senior, Bigelow had been moved to 
guard. He had grown to 6-7 and 
weighed in at 215 pounds, but didn't 
get much of a chance to score, as 
Penn had two featured players in 
All-America Ron Haiger and All-Ivy 
John Beecroft. By the end of the 
season, he was known as an excel¬ 
lent defender and rebounder with a 
good scoring touch and good ball¬ 
handling skills. 

One of the few people in the coun-

try who believed Bigelow was bet¬ 
ter than advertised was thcn-Provi- 
dence College coach Dave Gavitt, 
who made sure Bigelow got an invi¬ 
tation to Hawaii for a post-season 
tournament 

In the tourney, Bigelow explod¬ 
ed, averaging 20 points a game 
against a collection of collegiate all¬ 
stars. He played so well, In fact, that 
the Kansas City Kings saw enough 
potential in Bigelow to select him 
with their first-round draft pick, the 
13th overall. 

In the fairy tale, Bigelow would 
have gone on to play 15 years in the 
NBA, collect a few championship 
rings and make the All-Star team. 
But in reality, Bigelow rarely got 
the opportunity to prove himself on 
the professional level in a four-year 
NBA career which Included stints 
with the Kings, San Diego Clippers 
and even the Boston Celtics (a 10- 
day contract in 1977-78). 

Bigelow retired in 1979 and be¬ 
came assistant basketball coach at 
Tufts University for two seasons. 
According to Bigelow, he made an 
error in judgment by giving up on 
basketball so soon. 

"I really should have gone to Eu¬ 
rope,” said Bigelow, now married 
and living in Winchester with his 
wife and two young boys. “I could 
have played for quite a few years 
overthere." 

Since 1981, Bigelow has engaged 
in various business interests and 
earned his MBA in marketing and 
accounting from Babson College, 
but his most exciting jobs still come 
from the basketball world. He runs 
a successful collegiate basketball 
players' camp at Babson each sum¬ 
mer, and is the New England area 
scout for NBA superscout Marty 
Blake. Bigelow is often asked to 
give speeches and clinics to young 
athletes, and is currently writing a 
book aimed at teaching coaches 
age-group appropriate basketball 
skills. 

Current WHS junior Brian Keefe, 
a fine player in his own right, has 
benefited greatly from Bigelow’s tu¬ 
telage, which comes with no strings 
attached. 

“He's helped me a ton," said 
Keefe. "I think one ofhis best things 
is that he shows me how to practice. 
He'll show anyone who’s interested 
in basketball how to get better." 

According to French, Bigelow’s 
success came as no surprise. 

“One of the things that made Bob 
great was that he was an excellent 
student and a real role model," said 
French. “If you had a son, he was 
the type of kid you'd want”

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Grant E. Curtis 

Grant E. Curtis, dean of financial aid 
at Tufts University, died of leukemia, 
Thursday, May 6,1993, in his home. He 
was 72. 

Bom and educated in Brockton, Mr. 
Curtis lived in Winchester since 1959, 
During World War II he served as staff 
sergeant with the U.S. Army Air Force 
Technical Training Command. 

In 1938 he entered Tufts University 
as an undergraduate, working 20 hours 
a week at two dining halls to pay for his 
tuition. For his work in the classroom, 
football field and in the dining halls, 
Mr. Curtis was awarded a scholarship 
by Dean Nils Yngve Wessell. 

After completing his bachelor's de¬ 
gree in 1942, Mr. Curtis went on to earn 
a master's degree in education (bom 
theUniversityofChicago. He returned 
to Tufts in 1949 to teach in the educa¬ 
tion department and serve in the 
dean’s office He later became director 
of men's admissions and in 1959 he was 
appointed Tufts’ first director of finan¬ 
cial aid. 

In I960 Mr. Curtis co-founded the 
Eastern Association of Student Finan¬ 
cial Aid and served as its president 
from 1969 io 1971. He was a founder 
and fourth president from 1971 to 1972 
of the National Association of Finan¬ 
cial Aid Administrators. A founder of 
the National Institute for Financial 
Aid Management in Higher Education, 
Mr. Curtis served as the organization’s 
president from 1972 to 1976. In addi¬ 
tion he was president of the Society for 
Advancement of Financial Aid Man¬ 
agement in Higher Education. Mr. Cur¬ 
tis also had testified before congres¬ 
sional and Massachusetts legislative 
committees on college financial aid 
policy. 

The late Tufts President Jean Mayer 
once said of Curtis,"Grant Curtis has 
not only rendered enormous service to 
Tufts, but also established himself as 
the senior financial aid officer in the 
nation." Mr. Curtis retired in 1987 from 
Tufts but returned to co-chair his class' 
50th year reunion in 1992. 

Active in Winchester, Mr. Curtis was 
an elected town meeting member and 
advised the Scholarship Foundation 
from 1963 to 1990. He enjoyed squash, 
tennis, bridge and quarter-ante poker, 
in his retirement, Mr. Curtis traveled 
around the world with his wife. 

He leaves his wife, Elaine C. 
(Chalberg) Curtis; his daughter, Kristi¬ 
na Curtis of Acton; hisson, David Ames 
of Paris; and two grandchildren.

The present study was performed in 
order to further explore issues of do¬ 
mestic and relationship violence on a 
college campus. One hundred twenty- 
live female college students were sur¬ 
veyed regarding their experience with 


relationship abust. It was found that 
physical abuse was present for at least 
6 percent of the subjects. In addition, 
issues of control, power and domi¬ 
nance were reported. The results Indi¬ 
cating relationship abuse on a college 
campus were analyzed with respect to 
overall patterns of domestic violence. 
Specifically, the issues of alcohol use, 
self esteem, and dominant behavior 
were discussed Implications of the 
present study point toward the needed 
awareness and implementation of ef¬ 
fective programming.

United Nations: 

Entire school deliberates 

The sound of a gavel could be heard 
distinctly in the auditorium and in the 
gymnasium for the one and one half 
days of Model United Nations held on 
March 31 and April 1. Students dressed 
in shirts and ties, skirts and dresses 
were delegates representing countries 
who are members of the actual United 
Nations. In the opening convocation, 
Evandcr French, Secretary General 
challenged all students to deliberate 
with care and to consider the fact that 
in a very few years they will be making 
the decisions for the world. The tone 
was set by the keynote speaker, Wil¬ 
liam O’Connor, Director ofSocial Stud¬ 
ies, who spoke of world problems and a 
higher expectation of involvement by 
students today. 

Alter Bloc meetings the students 
proceeded to their meetings for open¬ 
ing statements and debate of resolu¬ 
tions. The faculty was assigned to vari¬ 
ous meetings to evaluate and observe 
for the entire Model UN and served as 
advisors for two or three delegations. 
One parent and a library volunteer, 
Mrs. Swartz, served as an advisor to 
China and was most enthusiastic. 

In the General Assemblies I and II 
the goal was to debate the issues of nu¬ 
clear non-proliferation, the world 
problem of AIDS, the Gaza Strip and 
the West Bank. Matthew Proch Wilson 
reported for General Assembly I (GAD 
directed by Liz Brcuer and moderated 
by Mark Campbell and Aroosha Rana: 

The AIDS as a Global Issue Resolu¬ 
tion was passed with two amendments: 
to have mandatory AIDS education in 
all schools and more research in our 


rainforests to find a cure or vaccine for 
the AIDS virus. The resolution of Nu¬ 
clear Non-Proliferation was also 
passed with the added amendments of 
strengthening inspections on safe¬ 
guard of regiments and the reductions 
of nuclear arsenals in all countries of 
the world. 

General Assembly II (GAII) directed 
by Mas Ueno and moderated by Nick 
Stepanopoulos debated the same reso¬ 
lutions as GA I but had a surprise reso¬ 
lution presented. The Azebaijan dele¬ 
gation dissatisfied by its treatment in 
the Security Council went before GAII 
(and later GA I) to pass a resolution of 
their own: 

Discouraged by the progress in the 
Security Council dealing with 
Nagomo-Karabak, Azerbaijan agrees 
to allow humanitarian aid to the region 
and medical supplies but will maintain 
a blockade to protect themselves 
against the Armenias increasing mili¬ 
tary build up. We request no military 
interference IVom the UN as we be¬ 
lieve this is an interna! issue to be 
worked out without UN peacekeeping 
troops. 

On the third floor the Economic and 
Social Council with representatives 
from fifty (50) countries deliberated on 
issues concerning the Global Climate, 
World Refugees and World Population 
Control, The Council was directed by 
Emilie Toumier and moderated by 
David Yan-Aken, Cammie Hooson and 
Scott Baum. According to Franklin 
Baldwin’s report: 

The first resolution debated after 
open statements was the problem of 
the Global Climate. The Council want¬ 
ed a cut back of choloroflourocarbons 
(CFCs) the resolution to have a World 
Climate Program and to treat climate 
change as a priority issue was passed.

Kuwait spoke for aid and finding for 
the refugees throughout the world, it 
was debated and not passed. The issue 
of international llmding for population 
control did easily pass with strong sup¬ 
port fVom Spain. 

In the McCall library, fifteen eighth 
grade students who were members of 
the Security Council chaired by Shir¬ 
ley Mills of Belgium discussed how 
they would deal with a crisis of in¬ 
creased fighting between Armenia and 
Azerbaijan which could destabilize the 
region. Meg Sobowicz reported the fol¬ 
lowing decision: 

After opening statements of each 
member and a resolution by Adam 
Storeygard from Russia to send in ob¬ 
servers to judge any ftirther break in 
cease-flre and to back the observers 


with troops, both representatives from 
Armenia and Azerbaijan had the op¬ 
portunity to speak to the Council. They 
passed Russian resolution and added 
that an ultimatum be sent to the Azeris 
that it they give the UN joint power in 
the blockade, for safety and fairness 
and let humanitarian supplies go 
through, the UN will hold border dis¬ 
cussions and peace talks mediated by 
the UN. If they do not comply, the UN 
will send troops and the region will be 
under a UN peace keeping force. 

The opening and closing convoca¬ 
tions began and ended with song. Ellen 
Farber's sixth grade chorus sang a 
song in five languages including sign¬ 
ing for the deaf. In closing, the seventh 
and eighth grade chorus directed by 


Joanne Raboy sand “Heal the World" 
by Michael Jackson and encouraged 
the entire assembly to join the refrain. 
Awards were given for outstanding 
work as delegates and delegations with 
recoi*nition to the fifth grade pages 
from Lincoln school and the Sccretari- 
atfc:r their direction. 

The event was made possible by a 
grant from the Winchester Foundation 
for Educational Excellence and the 
help of the United Nations Association 
of gTcater Boston with special thanks 
to Joyce Connery.

WALTHAM - The co-chairman, 
chief executive officer and co¬ 
founder of Ben and Jerry’s 
Homemade, Inc. - the ice cream 
and frozen yogurt company 
acclaimed for not only doing well, 
but doing good, too - is the speaker 
at Bentley’s Undergraduate College 
Commencement on Saturday. May 

15. 

Bennett "Ben" Cohen -- he’s the 
one with the beard - delivers the 
main address and receives an 
honorary doctor of commercial 
science degree. 

Bentley’s Graduate School of 
Business holds its first separate 
Commencement on Sunday, May 

16, The speaker at that ceremony is 
Bernard "Ben’ Cammarata, 
president and chief executive 
officer of The TJX Companies, Inc. 

He, too, receives an honorary 
doctor of commercial science 
degree. 

Cohen, a Brooklyn native, first 
met Jerry Greenfield in junior high. 

The official biography issued by his 
Waterbury, Vermont-based firm 
reveals: “Ben's first professional 
contact with ice cream came in his 
senior year of high school, when he 
worked as an 'ice cream man,' 
driving a truck, ringing bells and 
selling ice cream pops to kids. He 
then was promoted to the position 
of 'box man,' meaning he worked in 
the freezer and distributed ice 
cream to other ice cream truck 
vendors.’ 

The two boyhood friends 
eventually decided to launch a food 
business, and in 1978, after scraping 
together $12,000 and performing 
their ice cream research, the Ben 
and Jerry’s Homemade ice cream 
parlor opened in Burlington, 

Vermont 

Their civic-mindedness, social 
consciousness and high quality 
product led to statewide and, soon 
after, nationwide, popularity. 

The Council on Economic 
Priorities awarded the ice cream 
makers its Corporate Giving Award 
in 1988 for donating 7.5 percent of 
their pre-tax profits to organizations 
through the Ben and Jerry's 
Foundation. Also in 1988, at a White 
House ceremony hosted by 
President Reagan, they were named 
U.S. Small Business Persons of the 
Year by the U.S. Small Business 
Administration. 

Cohen is active in the Social 
Ventures Network and 1% For 
Peace, an organization committed 
to redirecting 1 percent of the U.S. 
defense budget to “peace through 
understanding’ activities. He serves 
on the boards of Oxfam America,

And, Ben and Jerry’s Homemade’s 
three-part mission statement

and international.' 

Prior to his current 
responsibilities at the helm of TJX, 
Cammarata was executive vice 
president of Zayre Corp.'s specialty 
apparel group. He joined Zayre in 
1976 after serving as vice president 
and general merchandise manager 
at Marshalls. Having come to Zayre 
to start up a new off-price business 
named T.J. Maxx, he served as 
president of this ndtv venture from 
its inception until 1987. 

TJX is the largest off-price retail 
apparel company in North America 
The parent firm of T.J. Maxx, 
Winners, Hit or Miss, Chadwick’s of 
Boston and Homegoods, the 
company has more than 1,000 store 
locations in 46 states 
TJX has been tremendously 
successful under Cammarata’s 
leadership. A Boston Globe article 
once quoted a chief competitor as 
saying of Cammarata “He has an 
exceptional grasp of the off-price 
business.' In that same story, the 
publisher of an industry newsletter 
called him “a fierce competitor.’ 
Indeed, the Globe itself said TJX 
“went from one brilliant success to 
the next in a difficult retail climate.’

Cammarata is a director of the 
Lanster Corp. and the Greater 
Boston Chamber of Commerce.

College officials say the campaign 
will seek to raise funds for student 
scholarships, to bolster support for 
faculty research and development 
and academic programs, to enhance 
the collections and services of 
Bentley's Solomon R. Baker 
Library, and to build upon the 
college's educational computer 
technology. 

The Campaign for Bentley also 
will increase support for the 
college's “Centers for Excellence" - 
four formally established areas 
within the institution that focus on 
business ethics, internationalism, 
teaching excellence and community 
service-learning. Those four areas 
of chief importance to the mission 
of Bentley serve as the themes of 
the college’s 75th anniversary, 
celebrated throughout the 1992- 
1993 academic year. 

David A. Hughey, vice chairman 
of the Bentley Board of Trustees 
and a 1955 graduate of the college, 
said in announcing the campaign at 
the 75th Anniversary gala dinner 
“Our paramount objective is to 
ensure that Bentley flourishes in 
the decades to come just as it has 
flourished for the past three- 
quarters of a century." 

Chairing the campaign committee 
is Bentley Trustee and alumnus 
John T. Collins. Other committee 
members are Trustee Chairman 
and alumnus Robert F. Smith, 
Bentley President Joseph M. 
Cronin and Chancellor and 
President Emeritus Gregory H. 
Adamian.

As Bendey president from 1970 to 
1991, he led the college through a period of tremendous academic and physical growth. 


Advance commitments from 
Bentley trustees and other 
individual and corporate donors 
have created a campaign nucleus 
fund that to date totals $6.7 million. 

Other significant pledges have 
been in the form of so-called 
“unrestricted” gifts. As Bentley’s 
President Cronin explained: 


“These unrestricted gifts arc 
important because it means that we 
can put them to whatever use is 
most pressing. One of the 
campaign’s key goals is to lift the 
overall level of unrestricted giving 
and reduce the college's 
dependence on student-derived 
revenue." 


Bentley's tcchnplogical initiatives 
have also received campaign 
support. The Davis Educational 
Foundation awarded the college a 
$300,000 grant to underwrite a 
project to link - via computer 
network - all student housing 
complexes with faculty and 
administrative offices, the Solomon

R. Baker Library, various databases, 
and a variety of other vital 
educational services. The 
foundation agreed to match, dollar 
for dollar, any additional money 
raised for the project up to 
$210,000. meaning that the total 
grant will exceed $ 500 , 000 . 

As the campaign progresses, 
Bentley will increasingly seek the 
help of all of its alumni and friends, 
as well as that of the corporate, 
accounting and banking 
communities. “Bentley alumni 
constitute an integral part of the 
economic fabric of the region. They 
are employed by innumerable 
accounting firms, banks and major 
corporations. Ultimately, we have a 
mutually beneficial relationship 
with their companies," says Cronin. 

Companies that have pledged 
support to The Campaign for 
Bentley thus far include AT&T, 
Aetna, Dcloilte & Touche, Digital 
Equipment Corporation, Bank of 
Boston, Bay Bank and Slate Street 
Bank. 

“Our 75th ‘birthday gala’ at the 
Westin was a grand success," said 
Cronin. “I am sure it will prove to 
have been an auspicious occasion 
on which to officially announce The 
Campaign for Bentley: The 
Business of the Future.’" 


Learning by doing: study abroad 


WALTHAM - When college students study abroad, they arc 
immersed in another culture, another language, and another 
perspective on the world.

programs sponsored through other institutions abroad. 

Coordinating Bentley's study abroad program is the college’s 
Office of International Programs, which opened in 1987, That 
office and other initiatives were spawned by the recognition of 


the importance and value of "internationalizing" the campus. 

“Internationalizing a college means internationalizing each 
individual," said Jerome B. Book!n-Weiner, executive director 
of tlie Office of International Programs. “If U.S. businesses are 
to survive and prosper in a global economy, they must have 
managers who are comfortable working with foreign 
executives and living in foreign cultures.” 

Efforts to internationalize Bentley take many forms, include 
recruiting students from around the world, arranging formal 
agreements for faculty exchanges with colleges and 
universities all over the globe, and, in the classroom, infusing 
an international dimension into courses across the curriculum.

One demonstration of the college’s commitment to the 
city and its residents is through membership in the 
Waltham Partnership for Youth. Bentley is a founding 
member (1987) of this coalition of government, business, 
community leaders and schools which offers educational 
opportunities to Waltham's at-risk youth. 


The Bentley chapter of VITA (Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance) is another long-running service initiative. I 
Coordinated through the college's Department of 
Accountancy and the Accounting Society, this program 
recruits student volunteers to help low-income people, 
the elderly and the poor with preparation of their income 
tax returns. In 1990, one student volunteer seemed to 
herald the start of Bentley’s service-learning program 
when he stated: The opportunity to translate classroom 
theory into practical and much-needed assistance is very 
rewarding."

In addition to the campuswidc support it has 
earned, the BSLP has gained endorsements 
beyond the campus borders, as evidenced by a 
new professional partnership and the project’s 
acceptance of two major U.S. Department of 
Education grants. 

The U.S. Department of Education support 
consists of a $62,000 two-year grant from the 
Fund for the Improvement of Postsecondary 
Education (FIPSE) and a $78,000 three-year 
grant from The National Commission on

provides low-cost management and 
idministrativc training for nonprofit agencies. 

The FIPSE grant will fund community 
wsitions that will, in effect, make it possible for 
18 financially qualified students to continue their 
wrticipation in service-learning projects. 
These are students who were involved in BSLP 
nitiatives but, because they must earn income 
o meet tuition costs, their continued 
nvolvement in our program is limited," 
xplained Zlotkowski. The grant will “enable 
uch students to satisfy a portion of their 
inancial debt to the college, so they may 


continue to be involved in service projects," he 
added. 

The national commission grant will advance 
the growing relationship between Bentley and 
Project Place, a Boston-bascc^organization that 
prepares homeless adults to regain their 
economic sclf-sufficicncy through education and 
job training programs. Last semester, several 
Bentley student interns developed fund-raising 
and marketing literature for this human service 
agency. 

Through this funding, Bentley business 
communication, marketing and management 
faculty will help shape entrepreneurial ventures 
to further Project Place's goals. Under initial 
consideration are office cleaning franchises, 
landscaping, bakeries or construction-oriented 
firms. "These teams would explore franchise or 
start-up business opportunities that could both 
employ and be successfully operated by Project 
Place clients," said Zlotkowski. To start, the 
formation of several student research teams is 
being considered. 

The BSLP director emphasized that this 
undertaking is "breaking new ground. In many 
ways, the Project Place-Bentley affiliation could 
become a national model for dealing with the 
homeless situation in this country." 

The Support Center partnership will pan- 
Bentley students majoring in accountancy with 
professional accountants. These teams will then 
provide volunteer accounting support for 
nonprofit organizations in the Boston area. 
"Their efforts will range from helping agencies 
institute cost control functions to offering advice 
on recruiting an effective board of directors," 
said Zlotkowski. 

Both the grants and partnership should "do 
much to expand BSLP efforts within the 
community and add important new service¬ 
learning opportunities for Bentley students," he 
said.

Hard times call for aggressive tactics in Job hunting

Not since the early 1970s have 
American college students had 
such difficulty finding jobs. The 
market is tight and getting tighter. 

Recent studies reveal that nearly 
one-third of all entry-level positions 
have been eliminated in the past 
three years. last spring, nearly 1.1. 
million college graduates - the 
largest graduating class ever - 
entered the job market at a time of 
tremendous downsizing. 

Unlike the '80s, when jobs were 
plentiful, students looking tor work 
must hustle more. They have to 
demand more of the college 
officials who help them find jobs. 

It was a relative breeze to get a 
job in the ‘80s if you had a business 
school degree, or any bachelor's 
degree. At Bentley, more than 90 
percent of the graduates between 
1989 and 1990 got jobs within six 
months after graduation. More that 
75 percent had several 
simultaneous job offers, and most 
of these offers were for jobs within 
their degree

areas. Up to 95 percent also 
reported they saw their new jobs as 
positions that offered opportunities 
for future professional 
advancement 

While things are not nearly this 
rosy for current graduates, it’s still 
not impossible to gel a job in this 
economy. Seventy-nine percent of 
Bentley’s 1992 class found jobs 
after graduation. But, they had to 
work much harder than their 
counterparts in the '80s. They 
wrote many more letters, hustled 
harder and longer, and were forced 
to be more resourceful and 
creative. 

The downsizing -- or “right 
sizing" - of American business in 
recent years eliminated a 
tremendous number of 
management-level jobs. Coupled 
with the recession, the job market 
will be tight well into this decade 
for all college graduates. 

Students who want to improve 
die chances of getting a “good" job 


Ten tips for a successful job search 

1. Know What You Can Do. Be able to articulate the three moat significant skills you can bring to 
a job audio identify three different jobs that would require those skills. 

2. Develop an Effective Resume. It should focus on your accomplishments and communicate 
what you can bring to an employer, and what you can do for that organization. 

3. job Hunting - A Search for Information. Recognize that most job openings do not appear In 
newspapers, but are filled by individuals who target and apply directly to companies offering the kind 
of work they are seeking. 

4. Strengthen Your Interviewing Skills. The interview is your opportunity to market yourself face- 
to-face to an employer. Know your assets and be prepared to actively present them during the 
interview. 

5. Plan Your Job Search. Identify the specific actions you will fake in your job search, and set 
precise goals for yourself. This will provide structure to your search and enable you to evaluate your 
effort. 

6. Consider Smaller Employers. Remember that two out of every three new jobs created since the 
1970s have been in smaller businesses. 

7. Be Prepared to Work Hard! Take an active role in your job search. While turning your job 
search over to someone else to do for you may be inviting, no one else will work harder on your 
behalf than you. The harder you work the sooner you will land that new position. 

8. Develop Your Networking Skills. Remember that the job. search is basically a search for 
information, that most positions are not advertised, and that you will need to connect with people 
(friends, relatives, prior employers) to find out about job leads. 

9. Learn the Most Effective Job Search Techniques. When you know.what the most effective job 
search methods are, you will want to apply your primary efforts and time using these methods most 
likely to bring positive results. 

10. Manage Your Attitude. Take care of yourself, both physically and mentally during the job 
search. Keep your enthusiasm high, and recognize that rejection is not personal but is just part of 
the job hunting process. 


in the 1990s, in this depressed 
economy, should do the following: 

*Go to good school that still 
requires solid academic 


performance. A grounding in all 
areas of study - not just business - 
still lasts you in the long run. 

-Make connections. Networking 
has become a very important job 


search tool in recent years. 
Students must acquire effective 
skills in developing personal 
contacts into a network that can 
help identity possibilities. The 


sooner they start, the wider the 
network. 

-Make a pest of themselves at the 
college's career placement office. 
Most schools have programs 
similar which include all kinds ol 
job hunting programs. Schools now 
run ‘Meet-The-CEO’ sessions, 
executive breakfast sessions, 
mentoring and "shadowing- 
programs. 

-Enroll in an internship program. 

This is an absolute musL Also, the 
choice of "where to intern" must be 
carefully made. It might be the 
field where the student chooses to 
spend his or her career. 

-Even in a liberal arts school, 
every student should take some 
“applied" courses to get some 
training in business, accounting, __ 
finance, computers or the sciences. 

College simply costs too much tot 
students not to do everything 
possible to reduce the gamble on 
whether or not they can find a job 
after four years of education. 
Students who expect to succeed in 
the current job market must begin 
planning their careers and 
developing the skills to market 
themselves long before the 
beginning of their senior year.

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Center for Business Ethics breaks new ground

WALTHAM - "Three New 
Courses Offered in Business 
Ethics," read the headline in 
Bentley College's student 
newspaper on November 11,1976. 
Equally understated notices 
appeared in the Wall Street Journal 
and other newspapers. 

From that low-key beginning 
sprung what was soon recognized 
as a groundbreaking venture in 
business education and research - 
the Center for Business Ethics at 
Bentley College. But describing the 
courses as new was somewhat 
inaccurate, as they were the only 
courses in business ethics to be 
found at Bentley - or at any college 
in the country. 

“When we started this thing, no 
one knew what we were talking 
about. No one new what business 
ethics meant," said W. Michael 
Hoffman, professor of philosophy 
and founding director of the center. 

Hoffman recalled that the first 
three courses were funded by a 
$30,000 grant that he had received 
from the National Endowment for 
the Humanities (NEH). The grant 
was originally rejected because of 
the unfamiliarity of the subject

"I went down to Washington to 
find out what had happened, why 
we weren’t successful," said 
Hoffman. The officer at NEH told 
me that they’d never received a 
proposal for business ethics. After I 
explained it to him, he became 
more interested." 

The NEH eventually funded the 
proposal the second time and the 
three courses were offered in 
spring semester in 1977. They 
were intended to help students 
recognize and evaluate ethical 
conflicts, especially in a business 
context, and to challenge them, as 
future business leaders, to maintain 
an attitude of ethical and moral 
awareness while pursuing 
professional goals. Eight-six 
students signed up. 

Hoffman traces the genesis of 
business ethics to several factors, 
including the political and business 
scandals of the 1970s. He recalls 
watching Watergate testimony and 
noting that none of the principals 
mentioned the morality of their 
actions. ‘Here were people in the 


highest offices of the country who 
never talked about right and 
wrong," he said. Public interest in 
ethics was further piqued by anger 
with campaign contribution 


improprieties and the Lockheed 
scandal. 

Bentley found itself in the 
forefront of the movement with the 
formal establishment of its Center 


for Business Ethics in 1977. It is 
believed to be the nation's second 
oldest; there are about 100 centers 
today. 

The center’s reputation was 


made with the first of its biennial 
conferences. Held in March 1977, 
participants including Tip O’Neill, 
Elliott Richardson and Leonard 
Wood of the Gallup Organization 
discussed "Business Values and 
Social Justice: Compatibility or 
Contradiction?" Hoffman 
remembers tremendous attention 
from the news media. Notable 
participants in later conferences 
included Reverend Leon Sullivan, 
Ralph Nader, Paul Tsongas, Arthur 
Miller, and senators Mark Hatfield 
and Howard Mctzenbaum. Other 
successes followed: widely noticed 
national surveys of college ethics 
curricula and of the ethical 
practices of Fortune 1000 
corporations, the Gadfly program to 
integrate ethics on the Bentley 
campus and, more recently, the 
founding of the Ethics Officers 
Association for corporate ethics 
representatives. 

Over time, the center's staff has 
expanded, a small but highly 
regarded library was added and the 
mission and activities have grown 
more complex. The center has 
become an important research 
resource used by scholars from 
around the nation and the world. 


NYNEX ethics program receives award 
from Center for Business Ethics 


WALTHAM - The Center for Business 
Ethics at Bentley College presented its 
inaugural business ethics program award to 
NYNEX Corporation at a ceremony in April. 
The award recognizes concrete and effective 
measures taken within an organization to 
maintain and strengthen ethical behavior. 

NYNEX, headquartered in White Plains, 
N.Y., employs 81,900 people. Through a 
number of companies, including New 
England Telephone, New York Telephone and 
NYNEX Mobile Communications Company, 
NYNEX provide: a variety of 
telecommunicationi and information services. 

This award ia different from a number of 
others that are given to exemplary companies 
because it recognizes measures taken within 
the organization to strengthen its ethical 
behavior, rather than focusing on public 
service or community outreach activities,' 
said W. Michael Hoffman, founding director 
of the cento'. 

'By ethical behavior, we mean going 
beyond legal compliance to ensure fair 
treatment of employees and all external 
constituents - customers, suppliers and 
members of the community* added Judith 
Kamm, aisodate director of the center and 
coordinator of the award selection process. 
"We look at what an organization does to 
ensure that people treat each other and 
outsiders fairly, honestly and with integrity - 
in addition to complying with internal and 
externa] laws." 


NYNEX was selected from a 
group of three finalists. Prior 
to the selection, center officials 
conducted an on-site visit to 
review and verify details in the 
company's submission. 

Nominations for the award were solicited 
late last year from companies across New 
England and New York. The center’s advisory 
board served as the selection committee. 
Board members are Stone and Webster 
President Bruce Coles, Liberty Mutual 
President and CEO Gary Countryman, 
Attorney Dawn-Marie Driscoll, Fleet Bank of 
Massachusetts President John Hamili, W.R. 
Grace retired Executive Vice President Carl 
W. Lorentzen, Arthur D. Little Ltd. Director 
Robert K. Mueller, Coopers and Lybrand 
Deputy Chairman William K. O’Brien (a 
trustee and 1967 graduate of Bentley), and 
Boston Edison Chairman and CEO Bernard 
W. Reznicek. 

NYNEX was selected from a group of three 
finalists. Prior to the selection, center officials 
conducted an on-site visit to review and verify 
details in the company’s submission. 

The center noted that, “in response to a 
number of ethical problems experienced by 
the company," NYNEX established an Office 


of Ethics and Business Conduct in August 
1990 and launched several activities. Among 
the NYNEX activities cited by the advisory 
board as important to its final decision were: 

• The direct Involvement and leadership of 
NYNEX Chairman and CEO Bill Ferguson in 
the creation of the NYNEX ethics process; 

• A NYNEX Code of Business Conduct for all 
its companies; 

• Ethics offices at NYNEX business units; 

• The creation of “Guidelines" - telephone 
numbers and mailboxes designed to 
confidentially handle questions and concerns 
of NYNEX empk>y«es; 

• Extensive assessment activities, including 
dozens of interviews, surveys and focus 
groups, to guide the design and maintenance 
of a comprehensive ethics process; 

• Ethics training or Code of Conduct 
familiarization for 80,000 NYNEX employees. 

The award, an engraved crystal disk from 
Tiffany and Co., was presented to Ivan 
Seidenberg, vice chairman of the NYNEX 
Telecommunication Group. 

•It’s an honor to receive this award," said 
Seidenberg. "Ethical behavior is at the heart 
of our business and must be at the heart of 
any business that wants to succeed today. 
Ethics is a continuing commitment at 
NYNEX." 

The business ethics award was presented as 
part of the college's 75th anniversary 
observance.

WALTAHM - Here's an innovative idea: If 
you want satisfied customers who sing your 
praises and keep coming back, pay attention 
to them and their needs. 

Common sense, right? Well, at long last, 
many American companies and organizations 
have recognized that the customer indeed is 
their reason for existing and that customer 
satisfaction is crucial to competing and 
surviving. 

'Hie concept isn't new. Just ask the 
fapanesc. Or, better yet, ask U.S, automakers, 
who insisted for decades that they knew what 
the customer wanted (it was, after all, Henry 
Ford, who said, “Any color the customer 
wants, as long as it’s black") and then 
wondered why they got clobbered by foreign 
competition. 

In the 75 years of its 
existence, Bentley hasn’t 
built cars, electronic 
equipment, appliances or 
widgets. But there always 
has been a product/service 

- education - and, 
therefore, there always has 
been a need to focus on 
quality. 

“What we’re really talking about is looking 
at ways to constantly improve an organization 
at all levels and in all areas,’ said Mark M. 
Davis, an associate professor of operations 
management at Bentley College. “Toyota has 
had its ’Jusl-in-Time’ concept for years. 
Motorola calls it ’Six-Sigma.’ These programs 
have several common goals, including the 
recognition of the need for continuous 
improvement within a corporation and the 


underlying corporate culture that supports iL 
The concept has been around for years; 
people just couch it under different names.’ 

The latest name is Total Quality 
Management, TQM for shorL “Much of 
TQM is just what good business practice has 
always been about - a lot of integration and 
communication among various aspects of a 
business, with a clear goal that everyone 
shares,’ said Vicki LaFarge, a Bentley 
assistant professor of management. “Pay 
attention to the customer; pay attention to the 
processes as opposed to just the end product’ 
In the educational materials she developed 
for a Massachusetts-based management 
consulting firm, LaFarge emphasizes: “World- 
class competitors act as though what they 
have now is never good enough. Products can 
always be safer, more reliable, longer lasting 


and better suited to the customers needs. 
Services can always be performed more 
accurately, in a timely fashion and made more 
useful to the customers. “Very good’ is not 
good enough.* 

In the 75 years of its existence, Bentley 
hasn't built cars, electronic equipment, 
appliances or widgets. But there always has 
been a product/service - education - and, 
therefore, there always has been a need to 
focus on quality. 

“TQM Comes to Bentley" is a relatively 
new phrase, sounded by President Joseph M. 
Cronin soon after his arrival on campus in 
summer 1991. But it’s a concept that has been 
around for years. As Harry C. Bentley, who 
founded the school in 1917, used to say, 
"Teach like hell from bell to bell.” 

On the academic side of the subject, 


Bentley professors not only conduct research 
into and write about TQM, they also preach it 
and teach it (at the Graduate School of 
Business, for example, there's a course on 
Managing Quality). 

Perhaps more important, however, is 
faculty interest in practicing the tenets of 
TQM: Constantly examining and evaluating 
what they’re doing, how well they’re doing it - 
and paying attention to the needs and wishes 
of the customers (a vast group, including 
students, parents, alumni, donors, 
professional colleagues, employers and 
others). Like many colleges, Bentley employs 
a Student Evaluation of Teaching 
questionnaire to encourage feedback. 

And, this past year, the college's Center for 
Excellence in Teaching (itself a product of the 
focus on quality), sponsored a faculty 
workshop entitled, TQM in the Classroom: A 
Commitment to Continuous Improvement" 

Carole A Congram, associate professor of 
operations management, told workshop 
participants of the “quality teams" she 
established in some of her classes. Teams of 
four students regularly surveyed and 
interviewed classmates and sat in on project 
group meetings to discern learning styles and 
abilities and reaction to course content and 
teaching techniques. The “quality teams" also 
met regularly with Congram to discuss their 
findings. 

“I did make several changes during the 
semester -- based on the feedback and 
dialogue," said Congram, explaining that her 
presentation of material and content and 
format of exams were altered by the 
experience. 

Said Mark Davis: “We have to pay more 
attention to the process of teaching. We need 
to identify how to better motivate students to 
learn. To paraphrase (Bentley dean emeritus) 
Rae Anderson, no matter how good the 
material is, if the students arc asleep they arc 
not going to learn iL"

That 
seems to be true in your case with 
your used-car dealer. Once you get 
the car properly repaired, I'm sure 
you will be very satisfied with it. 

Dear Doctor: I read a column that 
you wrote about a General Motors 
front-wheel drive car with a steering 
wheel that is very hard to turn in 
cold wether. My car is a 1988 
Chevrolet Eurosport station wagon, 
just paid $571 for a new power

147,000 kilometers on it Do I have 
any hope for compensation from 
GM?

Dear Ken: 147,000 kilometers is 
just under 90,000 miles. GM has 
been has been generous with cars 
in the 50,000 mile range, and there 
have been more than just a few 
power steering rack units that have 
failed since 1980.1 suggest you call 
the 800 number in the back of the 
owners manual. In addition, I have 
sent your letter to my local 
Chevrolet office. To help protect 
your new power steering rack unit, 
change the fluid once a year. GM 
now has a special power steering 
fluid for cold weather. I use this 
fluid at my service shop in Boston 
on all GM cars because it has a 


lighter viscosity and flows better 
when the weather turns cold. 

Dear Doctor: My question is about 
my 1985 Audi 5000 with 59,000 
miles on it. Occasionally, the 
automatic transmission doesn't shift 
properly into third gear. Sometimes 
1 am able to get it to shift by lifting 
my foot off the gas pedal. Because 
the transmission was dark brown in 
color and had a strong smell to it, I 
changed both the fluid and the 
filter. I noticed a small tear in the 
filter I removed. 

Since I only retreived a small 
portion of the total amount of the 
fluid that was in the transmission, I 
dropped the transmission pan 
several times and cleaned the filter. 
The fluid now remains pink and the 
shifting problem is much less 
frequent. Also, the transmission 
operates fine in cold weather. I 
would appreciate your help. 
Ronald F. 

Dear Ronald: With the 
transmission filter screen having a 
tear in it, I suspect a lot of large 
pieces of worn clutches and normal 
wear from other components that 
normally sit in the bottom of the 
transmission pan got sucked up into 
the valve body and governor. You 
may want to remove the valve body, 
disassemble and clean it, and check 


the governor. I suggest you talk 
with your local Audi dealer. Since 
the Audi recall on the final drive 
fluid, Audi has been very generous 
on a lot of transmission problems. 

Dear Doctor: I own a 1989 Ford 
Escort GT. The car runs well and 
does what I expect of it except for 
one thing: the clutch take-up. 
Whenever I'm shifting upward, the 
clutch doesn't grab until the pedal 
is almost at the end of its travel. 1 
have only 17,000 miles on the car, 
drive carefully and do not abuse it 
Is this clutch operation normal? 1 
drove my 1987 Honda Accord until 
it had 83,000 miles on iL The clutch 
felt smooth and it grabbed about 
two inches from the floor, is Ford 
behind the times? Jim K. 

Dear Jim: Ford isn't behind the' 
times. Your Escort has a self- 
adjusting clutch cable that Honda 
does not have. The free-play will be 
different in both vehicles. But there 
may be a problem with your clutch 
cable binding or even your clutch 
assembly. I would suggest that you 
have the car checked by your 
dealer or an independent repair 
shop.

Hyundai Elantra GLS 

Reviewer does double-take in a Hyundai Elantra GLS 


Repetition happens every once 
in awhile. Such is the case with 
the 1993 Hyundai Elantra GI,S, a 
car 1 already reviewed. I promise, 
however, not to be redundant. 


There was much more 1 could 
have written about this car the 
last lime I reviewed it Other than 
reporting the size of the engine 
and its power, I didn't go into 
detail. This time 1 will. It has a 
new 1.8-liter four-cylinder engine 
with double overhead cams and a 
16-valvc dual balanced shaft. It 
produces 124 horsepower which 
isn’t exceptional, but it sure gets the 
job done. 

This Elantra GLS has a four- 
speed automatic transmission that 
is the perfect marriage to the 
engine. Touch the gas pedal, and 
the acceleration is immediate. 
Incidentally, the new engine is 
standard equipment with the G1.S 


model. This engine is also standard 
equipment on the base models if it 
is equipped with the automatic 
transmission. My suggestion: get 
the automatic, it makes driving 
more enjoyable, especially in traffic. 

1 did a lot of aggressive driving 
because of the way the car handles. 
The independent suspension and 
front and rear stabilizer bars are 
perfectly matched for this car. 


Although the Elantra is a four-door 
sedan, it gives a few sporty cars a 
run for the money. In fact, with 
money included as a factor, the 
Elantra beats out most other cars. 

The base price of the Elantra GLS 
is $10,999, which includes the new 
engine and automatic transmission - 
- plus a lot of other features that add 
to making the car more enjoyable 
and comfortable. It has tilt Btecring, 


a six-way adjustable driver’s 
seat, and reclining bucket 
scats. It also has the rear 
window defroster, intermittent 
wipers, remote fuel door, deck 
lid and hood releases, plus 
child seat anchor and rear 
door child safety locks.

Price tag 
for d umpin g 
trash eyed

Residents might have to ante up 
more money to dump trash if a pro¬ 
posed hike passes the selectmen in (he 
next several weeks. 

Proposed by Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the $25 hike would 
bring to $75 the one-time charge resi¬ 
dents pay for a dump sticker. The hike 
is being recommended to offset the 
costs of increased tipping fees the town 
pays to dump its trash at the North An- 
dovertrash-to-energy plant 

At the meeting on May 17, Selectmen 
didn't vote the measure but did return 
to the discussion of why the town keeps 
getting hit by unexpected increases 
and the financial impact of the North 
East Solid Waste Committee (NESWO 
arbitration settlement. Tipping fees 
have risen from $60 to $85 per ton over 
three years with projections of$105 for 
FY'95. 

Selectmen Chairman Peter 
VanAken said selectmen would study 
the hike and vote in the next several 
weeks. Maurer said the FY’94 budget 
for the transfer station recommended 
for Town Meeting will be higher than 
he proposed. “It is noted that the Fi¬ 
nance Committee's recommendation 
is $1,267,862 or $170,852 greater than 
the town manager's recommendation 
on Feb. 15,” said Maurer noting the in¬ 
crease was a direct result of (Inal num¬ 
bers on NESWC fees. 

“I previously advised the board that 
a transfer station fee increase of $25 
could yield up to $116,000. In FY'92 the 
town collected $409,750 from the trans¬ 
fer station, of which $244,750 came 
from residential permits and $165,000 
came from commercial haulers and 
their tonnage. This revenue covered 
only 39.9 percent of the operational 
cost of the transfer station of 
$1,026,000.“ 

“I put this back out here because at 
the time we prepared the budget we 
noted that this was one area (we could 
look at) for an increase in revenue to

make adjustments according with the 
increased cost of operating the facili¬ 
ty," added Maurer. 

“ I don’t particularly like fees,” said 
Selectman Gerard Polcari. “We're be¬ 
ing put in an outrageous situation with 
an entity over which we have no con¬ 
trol.’’ 

“I dislike the fees; we’re being put 
under more and more pressure...this is 
miserable, this should be in tax base,” 
he added. Selectman Stephen Powers 
agreed but said it helped to remember 
that the transfer station is not being 
run on an enterprise system, “And 40 
percent coverage (from residential and 
commercial haulers fees) is not going 
to cut it in the nearfature." 

Maurer reminded the board that 
placing the blame on NESWC would 
amount to blaming themselves. “The 
bad guy in the whole thing is MRI and 
the Wheelabrator companies.” Maurer 
said that refinancing the NESWC debt 
from 10 percent to 6 percent offered 
some relief and that changes in the op¬ 
eration of the NESWC committee itself 
also improved the outlook for the com¬ 
pany. "The bad news is that the costs 
keepgoingup.”

Chairmen of the town boards are 
ironing out the Anal fiscal numbers for 
the town budget, even though they are 
still unsure ofwhatthe final state num¬ 
bers are going to be. 

Town officials say they intend to go 
forward and “hit Town Meeting floor 
with a balanced budget" next week. 
Town Meeting had been postponed in 
late April for four weeks because of un¬ 
certainty with state aid, especially 
money from the education bill now be¬ 
fore a conference committee. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Peter 
VanAken said the town will not post¬ 
pone Town Meeting any farther, saying 
that it was getting too close to the end 
of the fiscal year, June 30, to watt any 
longer. 

The four weeks postponement has 
given the town manager and School 
Committee members some time to 
close the gap between their proposed 
Fiscal Year 1994 education budgets, 
which had been as much as $500,000 
apart 

At a May 18 joint budget meeting In¬ 
volving the chairmen of several of the 
town’s boards, VanAken announced 
that the selectmen would come up with 
an additional $245,000 for the School

Department significantly closing the 
gap. The additional revenue comes

Originally the Town Manager W 
Chadwick Maurer had proposed $144 
million for the education budget, while 
the School Committee was looking for 
$14.95 million.

curricular activities. 

If the state gives Winchester 
$289,000, or $100 per student the 
School Department would find Itself In 
the unusual position of being in the 
black for $90,000. VanAken noted that

Jumelage 
creates 
Art Alliance 

The latest project of the Jumelage 
organization is the Art Alliance, an art 
exchange between French and Ameri¬ 
can artists. 

Twenty-two pieces of art - photo¬ 
graphs, sculptures, paintings, and 
drawing- created by French and Amer¬ 
ican artists are being exhibited at the 
Winchester Public Library as part ol 
an exchange between sister cities Win¬ 
chester and St Germain-en-Laye.

Winchester and St Germain have 
been enjoying a special relationship as 
sister cities in the Jumelage or “twin¬ 
ning" program. The pact was made in 
1961 in St Germain, a Parisian suburb.

reappoint Lombardi soil conta minants

A member or the Board of Assessors 
lost an attempt to appoint a former 
member, who recently lost a re-elec¬ 
tion bid, as an assistant assessor. 

In what one member termed an 
“odd” move, Member George Ander¬ 
sen moved at the board's May 18 meet¬ 
ing to appoint former assessor Mark A 
Lombardi as an assistant assessor for 
three months. Andersen said the board 
needed Lombardi's expertise, espe¬ 
cially In the area of appellate tax cases. 
Lombardi was a board member for 
four years and was chairman for the 
last three. 

“It would assist the town and the as¬ 
sist the board if we could call on his ex¬ 
pertise for a short period of time,” said 
Andersen. 

Board of Assessors member Susan 
Lippman, who defeated Lombardi in 
the March 30 election, said she was op¬ 
posed to the appointment “I think it’s 
a little odd, and I think that some of the 
people in the public would be a little 
upset” said Lippman."It doesn't set a 
good precedent to appoint an official 
who was defeated in an election.” 

Lippman said she felt the board did 
was not in need of an assistant asses¬ 
sor. “I’m not sure we're in that dire 


need of help,” said Lippman. 

Lippman also said that the position 
to be filled could not go to a particular 
person but would have to be posted for 
21 days. Chairman Eric Josephson said 
he believed that Lombardi would be an 
asset to the board, but he agreed that 
the 21-day posting was necessary. 

Andersen’s motion did not receive a 
second. He declined to make a second 
motion involving a 21-day job posting, 
saying that many of the appellate cases 
would be settled by that time. 

Andersen disagreed with the need 
for posting the position, saying that the 
board had the authority to appoint and 
remove as an assistant assessor whom¬ 
ever they wanted, especially in a case 
there would be no salary or compensa¬ 
tion involved in the appointment 

Andersen said that the Board of As¬ 
sessors has in the past accepted help 
from outside sources with expertise. 

“It's done all the time in industry....a 
man retires and is hired on as a consul¬ 
tant," said Andersen. 

Andersen said his motion was simply 
a situation where a resident who had 
expertise in a particular field wanted 
to help the town. “I think this is mush¬ 
rooming out of proportion,” said An¬ 
dersen of the opposition to the ap¬ 
pointment

Members of a neighborhood group 
claim they have test results that show 
high levels of heavy metals and volatile 
organic chemicals from land near 
North Border Road that has been used 
as an illegal dumping site. 

Winchester resident John Morgan 
said that soil he had tested from a 15- 
acre area of land near Dike Brook at 
the Stoneham line has shown the pres¬ 
ence of contaminants. 

At a press conference held at Dike 
Brook on May 18, Morgan passed out 
test results done by Boston Chemical 
that showed extremely high levels of 
benzo(a) pyrene and 

bcnzo(a)anthracene in material taken 
from the site. 

Morgan has long claimed that sever¬ 
al sites throughout Winchester were 
used as dumps for fill from a project in 
the early 1980s that extended the 
MBTA red line to Alewife. The area 
near Dike Brook, Morgan says, is Just 
one more example. 

Morgan is the head of the North End 
Task Force, which has been trying to 
clean up a dump site on Rock Avenue 
foroveradecade. 

Morgan said he believes the material 
near Dike Brook, like fill at Rock Ave¬ 
nue, is from the MBTA project Morgan 
based this assumption on the fact that 
test results showing contamination

were similar to ones found at Rock 
Avenue. Morgan also said there were 
reports of trucks taking material there 
in the early 1980s, the same time 
dumping was done on Rock Avenue. 

“There is a similar time frame, 
chemicals, and action; the evidence 
speaks for itself,“said Morgan. 

Morgan said the contaminants found 
in soil and sledge from a water source 
has the capacity to go into Dike Brook, 
which is 150 yards away from the site 
and feeds into the North Reservoir. 

Morgan said he came across the site 
near Dike Brook while walking 
through the Fells area last October. 

Morgan has long been trying to get lo¬ 
cal and state offices to clean up the 
dump site on Rock Avenue. Morgan 
said the site has caused numerous 
health hazards to people in the neigh¬ 
borhood. He said that many people 
would like to move from the neighbor¬ 
hood but are unable to sell their prop¬ 
erty because of proximity to the dump. 

Morgan said that Amberwood Drive 
was also the site for the dumping of 
contaminants in the early 1980s but has 
since been cleaned up. Morgan said 
the Board of Health acted quickly to 
force a cleanup on Amberwood but has 
taken little action at Rock Avenue, 
which is in a less affluent neighbor¬ 
hood. "This is a classic story of the 
haves and have nots," said Morgan.

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The best of them all

May 30, 1925 will ever stand out in 
Ihe historic annals of Winchester as its 
most memorable Memorial Day. 

Bright and early that clay, the 
grounds of the gingerbread "Cutting 
House” — then the home of Winches¬ 
ter’s Post ^7, American Legion — lo¬ 
cated behind Town Hall, filled with 
tense expectancy as participants in the 
annual parade gathered. As yet the 
rear of Town Hail had not been paved 
and Hie grassy, tree studded sward lent 
cool haven to the marchers. 

Up at 5 Haivard St, Frank Leonard 
and his family gathered for the short 
ride to the “Highland Playground” 
which, on this lovely morning, was to 
be dedicated in remembrance of the 
young Augustus Michael Leonard by 
the Town of Winchester. “Gus" was 
killed atNantillos, France in 1918. 

At 8:30 the majestic procession 
moved from the Legion House down 
Washington Street to Calvary Ceme¬ 
tery in Montvale where Father Fitzgib- 
bons of SI Mary’s Church led the im¬ 
pressive ceremonies beside the K. of C. 
Stone. 

The procession arrived back at 
Leonard Field in ample time to greet 
Governor Fuller who had motored 
down from his summer home in Rye 
for the ceremony. 

He arrived promptly at 10:30 in his 
great open car escorted by motorcycle 
officer John Hogan of the Winchester 
Police. 

Beside the platform on Washington 
Street, the simple boulder with its 
bronze tablet was shrouded in a veil 
and an American flag. 

Subsequent to the blessing by Father 


Fitzgibbons and eloquent words from 
Govenior Fuller, Mollie Maquire — ac¬ 
companied by Stile's Band — sang 
“America, Here’s My Boy”, one of the 
most popular songs during World War 
1 . 

Later, all stood on tip toe as the new 
principal of Winchester High School, 
Wade L. Grindle, in his first public ap¬ 
pearance, rendered the dedicatory re¬ 
marks. and an emotional Frank Leon¬ 
ard unveiled the stone. 

Upon the return to Legion House, 
those in the procession were treated to 
a luncheon at Town Hall at noontime 

— and had ample time to refresh them¬ 
selves before the 2:00 p.m. step-off to 
Wildwood Cemetery. 

The Star noted that "The parade to 
Wildwood was one of the best in 
years”, and locals fawned over three 
veterans of "61” — James A Dunnell, 
Frank E. Marchand and Peter Walling 
being driven over the route by Bill Mc- 
Mulliit 

The “Soldiers Monument" (what we 
call the civil was Monument) at Wild¬ 
wood — largely neglected in our own 
time — was the center of ceremonies. 

As the procession headed back to 
town, the Star chuckled, “How the boys 
‘pepped up* when the band played 
■Catherina* on the return from Wild¬ 
wood." 

Back at the Legion House, ice cream 
was served to the militia and the scouts 

— with the leftovers being distributed 
to over 100 eager local kiddies. 

Memorial Day 1925 ended that even¬ 
ing in grand style as a sumptuous ban¬ 
quet was hosted at Town Hall with Ma- ■ 
jor General Clarence R. Edwards as 
honored guest.

THE SENATE. Beacon Hill Roll 
Call” records local senators' votes 
on two roll calls front the week 
May 10 to 14. 

EDUCATION REFORM - Senate 
25-13, refused to suspend rules to 
allow immediate consideration of 
resolutions urging the conference 
committee working on the educa¬ 
tion reform bill to send to the legis¬ 
lature the parts of the bill upon 
which the committee agrees. The 
bill has been in conference com¬ 
mittee forseveral weeks. 

Resolution supporters said the 
school choice issue is holding up 
the entire hill. They argued that 
other reform and funding meas¬ 
ures should be brought to the floor 
for a vote so communities will 
have local aid figures on which to 
base their budgets. 

Opponents said all remaining is¬ 
sues are on the verge of being re¬ 
solved. They argued that interfer¬ 
ing with a conference committee's 
deliberations sets a bad prece¬ 
dent 

A Yes vote is lor immediate con¬ 
sideration of the resolutions. A No 
vote is against immediate consid¬ 
eration of the resolutions. 

Sen. diaries Shannon voted no. 
RIVERS (S 1565) - Senate 36-3, 
gave near final approval and sent 
to the House the bill restricting de¬ 
velopment along riverfront prop¬ 
erty and generally banning devel¬ 
opment within 150 feet of the 
state’s rivers and streams. 

Supporters said this long-over¬ 
due bill will protect the state’s riv¬ 


ers and streams from the pollution 
of road salt, fertilizers and pesti¬ 
cides. They noted it will also pro¬ 
tect 70 percent of the endangered 
species that depend on clean wa¬ 
ter. 

Opponents offered no argu¬ 
ments, but the measure still faces 
opposition from the farming and 
real estate industries. 

A Yes vote is for the bill. A No 
vote is against it 

Shannon voted yes. 

THE HOUSE. “Beacon Hill Roll 
Cali” records local representa¬ 
tives' 

votes on five roll calls from the 
week May 10 to 14. 

LOCKOUT (S 1523) - House 
124-32, rejected Governor Weld’s 
amendments to the bill giving un¬ 
employment benefits to workers 
locked out by employees during a 
labor dispute. Weld’s amendments 
include one that would deny bene¬ 
fits if the employer can show that 
workers are interfering with the 
company's ability to provide pub¬ 
lic service or insure public safety. 

Amendment supporters said the 
amendment will protect the public 
and make this anti-business bill 
more reasonable and balanced. 

Amendment opponents, point¬ 
ing to the Boston Gas dispute, said 
the amendments water down the 
bill which is designed to give secu¬ 
rity to workers and their families 
during lockouts. 

A Yes vote is for Weld’s amend¬ 
ments. A No vote is against Weld’s 
amendments.

There 
were rusting boilers, carts and tires in 
the river, in the grass and behind 
bushes at every glance you would see 
layers of bottles, dumped building ma¬ 
terials, rusting cans, paper, and rotting 
mattresses. I felt ashamed to have this 
kind of mess in an area near my home. 

From time to time the Boy Scouts or 
others would make an effort to dean 
up the river, and each time there 
would be some Improvement But I be-

iievc the coordinated and sustained ef¬ 
fort in recent years, led by the Conser¬ 
vation Commission, is the factor which 
really turned the tide and made the big 
difference. I think that getting a large 
number of people involved was impor¬ 
tant These people have mined out 
years of accumulation so that now the 
clean up just needs to shift the paper 
cups and the odd can discarded in the 
previous year. 

Several years ago, I easily filled six 
trash bags in a hundred yard section on 
the Mystic Valley Parkway side of the 
river opposite the Ginn Field ball Held. 
This year, on the same side of the river, 
between the footbridge and Bacon St, 
a distance of several hundred yards, I 
couldn’t And enough trash to fill one 
bag (although I did find five softballs). 
That provides a rough measure of how 
much progress we have made. The riv¬ 
er bank looks great 

Just one thing blots the Towns re¬ 
cord this year. The DPW, which gener¬ 
ally does a good job in keeping our 
town clean, dumped vast mounds of 
snow at the Ginn Field basketball 
court, then some of the snow and dirt 
was pushed into the river. This badly 
damaged a number of trees and when 
the snow melted left mounds of sand, 
grit and miscellaneous trash. They also 
dumped snow along the access road 
just south of the Winchester Station 
Parking lot The piles of dirt arc still 
there in early May. I hope the DPW 
plans to clean up the mess. It is unfor¬ 
tunate. after Winchester residents 
have devoted hundreds of hours to

Fields Committee 
does not represent 
disinterested party, 
says resident 

To the editor: 

At the 1992 spring Town Meeting, the 
Interscholastic Athletic Fields Com¬ 
mittee proposed the creation of two 
competition-level soccer fields at 
Manchester Field. The main propo¬ 
nents for the re-configuration of Man¬ 
chester Field were directors of the 
Winchester SoccerClub. World Class 
soccer fields were desired for tourna¬ 
ment play. Naturally, teams from out¬ 
side of Winchester would be the main 
users. 

The Manchester neighbors opposed 
the two field plan for tournament use 
and an amendment to the DPW budget 
resulted in restricting the use of fttnds 
for that purpose. The Manchester resi¬ 
dents had serious concerns about 
public safety and quality of neighbor¬ 
hood life. Keeping with long tradition, 
Town Meeting responded appropriate¬ 
ly to the concerns of the neighborhood. 

It appears now that some deal was 
struck by the Town's political power 
forces. They obviously noted that the 
Lynch neighborhood rather than Man¬ 
chester should be the home of the new 
soccercomplex. 

To legitimize their conniving, a new 
Fields Committee was formed to ad¬ 
dress the soccer tournament field is¬ 
sue. They went so far as to suggest that 
the new committee would be com¬ 
prised of basically disinterested citi¬ 
zens, who would objectively evaluate 
the Town’s field needs. 

Unfortunately for the Lynch neigh¬ 
borhood, the present Fields Commit¬ 
tee is far from being comprised of dis¬ 
interested citizens. The fact Is that the 
chairman of the Fields Committee is 
none other than the president of the 
Winchester Soccer Club. The proposed 
mindless destruction of the well field 
to make an additional 69,000 square 
foot soccer field has not the least to do 
with the children of Lynch, but rather 
with the interests of the soccer club. 
This committee has done everything 
possible to cover up neighborhood con¬ 
cerns. The Fields Committee even 
wrote a letter to the editor of both local 
papers falsely accusing me of harass¬ 
ing committee members, when I at¬ 
tempted to voice the concerns of the 
neighborhood. Further insults to 
neighborhood concerns are contained 
in the committee's mocking fact sheet 
which was published in the Daily 
Times Chronicle of April 16. Finally, in 
the report that was sent to Town Meet¬ 
ing members, the Fields Committee 
proclaims what it is NOT recommend¬ 
ing as if this were a binding covenant 
by the Town to the Lynch neighbor¬ 
hood. (This is getting difficult for most 
ofustotake.) 

If the citizens of the neighborhood 
would simply forget recent histoiy, 
namely the 1984 proposed soccer 
megaplex at Lynch and the re-configu¬ 
ration proposal at Manchester of last 
year, it might be possible for one to be¬ 
lieve some of the statements of this bi¬ 
ased Fields Committee. 

The Lynch neighborhood will pres¬ 
ent its concerns to Town Meeting at the 
appropriate time. We are sure that 
Town Meeting members will demand 
frill and unbiased information about 
the fields issue. Once the facts are 
heard, we are confident Town Meeting 
will respond to the concerns of the 
Lynch neighborhood as it did to the 
concerns of the Manchester neighbor¬ 
hood last year.

hear is considerably less optimistic 
than Blakely's — our children or at 
most our children's children will be 
living in a planet so degraded as to 
have life as we live It only a memory. 

A few weeks ago I was with planners 
of an environmental seminar for Bos¬ 
ton theological schools. They were dis¬ 
cussing an initiative meant to move on 
from the piecemeal “fifty things we can 
do for the planet approach” — to a 
perspective that would enable us, who 
are capable of having various Impacts, 
to work more systematically. 

What has struck me with Increasing 
force is the difference In perspective 
between those close to the problem 
and those of us raising our children in 
the midst of compelling daily concerns.

make decisions in an attempt to opti¬ 
mize our children’s ftitures. We are 
straining and putting in our energy so 
many ways — without nearly enough 
sense that the world can no longer be 
counted on for which we will have our 
children well-trained and strong-bod¬ 
ied. 

As we all know, we are a long way 
into the problem. Much of the way we 
live is premised on behavior that we 
once thought harmless and now know 
is not One thing gives me hope. As par¬ 
ents we are mired In details of getting 
our families’ lives lived, but we some¬ 
times make and stick with hard deci¬ 
sions when they influence the well-be¬ 
ing of our children. As world citizens 
and adults we may well feet we don't 
know enough, we are too far from the 
problem, we are too busy, and the 
problems are too complex. But one of 
the arenas in our lives where we do not 
feel impotent, where there is a connec¬ 
tion between our actions and our val¬ 
ues, is that of our kids’ best interests. 

Turning our ways around in order to 
lake into account the earth’s problems 
may be possible, if parents become 
aware of the shortness of the ftise and 
respond to that fact as parents.

chipped in with the cost Any substan¬ 
tial relief will have to come from the 
federal government, starting with a bill 
before Congress that would give the 
state $100 million, he added. “Clinton 
did say when he came to Boston that he 
would help where Bush did not,’ said 
Casey. 

One problem with state fending is 
that the 61 MWRA communities are in 
the minority in the state Legislature. 
"We don't have the votes,” conceded 
Casey. Casey said that having other 
communities pay for the harbor clean¬ 
up was as feir as having residents in 
the Boston area pay for a museum in 
North Adams. 

The harbor cleanup has been esti¬ 
mated to cost to cost $6.6 billion, but 
Casey said he could see the cost run as 
high as $9 billion. The MWRA commu¬ 
nities presently pay more than 90 per¬ 
cent of the cleanup costs. 

A recent report (lied by state Inspec¬ 
tor General Robert Cerasoll estimated 
that the yearly water rate for the aver¬ 
age household in the MWRA district 
will rise from the present $545 — al¬ 
ready the highest of any major US city 
-to $1,891 in 2003. 

Some MWRA communities have tak¬ 
en action against the rising water rates. 
In Quincy, residents dumped bills into 
the Boston Harbor. In Chelsea, resi¬ 
dents and town officials burned their 
bills. Revere and Weymouth city coun¬ 
cilors and selectmen have withheld 
payments to the MWRA when resi¬ 
dents stopped paying the town; other 
communities, including Woburn, are 
consideringsimilar action. 

WinchesterTownManagerW. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer said that the Board of Se¬ 
lectmen have decided that withholding 
payment to the MWRA would not be fi¬ 
nancially prudent Maurer said the 
money not paid to the MWRA could be 
taken from local aid money, with a 12 
percent Interest penalty. 

Maurer said the town does not have 
the problem other towns have encoun¬ 
tered of large numbers of residents not 
paying their bills. "There doesn't seem 
to be a problem with people not paying 
theirwaterbills,” said Maurer.

Probably the most difficult obstacle

With his first-set jitters put aside, 
Fuller sailed through the second set to 
advance to the state finals, set for June 
12 at the Longwood Cricket Club in 
Chestnut Hill. 

“The experience made the differ¬ 
ence in the end,” said Sachem coach 
Sean O'Loughlin. “He knew he could 
comeback." 

The two paired off again on Monday 
at the Dobbin Courts in Burlington, as 
Winchester and Burlington met in the 
third round of the Middlesex League 
round-robin playolfs. Fuller and Win¬ 
chester won easily, as Fuller romped 
6-1,6-2, while the team posted a 4-1 vic- 
tory to up its record to 12-0. 

“Matt played a much steadier game 
(Monday),” said O'Loughlin. “He had 
the whole team rallying around him. 
He was a much stronger player." 

Winchester routed the Red Devils in 
doubles play, with the No. 1 team of 
Tony Celia and Peter French rolling 
6-2, 6-2, while the No. 2 team of Tim 
Malcolm and Malt Storeygard breezed 
6-1, 6-2. Cliff Swap won a tough three- 
setter at third singles, and Dave 
Fiorentino lost in straight sets.

Szczepanski beats the odds 

WHS football, lacrosse star battles back from knee injury

Although the Winchester 
Sachems lacrosse record has been 
marked by inconsistency, senior tri¬ 
captain Mike Szczepanski has been 
one of the most uniform players on 
the team. 

After Szczepanski suffered a rup¬ 
tured patella tendon that required 
surgery last fall in a football game 
against Watertown, many people 
doubted he would be able to play 
with the lacrosse team in the spring. 
However, Szczepanski himself nev¬ 
er had any doubts. Despite the 
many frustrations he encountered, 
Szczepanski worked hard to regain 
the strength in his knee. 

As a fullback for the Sachems 
football team, Szczepanski did not 
amass many statistics, using his 
blocking talents to help out his 
teammates. When he was a sopho¬ 
more, Szczepanski had to make a 
choice between soccer and football, 
but after a day of soccer practice he 
returned to football. 

"He just played the game," said 
assistant football and head lacrosse 
coach John Pirani. “He never hit 
late. He took what they gave him 
and played the game.” 

A captain who usually has very 
little to say, Szczepanski demon¬ 
strates that actions speak louder 
than words. Both on and off the

field, he exemplifies the qualities of 
a player who leads by example. 

“Mike, in my mind, possesses all 
the right tools that a leader should 
have," fellow football captain John 
Rauseosaid. “Hegoesouteveiy day 
and gives 110 percent Nothing less 
is acceptable to him. People see 
that and want to be just like him. 
Mike was also the inspiration for 
our team during the Thanksgiving 
Day game. We all wanted to win it 
for him.” 

Teammates, who have seen 
Szczepanski play through a knee in¬ 


juiy, a broken foot and a sprained 
ankle, agree Szczepanski is tough. 
In fact die day he was released 
from the hospital after his surgery, 
Szczepanski attended practice on 
crutches. He once said was that the 
worst thing about breaking his 
kneecap was letting his teammates 
down as he was carried off the field 
on a stretcher. 

Szczepanski worked hard all win¬ 
ter to get his knee back in shape. He 
lifted weights and attended therapy 
sessions two or three times per 
week. Szczepanski surprised peo¬ 
ple when he stepped on the la¬ 
crosse field this spring, ready to 
play at his midfielder position. 

“Physically and mentally he's a 
tough individual," said Pirani, who 
agreed that Szczepanski's unself¬ 
ishness and focus helped him be¬ 
come a dedicated team player. 

Szczepanski's intelligence and 
his work ethic are two of the quali¬ 
ties that have made him an out¬ 
standing lacrosse player. He seems 
to rise to the occasion, as was the 
case when Winchester fell 64 to 
North Division leader Billerica last 
Friday, despite three goals from the 
midfielder. 

In the flail, Szczepanski will at¬ 
tend Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore. Hopkins’ lacrosse pro¬ 
gram is annually one of the strong¬

It’s difficult to put a finger on just 
what it is that makes the annual Sports 
Foundation Hall of Fame Dinner such 
a good time. 

For the third straight year, friends 
and supporters of Winchester High 
School athletics got together to remi¬ 
nisce about the past while celebrating 
the ftiture. A fUll house was on hand on 
May 13 at the Marriott Hotel in Bur¬ 
lington to honor former Winchester 
High School greats who had returned 
to relive their glory days in athletic 
competition. 

This year, eight more people were 
inducted into the Winchester Hall of 
Fame. The exclusive 15-member Hall 
now boasts among its membership a 
Heisman Trophy winner (Joe Bellino), 
two world figure skating champions 
(Maribel and Laurence Owen), an NBA 
first-round draft pick (Bob Bigelow), a 
world-champion softball player (Mary 
Dowling) and several athletes who 
most certainly would have made it to 
"the show" if it hadn't been for World 
War II (Artie Johnson, Peter 
Provinzano) or the Korean War (Wim¬ 
py Burtnett). 

Not bad fora‘‘bedroom community,” 
eight miles northwest of Boston, known 
more for its beautiftil homes, excellent 
school system and terrific soccer pro¬ 
gram. 

Thursday night’s program, organized 
by Sports Foundation member Sam 
Rotondi, was an opportunity for the 
athletes of today to meet the legends of 
yesterday. The crowd was enthralled 
by a marvelous film clip of Winches¬ 
ter’s present-day athletes in action, 
which included a length-of-the-icc, 
through-the-defender’s-legs, beat-the- 
goalie-on-the-backhand goal by Antho¬ 
ny Bonfilio and Josh Carroll’s already- 
legendary strip and 99-yard touchdown 
jaunt in the Thanksgiving Day football 
game. 

WHS Athletic Director Bill Colella 
called up the senior athletes who will 
be attending college next year. Suffice 
it to say, the student-athlete lives on in 
Winchester. 

Then it was time for the inductees. 
Bill West, who starred for the 1942 Red 
and Black before going on to a star- 
crossed careerat West Point, asked the 
rhetorical question “What has football 
done for me? My nose was rearranged 
five or six times,” he answered with a 
smile, “because in those days we 
played macho football, without a face 
mask.” 

Dowling and Bellino engaged in a 
classic banter about a basketball game 
the two played in 1957. Bellino claimed 
to have no knowledge losing to Dowl¬ 
ing, but when Dowling suggested a re¬ 
match, Bellino jumped at the opportu¬ 
nity. 

If they did play, it would probably be 
a waste of time, as Bigelow, who played 
four years in the NBA requested dur¬ 
ing his acceptance speech that he be 
allowed to compete as well. 

Rotondi had promised a “wonder¬ 
ful" film clip of former Winchester res¬ 
idents Maribel and Laurence Owens, 
two world-champion figure skaters 
who were killed in a 1961 plane crash 
in Belgium. It didn’t disappoint With 
just the slightest imagination, viewers 
could see in the Owens' the same skill 
and grace that has carried Stoneham’s 
Nancy Kerrigan to the World Cham¬ 
pionships. 

The evening’s most interesting com¬ 
ment came from Dowling, who has 
been a coach and physical education 
teacher on Cape Cod for over 20 years. 
Dowling suggested to the seniors that 
they forget the past and concentrate on 
the ftiture. “Don’t hold onto your victo¬ 
ries from Winchester High School," 
Dowling warned. “Take the lessons 
you learned and send them along to 
some children you encounter.” 

But it was Wayne Cowles, who 
starred on Winchester's 1955 state 
champion hockey team, who brought 
the house down. Following former 
WHS hockey coach Frank Finigan, 
who gave a lengthy biography of 
Cowles’ achievements during that glo¬ 
rious season, Cowles spent less than a 
minute giving his acceptance speech. 
His lightning-quick oration prompted 
Rotondi, the event's master of ceremo¬ 
nies, to quip "They told me he was a 
flash. Boy, he didn't disappoint me a 
bit” 

The mix created by current Hall of 
Famers meeting iUture Hall of Famers 
was suggested by Bellino in 1991, the 
year the Hall opened and inducted the 
former grid star as Its first member. 
Bellino suggested that the seniors be 
invited to share in the evening as a 
symbol of the (Uture.

Maxwell to head 
national language center 

David E. Maxwell, a Russian litera¬ 
ture scholar and president of Whitman 
College, has been appointed director 
of the National Foreign Language Cen¬ 
ter at Johns Hopkins University. He 
was formerly dean at Tufts. 

Dr. Maxwell, whose appointment at 
(he Washington-based center is effec¬ 
tive Aug 1, will take charge of the cen¬ 
ter’s efforts to improve Americans’ for¬ 
eign language competency and to pro¬ 
mote adoption of an informed foreign 
language policy by federal, state and 
local governments. 

More comprehensive language edu¬ 
cation and enhanced competency are 
essential, Dr. Maxwell said, given the 
increasingly global nature of the chal¬ 
lenges facing the United States eco¬ 
nomically and in many other areas. 

“Americans have tended to look at 
foreign language study as either irrele¬ 
vant — that you don’t need to know oth¬ 
er languages unless you live in Europe 
— or as a luxury,” Dr. Maxwell said. He 
said there is a “rapidly growing body of 
knowledge that demonstrates that a 
number of the problems this countiy is 


facing, both Internally and externally, 
can be directly attributed to some ex¬ 
tent" to the nation's dismal record on 
foreign language competency. 

“Language is something more than 
just translated communication,” Dr. 
Maxwell said. "Language gives you an 
entree into understanding the way a 
culture thinks and works and, there¬ 
fore, you can deal with it much more 
effectively. 

The ability of Japanese businesses to 
penetrate American markets is an ex¬ 
ample of the powerful effect of lan¬ 
guage study, he said. If you look at 
some of the ways in which the Japa¬ 
nese have developed markets in the 
United States, you can see the direct 
relationship between their knowledge 
of American culture and their econom¬ 
ic successes here,” Dr. Maxwell said. 
Japanese companies, he said, have 
been able to “capture markets because 
they understood what we really need¬ 
ed. They understood it better than we 
did.” 

Dr. Maxwell has resigned effective 
June 30 from Whitman College, in Wal¬ 
la Walla, Wash., where he has served 
as president since 1989. He previously 
was dean of undergraduate studies for 


eight years at Tufts University, wnere 
he had been a member of the faculty 
since 1971. He earned a doctorate in 
Slavic languages and literature from 
Brown University in 1974 and graduat¬ 
ed from Grinnell College in 1966. He 
has studied at both Moscow State Uni¬ 
versity and Leningrad State Universi¬ 
ty. 

As director of the NFLC, Dr. Max¬ 
well succeeds Richard Lambert, who 
founded the center as a foreign lan¬ 
guage research and policy institute in 
1986. Dr. Lambert, a major figure in in¬ 
ternational studies, is an emeritus pro¬ 
fessor and former associate dean at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The center will host a conference of 
American and international scholars 
in September to develop a two-year 
plan aimed at fostering informed for¬ 
eign language policy at the national, 
state and local levels. 

Dr. Maxwell said the government 
has placed little emphasis on foreign 
language competence since the end of 
the Carter administration. He said, 
however, that there are indications 
that the Clinton administration In¬ 
tends to make language and culture

Ambrose: 

Scientist-in-Residence 

A unique program combining en¬ 
richment and staff development is un¬ 
der way at the Ambrose School for the 
third year in a row. Since 1990, David 
Alexander of Tufts University has been 
a scientist in residence.” He has 
worked with the students to increase 
their scientific awareness as well as 
their understanding of scientific prin¬ 
cipals. In addition, he has also worked 
with faculty to help them develop sci¬ 
ence curricula. 

Three years ago, a collaboration 
among teachers, administration, and 
parents resulted in this science enrich¬ 
ment program. With handing from the 
parent-teacher organization, the then- 
mstructional specialist Sue Doubler 
contacted David Alexander and the 
partnership was established. 

Alexander is the director of the cur¬ 
riculum lab and a lecturer in the De¬ 
partment of Child Study at Tufis Uni¬ 
versity. He consults in many school dis¬ 
tricts and has conducted workshops in 
Winchester in the past. 

This past fall, Alexander worked 
with the Ambrose fifth graders on 
problem solving. The children worked 
cooperatively in small groups talking 
and thinking out loud as they defined 
the problem, developed a strategy and 
communicated their strategy and solu¬ 


tion both graphically and orally. These 
activities were particularly helpfli! in 
addressing the new math standards, 
which emphasize the ability to commu¬ 
nicate mathematical ideas. They also 
helped students develop cognitive rig¬ 
or by forcing them to work at a higher 
level ofthinking skills. 

The teachers met each Thursday 
morning with Alexander to review the 
strategies children used and discuss 
what worked and didn’t work and how 
successful they felt particular prob¬ 
lems were at addressing concept de¬ 
velopment This collaboration was 
valuable not only for the children, but 
as an opportunity for teachers to re¬ 
flect on their practice. 

This spring, Alexander worked with 
grades 2 and 3 on a science unit deal¬ 
ing with sound. The unit culminated 
with each child building an instru¬ 
ment Each child will demonstrate his 
or her instrument, talking about how it 
is built, how it works, what type of 
sound it makes, and if the sound can be 
varied. 

In the first two years of the science 
enrichment program, The Parent Asso¬ 
ciation provided fall fanding. This past 
year, a block grant was obtained to cov¬ 
er a part of the cost of the program. The 
collaboration with Alexander has 
proved to be both valuable and fruitfal, 
resulting in science and math curricu- 
lums that are developmental^ appro¬ 
priate and child centered.

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How seniors can keep a nest egg secure

A fter a lifetime spent hard 
at work to build that nest 
egg, many seniors worry 
how to keep their savings 
secure. 

According to Patrick 
Driscoll, an officer with Waltham’s 
Pioneer Financial A-Cooperatlve 
Bank on Main street, the peace of 
mind about one's deposits s not as 
difficult to achieve hard as some be¬ 
lieve. He says it's as simple as find¬ 
ing a good bank. 

“I still have confidence in a bank 
that it is a safe investment,” Driscoll 
said. 

He recommends seniors make 
sure banks they consider doing busi¬ 
ness with are insured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Cooperation 
(FDIC). Once an account is open, he 
says it should be kept under 
$100,000, the maximum loss the fed¬ 
eral agency will cover for a single ac¬ 
count 

Many banks, like Driscoll’s, offer 
special deals for anyone over 50. Be¬ 
sides those options, under state law, 
seniors older than 65, he says, can 


not be charged by banks for anything 
except bounced checks. 

And in the world of electronic 
bank machines, Pioneer offers 
something special, according to 
Driscoll. 

“We still maintain the passbooks 
that a lot of seniors like. They have a 
lot of confidence if they can hold the 
book” he said. 

Driscoll says he recognizes that 
seniors often have trouble protect¬ 
ing their savings. He says coopera¬ 
tion from the bank and a good ear 
are often the best ways to work out a 
good relationship with the customer. 

“I'm working with a senior right 
now. Her house was broken into and 
five checks were used fraudulently 
in the account Now she's trying to 
recover her flinds. It’s pretty frus¬ 
trating for her. You try to help and 
give them the proper direction," 
Driscoll said. 

At Pioneer’s Waltham Branch, he 
estimates 2,000 of the 6,700 accounts 
belong to people over 50 years old.

ters to anyone over 50 with at least 
$20,000 in the bank 

The money can go into a variety of 
accounts, including IRAs, checking 
and savings, and offers seniors free 
checks, discounts on eye wear, ho¬ 
tels, auto rentals, travel and even 
mail-order prescription drugs. 

Depietri says a major thrust of 
the program is to promote a social at¬ 
mosphere. 

“It's a feeling of coming together 
and making new friends,” she said. 

The club runs travel seminars 
and local day trips with members. 
This May, according to Depietri, 
members will go to the Heritage 
Plantation in Cape Cod. 

Many of the club members have

but the bank uses the club to tty and 
bring in new customers. The main¬ 
stays, she says, stay satisfied. 

"We have been here a long time ... 
and they all want us to do well in this 
economy," Depietri said. 

The club, she says, is different 
from other bankprograms because it 
offers more than a safe place for 
money. 

“It gives them more of a feel of 
what a bank is all about,” Depietri 
said. 


Driscoll says it is important for 
seniors to look for a bank that re¬ 
spects its customers. The Waltham 
banker says the bank recently made 
a mistake involving more than 100 
accounts, and the only person to 
bring it up was an 85-year-old cus¬ 
tomer. 

Seniors need to be listened to, 
Driscoll said. 

“When they do approach the 
bank with a problem, you’ve got to 
take them seriously. You've got to 
listen to what they're saying and be 
patient a bit," he said. 

Driscoll said seniors should not 
invest in IRA accounts for more than 
a year at a time given the fluctuating 
interest rates. He says Pioneer offers 
IRA accounts with one year upgrade 
options. 

“They can come in next year and 
break their contract without any fees 
and penalties and get the higher 
rate," he said.

Are you ready for retirement or 
do you know someone who is? If so 
the continuing innovations in real

Combatting Illness 

Doctors offer healthy dose of advice for older patients

While human life expectancy 
has increased in step with ad¬ 
vances in science and medicine, 
so, too, has the number of diseases 
that target those nearing that fron¬ 
tier. 

Physicians who treat elderly pa¬ 
tients warn that seniors must learn 
to adapt to the greater care their 
bodies require.

“With older folks, the first thing 
we try is to get them to think about 
changes in Auction," says Richard 
Dupee, a physician who runs a pri¬ 
vate practice in Wellesley and 
makes rounds at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. Such changes, 
according to Dupee, can affect ev¬ 
erything from toilet habits to driv¬ 
ing ability. The focus is on the 
change and the importance of rec¬ 
ognizing the change and alerting a 
doctor, he said. 

Dr. Gerald P. Corcoran, who sees 
many older patients at his private 
family practice at Glover Memori¬ 
al Hospital says seniors must also 
be on the lookout for any curious 
bleeding or lumps, which, says 
Corcoran, "always signal some¬ 
thing going on.” At the same time, 


cautions Corcoran, “we don’t want 
to create hypochondriacs.” 

Dupee notes that many prob¬ 
lems experienced by elderly pa¬ 
tients stem not fhim diseases 
themselves but from the misuse of 
prescription and over-the-counter 
drugs. Patients may experience 
advene drug reactions by combin¬ 
ing drugs without realizing the 
consequences. In fact, Dupee cau¬ 
tions against the use of any over- 
the-counter drags without check¬ 
ing with a doctor fint And he ad¬ 
vises elderly patients to “bring to 
the physician’s attention to all 
medication’’ they may be taking

Holding on to youth 

Staying active may be key to good health

She had been square dancing 
since 1978. Bill joined right in and 
says he loves it They belong to the 
Square Rigger Western Square 
Dance Group, which takes them to 
demonstrations and conventions 
not only in the area, but around 
the country and beyond its bor¬ 
ders. Among other places they 
have been to Las Vegas and Mon¬ 
treal, always dancing while meet¬ 
ing new people. 

“The square dance group is won¬ 
derful," says Barbara. “That keeps 
us young, it has adults of all ages. 
It's wonderful therapy.” They 
dance about two hours at a time. 

According to Dr. Joseph Gimbal, 
a podiatrist in Arlington, this in¬ 
volvement with the world Is one of 
the most basic ways to keep se¬ 
niors young at heart 

“First of all elderly people 
should keep their spirits high," 
says Gimbal, whose practice in¬ 
cludes a sizable portion of seniors. 
“A very important part of life is to 
socialize, so they should get out 
and do things.” 

“We do so many things, I find it 
astounding every time I think of 
it," says Barbara, They volunteer 
for the nursing home where Bar¬ 
bara’s daughter, Patricia, is direc¬ 
tor of activities. 

“We take people to the zoo, push 
the wheelchairs, help with par¬ 
ties..." 

They also do some volunteer 
work for the Wellesley Congrega¬ 
tional Church, to which they be¬ 
long, and they spend a lot of time 
with their families. They each 
have two children. Bill has one 
granddaughter. 

Barbara sits on the Board of the 


Wellesley chapter of the American 
Association of Retired People. 
And they still have time to travel 
through Elderhostel programs, as 
they have done 16 times since 
they’ve been married. 

"They say their programs are for 
healthy people, so I’m proud to 
keep up,” says Barbara. 

Barbara and Bill say they’ve nev¬ 
er been involved in formal exer¬ 
cise classes. 

“Almost everything that we do 
involves exercise," says Barbara. 

Dr. N. Richard Archambault, a 
chiropractor (born Arlington, says 
that anyone wanting to stay young 
should consider a priority “to get 
at least 20 minutes a day of vigor¬ 
ous exercise." He recommends “to 
quicken the pace and swing the 
arms while-walking, because that 
is advantageous from the spinal 
pointofview.” 

In order to help the lower back, 
he recommends for anyone over 
the age of 30, but especially above 
65, to “spend five to 10 minutes 
each day on one’s back on a rug. 
Then slowly, using hands wrapped 
around knees, draw one knee at a 
time as closely as possible toward 
the chest, then return that knee to 
the starting position to follow the 
same sequence with the opposite 
leg." Repeat lOtimes, he said. 

"It’s important to recognize that 
exercises which stress strengthen¬ 
ing alone are not nearly as effec¬ 
tive as programs which incinde 
both stretching and strengthening 
techniques," he added. 

Dr. Gimbal recommends seniors 
pay a lot of attention to what they 
eat 

“Nutrition is extremely impor¬ 
tant,” he said. “Many start to lose

their appetite and they start to 
wane, to waste away.” 

Dr. Gimbal says that “anything' 
in moderation is fine." 

But he goes back to the impor¬ 
tance of movement, especially to 
those who have arthritis. And for 
those with a circulatory impair¬ 
ment, he recommends the " pedal 
wheel," which requires a “seat in a 
regular chair and the ability to 
pedal. The pumping action helps 
the veins," he says. 

As a podiatrist he recommends 
good shoe gear, good hygiene of 
the feet and “never soaking the 
feet,” he said. Feet may get too dry 
and crack, he explained. He also 
recommends that everyone should 
examine himself or herself every¬ 
day, in order to keep up with any 
changes in the body. 

Barbara and Bill list their tips 
for a long and young life as: 

1) Keep a good attitude 

2) Don’t take life too seriously 

3) Look on the bright side of 
things 

4) Take up square dancing 

5) Keep hugging 

“I think hugging is what makes 
the world go around," says Barba-

Startingagain is always more diffi¬ 
cult when it's something we didn't 
choose, something forced upon us. 
Resenting the necessity to start 
over makes the task harder still. 


Yet after the acute phase of 
mourning has ended, your life- 
force begins to rise within you 
again, even though at first it is vety 
faint, scarcely felt Judith Viorst in 
“Necessary Losses," writes about 
this period of tentative groping for 
renewed life after loss: 

And although there still will be 
times when we weep for, long for, 
miss our (spouse), completion 
means some important degree of 
recovery and acceptance and ad¬ 
aptation... 

We recover our stability, our 
energy, our hopefulness, our ca¬ 
pacity to enjoy and Invest in life. 
We accept despite dreams and 
fantasies, that the dead will not re¬ 
turn to us in this life. 

We adapt with enormous diffi¬ 
culty, to the altered circumstances 
of our life, modifying in order to 
survive our behavior, our ex¬ 
pectations, our self-definitions. 

The survival instinct is, thank 
goodness, extremely powerful. I 
say thank goodness because 
there are times in all our lives 
when, if we acted according to our 
mood, we'd do nothing but whither 


away. In each of us is that light, 
that determination to survive, and 
this light struggles on even when 
nothing in our lives is giving us 
reason to hope. 

When the acute grief work has 
been completed, you may find 
yourself more confUsed about who 
you are than a teen-ager in the 
middle of an identity crisis. 

Everything feels different!, ex¬ 
claimed Helen, a recently wid¬ 
owed woman in her late sixties. 
I’m looking at people in a whole 
new way. I’m not looking for a 
mate right now, and I’m not part of 
a couple, so I think people look at 
me differently, too. I’m just so used 
to being known as half of a cou- 
ple...I feel like a fifth wheel social¬ 
ly, but I also feel freer with other 
people now. I knew I'd feel lonely 
with Marty gone, but I had no idea 
I’d have to 'find myself again. 

Finding yourself can be tricky 
after losing a spouse. It’s a subtle 
thing, but if you really pay atten¬ 
tion to your feelings, you’ll notice 
that much of your sadness, anger, 
and loneliness stems from losing 
the you who was energetic, inter¬ 


ested in many things, and felt se¬ 
cure. To find yourself, you must 
look back as well as ahead. 

Those people who don’t just sur¬ 
vive, but thrive, are those who 
stubbornly refhse to give up the 
positive characteristics of their 
former self. If you want to thrive, 
you must hold onto or retrieve 

those parts of you that felt opti¬ 
mistic and lovable, even though 
the primary person who used to 
feed those parts of yourself is 
gone. You must determine to start 
nourishing those parts yourself in 
order to make them grow again. 

Those people who fare the poor¬ 
est are those who assign the most 
power to death. They’re the ones 
who say, I used to be interested in 
lots of things, but not anymore. I 
could have had a good retirement, 
but she's gone now. The person 
who made this statement has al¬ 
lowed death to take him away, as 
weliashiswife. 

While nobody can alter death's 
ability to take a loved one away 
physically, people differ drastical¬ 
ly in terms of what they allow 
death to rob them of mentally and 


emotionally. On one extreme are 
those like George Burns, whose 
dedication to Grade Allen has en¬ 
dured for over half a century after 
her death. He still speaks to her in 
little asides, as you'll hear when he 
accepts an award or appears on a 
talk show. He has stubbornly re¬ 
fused to give her up, and his mem¬ 
ory of her is as much current as it 
is past 

At the other extreme are those 
who try to forget as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. These are the people who re¬ 
marry six months after losing their 
spouse. They’re looking for some¬ 
body, anybody, to fill that void. 
This may work reasonably well for 
some, but in many cases the new 
marriage feels tainted by unfin¬ 
ished business. 

Somewhere in the middle is 
where you’ll find the thrivers, 
those people who manage to retain 
their lost spouse on the inside, 
while reaching out to others on the 
outside. Thrivers don’t just survive 
from day to day: They thrive be¬ 
cause they really haven't lost as 
much as that person who repeat-

edly says, I could have..., or I 
used to be.... 

David Stryker, Ed.D., leader of 
the Wellesley New Beginnings 
group for people who’ve lost 
spouses through death or divorce, 
says that thrivers aren't necessari¬ 
ly social, though many are. Some 
people are able to reinvest in soli¬ 
tary pursuits that they couldn’t 
find time for while part of a cou¬ 
ple. Others find they now have 
great empathy for others who’ve 
suffered losses, and find satisfac¬ 
tion from reaching out to latchkey 


kids, or to persons more lonely 
than themselves. 

If you can't find joy either with 
people or in solitary pursuits, 
counseling is in order. If you can’t 
beat the loneliness, seek help, 
whether individually or in a group 
setting Think about joining a 
church or temple group, a support 
group like New Beginnings, or a 
volunteer community group. 

Thrivers, like the phoenix rising 
from the ashes, heed that light 
within that urges them to get back 
into life. They neither forget the 
past, nor cling to it As Viorst 
writes, ...by taking in the dead

Doctors offer healthydSPfadvice

FRAMINGHAM - Picture this: 
A lonely old woman sits in a rock¬ 
ing chair next to the phone that 
never rings, waiting to hear from 
the children who never call. 

Now picture this: An elderly 
woman sees her beautician daugh¬ 
ter weekly to have her hair done. 
One or her sons moved back in 
with her after his divorce four 
years ago. She sees the other son 
every other year when she flies out 
west to visit him. Summers she 
spends in Plymouth with her 
grandchildren and on weekends, 
she goes on outings with three of 
hersisters. 

That’s 68-year-oid Gladys Gibbs' 
life - more real, and far more true, 
than the old lady in the rocking 
chair. 

Recent studies have dispelled 


the myth that the elderly are lone¬ 
ly and forgotten, abandoned by 
their selfish grown children. 

A study by the National Center 
for Health Statistics showed that 
85 percent of the 2,095 Americans 
aged 80 or older surveyed saw or 
spoke to their children two to sev¬ 
en times a week. Another study by 
the American Association of Re¬ 
tired Persons found that at least 60 
percent of people aged 18 and over 
who had living parents either lived 
with their parents or within an 
hour’s drive ofthem. 

“There are a lot of misconcep¬ 
tions and one of them is that old 
people are just sort of thrown 
away - neglected by their adult 
children," said Brandeis Universi¬ 
ty Professor of sociology Shulamit 
Reinharz, who teaches a course, 
“Agingand Society.” 

The public perception that the 
elderly are forgotten members of 


the family probably springs from 
an idealized view of life in the “old 
days,” when extended families 
lived together. Since society has 
become so fragmented, the natural 
assumption is that the elderly have 
become disenfranchised, 

Reinharz said. 

While this does happen in some 
families, it is not the norm. Even 
when distance separates parent 
from child, the bonds remain 
close. 

Edward Freeman, 61, moved to 
Framingham from Connecticut 
more than a decade ago, yet talks 
with his two sons weekly and visits 
them every few months. 

“The thing I'm proudest of is, my 
kids love me,” Freeman said. The 
sons, now 26 and 30, came up from 
Connecticut to help him move 
from one apartment to another, 
and when Freeman had heart sur¬ 
gery, his sons were by his bedside.

disturbances, hearing 
loss, osteoarthritis, and memo¬ 
ry loss, which is one of the 
symptoms of the Alzheimer’s 
disease. 

Seniors are also vulnerable to 
headaches and back pains. The 
latter might be an early symp¬ 
tom of osteoporosis, particular¬ 
ly among women, doctors say. 

Dupee says sudden changes 
in appetite should also be a 
cause for concern. Although the 
young may yearn for it, major 
weight loss for older people can 
both signal and cause medical 
problems. Corcoran points out 
one diet-related problem that is 
fairly simple to remedy. He ex¬ 
plains that “during the summer, 
everyone sweats more," and, 
since elderly people are often 
on a low sodium diet, “the extra 
loss weakens them even more.” 
He recommends keeping up the 
sodium intake unless one is ex- 
periencingpainfhl swelling due 


to other problems. 

Then there are the so-called 
“blahs,” feelings of fatigue, 
weight loss, or a sense of de¬ 
pression “could be manifest in 
any illness," explains Dupee. 
For example, a case of pneumo¬ 
nia with “no true symptoms,” 
could be misdiagnosed as sim¬ 
ply being the “blahs" of old age. 
When the disguised disease is 
finally recognized for what it is, 
the time may be too late for suc¬ 
cessful treatment 

Similarly misdiagnosed is de¬ 
pression, unfortunately com¬ 
mon among older adults. Com¬ 
ments Dupee, “patients suffer¬ 
ing from social withdrawal are 
probably suffering from depres¬ 
sion." To relieve their depres¬ 
sion, a too large number of el¬ 
derly people turn to suicide 
when they could turn other peo¬ 
ple for support and care. 
“There is nothing like a good 
relationship with a physician,” 
says Corcoran.

Elderhostel program allows for a mix of fun, sightseeing and education

Or discover in Texas how 
the west was really won, while you 
investigate astronomy where the 
stars are big and bright 
These represent only a few of 
the hundreds of varied and in¬ 
triguing educational adventures 
offered each year through Elder- 
hostel, a program designed spe¬ 
cifically for older adults and based 
on the belief in continuing mean¬ 
ingful activity and challenging op¬ 
portunities during retirement 
years.

1987, primarily because of the 
cross-country skiing course. That 
was also Dunbar's main interest 
Ruth was not only impressed by 
her fiiture husband, but also by the 
courses on sketching and political 
science conducted by local teach¬ 
ers. 

The two were married In May of 
that year and went on their wed¬ 
ding trip for a three-week Scandi¬ 
navian Elderhostel program, with 
week-long courses in Denmark, 
Sweden and Finland. Elderhos- 
tel's international programs are 
typically two or three weeks, with 
hostelers spending a week at each 
site. 

Since then the Holmes have 
been regular Elderhostel partici¬ 
pants.

The Brooks have made repeat 
visits to the Appalachian Moun¬ 


tain Club’s Pinkham Notch Center 
in New Hampshire, attending 
courses on literature and the local 
environment with coordinated 
hiking and field trips. When they 
participated in a program in 
Washington state’s Olympic Pen¬ 
insula on Crescent Lake, their ex¬ 
perience was additionally en¬ 
hanced by involvement with some 
of the other Elderhostelers who 
had come as a group from New 
Zealand. 

The opportunity to meet differ¬ 
ent types of people from other lo¬ 
cales is, in fact, is one ofthe advan¬ 
tages of attending Elderhostel, ac¬ 
cording to Francis Brooks. Good 
fun is how he describes 
Elderhostelers as well as the 
course subjects. 

An opportunity to hear a re¬ 
hearsal by a Welsh male choir was 
one ofthe highlights ofthe Brooks' 
Elderhostel program in the United 
Kingdom. In London they studied 
about royalty, nobility and corona¬ 
tions, while Dickens was the focus 
at a site near Canterbury Cathe¬ 
dral. 

Although group travel has its 
drawbacks (You wouldn't believe 
how long it takes 40 Elderhostelers 
to get out of one bus, said Brooks), 
reasonable costs have been a fac¬ 
tor in the Brooks' Elderhostel par¬ 
ticipation, both internationally 
and domestically. 

The typical charge for the stan¬ 
dard six-night program in most of 
the United States is $300, with 
slightly higher fees in Alaska, Ha¬ 
waii and Canada. The price in¬ 
cludes registration fees, accommo¬ 
dations, meals, five days of classes, 
and a variety of extracurricular 
activities. 

International Elderhostel pro¬ 
grams are more expensive but last 
longer and include round-trip air 
fare and travel costs within the 
host countries. Prices compare fa¬ 
vorably to other international trav¬ 
el programs. 

Elderhostelers commonly com¬ 
bine cross-country visits to family 
and friends with program partici¬ 
pation. After attending their 
granddaughter’s Weston High 
School graduation in June, Florid¬ 
ians Rita and Morton Abrams are 
heading to an Elderhostel pro¬ 
gram at New Hampshire's Lake 
Winnlpesaukee.

Adults of all ages can prepare can prepare with loved ones for bad times

Appointing someone to keep 
your medical affairs in order is a 
good idea whether you are sick or 
plan to run in next year's mar¬ 
athon, experts in the field say. 

A health care proxy is a docu¬ 
ment that allows an appointed 
agent to make medical decisions 
for a person, who through illness 
or other reasons, is unable to voice 
decisions on medical issues. The 
proxy became legal in Massachu¬ 
setts in December of 1990 and has 
caught on with many, experts said. 

Jennifer LofT, director for pro¬ 
vider relations at Hospice West in 
Waltham, said the proxy is useful 
not only for patients who are suf¬ 
fering from terminal diseases, but 
for others as well. 

'T elect someone, a spouse or sig¬ 
nificant other, who, when I get to 
the point where I can no longer 


make decisions for myself, I want 
this person to make the decisions,” 
Loff said. The benefits of the 
proxy, as long as it is delivered to 
everyone involved, is that all par¬ 
ties — the patient the family and 
the doctor — are all on the same 
wavelength. 

Trudy Colburn, a nurse manager 
for the hospice at the Visiting 
Nurses Association in Dedham, 
said she has not noticed if there 
have been any increase in the use 
of proxies, but she said, “More 
people are aware ofthem.” 

One of the reasons people are 
aware is because a federal law re¬ 
quires most health care facilities 
to inform patients of their rights, 
including the right to appoint an 
agent through the proxy.

not recognized in Massachusetts, 
is that it is a “far more flexible and 
interactive document” 

He explained the appointed 
agent in the proxy takes over as 
soon as the patient becomes inca¬ 
pacitated, whereas a living will, 
which is a preapproved document 
with explicit instructions for treat¬ 
ment once a patient is beyond 
hope of recovery, leaves it up to 
the doctor to determine when that 
person is "beyond hope.” 

“It always puts the physician in 
the position of saying, ‘Well, is 
there no hope for recovery,' ” 
Moschella said. 

Although the proxy has received 
wide acceptance in the medical 
field, there are many other sup¬ 
porters of the concept 

Nancy Dorftnan of Belmont is 
the president of the Hemlock Soci¬ 
ety of Massachusetts, a group that 


works to shape public opinion in 
favor of allowing adults to decide 
about ending theirown lives. 

Although many people call her 
for information on the proxy after 
a loved one dies a slow, painful 
death, or because, for other rea¬ 
sons, a person is starting to think of 
his or her own death, she said 
there are other reasons to have 
one. 

An economist by trade, Dorfman 
said she became a member of the 
society because of the “civil liber¬ 
tarian” in her. She said being in a 
situation where you are suffering 
but are not allowed to make the 
decision to end your life would be 
similar to being in a prison with no 
means of escape. 

She said when she spoke to fami¬ 
ly members about the subject, the 
discussion focused on “what-ifs," 
with a series of inquiries from her 
son on specific medical scenarios, 


for which Dorfman said she had no 
specific answers. 

“I realized and he realized I just 
have to trust his judgment," she 
said. 

Dorfman said many have asked 
her what the process should be in 
choosing an agent. 

“We encourage them to think 
long and hard about it, but what I 
think happens is most people 
choose a close relative,” she ex¬ 
plained. “I think we encourage 
them to choose someone who 
knows theirvalues." 

“You really want to go over, sit 
with someone who is competen* 
and would carry out your wishes," 
Moschella said. 

“People are so afraid of death 
and people just won't talk about 
it," Colbum said. “This is just a 
way you can start getting people to 
talk about it”

BCI urges drivers to 
recycle batteries

Based on cooler than normal summers 
around the country this year, many weather 
experts are predicting an early and cold win¬ 
ter, That means fall car care activities, like 
engine tuneups and checking the car battery, 
should begin soon. 

If a car battery cannot be recharged or 
needs to be replaced for other reasons, or if 
there are old batteries in the garage or base¬ 
ment, now is a good time to reticle them. 

Many states have passed legislation that 
mandates lead battery recycling and requires 
consumers to take their used batteries to local 
collection or recycling facilities or return them 
to retailers or wholesalers. 

According to Battery Council International 
(BCI), more than 90 percent of old lead batter¬ 
ies - approximately 70 million • are being recy¬ 
cled each year, a rate higher than that of any 
domestic commodity, including plastic, paper, 
glass and aluminum. However, BCI estimates 
that there are still millions more batteries nee¬ 
dlessly stored in or around homes and service 
stations that could be recycled. 

BCI goes on to state that recycling any kind 
of lead battery, whether from a car, truck, 
motorcycle, boat or even lawn and garden 
equipment and wheelchairs, is easy to do and 
can really have a positive impact on the 
environment. 


All the components of a lead battery, which 
include the plastic casing, sulfuric acid and the 
lead, can be separated, cleaned and repro¬ 
cessed into new lead batteries and other pro¬ 
ducts requiring the same materials. As a 
result, recycling also helps keep down the cost 
of new batteries, as well as other products 
using these materials. BCI is determined to 
further increase the recycling rate. 

Lead battery recycling legislation may vary 
horn state to state, so BCI advises people who 
want to recycle their old batteries to call local 
drop-off sites, retailers or wholesalers first to 
find out what take-back provisions they may 
impose, if any, and where used batteries can 
be returned. 

Currently, 33 states have enacted some form 
of legislation based on a BCI model that 
encourages a greater lead battery recycling 
rate, while an additional five have banned the 
disposal of lead batteries in municipal solid 
waste streams. Still others are considering 
similar legislation.

Austin Broadhurst 
is toast of the town

Among high praise and generous 
roasting by colleagues, friends, and 
family, Austin Broadhurst was hon¬ 
ored as the 1993 Citizen of the Year by 
the ChamberofCommerce. 

At a May 19 dinner ceremony in his 
honor, Broadhurst was cited for his 
work at the Winchester Savings Bank, 
Winchester Hospital, ML Vernon 
House, Epiphany Church, Library 
Board of Trustees, Finance Commit¬ 
tee, and School Committee. 

The numerous speakers who gave 
testimony to Broadhurst’s impact on 
Winchester represented the many dif¬ 
ferent fields he has been affiliated 
with. As the master of ceremonies John 
Sullivan noted: “Primarily, he has 
touched people in many areas.’’ 

Rep. Paul Casey said that Broad- 
hurst's work has often been subtle or 
even in a cloak of anonymity. “The 
deepest waters flow with the softest 
sounds," said Casey, quoting Cicero. 
“You might not notice he is around, but 


wherever you go you see the effect he 
had.” 

“Austin was a very valuable and ef¬ 
fective member of the School Commit- 
tee...He was always reaching for excel¬ 
lence in the school system," said Mary 
Brink, who served with Broadhurst on 
the School Committee from 1958-64. 

Several speakers noted that in addi¬ 
tion to his civic work, Broadhurst was 
simply a kind and helpftrl neighbor. 
Former neighbor Wade Welch said 
Broadhurst epitomized a comment 
made by Hubert Humphrey: 'The im¬ 
personal hand of government can nev¬ 
er replace the helping hand of a neigh¬ 
bor.” 

Like the 13 past honorees, Broad¬ 
hurst did not escape his night of honor 
without some good-natured ribbing. 
Speakers joked about Broadhurst as a 
"delightful, idiosyncratic type". 

Broadhurst's speech was a favorite 
target of his friends. “While most of us 
would be known to use expletives 
when making a bad shot, Austin was

Budgets blast 
through first 
round of TM

In one busy session of Town Meeting, 
most of the town’s budgets and capital 
expenditures won approval, after fac¬ 
ing little opposition from the members. 

Not passed at the May 24 session of 
Town Meeting, however, were some of 
the more potentially controversial fi¬ 
nancial issues, such as the School De¬ 
partment budget, which was post¬ 
poned until May 27, and capital field 
improvements, which were postponed 
until a field committee presents its 
findings from a year-long study. 

A Police Department budget of 


$2,218,499 and a Fire Department 
budget of $1,980,776 were passed with¬ 
out any opposition. A budget of 
$697,845 was passed for the library. 
That amount does not include any 
money for a proposed renovation by 
the Library Board of Trustees. 

The Board of Health, $111,007; Rec¬ 
reation Department, $130,356; Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, $3,296,702; 
Clerk’s Office, $164,966; Board of As¬ 
sessors, $132,389; and Engineering, 
$188,653, budgets were all passed by 
Town Meeting. 

Also passed without any opposition

Board of Assessors’ 
meeting raises a few 
eyebrows, tempers

With barely two months elapsed 
since the loss of his seat on the Board 
of Assessors, Mark A. Lombardi was 
appointed as a consultant to the board, 
despite a piotest from one board mem¬ 
ber, newly * lected Assessor Susan 
Lippman. 

The appointment means Lombardi 
will work as an unpaid consultant to 
the board for a period of three months, 
starting immediately. The motion was 
made by member George Andersen at 
the board’s May 25 meeting and sec¬ 
onded by Assessor Chairman Eric Jo- 
sephson, and the two members carried 
it Following the appointment, Lipp¬ 
man said Andersen became irate and 
began swearing after she voiced her 
concern about the appointment ‘ 

“I told him, ‘Frankly this (appoint¬ 
ment) is an affront to me, and I think 
it's an affront to the community,’” 
Lippman recounted. She said he then 
began to curse for a flill five minutes. "I 
have not heard language like that used 
in a public meeting in this town in 20 
years,” Lippman said. 

Reached by the Star at his house, An¬ 
dersen said the debate was “lively" 
and “heated”, but when asked if he 
used profanity in addressing Lippman, 
Andersen told the Star: “I don’t want to 
respond to that” 

“I felt personally threatened by Mr. 
Andersen’s behavior and language to 
the extent that I would no longer be 
comfortable at a Board of Assessors 
meeting without a public audience,” 
she said. 

Sally Kincaid, the only member of 
the public at the meeting, told the Star 
that several expletives were used by 
Andersen after the vote. “The scene 
that ensued was really quite deplor¬ 
able,” said Kincaid. 

Kincaid said she was attending the 
meeting to request that the board meet 
at night instead of during the day so 
that more members of the public could 


attend. 

It is unclear when an agreement re¬ 
garding the terms of Lombardi’s ap¬ 
pointment was reached, which could 
put the board in violation of the Open 
Meeting Law. A motion, brought to the 
meetingbyAndcrsen,read“itwas mu¬ 
tually and bilaterally agreed that no 
compensation, benefits or renumcr 
ation be received by Mr. Lombardi 
from the town. The consultants respon¬ 
sibility will be to give advice and make 
recommendations in A.T.B. (Appellate 
Tax Board) negotiations and settle¬ 
ments and any other business the 
board deems necessary in the three 
month period." 

At a meeting on May 18, the same mo¬ 
tion was defeated when Josephson re¬ 
fused to second it, saying the position 
should first be posted as a position for 
the requisite 21 days. Chairman Jo¬ 
sephson could not be reached for com¬ 
ment 

The motion to appoint Lombardi 
that did not receive a second at the 
May 18 meeting was on the board’s 
agenda. Thp motion made at May 25 
meeting was noton the agenda. 

Andersen said that Town Counsel 
Wade Welch told the Board of Asses¬ 
sors they could not appoint an assistant 
assessor, but they did have a right to 
appoint a paid or unpaid consultant 

“(Welch) said emphatically that the 
Board of Assessors does not have ap¬ 
pointment authority for an assistant as¬ 
sessor. I think he’s wrong,” said Ander¬ 
sen. 

Andersen said Lombardi would be a 
help with approximately 20 pending 
cases before the tax appellate board. 
“He’s willing to donate his time,” said 
Andersen. “Lippman doesn't know 
anything about them (appellate 
cases)." Lombardi served on the board 
for four years, with three years as 
chairman. 

In opposing the appointment, Lipp¬ 
man said she felt the board did not 
need help, and she said it was a bad 
policy to appoint members who were 
defeated in elections.

M.D.C., neighbors in 
dispute over 
maintenance

One person is keeping a little corner 
of Winchester clean and says all he 
wants is that the M.D.C. do its fair 
share. 

The plot of land at the comer of Mys¬ 
tic Valley Parkway and Highland Ave¬ 
nue might be in Winchester, but it's 
state property and comes under the 
umbrella of the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC). And as It turns out 
that one piece of land has a lot of histo¬ 
ry. 

For the past 15 years former High¬ 
land Avenue resident Loma Tseckares 
provided the labor, cleaned, pruned 
and planted trees and flowers on that 
piece of land on the comer lot, even 
though it wasn't her s. She said she was 
moved to action when the M.D.C. ig¬ 
nored the properly so much, itwas cov¬ 
ered with yard waste and became a 
dumping ground. 

When Tseckares moved to a new 
house, Mystic Valley Parkway resident 
Don Cecich took over the task. The 
trees have since grown tall and Cecich 
mows the grass and makes sure a bed 
of flowers is adequately maintained. 
Hut he’s angry that the M.D.C. doesn't 
respond when he calls to have the de¬ 
bris he puts on the side of the road re¬ 
moved. 

“We have taken care of the land for 
so long, that the M.D.C. has forgotten 
we don't own it," said Tseckares. 
Sometimes limbs and yard waste lay 
for up to a month before the M.D.C. gets 
to Winchester to pick it up. Cecich said 
recently that the neighborhood per¬ 


ception of clean and well kept differs 
greatly from that of the M.D.C. 

“I don't want to live in a garbage 
dump,” said Cecich. He mows the area 
at that intersection every two weeks 
and adds, “All we want is for them to 
keep their end of the bargain and pick 
up the debris we find.” 

Community Affairs Representative 
Janice Parlon said the agreement that 
a neighborhood will pitch in and keep 
an area clean is common In communi¬ 
ties where the state has a hard time 
keeping up with the cleaning them¬ 
selves. Parlon pointed to other resi¬ 
dents who adopt a comer or field and 
do the work themselves. “Frankly, I 
thought this was a friendly relation¬ 
ship,” said Parlon. 

Cecich said the relationship is line, 
he can handle the mowing; since he be¬ 
lieves that it wouldn’t get done other 
wise. He notes that it took three weeks 
and some phone calls to get the debris 
from one of the blizzards picked up by 
M.D.C. And frankly, “when we get to it” 
isn’t soon enough. Cecich said he 
thinks the M.D.C. could do more on 
South Border Road also, a point Parlon 
couldn't dispute. "We get a frill staff on 
July 1 (from summer help),” she ex¬ 
plained. Cecich made the point when 
the land becomes strewn with litter, it 
attracts even more litter. “Public land 
is for the public,” said Parlon. She said 
anyone witnessing dumping on M.D.C. 
property should call the environmen¬ 
tal patrol. 

“They have really been abdicating 
their responsibility," said Tseckares.

Keeping meetings open, 
the letter of the law

"I’m sure a lot of business was con¬ 
ducted behind closed doors and the 
law opened things up tremendously," 
said Assistant District Attorney Cathe¬ 
rine Sullivan at a talk on open meeting 
laws sponsored by the League of Wom¬ 
en Voters at the High School May 20. 
The meeting was attended by 25 mem¬ 
bers of town committees and other citi¬ 
zens. 

The open meeting laws were one of 
the post Watergate reforms to open up 
government to public access and ac¬ 
countability. 

Open meeting laws provide rights to 
notice of a meeting, the right to access 
and the right to access of records of a 
meeting. 

“The laws apply to eveiy meeting in 
which government business is dis¬ 
cussed, but conlraiy to beliefs, the laws 
do not provide a right to speak or to a 
decision or outcome,” said Sullivan. 

Sullivan outlined the responsibili¬ 
ties of public officials with respect to 
public meetings, such as posted notice 
of the meeting 48 hours in advance in 
readable print with the date, time and 
place of the meeting 

Access is the ability to see and hear 
deliberations. "Meetings should be 
held in accessible places," said Sulli¬ 
van. 

Recent laws mandating disability ac¬ 
cess apply to open meeting laws. Sulli¬ 
van said the passage of these disability 
access laws closed the book on the ap¬ 
propriateness, or lack thereof, of hold¬ 
ing meetings in private homes or “oth¬ 
er places the average person would be 
discouraged from going." 

A site visit, however, does not consti¬ 
tute a meeting subject to the laws. “The 
League recommends its best to avoid 
deliberations on site and we agree,” , 
said Sullivan. Siie also suggested a re¬ 
port on any site visit be made at the 
next meetingof a committee. 

A social visit among committee 
members is also exempt “as long as the 
meeting isn't used to circumvent open 
meeting laws,” said Sullivan. Any items 
discussed at a social event or a coinci¬ 
dental meeting should also be re¬ 
viewed at the next regular meeting 

According to Sullivan, attendees 
have the absolute right to tape or re¬ 
cord a meeting unless it interferes with 
the conduct of a meeting due to the 
loudness of a recording device. Boards 
can designate the position of cameras 
and the right to videotape extends to 
only one stationary camera position. 

Videotaping is also an Issue when 
there is a larger than expected audi¬ 
ence. In lieu of moving a meeting to a 
larger room, Sullivan suggested using 
monitors orremote speakers for access 
to overilow crowds. "If the right to hear 
is impeded there could be a problem,” 
she said. 

Audio or videotape often are used as 
a basis for minutes, but do not qualify 
as a permanent record due to fragility. 
"You must have written records," Sul¬ 
livan told tho many committee mem¬ 
bers in attendance, “Believe it or not 
these are historic records you’re mak¬ 
ing. Any preliminary notes taken are 
‘official' until final records arc made." 

Minutes need not be verbatim tran¬ 
scripts. The law requires information 
on who is in attendance, the wording of 
motions and how votes are taken, by 
roll cal) or voice vote, and other items 
discussed, even if no action is taken. 
"The minutes must be an accurate re¬ 
cord of what took place at a meeting," 


said Sullivan. 

Executive session minutes are also 
public record and may be kept secret 
only as long as the purpose for the ex¬ 
ecutive session exists. 

Sullivan said there are eight reasons

Youths spend night 
out in the cold 


In a scene you would find on Tre- 
rnonl Street in Boston but not on 
Church Street in Winchester, several 
members of the First Congregational 
Church spent a night outside with only 
minimal provisions to learn firsthand 
what it’s like not to have a home. 

Members of a youth organization 
Spent a night, from 10 p.m. to 8 a.m., 
outside the the First Congregational 
Church to experience what it’s like to 
be homeless. To make the situation as 
similar to a homeless person's, the 
youths and adult supervisors did not 
eat, have a bathroom, or use any elec¬ 
trical appliances. The five adults and 
seven youths used cardboard boxes 
and blankets for shelter from the chilly 
fright air. 

. “We felt this would be a taste of what 
ij’s like to be out ail night,” said First 
Songrcgational Church minister Gin¬ 
ger Brasher-Cunningham, who super¬ 
vised the program. 

Brasher-Cunningham said the youth 
organization has gone into Boston in 
Ihc past to assist homeless people. The 
youths sought out homeless people and 
provided them with food or clothing. 

"They really weren’t aware of the 
homeless problem,” said Brasher-Cun¬ 
ningham. “We did this project to spark 
interest and awareness.” 

Brasher-Cunningham said that hav¬ 
ing teenagers participate in the pro¬ 
gram was a realistic situation, noting 
that 75 percent of the homeless are 


families. 

The youths said the experience gave 
them some empathy for what it’s like 
being outside without necessities and 
conveniences, but they conceded there 
are some aspects of being homeless 
that they could never experience. 

David Galli, a student at McCall Mid¬ 
dle School said staying out all night 
gave him a little taste of what it is like 
for the homeless, but he said it is diffi¬ 
cult lo understand what the situation is 
like unless you’ve been there. “We can 
always get out of it and go home. But for 
than, this is home," said Galli. 

David Dorman, the son of First Con¬ 
gregational Church minister Janet 
Dorman, said the night out was “not 
very comfortable" and boring at times. 
Dorman said he felt the biggest differ¬ 
ence between what he did and what a 
homeless person has to endure is that 
he felt safe sleeping outside the 
church, while sleeping outside can be 
threatening.

While many people in retirement 
look forward to a life of vacations, re¬ 
laxation, and hobbies, Winchester resi¬ 
dent Marion Austin, at the age of 70, co¬ 
founded a home for Haitian orphans. 

Austin was recognized for her work 
with orphans on May 15 when she re¬ 
ceived an honorary doctorate degree 
in public service at Gordon College’s 
101st commencement exercises. 

Austin first began her volunteer 
work as a minister at Grace Chapel in 
Lexington. With a background in die¬ 
tary planning and food services, Austin 
worked as a coordinator of a school 
meal program in Haiti in 1988. 

In 1989, wanting to do more for the 
children of Haiti, she founded Bless 
the Children of Haiti, Inc. Austin, along 
with a church pastor, converted his ru¬ 
ral school and church into a home for 
children. The orphanage, in a village 
called Bongnotte, about 26 miles from 
Port Au Prince, provides care, guid¬ 
ance and education for 62 children be¬ 
tween the ages of three and eighteen. 

“We’re at a grass roots basis now,” 
said Austin. “But at least they are not 
going from one mud hut to another beg¬ 
ging for bread.” 

Austin said she hopes the children 
educated at the home will someday im¬ 
prove the conditions of the poverty- 
stricken nation. 

While she has accomplished much, 
Austin considers her work at Bless the 
Children of Haiti as just beginning For 
a short-term goal, she is working on 
constructing a new orphanage, which 
would have some modem facilities, 
like electricity and plumbing, and 
more room for more children. 

Long-term, Austin would like to 
bring to the orphanage a secondary 
school, a medical clinic, a technical 
school, and a farm, both for food and to

for executive session: discussion of the 
reputation, character or health of an 
Individual, but not Job performance; 
dlsclplinaiyactlon; strategy sessions 
relating to litigation; collective bar 
gaining; deployment of security de¬ 
vices or personnel; the investigation of 
criminal misconduct; discussions of 
real estate values if necessary; to com¬ 
ply with other laws requiring secrecy; 
and preliminary screening of candi¬ 
dates for hire, such as a citizens adviso¬ 
ry board. 

Any peraon who’s character or 
health is discussed must be given ad 
vance notice of the executive session 
and has the right to have a companion 
at the closed meeting, not necessarily a 
lawyer. 

The definition of preliminary 
screening is vague, admitted Sullivan. 
She said it is applied with a common 
sense approach and does not apply to 
once a field of candidates is narrowed 
to eight or ten finalists. 

There are no criminal penalties for 
violating open meeting laws. Sullivan 
said the intent of the laws are not to 
discourage service, but to encourage 
openness.

What is it like to move to Winchester 
from another country? Some Winches¬ 
ter residents have had that experience 
themselves — they have lived abroad 
and know what it’s like lo try to find 
your way around in a new and strange 
place. Anne Galli, Liz Sayre, Denise 
Papas, Helene Ryan, and Eva Arnolt 
arc working on plans to help new fami¬ 
lies feel at home in Winchester. 

The most important aspect of their 
idea is to develop a “buddy system,” 
according to Galli, who is looking for 
volunteers who would be willing lo act 
as a short term host family or guide for 
new residents.

of course further contact would be 
wonder fill. Galli’s committee has other 
ideas for ways to reach out to our inter¬ 
national visitors which include a file at 
the library with listings of physicians 
and other services in difTerent lan¬ 
guages, and they plan to continue the 
scries of coffees started by Ryan, who 
regularly hosts “coffee and conversa¬ 
tion” for international residents and 
friends. 

At a recent cofTee a young mother, 
fluent in English, told of living here for 
almost a year with no social contact 
with other families. "People smiled 
and nodded when I picked up my chil¬ 
dren at school," she said, "but I’ve nev¬ 
er been in anyone’s home until to¬ 
night" The outreach committee hopes 
to avoid this kind of isolation for new¬ 
comers. Ryan says one of the greatest 
thrills for her “cofTee and conversation 
guesLs” is to recognize people they 
have met in the supermarket or pass¬ 
ing on the street One new family was 
excited to be able to wave at new ac¬ 
quaintances marching in the EnKa pa¬ 
rade. “1 wish everyone could have the 
experience of living in another coun¬ 
try,” she said, "so they could under¬ 
stand what it’s like and appreciate the 
problems of being a stranger.” 

Outreach works both ways, however, 
and there are many rewards and satis¬ 
factions in lending a helping hand to 
someone new to town. For information

A Birch Lane resident had her back¬ 
yard turned into a temporary produc¬ 
tion studio with the filming of a lumber 
company commercial. 

The site for the commercial was cho¬ 
sen by Winchester resident Karen 
Stark, who chooses locations for pho¬ 
tos, movies, and commercials for a liv¬ 
ing. Stark said she chose Phyllis 
Beedle’s Birch Lane yard because the 
house was the right size and style and 
also because it had a deck. 

The presence of a deck helped the 
producers to visual the commercial, 
said Stark, which consists of an actor 
hammering away at the deck he built 
with a Grossman’s deck kit 

Stark worked out a deal with Bccdle. 
The producers would tear down the 
deck in the yard, which needed repair 
work, and they would rebuild a new 
deck in heryard forthe commercial. 

“I asked her if she wanted a new 
deck for free, and she said, ‘Sure,’” 
said Stark. 

Usually production companies don’t 
work out deals like that, Stark said, but 
pay the location owner $1,000 for film-

ing or $500 for photos, per day, 

“It’s not bad ifyou don’t mind people 
in your house," said Stark. The money 
is good, but the work might not as easy 
as it seems. The filming at Beedle’s 
house ran 15 hours, from 7 a.in. to 10 
p.m., with no less than two dozen peo¬ 
ple at the site at a time. 

Stark has done numerous location 
sites for a wide variety of projects, 
some in Winchester. She has done 
commercials in a couple of Winchester 
homes, including a Japanese coffee 
commercial at a Yale Street residence. 
She also set up some still photos at Mc¬ 
Call Middle School. 

Stark has also done work for Ameri¬ 
ca's Most Wanted.

for executive session: discussion of the 
reputation, character or health of an 
individual, but not job performance; 
disciplinaiy action; strategy sessions 
relating to litigation; collective bar¬ 
gaining; deployment of security de¬ 
vices or personnel; the investigation of 
criminal misconduct; discussions of 
real estate values If necessary; to com¬ 
ply with other laws requiring secrecy; 
and preliminary screening of candi¬ 
dates for hire, such as a citizens adviso¬ 
ry board. 

Any person who’s character or 
health is discussed must be given ad¬ 
vance notice of the executive session 
and has the right to have a companion 
atthe closed meeting, not necessarily a 
lawyer. 

The definition of preliminary 
screening is vague, admitted Sullivan. 
She said it is applied with a common 
sense approach and does not apply to 
once a field of candidates is narrowed 
to eight or ten finalists. 

There are no criminal penalties for 
violating open meeting laws. Sullivan 
said the intent of the laws are not to 
discourage service, but to encourage 
openness.

Volunteers needed to build 
giant outdoor chess set 


The Winchester Chess Club is spon¬ 
soring a local effort to build a giant out¬ 
door chess set that will belong to the 
town and will be available for use by 
schools, .the Recreation Department 
and local organizations. 

The giant chess set was designed by 
Jude LeBlanc, assistant professor ol 
architecture at the Harvard University 
Graduate School of Design. LeBlanc 
won first place in a recent national gi¬ 
ant chess set competition with pieces 
that double as children’s ftimiture and 
toys. LeBlanc, who designs fbmiture as 
well as buildings, wanted the pieces to 
have a number of uses, so he designed 
the king, queen, and bishop to serve as 
chairs. The pieces are also toys, with 
knights serving as rocking horses, the 
castles as toy fortresses, the king and 
queen as thrones and the pawns as 
footstools on which are painted regu¬ 
lar size chessboards. Dr. Michael 
Chamey, a Boston psychiatrist who is 
an avid chess buff, spearheaded the 
competition aimed at designing a giant 
chess set as an educational tool. The 
Boston Society of Architects and a 
group called Games Project/Chess 


Makes Kids Smart co-sponsored the 
competition. 

Many groups in Winchester are in¬ 
terested in supporting the effort to 
build this veiy special giant chess set 
for the town. If you arc interested in 
getting involved, come to the Winches¬ 
ter Chess Club table on the Common on 
Saturday, June 5, at Town Day and sign 
up. People with woodworking tools 
and skills are needed as volunteers to 
prepare the pieces that have been de¬ 
signed by Professor LeBlanc. When the 
pieces have been cut out and placed 
into kits, they will be assembled and 
painted by other volunteers. 

Chess is an exciting 
intergenerational activity that has the 
potential to be expanded by use of the 
the new giant outdoor set at Town Day, 
at the EnKa Fair, at school fairs, at 
fundraisers and at other town events.

In contrast with the massive out¬ 
pouring of local patriotism in the 14- 
hour long 1925 Memorial Day exer¬ 
cises, a glimpse back to 1887 provides a 
good picture of Winchester observance 
subsequent to the Civil War. In those 
early days a late afternoon ceremony 
was common - though all day through¬ 
out Winchester the atmosphere was as 
quiet and reverent as the New England 
Sabbath. 

Promptly at4 p.m. on May 30th, 1887, 
the AD. Weld Post#48, G.AR. - led by 
the Maplewood Band - proceeded 
down a dusty Church Street past The 
Common, toward Wildwood Cemetery. 

Earlier in the day a detail of Civil 
War veterans had visited Calvary Cem¬ 
etery to decorate the graves of their 
fallen compatriots - and now, accompa¬ 
nied by solemn hymns, were doing the 
same at Wildwood. 

In the evening, the Post assembled 
and marched to the big wooden depot 
to meet the 7:10 train out of Boston car¬ 
rying General John A Swift - the orator 
of the day. 

As the great belching steam engine 
drew its cargo across The Square, the 
procession marched through the Com¬ 
mon to the First Congregational 
Church for the official Memorial Day 
exercises. 

Following a rousing medley of na¬ 
tional airs played by the Maplewood 
Band, Reverend J.L. Marsh read ap¬ 


propriate selections from the scrip¬ 
tures. 

C.E. Swett then led the gathering in 
singing of "God Bless Our Native 
Land" to the tune of America. Mr Swett 
then conducted students of the Gram¬ 
mar school in some patriotic selections 
prior to an offering of prayer by Rever¬ 
end Seymore, 

Next, Post Commander, Edwin Rob¬ 
inson came forward to introduce Gen¬ 
eral Swift to the audience. 

The General's subject was "The 
American Soldier as Developed in the 
War of The Rebellion." 

The day was sultry - and as General 
Swift warmed to his subject, beads of 
perspiration dripped from uncomfort¬ 
able foreheads as fluttering handker¬ 
chiefs dotted the church. 

The address, after more than 60 min¬ 
utes - and many bursts of applause - fi¬ 
nally came to a close. It had been a real 
yankee "stemwinder” and as the ech¬ 
oes died the gathering rendered, anoth¬ 
er hymn and Reverend Colt pro¬ 
nounced the benediction. 

Following a sumptuous collation at 
the quarters of the Post, General Swift 
was escorted hastily to the depot - and 
arrived just as his train was leaving for 
Boston. 

We present this historical piece in 
tribute to Mike Saraco for his efforts in 
keeping the flame alive in Winchester 
despite the cynicism and irreverence 
ofourtime. 

In Winchester - in 1993 - Memorial

THE HOUSE AND SENATE “Beacon 
Hill Roll Call" records local represen¬ 
tatives' votes on two roll call from the 
week of May 17-21. There were no roll 
calls in the Senate. 

CONSERVATION COMMISSIONS <H 
2842) — House 119-28, gave initial ap¬ 
proval to a bill requiring each city or 
town to establish a wetlands protection 
ftind and allowing approval by the city 
council or town meeting. The measure 
requires written approval of the 
spending by the mayor, selectmen or 
town manager. Supporters said the bill 
gives conservation commissions more 
flexibility to act quickly. They pointed 
out that commissions ofren lose the op¬ 
portunity to purchase and protect land 
because a town meeting is not sched¬ 
uled to authorize the purchase. Oppo¬ 
nents said the bill puls too much 
spending authority into the hands of a 


small group of unelected officials and 
takes power away from town meetings 
and elected city councils. 

A Yes vote is for the bill allowing the 
conservation commission to spend the 
money. A No vote is against allowing 
the conservation commission to spend 
the money. 

Rep. Paul Casey voted yes. 


MTV (H 292) — House 119-25, reject¬ 
ed a bill prohibiting the inclusion of 
MTV in basic cable TV service. Sup¬ 
porters said MTV promotes excessive 
violence and uses women as sexual ob¬ 
jects. They argued MTV should be¬ 
come a premium option so that parents 
will have the choice of whether to pur¬ 
chase it Opponents said this type of 
regulation is determined by Congress. 

A Yes vote is for the bill prohibiting 
MTV in basic cable. A No vote is for in¬ 
cluding MTV in basic cable. 

Casey voted yes.

Philliou says budget 
is fiscally irresponsible 

To the editor: 

Here we go again! Town Meeting is 
upon us and the battle lines are being 
drawn. The selectmen, School Com¬ 
mittee, and town manager have band¬ 
ed together to negate four months of 
study and deliberation by the Finance 
Committee. 

Each year the Finance Committee, 
an appointed body, is charged by char¬ 
ter, with the responsibility of review¬ 
ing departmental budget requests as 
presented by the town manager and 
the superintendent of schools. Sub¬ 
committees meet with the appropriate 
personnel to research the budgets pri¬ 
or to the finance committee vote on 
each budget Much time and effort goes 
into this process. 

When the municipal budget is re¬ 
viewed there Is a degree of confidence 
in the credibility of this budget be¬ 
cause heretofore the town manager 
had fine tuned it and presented a ver¬ 


sion that was a blend of the depart¬ 
ment request and the realities of avail¬ 
able funds. The town manager usually 
look into account the total town budget 
and presented it with a certain degree 
of knowledge regarding revenue from 
real estate taxes as well as state fund¬ 
ing via the cherry shecL This has been 
true until the past couple of years. We 
are now noticing a changing pattern 
that is somewhat alarming. 

11 appears that information regard¬ 
ing available revenue is being delayed 
and presented to Finance Committee 
alter the budgets are voted and ap¬ 
proved. It is presented as "found" 
money and as such the recommenda¬ 
tion Is that it must be spent as soon as it 
comes through the door. 

The School Committee, on the other 
hand, traditionally presents a wish list 
budget that is developed from a very 
dilTerent premise. It does not reflect 
what they need, but what they want 
For instance, in reviewing the School 
Budget this year there was a request 
for a sabbatical leave with a dollar 
amount of $35,000. When specifically 
questioned about this the answer was 
that no one had requested a sabbatical 
this year. This number was used to in¬ 
flate the budget 

For the past four months Finance 
Committee has been reviewing the 
budgets using certain revenue assump- 
lions as pul forth by the town manager. 
Now, less than one week prior to Town 
Meeting we are being told that these 
assumptions were wrong. The revenue 
projections are higher than originally 
reported as if there is "found” money. 
There is a way to put that money away 
and ultimately reduce the tax rale for 
all of the citizens of the town. It is 
called a stabilization flmd. 


This is an excellent time to reinstate 
the stabilization ftind for the good of all 
the town citizens. 

On Feb. 15 the Finance Committee 
was told by the town manager that 
there were to be no new hires this year. 
The budget could not accommodate 
any now hires cither on the municipal 
side (where the police budget could 
have used some) noron the school side. 
Now we are being told that the schools 
arc being allowed to budget 4.7 new 
hires, including an Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent for Curriculum, a position 
eliminated two years ago. Where is the 
ftindingto be found? 

First of all, there is a plan to increase 
the fee for the transfer station by $25 
next year. If the townspeople do not 
like that there may be an override 
question on the ballot next fait. Next, 
there is a plan to reduce the capital 
budget down from the recommenda¬ 
tions of both the capital planning and 
finance committees. There is also a 
movement afoot to strip the energy 
budget back to a level that will not take 
into account, an anticipated rate in¬ 
crease scheduled for next fall. The re¬ 
quest of the library trustees to go forth 
with plans lo renovate and upgrade the 
library to be in compliance with ADA 
regulations will be delayed until fall. 
And finally, some excess money in the 
collective bargaining ftind will also be 
given to the schools. 

What is the end result of these ac¬ 
tions? The school department budget 
request will in all probability will nol 
only be funded at the ftilly requested 
level, but may be In excess of that if 
state funding eventually comes 
through.

Student says schools 
should do more sex ed

I was wondering how the town, and 
the School Committee, would respond 


to efforts in having condoms available 
in W.H.S. I'm not trying to instigate 
controversy, rather, to be realistic. The 
statistics are there, the statistics are 
accurate. Teenagers are sexually ac¬ 
tive. This Includes teenagers in Win¬ 
chester. Now what are people going to 
do about it? I would put my money on 
eyes being closed and heads being 
turned. To deny that people are at risk 
is to submit to the sense of being shel¬ 
tered in a small town that often leads 
people to say it will never happen to 
them until It does. The fact is, AIDS is 
now the NUMBER ONE cause of death 
among 18- to 24-year-olds In New York 
City. That means they contracted HIV 
when they were in high school. I by no 
means want to compare the urban op¬ 
pressed existence of students In New 
York City to the lifestyles of "middle 
class" Winchester students, the ripple 
effect will take care of that Sooner or 
later, however, evetyone is going to 
have to face the issues surrounding 
AIDS. I feel the education on AIDS that 
I received at McCall J.H.S. was ex¬ 
tremely inaccurate and moralistic. The 
AIDS education in W.H.S that I re¬ 
ceived was grossly inadequate in com¬ 
parison to the severity of the crisis. Al¬ 
ternatives must be presented to the 
students. Preaching abstinence does 
not work and is not enough. 

The problem lies in issues of morali¬ 
ty. Many people feel that making con¬ 
doms available “condones” sexual be¬ 
havior. Well, it may be hard to accept, 
but most adolescents do not need 
someone to “condone” behavior that 
they will engage in with or without con¬ 
sent As for morality and "holier than 
thou" attitudes, they often stem from 
religious ftindamentalism and fear. 


Can people overcome their fear to pro¬ 
tect their children's lives? I would 
hope so. I hope the School Committee 
takes action and Implements the many 
innovative AIDS education programs 
that are available. I know that as of last 
year the resources offered to the stu¬ 
dents in the Winchester school system 
were deplorable. I’m sure that in a 
large part it stems from money issues 
and tax dollars. Many people don't 
want "their" tax dollars fending con¬ 
dom distribution. Well, I don't want 
“my" tax dollars being spent on outra¬ 
geous defense budgets and providing 
fending for the National Forest "Ser¬ 
vice.” My point is that everyone is not 
going to be happy about where “their" 
money is being spent, so you just have 
to deal with it 

Let’s face the facts. AIDS is there. 
People are at risk. Now what are we go¬ 
ing to do about It? If we turn our backs 
on HIV, then we are inviting it to be¬ 
come a part of our lives. If we ignore it 


now, then someone, some day, might be 
in the unfortunate position to wish we 
hadn’t

Winton Club 
Annual Meeting 

The Winton Club held its Annual 
Meeting at the Winchester Country 
Club on May 12. Before luncheon, a re¬ 
ception was held to welcome the thir¬ 
teen new members: Mary Ellen Arm¬ 
strong; Maura Boylan; Karen Bernard; 
Paula Donahue; Liza Engetbrecht; 
Cynthia Evanisko; Nancy Gibson; Feli¬ 
cia Hall; Abigail Hill; Maryclien Hors¬ 
ley; Mary Johnson; Deborah O'Brien 
and Sarah Wilsterman. President 
Kathleen Neuner opened the business 
meeting with warm words of welcome 
to the more than 130 members who at¬ 
tended, and expressed pleasure at see¬ 
ing so many who had come from a dis¬ 
tance. 

Neuner read several letters received 
from Winchester Hospital in apprecia¬ 
tion of the donations which the Club 
made to the Hospital this year.

When Winton 
Club was founded in 1911 by seventeen 
young women, their stated purpose 
was to keep the new hospital supplied 
with linen. The membership met 
monthly, and sewed for many years un¬ 
til the increasing size of the hospital 
and the introduction of more sophisti¬ 
cated supplies made it impractical. 
Sewing groups were disbanded in 
1979, but the Club honors its original 
charter with an annual pledge ear¬ 
marked for patient services. Each year, 
after the pledge is met, the member¬ 
ship votes to make an additional gill to 
the Hospital. With the opening of the 
new Breast Care Center, the member¬ 
ship voted to make a significant contri¬ 
bution the Center since it directly ad¬ 
dresses the needs of today’s women. 
Since the early days when Winton Club 
donated the first children’s ward and 
the first dietetic laboratory, it has con¬ 
tributed over a million dollars in spe¬ 
cial gifts, purchase of equipment and 
patient linens. The president updated 
the members on statistics on the use at 
the Breast Care Center, and on the 
Hospital’s expanding satellite facili¬ 
ties in Woburn, Wilmington, and Read¬ 
ing 

Membership chairman Joan Kings 
buiy announced that two members of 
the “Class of 1943” were being honored 
by being accorded honorary member¬ 
ship. Sally Bennett, who lives in Pep- 
pcrcll, was introduced and she re¬ 
called some of the earlier years of her 
Club involvement, which included par¬ 
ticipation in the traditional Cabaret 
Drill. Katherine Comins, who now 
makes her home in Florida, was un¬ 
able to attend, but sent a letter which 
expressed her fond memories of Win¬ 
ton Club. Kingsbury next introduced 
members of the "Class of 1983” who 
have achieved Service status by virtue 
of fulfilling ail the requirements often 
years of active service. The new Ser¬ 
vice Members are Jeanne Dully; Anne 
Ockerbloom; Margaret Otis; Sandra 
Smith; Carolyn Vernaglia and Deborah 
Wrighton. 

At the end of their respective re¬ 
ports, Phyllis Gleason, chairman of 
1993 Cabaret, and Mary LaGatta, Win¬ 
ton Shop chairman, were accorded en¬ 
thusiastic applause for their dedica¬ 
tion and efficiency in heading the 
Club's successful major fiindraising 
projects. Gleason thanked the Club for 
giving her the honor and privilege of 
serving, and expressed her apprecia¬ 
tion to the members who made Cabaret 
successful, working on committees, on 
the Program, and participating in the 
cast LaGatta credited the financial 
successofthe Winton Shop to the dedi¬ 
cated buyers and assistant buyers who 
provided attractive merchandise and 
to the members who worked in the 
shop. In recognition of their service, 
president Neuner presented Gleason 
and LaGatta with gold pins suitably in¬ 
scribed. This initiates a tradition, pro¬ 
posed by past president Elizabeth 
Sorger and her Board, to annually 
award a standardized gift to each out¬ 
going Cabaret and Gift Shop chairman. 

President Neuner thanked each of 
the Board members for their service 
during the year: vice president Marga¬

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Budgets blast

was $23,000 for the unemployment 
compensation budget The town does 
not expect to lay ofTany employees, in¬ 
stead the money is used to pay crossing 
guards during school vacations. Last 
year, the line item was lengthily de¬ 
bated at Town Meeting when the chair 
man of the Finance Committee at¬ 
tempted to eliminate the Rinding. 

There were few attempts by Town 
Meeting members to amend budget or 
capital requests presented by the Fi¬ 
nance Committee. 

The Chairman of the Council on Ag- r 
Ing Robert Ericson asked Town Meet¬ 
ing to Increase its $103,335 budget by 
$400, for office supplies and travel. Fi¬ 
nance Committee Chairman Matthew 
Stone said his committee was unaware 
of the council's request until the day of 
Town Meeting, and since it didn't know 
where the money was coming from, 
recommended its rejection. Town 
Meeting rejected the request on a 
voice vote. 

Town Meeting member Ralph John¬ 
son asked Town Meeting to double the 
expenditure for secondary road con¬ 
struction. The Capital Planning Com¬ 
mittee had recommended $80,000, but 
the Finance Committee only approved 
$30,000. Johnson requested that the ex¬ 
tra $30,000 come from the reduced en¬ 
ergy budget 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Peter 
VanAken said that if $30,000 were 
spent per year, roads would have to 
last for 38 years; if $60,000 was spent 
they would be expected to last for 18 
years. VanAken said he opposed the 
motion to amend because the select¬ 
men wanted to hold the capital budget 
at $500,000 and spend the extra $53,000 
on the library renovation. The motion 
to increase the secondary road con¬ 
struction failed by a voice vote. 

The only motion to amend a budget 
item that receivable favorable action 
was a request by Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer to lower the Fi¬ 
nance Committee's Energy line item of 
$1,107,084 to $1,073,000. Last year’s en¬ 
ergy budget was $948,663, and the town 
had to transfer $125,000 at a special 
Town Meeting to balance the budget 
after an arduous winter. 

Maurer said that (he line item should 
be increased over last year's number, 
but the Finance Committee’s number 
was too high. Maurer said energy-sav¬ 
ing capital improvements will lower 
energy use next year. He also said 
school fttel tanks would be replaced 
nextyear.so the fttel would be run 
down. “I think it might be more pru¬ 
dent to put it back to increase the edu- L 
cation budget,” said Maurer. 

Chairman Stone said that the Fi¬ 
nance Committee said it did a study 
with the DPW for an energy projection 
and took into consideration a ruling by 
the Department of Public Utilities that 
would allow Boston Edison to raise its 
rates 3 percent in November. Maurer's 
motion to reduce the energy budget 
was passed by a voice vote. 

Both the town manager and the 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
said they did not figure into the energy 
budget a proposed national Btu tax, 
which would cost the town, according 
to Stone, $79,502. 

Town Meeting passed by a voice vote 
a motion to postpone the school budget 
until the first order of business, as re¬ 
quested by School Committee Chair¬ 
man Jerilyn Heinold. 

After making the motion to postpone. 
Town Moderator John Sullivan told 
Heinold; “I think we’re really rolling 
here on the budget.. I’ll be interested 
in knowing why we’re not going for¬ 
ward, personally." 

Heinold said that last minute num¬ 
ber changes from the state and local 
boards could clarity the school budget 
over the next few days. “We’ll have the 
best and most current information on 
Thursday," said Heinold. 

The Field Study Committee, formed 
by 1992 Spring Town Meeting, will give 
a presentation to Town Meeting under 
Article 13. After its presentation, Town 
Meeting will vote on proposed capital 
funds for the town fields. The renova¬ 
tions at Lynch Field are expected to 
meet with some opposition from Lynch 
neighbors. 

In addition to the department budg¬ 
ets, most of the capital items were ap¬ 
proved. Some of the larger capital im¬ 
provements approved at the Town 
Meeting session include: 

■ Money for two new cruisers was 
appropriated $37,600. 

■ An asbestos removal project, 
which the town has promised the state 
it would pursue, received $20,000. 

■ An attempt to bringMcCall Middle 
School Into compliance with the Amer¬ 
icans with Disabilities Act will cost 
$ 10 , 000 . 

■ The cupola at the McCall Middle 
School, which has deteriorated beyond 
reconstruction, will be replaced at a 
cost of $50,000. 

■ Sidewalk reconstruction was ap¬ 
propriated $15,000, half of what was re¬ 
quested by the Capital Planning Com¬ 
mittee. 

■ Some exterior painting of the Car¬ 
riage House, West Side Fire Station, a 
town-owned house, and McCall Middle 
School was ftmded for $29,000.

S ince Giovanni da 
Verrazano first sighted 
the White Mountains 
from the coast in 1524, 
Ml.

The adjoining wall holds artists 
of the YAC, a group who always ex¬ 
hibit together. Mirelle Fournier 
shows the only French watercol- 
ors, two versions of a scene, possi¬ 
bly winter and spring. An intrigu¬ 
ing pair by Flore Civan — 
Guidicelli called "Vielesse" (old 
age) has black lines drawn across a 
field of ochre/green in a playfiil 
manner. In the rhythm of the dis¬ 
play, the forcefiil gestures of Jac¬ 
queline Poisson-Pleau’s two 
works, Movement I and II demon¬ 
strate her vitality and energy. She 
took charge of planning the instal¬ 
lation by requesting dimensions 
and photographs of both galleries. 
In the accompanying catalog, she 
explains the philosophy the group 
and their joy in exhibiting here for 
the first time. 

Michel Renault had transformed 
“Liberie, Egalite, Fratemite" — 
the rallying cry of the French revo¬ 
lution - into a light-hearted plastic 
and wire construction with red, 
white and blue blades waving in 
the air. Two other assembled 
sculptures on the window well are 
a contrast to the cast bronze 
[ jForm" of the only American 
sculptor, June Cater. 

Painting and Photography domi¬ 
nate the American wall. The artists 
have interpreted French sights 
from the 1992 trip in a more realis¬ 


tic style than the French work Two 
photographers, Karen Molloy and 
Pamela Webster—Walsh have tak¬ 
en advantage of the graphic possi¬ 
bilities of their medium to tease 
the viewer with many layered ur¬ 
ban scenes. Ellen Whitney and 
Barbara Reese explore Monet’s 
Garden at Givemy in fresh watcr- 
colors. Their long views contrast to 
the close-up of a hybrid lily painted 
with botanical accuracy and bold 
profile by watercolorist Eudoxia 
Woodward. Flowering jonquils in 
an unlikely setting, the December 
blizzard, recall our longing for May 
as photographed by Carla Maria 
Casagrande. Susan Vrotsos works 
more abstractly in her watercolor 
"One Week” to express the adven¬ 
ture and exuberance of the St Ger¬ 
main sojourn. She is also the organ¬ 
izer on the American side who says, 
“in bringing together these artists 
for a group show in the Winchester 
Library Gallery, the Jumelage has 
given Winchester a unique oppor¬ 
tunity to see the joint vision of art¬ 
ists who once toasted each other 
and dreamed of reuniting in a far¬ 
away place.”

Sachemettes stun Woburn, Burlington

Just when il looked as if the Win¬ 
chester High girls softball team was 
about to suffer through another dread¬ 
ful season, a surprising, latc-scason 
surge has team’s fans coming out of the 
woodwork. 

In dramatic fashion, the 
Sachemettes stunned first Woburn, 
and then Burlington, two of the top 
teams In the Middlesex League. Both 
games were at Ginn Field, and both 
featured incredible comebacks from 
Winchester’s youthful squad, which 
boasts just three senior starters. 

On Monday, Winchester picked up 
its sixth win of the season, coming back 
from a 2-0, sixth-inning deficit to beat 
the tournament-bound Lady Devils of 
Burlington.

It marked the second straight game- 
winning run for Aufiero, who stole 
third and scored on a throwing error in 
Winchester's wild, 10-9, 10-inning vic¬ 
tory over Woburn on Friday. 

In that game, freshman Bonnie Ben¬ 
son got knocked around for eight runs 
as the Tanncretles, needing to win to 
advance into the state tournament, 
took a quick 8-0 lead into the fourth in¬ 
ning. Bui the rookie Hurler hung tough, 
allowing just one run over the final sev¬ 
en innings as Winchester cl imbed back

First, Winchester hit Woburn and 
starting pitcher Sheila Bowers for six 
runs in the bottom of the fourth, with 
Andrea DcStefano’s two-run blast ig¬ 
niting a fire under her teammates. 
Then, trailing 9-6 after Woburn added 
an insurance run in the top of the sev¬ 
enth, Winchester put together an 
amazing comeback. 

Julie Russo drew a walk to lead the 
inning, before Erin Rogers reached on 
an error. DeStefano and Jenn Russo 
then worked walks as Winchester cut 
the deficit to 9-7. Esme Baker struck 
out for the first out, but sophomore 
Mary Keefe came up with her fourth 
hit of the day to make the score 9-8. Eri¬ 
ca Quigley was next, and the junior 
outfielder tied the game when she 
worked a walk ofT Lynn O'Neil, Wo¬ 
burn’s ace who had come on to try to 
protect the win. 

The teams battled through two extra 
innings in which both teams had poten¬ 
tial winning runs thrown out at home 


plate. In the 10th, Benson got out of a 
jam when Julie Russo made one of her 
several tremendous defensive plays.

Grande tracks down success 

WHS senior has competitive spirit, school record

Ask anyone about Winchester 
High track standout Diana Grande 
and they’ll more than likely answer 
with the same one-word descrip¬ 
tion: “competitive.” 

Grande, a 17-year-old senior, is 
about to put the wraps on a solid ca¬ 
reer at the high school. And she’s 
doing it in style, having broken the 
school’s triple jump record in a 
track meet with Melrose on May 11. 
Grande's leap of 34 feet, 11 Vi inches 
broke by nearly one foot the pre¬ 
vious mark, which had been set by 
Brittany Boulanger in 1990.

Productivity Congress 
selects Lindgren 

Winchester resident LeRoy Lind¬ 
gren was chosen at the Scientific Com¬ 
mittee when the committee made its fi¬ 
nal selection of papers to be presented 
at the Eighth World Productivity Con¬ 
gress in Stockholm In May 1993, after 
reviewing over two hundred submitted 
abstracts of proposed papers. 

Abstract Titie:“Automotive ftiel 
economy how far should we go?” 

MAM (Manufacturing Assessment 
Model) is a strategic planning tool and 
methodology which simulates systems 
costs in the vehicle assembly process. 
Rapidly changing technology, particu¬ 
larly that which is targeted toward im¬ 
proving ftiel economy, necessitates 
frilly detailed cost analysis of all com¬ 
peting technologies and of the most ad¬ 
vanced vehicle assembly plant facili¬ 
ties. The methodology is most valuable 
when, compared to current baselines, 
the cost implications of several techno¬ 
logical what if scenarios are meas¬ 
ured and projected into the future. 

Winchester resident LeRoy H. Lind¬ 
gren, who holds a bachelor of science 
degree in mechanical engineering 
from Illinois Institute of Technology 
and is a former adjunct associate pro¬ 
fessor at Boston University, is present¬ 
ly a consultant emeritus specializing in 
manufacturing operations, model 
building, production planning, facili¬ 
ties design, and costing Lindgren has 
twice been a member of the National 
Academy of Sciences Committee on 
Fuel Economy of Motor Vehicles, and 
served as a consultant to the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, Department of 
Energy, and the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency.

Resident foiling link to 
African environmentalists 

Catherine Camp Boyle, a Winchester 
resident and former Foreign Service 
officer, has formed a nonprofit organi¬ 
zation to reach out to environmental 
scientists, policy makers and journal¬ 
ists in Africa. Environmental Briefs 
Corporation will publish a free quar¬ 
terly newsletter updating its readers in 
the developing world on significant en¬ 
vironmental findings published in 
English language academic journals. 

"Since the Earth Summit in Rio de 
Janeiro last year, there has been a con¬ 
sensus on the need for environmental¬ 
ly sustainable development," she said. 
But to make sustainable development 
a reality, the people on the ground 
need to have access to up-to-date re¬ 
search. Often that's just not happen¬ 
ing 


The high cost of academic journals is 
a major part of the problem, according 
to Ms. Boyle. Journals frequently cost 
as much as $150 a year — a sum well 
out of reach of many academic and gov¬ 
ernmental Institutions in developing 
countries. During my time at the 
American Embassy in Nigeria, I met a 
number of very high-powered scien¬ 
tists and ofllclals who were desperate 
for journals. So much is being discov¬ 
ered about the environment that it is 
very hard to keep up, she said. 

Boyle has made journalists part of 
her target audience because of the im¬ 
portant watchdog role they play. Jour¬ 
nalists are the ones who educate the 
public about environmental degrada¬ 
tion, she said. "We in this country are 
very aware of the dangers posed by 
such things as hazardous waste dispos¬ 
al. But the NIMBY (‘not in my back¬ 
yard’) phenomenon doesn’t make 
waste disappear; it just relocates it, of¬ 
ten to a developing country. 

Initially, Environmental Briefr 
will be distributed in a few English- 
speaking African countries. Eventually 
Boyle hopes to reach some 7,500 read¬ 
ers throughout anglophone Africa.

W ith the evolution — even revolution — of American wicker in style 
and creativity, with its ups and downs in popularity, the Smithsonian 
Institution has deemed the subject important enough to warrant its 
own exhibition, “American Wicker,” through August 1 in Washington. This 
exhibition may clinch for all time the importance of this craft in our history. 

One of our region’s prominent wicker dealers, Frank McNamee, was instrumental in 
shaping the D.C. exhibit. "Most of the early wicker we know was made right here in 
Massachusetts," says McNamee, owner of Wicker Porch Antiques, “largely in central and 
southwestern parts. Just like everything else, wicker’s popularity has been influenced by 
changing tastes and economic times, but there is a renewed interest that started in the 80s 
and is still steady." 

“Wicker" is an umbrella term for goods fashioned of woven, pliant material. It is also 
called reed, rattan, cane, rush, willow and paper fiber, among others. The wicker furniture 
industry, contrary to popular notion, was an American invention. Granted, the likes of 
King Tht did own wicker items, as a small wicker stool found in his tomb suggests, but 
the ancient items produced were usually small and simple, more in the way of boxes and 
Irinkets.The birth of the American movement came in 1844 when Cyrus Coni, on pg 5

Falmouth’s Gallery 333 Features in Town Video 

You Gotta’ Have Arts I Falmouth Chamber of Commerce knows. 
Gallery 333 knows. And any one of the hundreds of tourists who 
view the Falmouth Chamber’s new town video which features the 
many attractions of this Cape town, know. In a marketing decision 
designed to introduce the gallery to as many potential art lovers as 
possible, gallery owner Arlene Hecht includes images of her gallery 
in this promotional video which runs continuously, year-round at the 
chamber offices.

Located at 333 Old Main Road in North Falmouth, Gallery 333 
features line works of art by 38 artists and opens for the 
season June 16.

Wakefield, a young grocer, stood on the 
wharf in Boston while merchant seamen 
unloaded cargo ships with goods from the 
Orient. In the hue Yankee spirit — “waste 
not, want not" — Wakefield wanted to 
find a use for the discarded long, viny 
plant material used as packing cushion. He 
tried experimenting by hand-fashioning 
the vine around furniture frames and the 
result, crude though it was, gave way to a 
revolution in furniture. From this small 
start blossomed an industry that flour¬ 
ished; craftsmanship and creativity spread 
new roots in the furniture industry. Later,

many manufacturers produced products of 
varying levels of quality, but the 
Wakefield Rattan Company, which eventu¬ 
ally joined forces with its major competi¬ 
tor Heywood Brothers, consistently con¬ 
tributed to the development movement by 
setting its high standards of creativity. 

From the mid-19th century to wicker’s 
decline near the Great Depression era, new 
methods and uses were discovered for 
making beautiful items in this new way. In 
its heyday, there were almost no bounds to 
the type of furniture and accessories fash¬ 
ioned from wicker — even a wicker- 
encased piano and bench! 

Leslie Curtis of Leslie Curtis Antiques 
in Dennis, has specialized in antique wick¬ 
er for nine years and says, “There is so 
much to talk about on the use of antique 
wicker today. Wicker was once seen on 
every porch in Bar Harbor (thus, the ‘Bar 
Harbor' style), and was considered ‘appro¬ 
priate’ there.” 

In truth, the very nature of the material 
makes most wicker conducive to porch 
and summer use. Wicker withstands mois¬ 
ture, even likes an occasional bath. But, 
says Curtis, “Wicker is so many things 
besides 'appropriate.' Many times people 
who think they want wicker for their 
porches end up using it everywhere — 


garden rooms, kitchens, you name it.” 

Curtis says one Chatham collector uses 
some wicker successfully in her formal 
living room. Another created an excep¬ 
tional board room in his Barnstable-based 
business using antique wicker. Another 
customer who doesn't care for symmetry 
has six different wicker chairs at her din¬ 
ing table. To Curtis, “Antique wicker is 
practical, functional, durable, decorative 
and, most importantly, it's American.” 

A Heywood Brothers-Wakefield 
Company piece from the late 1890s, “The 
Golden Age" of wicker, still carrying its 
original label, or “signature,” in original or 
near original condition, would be a desir¬ 
able piece for any collector. It would be 
sturdily crafted and would likely be a 
highly ornate and creative design. 

By this time period, the manufacturing 
processes had become so refined that cre¬ 
ative designs became the norm. The func¬ 
tional, non-elaborate pieces of the original 
movement evolved into works of art with 
spirited curlicues, wooden beadwork, and 
intricate patterns and pictures worked into 
the designs. A rare piece might be crafted 
with a flag, sailboat, guitar, flower or other 
design. Though produced in both natural 
and painted styles, American wicker in 
natural commands a higher price tag than 
does painted, possibly because painted 
wicker was repainted so often. 

The evolution of the craft is marked by 
distinct time periods with various influ¬ 
ences, from simple beginnings to highly 
ornate Victorian to more stem Arts and 
Crafts. Gustav Stickley rebelled against 
the height of omateness, considering such 
ornamentation frivolous. He felt that the 
departure from simplicity contributed to an 
overall decline in human character. He 
chose to craft straight-line wicker furniture 
in the stark manner of his unadorned oak 
furniture popular during the height of the 
Arts and Crafts Movement of the early 
1900s. Responding to the criticism, many 
people became embarrassed and burned, 
trashed or hid in attics their once prized 
wicker possessions. 

The 1980s saw a resurgence in the pop¬ 
ularity of antique wicker furniture. 
Designers and decorators, searching for a 
new look, suited to use more of it; maga¬ 
zine articles highlighted that use. 

Suddenly, wicker furniture that had been 
relegated to the attic as a source of embar¬ 



rassment, was pulled out and examined 
afresh. 

"For all its qualities, antique American 
wicker remains a bargain,” according to 
McNamee. 

Unlike modem 
wicker furni¬ 
ture from the 
Far East, 
antique wicker 
has a hardwood 
base and is 
much more 
solidly built 
and designed. 

"For example, 
a chair in good 
condition made 
in 1910 in the 
Bar Harbor 
style can sell 
for $310, com¬ 
pared to a mod¬ 
em designer 
piece of lesser 
quality selling 
for $700 to 
$1200,” he

W hen auctioneers, dealers and other 
antiques professionals talk about what 
people should know about selling 
antiques and collectibles, the two most com¬ 
monly used words are: ask questions. 

In the complex world of antiques and col¬ 
lectibles, the person with an item to sell, 
whether it’s a Chippendale bookcase or a 
Mickey Mantle rookie card, is faced with a 
plethora of choices. Navigating through the 
market can be a little bit like taking a test 
without studying. Information is your best 
friend. Knowing where to get it and how to

use it can mean the difference between tak¬ 
ing a beating or making a healthy profit. 

The first tiling to realize, dealers say, is 
that the quality, desirability and scarcity of 
an item will usually dictate the price. 

ASK EXPERTS 

“Don’t assume because something is old 
and has been in the family for years that it's 
valuable,” says Paula Gray of Maggie’s 
Antiques in Harwichport. Dealers and auc¬ 
tioneers are usually very upfront about this, 
and will tell you right off the bat that Aunt 
Frieda's prized Louis XIV chair is really 
just a worthless knock-off. Most dealers are 
glad to look at pieces to offer quick opin¬ 
ions as to authenticity; they'll maybe even 
ballpark an estimate. But nobody can be an 
expert in everything. A more accurate 
appraisal will come from someone who is 
an authority in a specific field. 

“Don't take a decoy to someone who spe¬ 
cializes in antique Victorian furniture,” cau¬ 
tions Sandwich dealer Paul Madden. 

Most dealers and auctioneers are very 
receptive to walk-in inquiries, adds Gray. 
“This is where we get most of our merchan¬ 
dise." 

Arming yourself with information can 
start at several points: consult a dealer, seek 
out other collectors or visit the library. 

Many carry antiques and collectibles maga¬ 
zines, price guides and reference works. It's 
also important to be informed about the 


state of the market, which can have a pro¬ 
found impact on the value of an item and 
the likelihood of something selling for a 
good price, or selling at all. Dolls, toys and 
Japanese items have increased in popularity, 
and therefore value, over the past 18 
months. Never assume something is worth¬ 
less without checking it out first. 

WHERE TO SELL 

Once parameters are set, the choice is 
whether to sell the item yourself — through 
a classified ad in a newspaper or publication 
specializing in antiques or collectibles, in a 
yard sale or directly to a collector — or con¬ 
sign it to a dealer or auction house. By sell¬ 
ing it on your own, you benefit by not hav¬ 
ing to pay a consignment fee or commis¬ 
sion. On the other hand, the likelihood is 
that the item will sell for much less. For the 
best price, the item must be strategically 
directed toward the proper market, some¬ 
thing a dealer or auction house is apt to do 
best. 

Don't be afraid to shop around. If a deal¬ 
er seems interested in an item, ask for an 
offer, get it in writing and obtain a second 
opinion. Ask around about the dealer or 
auction house; call the Better Business 
Bureau. The antiques and collectibles indus¬ 
try is relatively tightly knit and reputation 
means a lot; most people won't hesitate to 
tell you if something is amiss. 

THE DEALER 

Consigning an item to a dealer often 
yields a 30/70 split on the final sale price, 
although a 50/50 division is possible 
depending upon the merchandise. Make 
sure the dealer provides verification of the 
consignment deal in writing, and if you 
have a particularly desirable object, don’t be 
reticent to negotiate a more favorable deal. 

A good piece that will sell quickly for a 
high price will profit both the dealer and the 
consignor. 

THE AUCTION HOUSE 

An auction will sometimes generate a 
higher price than a dealer might be willing 
to assign, but it's also more risky: the level 
of bidding depends on who shows up for the 
auction and how much the item is wanted. 
Lucky consignors will see a bidding war 
erupt over their merchandise. Some auction 
houses set minimum bids or employ 
reserves, a figure under which the auction¬ 
eer agrees not to sell an item. Others let the 
market set the price. 

“What I often say is if you don't put a 
minimum on it, I won’t put a maximum on 
it," comments Russell Johnson, owner of 
Bay Auctions in Buzzards Bay, who says he 
trusts his bidders to set the value of a partic¬ 
ular item. 

Competition can also escalate the final 


bid way out of proportion to an item’s real 
value if two people want it badly enough, 
adds Marla Sullivan Gonet of Robert C. 

Eldred Auctions in East Dennis. 

Lode for the right auction for a particular 
item. Many auction houses have specialty 
auctions at various times of the year. Every 
summer, for instance, Eldred’s hosts an 
Oriental auction which draws collectors 
from all over the world. Items will fetch a 
better price if they are placed in the right 
auction. 

“It’s usually better to wait a month or so 
and put it in the right auction" rather than 
placing an item in the next available auc¬ 
tion, notes Madden. 

Auctioneers charge a commission to sell¬ 
ers, which can vary from house to house. 

Eldred’s Auctions, for example, charges a 
flat 15 percent, while Bay Auction has a 
sliding scale of from 10 to 20 percent, 
depending upon the final price; the higher 
the price, the lower the commission. 

But, says Madden, “Everything today is 
negotiable," including commissions. If the 
item is likely to go for a high price, the 
commission might even be waived, since 
auction houses also commonly attach a 
buyer's premium, typically 10 percent. 

Some auction houses add additional

charges, for insurance, storage or photogra¬ 
phy if a piece is to be included in a catalog. 
Again, ask questions; find out about 
hidden costs prior to signing a con¬ 
signment contract. Otherwise you 
could find yourself taking home signif- 4 
icantly less than you expected. 

And expect a check within 30 days, 
in most cases, although some houses a 
pay within 24 hours.

ENVIRONMENTAL CORRECT 

I was really pleased to see more 
pioneers in the industry who were 
concerned with environmental and 
social issues. Ron Fisher Furniture is a 
leader in re-forestation programs, plant¬ 
ing a tree for every piece sold.

eorge Van Hook paints frag¬ 
ments of reality, offering his 
pictorial thoughts with 
refreshing honesty. 

Unabashedly, he renders lush 
rolling landscapes in a style reminis¬ 
cent of late 19th, early 20th century 
American artists. William Merritt 
Chase comes to mind, as does his 
predecessor of the Hudson River 
School, Thomas Cole. Though not as 
lyrical as many of these earlier 
works, Van Hook's fluid brush¬ 
strokes deftly capture the romance of 
his chosen subjects. 

Van Hook's still lifes are correct 
beyond criticism, yet the marks he 
makes are expressive and painterly. 
He applies richly colored pigment 
using thick, textural brushstrokes 
and, through intuitive rendering of 
light and shadow, infuses his work 
with an undeftnable essence, but one 
to which the viewer readily responds. 

Thus is Van Hook a traditionalist 
of the finest order. The directness 
and simplicity of his approach defies 
artistic trends toward more mod¬ 
ernistic approaches to the making of 
art. 

Hesitant to choose one artistic 
influence over another, Van Hook 
makes reference to the evolution of 
the artistic process. He speaks of the 
14th century and, barely taking a 
breath, moves on to Europe in the 
early days of the great 
Impressionists. He speaks of his 
empathy with the late 19th century 
American artists who traveled to 
Europe to absorb the European expe¬ 
rience. The exposure, he believes, 
"produced an art form that combined 
all of the best qualities of American 
Yankee-ism — a kind of ‘give me 
the right side of the stick and 1 can 


paint’ confidence — with the 
European search for beauty as a fine 
ideal.” . 

Van Hook speaks with authority, 
delivering his thoughts rapidly, pas¬ 
sionately, with child-like enthusiasm. 
His feeling of connection to this 
artistic heritage is tangible. He, him¬ 
self, now 39, spent his two years 
immediately following college, 
painting in Paris. 

Painting, he says, “allows me to 
use the most of my senses — eye¬ 
sight, tactile abilities and imagina¬ 
tion. And it allows me to do this in 
any way I want to. The more I paint, 
the wider the horizons become. And 
that is, almost daily, an incredibly 
illuminating experience.” 

The artist's joy is evident in his 
work, in which he neither glamorizes 
nor dramatizes his subject. His is a 
straightforward, fluid style, borrow¬ 
ing from a tradition of realism, seek¬ 
ing to present his version of carefully 
selected, artfully manipulated, reali¬ 
ty. 

Van Hook's approach to the still 
life beautifully exemplifies the fun¬ 
damentals of his genre. Composites 
of the commonplace, his paintings 
feature objects selected by the artist 
for form and shape. “The history of 
the still life is a history of the rise of 
the middle class,” says Van Hook. 
"That's neither good nor bad. The 
aristocracy...there’s some charm in 
that. However, partly consciously, 
partly unconsciously, I have tried to 
steer away from objects that exude a 
sense of wealth in themselves...! pur¬ 
posely choose relatively mundane 
objects that fit together because of 
abstract shapes." Thus Van Hook's 
still lifes are simple, “predicated on 
form and color in the abstract as 
opposed to storytelling or a theme.” 


Van Hook arranges his objects 
with care, balancing 
composition with 
light and shadow to 
create visually and 
emotionally stirring 
arrangements. The 
marks he makes are 
obvious, and leave 
no doubt as to his 
presence. The end 
results are stunning¬ 
ly beautiful pic¬ 
tures, less con¬ 
cerned with the 
spirit of their time 
than they are of 
bringing about an 
awareness and 
appreciation of the 
ordinary. 

Upon examining 
his pictures, it is 
clear that this artist 
is technically capa¬ 
ble of rendering any 
subject from any 
vantage point. It is 
in his subtle detail¬ 
ing and in his treat¬ 
ment of light and 
shadow that we 

begin to appreciate his aesthetic. 
Reflected light glows softly, merely 
suggesting the presence of its source. 
Van Hook carefully selects and mod¬ 
ifies these reflections, creating har¬ 
mony between light and color, 
object, shape and form. The result is 
intense without being theatrical; 
emotional without being sentimental. 
It is Van Hook’s version of reality. 
Not idealized, Not deified. Not exag¬ 
gerated or fantasized, but simply 
spoken through the language of 
paint. 

Van Hook shrugs off mention of

“modernists" criticizing realism as 
being a non-art form whereby artists 
produce images devoid of sociological 
or philosophical content. He feels, 
however, that the negative criticism did 
exist. It was, he says, the artists work¬ 
ing in the realistic style in the mid- 
1950s and 60s who “bore the brunt of 
that adverse criticism." People are, he 
says, much more receptive to realistic 
painting now. “I see myself within a 
modem continuity of young artists 
(working realistically), and the oppor¬ 
tunities for realists to present work and 
to be attentively examined have gener¬ 
ally improved since about 1980 and 
beyond compared to the previous 50 
years,” he says. Witness the growing 
number of galleries devoted to repre¬ 
sentation of the more traditional art 
forms. 

Carrying his unpretentious approach 
through to his landscape paintings, he 
is an artist in the plein-air tradition. 


Predicated on form and color in the abstract, his still Iifes are stunningly 
beautiful pictures, less concerned with the spirit of their time than 
they are of bringing about an appreciation of the ordinary. 


He composes his work through choice 
of vantage point, and sets up his easel 
overlooking the rich farm lands in and 
surrounding his home. And he achieves 
a rare balance in his paintings, render¬ 
ing plein-air techniques within an 
almost academic framework. 

“My landscapes are based on the 
New England ideal of man's place in 
nature as opposed to Monet’s use of 
nature as decoration,” says Van Hook, 
who feels that “man's place in nature is 
one of relative balance. I try to attain 
that ideal in my paintings.” 

It is clear when speaking with 
George Van Hook, that his work and 
his family give him the greatest joy. He 


lives in Cambridge, New York with his 
wife. Sue Van Hook, and their three 
children: Lucy, 9; Melina, 6; and 
Isabelle Rose, 2. His paintings are rep¬ 
resented in several New England gal¬ 
leries. 

“My philosophy is that life is great: 
it's the best thing we have. And paint¬ 
ing is, to me, about die best way to 
interface with life on a daily basis that I 
can imagine,” he says as he sits in his 
studio, surrounded by 20 framed paint¬ 
ings waiting for review by the director 
of one of his several galleries. 

“Every single painting,” he says, 
“represents a joyous moment in my 
life.” -A.

Review 


‘Dreaming Before Nature’ 

Cape Museum of Fine Arts 

W ith its exhibition "Dreaming Before Nature: Non-Objective Art 
of the Cape,” the Cape Museum of Fine Arts in Dennis commu¬ 
nicates its resolve to establish itself once and for ail as a muse¬ 
um force with which to be reckoned. 

By definition, the show is an ambitious one — to survey Cape 
artists’ contributions to 20th century abstraction, placing these artists 
within this important historic context. Its clear intent is to examine, 
through picture selection, the evolution of modem art wherein artists

forged ahead boldly, disassociating 
themselves from any connection to 
objectivity, however tenuous. 

“Non-objective Art of The Cape” 
succeeds on several levels, not the least 
of which is this historical reference 
point. All the right names are repre¬ 
sented — Robert Motherwell, the 
father of abstraction; Hans Hoffman, 

Willem de Kooning, both leaders of 
abstract expressionism; Franz Klein, 

James Lechay, Jack Lamed — ihe list 
is long and impressive, and the exhibit¬ 
ed works equally so. 

Arranged in an accessible order, the 
paintings walk viewers through an 
artistic thought process. We begin with 
a small watercolor on paper, “St. 

Tropez” by Arnold Geissbuhler, an 
early work suggesting a shift of empha¬ 
sis from clear objectivity to more 
expressive sweeps of color. “Still Life 
With Me” by Kenneth Stubbs takes 
viewers one step beyond, through an 
analytical cubist approach where form 
begins to take precedence over repre¬ 
sentation. 

It is, however, in the large gallery 
space where the concepts inherent in 
non-objective, 20th century abstract art 
come to life. Whether it is in the begin¬ 
nings of Ihe somewhat tautly construct¬ 
ed work by Robert Motherwell, or the 
more gestural, lyrical statements by 
Jack Lamed, the selection of paintings 
on exhibit is an exciting visual adventure. For those gallery goers 
uninitiated to viewing non-objective art, ii is enough simply to under¬ 
stand that the artists represented here are concerned with the physical- 
ily of painting, not with the rendering of recognizable subject matter. 

It is, perhaps, even a mistake to try to pin down the meaning of any 
of these works. To inlellectuaiize is to risk desensitizing oneself to 
experiencing an intuitive emotional response. Just enjoy the exhibition 
for what it is — the most impressive collection of non-objective art by 
past and present Cape artists to be assembled on Cape, a tribute to the 
important contributions of Cape artists to 20th century art and testa¬ 
ment to the CMFA's new director, Gregory Harper's ability to rally the 
art community to work together in a meaningful way. —KA

R ibbons of steel sculptured within 
beautifully conceived compositions 
of manipulated metal only just 
begins to describe work by Albert 
Paley. If it is so, as some profess, that 
inanimate objects live, then it is so that 
Paley breathes life into the soul of each 
of these noble works of art on view at 
Art Complex Museum Duxbury 
through July 11. 

Paley is best known for large com¬ 
missions, most notably the Portal Gates 
at Renwick Gallery of the National 
Museum of American Art at the 
Smithsonian in Washington D.C. In 
Duxbury, Paley exhibits his newer, 
smaller works — pieces which straddle 
a fine line between heroic works of art 
and functional domestic furnishings. 

In an effort to reference Paley's con- Detail: “Black Floor Lamp " 
temporary pieces within an historical 

context, critics say that the gracefully shaped, wonderfully balanced 
spirals of steel share certain characteristics with the Baroque style of 
the 1600s. We also refer to Paley’s work as having its roots conceptu¬ 
ally in the precepts of Art Nouveau, with its gentle, decorative trail- 
ings manifested in frequent references to nature's honest purpose. 
Certainly, the artist’s empathy with Art Nouveau is tangibly evident 
in the fully orchestrated resolve evident in each piece — composi- 
tionally, texturally, sculpturally. But Paley takes his work several 
steps beyond, emancipating himself from the constraints of Art 
Nouveau while intuitively resisting the temptations of stark function¬ 
alism. 

Ibchnically brilliant, as are all Paley's works, the rhythmically bal¬ 
anced “Black Root Lamp” claims Baroque influences in its simple 
grandeur. At the same time, “Lamp" resists any suggestion of osten¬ 
tatious ornamentation. Wide flat ribbons of steel fold themselves gen¬ 
tly around a central metal core which spirals upward. Balanced on top 
of the flat, black surface of the metal, a glass dish reflects light. 
Impervious metal juxtaposed with fragile glass — two competing 
ideas are united into one harmonious form. In Paley's work, each 
boldly forged, individual element — complete in and of itself — suc¬ 
cessfully remains subordinate to the whole piece. 

Paley’s metal might be called sensuous. Paley's metal is immedi¬ 
ate, and defies any reference to the painstakingly slow process by 
which each piece takes shape. 

With respect to design, the proportions of Paley’s furniture are 
grand, though settled. In his unique way, the artist has managed to 
obliterate all boundaries — art equals design equals function. He 
manipulates huge chunks of metal, heating, twisting, hammering, 
coaxing his material into fine art furniture which commands immedi¬ 
ate attention. In some cases, it appears as if the artist has “drawn” his 

forms using, 
instead of pen¬ 
cil, thin ribbons 
of steel; at other 
times, Paley 
“drapes” his 
material in 
energetic 
waves. At all 
times, forged 
and fabricated 
works of art by 
Albert Paley 
remain an 
expression of 
the artist’s 
immediate 
action and intu¬ 
itive gestures.

American Independents 

...Through the Eye of the Artist 

Take one stale-of-the-arts public access television station, add one 
regional art museum, and invite several risk-taking, creative film and 
videomakers, and the end result is a creative project worthy of critical 
acclaim. Presented by C3TV in collaboration with Reel Arts Cinema at 
Cape Museum of Fine Arts, “American Independents” features a series 
of screenings/workshops with some of America’s foremost indepen¬ 
dent media artists. 

Don’t, however, let the credentials of series’ participants scare you. 
The hallmark of this collaborative presentation is in its accessibility. 
Take Videomaker Edin Velez, featured artist in the first presentation. 
Clearly Velez came with all the proper paperwork - a Guggenheim 
Foundation Fellow, a US/Japan Friendship Commission Fellow, and a 
recipient of grants from National Endowment of the Arts, New York 
State Council on the Arts, Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities... Enough said? 

Velez presented three videos in a Friday evening screening attended 
by a handful of people. He proved to be an enthusiastic, sensitive artist 
who shared his thoughts and ideas freely. At (he risk of oversimplify¬ 
ing Velez’s message, it was, after all was said, done and videoed, 
rather straightforward: “Any person who thinks about anything in a 
creative way is an artist,” he asserted, thus enjoining all and sundry to 
experiment with the creative process. In a very non-threatening, infor¬ 
mative discussion following the screening, Velez talked about respon¬ 
sibilities of videomakers to their subjects ("Objectivity is a myth”); he 
spoke of technology ("It's just a tool... Great work can be done with 
anything.’’); he discussed his personal approach to his various and 
powerful works. 

The Friday screening was followed by a two-day workshop with 
Velez at C3TV in South Yarmouth. Participants discussed videomak¬ 
ing in depth and filmed and edited their own video. Workshop partici¬ 
pant Dana Homig spoke of Velez as a “very engaging, very approach¬ 
able" artist. Homig is well known on Cape as former publisher and 
editor of The Register newspaper, and plans to bring his solid journal¬ 
istic background into the making of documentary videos. 

The final presentation is by filmmaker Barbara Hammer, June 11- 
13. Hammer is described as “a spokesperson for the arts and, especial¬ 
ly, the experimental film." In 1991, she received a National 
Endowment of the Arts Film Production Award for her first feature 
film, “Nitrate Kisses.” She has received support from Jerome 
Foundation, The New York State Council of the Arts, Film Arts 
Foundation, Western Media Regional Fellowship and others. 

In 1991, the Third International Lesbian and Gay Film Festival in 
New York City gave Hammer a tribute presenting a selected program 
of both old and new films. Jon Gartenberg, then of The Museum of 
Modem Art film department, wrote the catalog introduction: “This 
program celebrates the many voices of Barbara Hammer—as a film¬ 
maker concerned with expressing the formal qualities of the images, 
with defining her lesbian self, and with revealing her process of creat¬ 
ing films. In her most recent works, “Endangered" and “Sanctus,” 
Barbara eloquently and lyrically creates rich connections between her 
humanist self and the perilous state of the world, as she evokes the co¬ 
fragility of human existence and the film emulsion, the artist's raw 
material onto which she creates images." 

“Sanctus” will be one of six videos screened by Hammer during the 
“American Independents” film presentation. For detailed information,

Landscape Architecture 
and MARTHA SCHWARTZ

I n her work as a landscape architect, 
Martha Schwartz likens the land to a 
mote readily identifiable aesthetic. 
Each project is, she says, a “slow mov¬ 
ing performance piece,” ever changing, 
ever merging materials with time and 
space to re-express its initial self. And 
like many cutting edge performance 
pieces, Schwartz' work challenges peo¬ 
ple to rethink any preprogrammed 
notions of appropriateness. 

In one west coast project, Schwartz 
captures the awesome architectural pres¬ 
ence of The Citadel, now a hotel and 
formerly the site of the Uniroyal Tire 
and Rubber Plant, as she transforms its 
exterior plaza into a fantasy oasis of 
Date Palm Trees. Purposefully aligned 
in rigid rows, the trees are individually

ringed with huge white tire-like shapes. 
The vertical lines of the tree trunks, the 
roundness of the tire forms, the geomet¬ 
ries of the checkerboard paving assert 
an imposing presence. 

Think of Martha Schwartz as an artist 
who, by the very nature of her outdoor 
and varied studios, thinks big. Space 
then, not stretched linen, is her canvas. 
Huge expanses of three-dimensional 
space into which she must compose her 
varied elements while taking into con¬ 
sideration color, form and shape. 

Now add “scale,” where even the 
smallest statement is monumental. Then 
consider the human element. Schwartz' 
“viewers" participate in her work with 
the whole idea of movement and time 
adding a new dimension to behavioral 
response. It is impossible for these 
quasi-viewers to remain passive. They 
will walk through her landscapes, expe¬ 
rience them. They will love them or hate 
them — indifference is not an option. 

“It's a very different discipline,” says 
Schwartz in a quiet, sure voice which 
only hints at the strength of conviction 
which she must certainly embrace in 
order to accomplish her work. “You 
need to know a lot about how to manip¬ 
ulate space, how to get things to take 
shape and to read out in a landscape.” 

These “things” are not necessarily 
plants. “That (plants) is not the crux of 
my work," explains Schwartz. “It is one

possible medium with which to make 
landscapes but there’s other stuff out 
there.” The “other stuff” might mean 
concrete, steel, tiles, sculpture, water, 
stones—bagels, even. 

Bagels, in fact, mark a pivotal point 




in Schwartz’ career. It all began when, 
living in Back Bay in Boston, Martha 
was at her wits end — what to do with 
the tiny garden patch in front of the 
Georgian Row House she shared with 
her husband. Perhaps somewhat tongue- 
in-cheek, but very much in the sweep of 
spirited creative gesture, Schwartz com¬ 
posed her “petite parterre embroiderie." 
The project description reads: "There 
are two concentric Italianate squares of 
16-inch high boxwood hedge. Between 
the outer and inner squares is a purple 
gravel strip, 30-inches wide, upon 
which sits a point grid of 96 weather¬ 
proofed bagels. Inside the inner square 
of hedge, 30 purple ageratums (floss 
flowers) are planted in rows of six, 
reversing the purple color pattern.” 

Tongue-in-cheek aside, humor aside, 
the temporal nature of this installation 
aside, Schwartz' point is mote immedi¬ 
ate. She believes, as a culture, we are 
little concerned with the visuals of our 
environment Certainly, it is historically 
evident that Americans tend to be, on 
the whole, squeamish about art. “We 
live in an ugly place,” she says with 
frustration. “Americans are suspect 
about art and its relationship with any¬ 
thing to do with life.” Schwartz refers to

Puritanical roots evident in the 
American culture as contributory to the 
prevailing attitude. “We see art as a frill 
applied on to something else,” she says. 

It's all tied up in the premise that “any¬ 
thing for the sake of pleasure is not 
important.” 

Schwartz combats this deeply rooted 
non-aesthetic by approaching landscape 
architecture as an art form; she has man¬ 
aged to fund several of her projects 
through government grants for public 
art. Along with this funding, however, 
come all responsibilities, implicit or 
explicit, inherent in creating art for pub¬ 
lic spaces. 

“People are resistive to new ideas, 
new forms,” says Schwartz. “It (creating 
public art) is not an easy line to walk. 

Very often pressures are to water down 
ideas, make them bland, acceptable by a 
lot of people.” 

As her many projects attest, Schwartz

and cozy. 

Complex neutrals — yellow and red based — 
abound. Watch for names like clay, putty, fossil, fres¬ 
co, mocha, eggshell and wheat. No longer restricted 
to contemporary decor, these neutrals (especially the 
tea stained fabrics) ate now used monochromatically 
in traditional and very country settings. Look for long 
staying power with this neutral palette of colors. 

In the future these will gravitate to the deeper 
brown family In high end. Ethnic and tropical 
brlghts can not be dismissed. Coral, yellow, poppy, 
hot pink, lapis, Jade and turquoise made a splash at 
market. Also upcoming reds from deep burgundies to 
softer roses. 


ON THE HORIZON 

There is a buzz in the air. Napoleonic bees have 
just emeiged from the hive, landing on cache pots, 
candlesticks and fabric covering an occasional chair or 
two. One has to wonder can Empire and 
Bledermeier furniture be far behind? I predict, and 
my antique dealer sources concur, this style will 
evolve over the next few years In the high end mar¬ 
ket before reaching a more mass market appeal in the 
late 90s.

repeatedly resists tne pressure. 

“I do think there's a lot of 
voodoo in whatever formula 
anyone might come up with 
regarding public art. I think 
many people think there is no 
such thing as good public 
art...but there are excellent 
examples. The balance one deals 
with is trying to do something 
that does have a sense of appro¬ 
priateness. That's a general 
term," she hastens to add. “It's 
not an artist's job to decorate the 
outdoors. Artists are in pursuit 
of some kind of truth.” 

Nevertheless, Schwartz 
agrees that the public realm “is 
different from volunteering to 
go to see a gallery show, sub¬ 
jecting one's self and then leav¬ 
ing. There is an issue of 
accountability,” with respect to 
public art. 

If the client and the artist are 


responsible, says Schwartz, “and 
both feel they want to take on 
and improve the public realm, 
then there must be a sense of 
obligation of some sort There is 
also, however, the obligation to 
do one’s best work out there as 
well. 

“I try to ascertain what is 
really needed at a site, and then 
I do it. Appropriate public art 
has integrity, strength and con¬ 
viction." 

Schwartz is about to take on 
one of her toughest challenges 
— 26 Federal Plaza, the bottom 
of Government Services 
Administration building in 
Manhattan. This is the site of the 
very controversial Tilted Arc, a 
120-foot long steel sculpture by 
Richard Serra, installed back in 
1981. The govemment-commis- 
sioned work, considered intru¬ 
sive by the public who used the 
plaza daily, created a public 
furor. Following six years of liti¬ 
gation, Tilted Arc was removed. 
At issue was the whole concept

of what constitutes public art. 

Schwartz, as usual, plans to 
tackle the issue head on, creat¬ 
ing a plaza “that will be the 
ultimate place to have lunch in 
that area. We’ll create a 
parterre—a flat garden that has 
been embellished in various 
ways — clipped flowers, 
clipped he ges, like a carpet.” 
To accomplish her goals, 
Schwartz will use traditional 
New York City park language, 
“asphalt, metal trash cans, cen¬ 
tral park lights, park benches 

— but it will be as if a piece of 
a New York city park had been 
zapped by some extra terrestri¬ 
al ray and will have gone 
slightly mad, slightly askew. 

“I will use very familiar 
materials, but it will be just 
that something strange has 
happened to them. It will kind 
of look like a New York City 
park but it won’t be.” Tb illus¬ 
trate, Schwartz refers to “park 
benches curling and twist- 
ing...colors, green, for example 

— it won’t be park-bench 
green.” 

Martha Schwartz adds sin¬ 
cerely, “The human spirit 
needs uplifting. The idea of 
doing something beautiful for 
beauty's sake is so flippant. 
America is so mixed culturally, 
no one can agree what is beau¬ 
tiful.”

Some children sim¬ 
ply process -feelings with greater 
case than others. Dramatic or de¬ 
monstrative children certainly seem 
more diflicult and frustrating to deal 
with as their moods fluctuate, and 
they will invariably evoke more ac¬ 
tion on your part 

As the expert on your child, how¬ 
ever, you will also be aware of the 
mood swings experienced by your 
more quiet, or even-keeled child. 
The inability of this more quiet child 
to evoke action can sometimes leave 
him or her alone to deal with their 
complicated and confusing emo¬ 
tions. 

Here are some actions which you 
may want to try as you deal with the 
emotional ups and downs of child¬ 
hood: 

■ Set clear behavioral limits. Be¬ 
lieve it or not, your child wants and 
needs clear, consistent behavioral 
limits. Limits provide the structure 
within which children and, inciden¬ 
tally, adults too, can feel safe to ex¬ 
press their emotions in an appropri¬ 
ate fashion.

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The Right Size 

Keep kids’ clothing budget from growing as fast as they do

P arents often talk about 
how Fast their young ones 
grow but many do not 
know how to make their 
wardrobes grow with 
them. 

The first rule of buying children’s 
clothing is to make sure you get the 
right size. “Tiy to give them ample 
growing room, but not three sizes too 
big,” said Cindy Karlsberg, manager 
of For Kids Only in Newton, Sud¬ 
bury, Salem and Norwell. 

"The average child, once at tod¬ 
dler age, wears a size above their age 
and grows a size each year," 
Karlsberg said. For infants, people 
should buy a size double the child's 
age. For instance, a 12-month size for 
a six-month-old baby, she said. 

"Try to give them ample 
growing room, but not three 
sizes too big. The average 
child, once at toddler age, 
wears a size above their age 
and grows a size eachyear. ”

Debbie Cononico, owner of Just 
Kiddin' in Newton, said that while 
size is important, parents should 
also look for both color and content 
when filling kids’ closets 

“It's very good when going in to 
purchase something to stay within a 
color stoiy," Karlsberg said adding 
most manufacturers offer collec¬ 
tions of clothes that relate to one an¬ 
other in both color and style 

“There are a lot of colors." 
Cononico said, adding that boys are 
now beginning to wear brighter col¬ 
ors like turquoise and purple. “Ifyou 
stick to bright colors, they can go ei¬ 
ther way," Cononico said of handing 
down clothes between boys and girls. 

She suggested that red and white 
and navy and white or a Madras 
plaid, because of Its variety of colors, 
can either be worn on girls or boys. 

“Ifyou have a newborn, generally 
we sell yellows and blues," said Nan- 
nette Gonzalez co-owner of Satur¬ 
day's Child in Cambridge. “It's only 
pink that’s a problem.” 

“We sell more white for new¬ 
borns,” Karlsberg said, adding if 
people want more “girly" looking 
things, they could put an elastic bow 
in the baby's hair. 

Girls up to age six want to wear 
dresses," she said, adding leggings 
are a great add-on for the outfit 
Gonzale , said jumpers are versa¬ 
tile because parents can add turtle¬ 
necks, leggings, or T-shirts for cooler 
temperatures. And for summer, they 
can be worn alone, she said. 

Also oversized tops can be added 
to a girl’s wardrobe to go with the dif¬ 
ferent colored leggings. But 
Karlsberg said it's Important to get 
solid-colored opposites, allowing 
easy mixing and matching. She add¬ 
ed, accessories like hats and hair 


bows can also be added to spice up 
the outfit 

Cononico saya that with the econ¬ 
omy, people don't want to spend 
much on clothes. 


One of the most important 
thing to look at when buying 
children's clothes is the qual¬ 
ity of the material and the 
durability.

"People don’t splurge on summer 
wardrobes,” she said adding people 
should buy separates that mix and 
match rather than sets. 

For boys, Karlsberg said basics 
such as turtlenecks, pants, shorts T- 
shirts, and jeans are important and 
can be mixed and matched with sus¬ 
penders. 

Since lines of unisex clothing are 
olfcrcd, Gonzalez said it's better to 
stick with them ifyou're planning on 
handing clothes down. There are 
lines of clothing that offer "growth" 
features," including large cuffs so 
the child can grow into the clothing, 
Gonzalez said. 

Other growth features include 
elastic, adjustable straps and multi¬ 
ple buttons.

Sending a child to day care doesn't have to be traumatic 



Sending your child to day care or child care doesn't have to be traumatic. First, parents should be comfortable 
with the choices they’ve made.

S ending a child to pre¬ 
school or day care for the 
first time is often per¬ 
ceived as a traumatic ex¬ 
perience for both the par¬ 
ent and the child. But it 
doesn't have to be. 

It may come as a relief to anxious 
parents to know that there are spe¬ 
cific steps a parent can take to make 
a child's first experience with day 
care both trauma-free and reward¬ 
ing. Barents may be further reas¬ 
sured to discover that most child 
care providers and early childhood 
educators agree on what these spe¬ 
cific steps are. 

First, the parents have to be cont¬ 
rollable with tlie choices they have 
made. "If parents are feeling guilty 
about using day care or pre-school, 
the} have to come to terms with with 
wluit their needs are, and then move 
on.' according to Dr. Jeffrey Spiro, 
owner of The Children's Academy in 
Newton. 

Barents make choices about the 
use of day care and pre-school 
based on what they need in their 
lives. Whether they go to work to 
keep the bills paid or for personal 
satisfaction, the choices are based 
on what the parents believe is best 
for themselves and their families, 
Many parents choose to send chil¬ 
dren to pre-school programs to add 
another dimension of experience to 
their children's lives. But if the child 
seems uneasy or has trouble adjust¬ 
ing, the parents may feel guilty about 
the choice. 

"I've seen parents wracked with 
guilt." said Suzanne Luttrell, direc¬ 
tor of The Nesting Place in Welles¬ 
ley. "I want to tell them not to feel so 
guilty. All the parents I come in con¬ 
tact with try so hard to do what's best 
lor their children. I hate to see them 
feel guilty." 

Rather than dwell on feeling bad 


about having to leave your child in 
for whatever the reason, both Lut¬ 
trell and Spiro advise parents to con¬ 
centrate on the things they can do to 
make the experience more comfort¬ 
able forthemselves and the child. 

Parents should take their chil¬ 
dren with them to visit various cen¬ 
ters. Since every child is a unique in¬ 
dividual with a unique set of family 
circumstances, some centers may be 
a better fit for you and your child 
than others would be. Just as it is im¬ 
portant for parents' ■ be comfortable 
with the choice to use day care or 
pre-school, it is err calfv important 
to be comfortable with the pa rticular 


program you have chosen for your 
child. 

Spiro noted that children will 
pick up the parents' anxieties even if 
lire parents don't express them ver¬ 
bally. Body language is a powerful 
communicator of anxiety. So parents 
need to feel very good about the pro¬ 
gram they have chosen. The child 
will, in turn, share in this confi¬ 
dence. 

Children also need to be pre¬ 
pared for the transition from being 
at home all the time to going to pre¬ 
school or day care. The transitional 
phase can take many forms, but it is 
important for the child to have some 


sort of preparation. 

Gan Yeladim Day Care in New¬ 
ton provides help with the transition 
by sending staff members to meet 
the children “on the kid’s own turf,” 
explained the director, Sheny 
Grossman. They visit the child at 
home and then begin a gradual in¬ 
troduction to the day care center by 
starting with just a few hours. It may 
take three days to a week to get the 
child used to being there all day. 

Favorite objects of comfort from 
heme are very important during this 
stage. The child should definitely be 
llowed to bring a special blanket, 
stuffed animal or toy. Some children

feel better about saying good-bye to 
mom or dad if they can keep a pic¬ 
ture of the family at school with 
them. Others do best if they know 
they can look forward to a phone call 
from the parent at a specific time. 

Grossman tries to provide the 
parents with “a menu of options for 
making the transition adjustment” 
which may include visiting with the 
child at the day care center from 
time to time. Luttrell also advocates 
“an open door policy.” 

“We encourage parents to visit, 
but we point out that it may not be a 
good idea to drop by when your child 
is having the most difficulty with 
separation because then the child 
has to go through the separation 
twice in one day,” explained Lut¬ 
trell. 

Establishing a consistent routine, 
complete with good-bye rituals, is an 
important factor in helping your 
child feel secure about being left 
each day. “Kids always need to know 
who's taking care of them and what 
is happening next," noted Grossman. 

For some children it works best if 
the parent can stayatthe center with 
the child for a little while. For other 
children it is best to have the parent 
leave more quickly. But leaving 
quick'y does not mean sneaking out 
or lying to the child. This is the worst 
method a parent could choose. 

All of the program directors 
agreed that both the staff and the 
parents must be honest with the 
child.

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Here comes the sun 


Protecting little ones’ skin in summer months is a good idea

hen temperatures 
soar into the mid-80s, 
parents and children 
alike flock to parks, 
playgrounds and 
beaches hoping to get 
some fresh airand a little sun. 

While they agree children need 
sun, experts warn that too much sun 
could not only spoil the lazy days of 
summer with a nasty bum, but could 
also cause children innumerable 
skin problems down the road. 

“Too much sun is certainly not 
good for them," said Dr. Douglas W. 
Wooldridge, a Wellesley dermatolo¬ 
gist "It can cause damage and, in the 
fliture, lead to skin cancer. ” 

Evidence in recent years shows 
the sun’s rays are getting stronger 
gnd more damaging, mostly due to 
continuing depletion of the ozone 
layer surrounding the earth, doctors 
said. 

“I spend a lot of time talking to 
parents about their children in the 


sun,” said Newton pediatrician Jon¬ 
athan Benjamin. "Families need to 
be conscious of it and aware of it” 
Genetics play a central role in 
how people tan, and bum, Benjamin 
said. But, he added, skin tone does 
not necessarily protect people from 
harmful rays. 

As he pushed his giggling daugh¬ 
ters on a swing, Niranjan Pai, of Wa¬ 
tertown, said, time management is 
the key with children in the sun. 

“For one thing, I don’t bring them 
out in the sun as much in the prime 
hours,” he said of his two daughters, 
3 years and 8 months. “I bring them 
out in the evening, because at 1 
o’clock, thesunisjusttoo strong" 

Pai said he does not use sun¬ 
screen on either of his daughters be¬ 
cause he feels they aren’t exposed 
enough to need it 

Doctors say Pai and others who 
do not use sunscreen on children 
could be making a mistake. 

“Infants under the age of one 
should stay out of the sun altogeth¬ 
er,” said Dr. Paul Blmbaum, who 
has practiced dermatology in New-

ton for 10 years. “Once they are up 
and walking they should have SPF 
15 sunscreen on every day in the 
warmer months.” 

Some doctors warn that extensive 
sunscreen use can be harmflil to 
children. While they agree sun¬ 
screen should be used, some doctors 
warn that the chemical ingredients 
may be harmful or cause an allergic 
reaction in children. 

"Sunscreen is a medication with 
chemicals in it,” Wooldridge said. "It 
will block sunburn, but it may not 


prevent or may increase, the 
chances for skin cancer because the 
rays maybediflerent 

“Above all else, I recommend 
common sense," he said. 

Sunscreen numbers, like Sun 
Protection Factor 15, are set by the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
Birnbaum said. Sun Protection Fac¬ 
tors, or SPFs, protect skin from the 
sun proportionally to the factor in 
the sunscreen. For example, SPF 15 
protects skin 15 times more than 
wearingno sunscreen. 

Birnbaum said he recommends 
that people, not just children, use 
PABA-free sunscreens. PABA is a 
chemical ingredient in screens 
which may cause cancer, though it 
has not been proven, he said. 

Watertown resident John 
Cullimore said he uses SPF 15 sun¬ 
screen each time he brings his 2- 
year-old daughter outdoors in the 
warmer months.“In addition to that, 

I basically keep her head covered. 
Nearly everybody does that though.”

Making playground time a safe time 


A s the days lengthen and 
grow warmer, children fill 
the playgrounds, where 
swings and slides provide 
hours of enjoyment How¬ 
ever, these same popular 
activities can lead to serious inju¬ 
ries. 

"In the United States, about one 
quarter of a million children under 
age 15 require hospital treatment for 
playground injuries,” says Michael 
Macknin, M.D., a pediatrician at The 
Cleveland Clinic Foundation. 

The most common way children 
are Seriously hurt on playgrounds is 
fallingthree quarters of 
all playground injuries are due to 
falls ftom equipment or falls from 
heights, especially from climbing ap¬ 
paratus such as the monkey bars, or 
just tripping over equipment”

ground, parents must check to be 
sure that the child is not likely to fall, 
meaning that there is not high climb-

ing apparatus on the playground. 
Preferably, the equipment should be 
less than sue feet tall, suggests 
Macknin. 

“Another thing to look for is soft 
surfaces, because children are going 
to fell when playing in a playground. 
When they do land, you want to make 
sure it’s a soft landing. Even if a child 
falls from a small distance, such as 
one foot but lands on concrete, the 
child can sustain a fatal head in¬ 
jury.” He prefers surfaces like sand, 


wood chips or outdoor rubber mats. 

Slides should have equipment at 
the top to ensure the child won’t fall 
off. “Ideally, there would be a tunnel 
at the top so a child couldn't stand up 
and still go down the slide,” says 
Macknin. 

For parents buying swings for 
backyards, Macknin recommends 
that they be securely anchored. “A 
lot of home swing set accidents are 
due to the sets tipping over. Again, 
probably the most important thing is 
that there is a safe surfece under¬ 
neath. Ideally, the softer the surface, 
the better.”

River in Watertown Sunday, 
Cullimore said he realized how im¬ 
portant it is to cover a child's head 
when he took his daughter to Austra¬ 
lia for a month recently.

Doctors also recommend that 
children involved in physical activi¬ 
ty or swimming should use a water¬ 
proof sunscreen and should reapply 
it periodically throughout the day. 

“Kids on the beach should cover 
themselves after an hour or so in the 
sun,” Benjamin said. But that time 
period could be shorter, depending 
on previous exposure and tanning 
levels. “If it’s your first time and the 
sun that season, it may only take 15 
minutes for you to burn,” he said.

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Dancing the night away 

Learning Center for the Deaf helps open doors for deaf lads

L ike any other teens, the kids 
Cram the Learning Center 
Tor the Deaf (TLC) High 
School in Framingham 
could not resist dancing at 
their junior/senior prom. 
They rocked the gym. They slow 
danced, happed around in a line and 
grooved to rap. 

Deafness did not stop them. After 
all. they can feel the music - so long 
as the d isc jockey turns up the bass. 

The louder the better, so long as 
it’s not country music, said senior 
Susana Dias, using rapid sign lan¬ 
guage translated through school in¬ 
terpreter Kim Maibaum. Dias, who 


said she has been deaf since she de¬ 
veloped lead poisoning when she 
was four years old, aspires to be a 
fashion designer and plans to contin¬ 
ue her education this fall at Gal- 
laudot University in Washington 
D.C. 

In the past, some TLC students 
have attended the Framingham 
High School prom. 

Last year, they decided to do 
their own decorating and hire their 
own photographer and disc jockey. 

They wanted their own prom. 

Through fundraisers this year, in¬ 
cluding a spaghetti dinner, a (lower 
sale, a pancake breakfast and a bake 
sale, students managed to cover the 
$1,000 cost forthe prom, according to 
TLC High School Supervisor Nancy 
Frazer.

average of 13Q students each year. 
Students range in age from infancy 
to 22 years old. 

Bianchi and Dias both earned 
drivers’ licenses after completing 
classes with a state certified instruc¬ 
tor who is deaf and teaches at the 
school. 

They both keep pen and paper 
handy to communicate with anyone 
who does not understand American 
Sign Language and hang out with 
friends who are both deaf and able 
to hear. 

If a person does not have the pa¬ 
tience to write, that's his or her prob¬ 
lem, says Dias. 

“It's really too bad,” she said. "It’s 
not our fault 

“From my experience, most peo¬ 
ple tend to be very curious,” she 
said. “They like to see how we get 
along in the community and what we 
like to do on weekends.” 

Which, like other teens, includes 
going to dances at other schools, tak¬ 
ing trips, or going to the mall, alone 
or with friends, she said. 

Senior Omar Olazabal says he 
spends most of his free time at work, 


where he finds some people are 
more accepting of his deafhess than 
others. 

“Some people think that since 
we're deaf, we can’t understand," he 
said. “It’s not that we don't under¬ 
stand, it's just that we can’t hear.” 

Bianchi, who works part-time at a 
nursing home, said she is teaching a 
friend sign language. 

“A lot of my friends have a sign 
book,” she said. “They're learning. 
That's nice.” 

Olazabal said one of his col¬ 
leagues at the market also wanted to 
learn sign language. 

“I suggested that he come to a 
class,” he said. “He went and did it 
all on his own. I had no idea, but I 
was really impressed. He wants to be 
a teacher or an interpreter." 

The TLC school offers classes for 
anyone interested in learning Amer¬ 
ican Sign Language. 

In addition to the May 21 prom, 
the TLC school extends an open invi¬ 
tation to deaf and hearing students 
throughout New England to dances 
at the school held several times a

endless months with what feels like 
two newborns. 

John and Kristin were clearly ex¬ 
hausted by the demands not only of a 
newborn but an anxious, insecure 
preschooler as well. They never ex¬ 
pected Michael to regress like this. 
Whatwent wrong? 

Research suggests that children 
around age 6 or over adjust best to a 
new baby. Younger children need 
constant reassurance from parents 
and, unlike school-age kids, can't yet 
rely on peers when parents are dis¬ 
tracted by the baby. Michael’s par¬ 
ents had assumed that because he 
was so grown up, he wouldn't need 
as much extra care, or be as likely to 
regress, as would a less mature 
child. Yet no matter how precocious

or intellectually gifted they may be, 
young children are very needy little 
folks. 

So what can you do to prevent 
problems in your child once the baby 
arrives? An excellent guide for han¬ 
dling this and other emotional hur¬ 
dles of childhood is Your Child's 
Emotional Health (1993), by the Phil¬ 
adelphia Child Guidance Center. 
The authors suggest the following 
steps, which can be adapted to an 
older child's level: 

■ Prepare him or her regarding 
pregnancy, childbirth, and new¬ 
borns in a realistic but non-scary 
way. Explain how the baby was con¬ 
ceived, how the baby develops dur¬ 
ing pregnancy, how the baby will 
“come out," and what the baby will 
be like. Involve your child in some 
prenatal activities that you must do, 
such as picking out baby furniture, 
measuring your child’s height and 
weight when mother weighs herself, 
and so on. 

■ Spend additional time alone 
with your child before the birth. The 
authors suggest some memory 
lane discussions with your child. 
Look at his or her baby books, pho¬ 


tos, home videos, and so forth, and 
talk about what a special baby he or 
she was ... and will always be, even 
when all grown up. Remind your 
child of fun times together, and em¬ 
phasize how nothing will ever 
change his or her special place in 
your heart 

■ Include your child in the ex¬ 
citement of the baby's birth. Have 
your child visit you and the newborn 
in the hospital. Take photos orvideo- 
tapes of him or her when first seeing 
the baby, and have a present ready at 
the hospital to celebrate becoming a 
big brother or big sister. Ask rela¬ 
tives to give at least a little gift to 
your older child, too, when giving 
presents for the baby. 

■ Be sure to continue spending 
regular time alone with your child 
after the birth. Ah, there’s the rub! 
Many working parents have told me 
that this is something they want to 
do, but never seem to get around to, 
because there's just so little time (or 
baby care) available. If you can go to 
the park or library with your child, 
leaving the baby with a reliable ba¬ 
bysitter, then by all means do so. If 
you can't, however, plan some fun 


activities (these can be sedentary, 
such as coloring or reading books, if 
you're tired from babycare) during 
the baby’s nap times. 

As for what not to do, avoid these 
common mistakes: 

■ Never talk about baby-to-be as 
a new playmate for your child. You, 
as an adult, look into the future and 
see happy playground scenes with 
brother and sister. Your child, as a 
child, looks at the here-and now and 
expects the baby to be ready for ac¬ 
tion as soon as he or she exits the 
birth canal, Don’t set your child up 
for disappointment and anger. Make 
sure he or she knows ahead of time 
that the wrinkly little blob in the crib 
(through your child’s eyes) will have 
absolutely no interest in Barbies, 
Treasure Trolls, or Ninja Turtles. 

■ Don’t try to get your child in¬ 
volved with the baby by saying you'll 
need his or her help. Another tempt¬ 
ing statement, this will backfire for 
two reasons. First, a young child sim¬ 
ply isn’t capable of the kind of help 
you'll be needing with a newborn. 
Second, the joy in helping you take 
care of the new competitor will last 
approximately seven minutes, after 
which your child will begin showing

K eeping children active 
and in good physical 
shape should be as easy as 
watching them hop, skip 
and jump in the yard, 
right? Not necessarily, 
say some local child care experts. 

Today’s society, while fast-paced, 
revolves around activities that are 
more passive than active, activities 
such as playing video games and 
watching television, and it’s up to the 
parents to intervene, says Betty 
Wolsky, director of the Winchester 
After-School Program. 

To keep children active, parents 
need to look within the school pro¬ 
grams and reach out to sports or oth¬ 
er structured programs that empha¬ 
size physical activity in some portion 
of every day. 

One way to start out on the right 
foot is making a regular habit of visit¬ 
ing a center that allows free play 
with other youngsters beginning at 
the early stages of toddler-hood. 
These centers promote active play 
while the parent looks on. 

The benefits of such programs 
are primarily that they remove the 
youngster from in front of the televi¬ 
sion and on to the playground. 

Tot Stop, at 41 Foster St in Ar¬ 
lington, sprang from the concept that 
hanging around the home makes 
time drag, says Kevin Keeny, manag¬ 
er. “The idea at Tot Stop is to pro¬ 
vide for a safe, clean play environ¬ 
ment all year round," said Keeny. 

The center includes slides and 
sandboxes, all of the stuff of outside 
playgrounds, without the bugs and 
bad weather. Parents supervise the 
play, while the manager keeps the 
center running smoothly. The center 
is open from 9:30 - 5:30 p.m. from 
Monday to Thursday. On Friday, 
kids can play until 8 p.m. Since the

owners discourage food from being 
brought to the center, they will order 
pizza brought in for people who want 
to stay until late. 

As children get older there are 
opportunities such as those offered 
by the Winchester After-School Pro¬ 
gram to keep school-age kids active 
after the schools closed. Wolsky said 
maintaining a child's activities re¬ 
quires a delicate balance between 
school and intramural sports. 

The program is housed at the Mc¬ 


Call Middle School and offers a wide 
variety of activities, including sports, 
drama, and music in addition to a 
range of field trips. One field trip 
scheduled for second graders is a 
treasure hunt to Wingaersheek 
Beach. Program information is avail¬ 
able at 721-1514. 

One way to fill the summer void is 
to tap into the rich array of summer 
programs offered by recreation de¬ 
partments in most cities and towns. 
The programs they offer are often 


untapped ways of assuring your 
child is active. 

The Winchester Recreation De¬ 
partment has available daylong 
camps during the summer to fit al¬ 
most any parental schedule, most of 


which include a great deal of fun 
outdoor activity. Four two-week long 
day camp sessions held at Lynch El¬ 
ementary School start June 28 and 
run through August 20. Run by Camp 
DirectorConnie Maney. who teaches 
second grade at Muraco Elementary, 
some of the camps include journeys 
to the Packer tennis courts for tennis 
lessons and Medford Community 
Pool for swimming. 

Some 35 counselors aid the direc¬ 
tors of the program in offering day- 
to-day activities in arts and crafts 
and drama. 

In addition to the summer camp, 
the Winchester Recreation program 
offers a track and field meet, tennis 
lessons, T-ball, and archery. 

The Acton Community Education 
Department offers a wide variety of 
intellectual and physical stimulation 
for children. The department offers 
sports clinics for children in numer¬ 
ous snorts: baseball, archery, gym¬ 
nastics, football, soccer, basketball, 
tennis, swimming, sailing, and field 
hockey. 

Liuua Mathinos, the assistant co¬ 
ordinator of the Community Educa¬ 
tion Department, said the clinics 
serve over 1,000 children during the 
summer. In addition to Acton, the 
children come from surrounding 
communities, such as Stow, Box- 
boro, Maynard, and Harvard. 

In addition to physical stimula¬ 
tion, there is intellectual and artistic 
stimulation offered through compu¬ 
ter classes, drama, language classes, 
key boarding, pottery, doll making, 
and creative writing. Most of these 
classes are offered year round.

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Helping kids deal 
with divorce

ivorce is hard on children, 
but there arc steps that 
parents can take to mini¬ 
mize the psychological 
trauma. 

The age of children in 
the family can be a key to predicting 
and understanding their reactions to 
divorce and in helping them cope 
with the situation. 

Parents should consider the ef¬ 
fects of divorce on all their children, 
even the youngest members of the 
household. 

Infants may feel tension in the 
parent’s arms when they are held, 
and react to the change with in¬ 
creased crying, irritability and 
symptoms ofcolic. 

Mastering separation anxiety is 
the predominant issue for 2- to 6- 


year-olds, who are entering school 
and are beginning to explore the 
world. 

At these ages, children learn 
about themselves through interac¬ 
tions with their parents. They need 
strong parental images to get 
through the school day with a sense 
of comfort and security. 

Rapid disruptions of parental im¬ 
ages can lead to separation anxiety 
and distress. 

Behavioral changes such as re¬ 
gression to infantile behavior, in¬ 
creased dependency and tantrums 
are common and are often seen at 
school. 

Children 5 to 9 years of age are 
generally more sad than anxious

about the breakup of the family. 
They focus on the loss of an intact 
family and demonstrate the reality

Children in this phase of develop¬ 
ment will overemphasize the pain of 
an unrelated event, even something 
as minor as waiting 30 minutes more

Shame and anger are the primary 
responses to divorce by 9- and 10- 
year-olds.

They 
are concerned with how they are 
viewed and how they view others, 
and they are entering a phase in 
which it is normal to oppose their 
parents. 

But raging at parents who are 
breaking up is dilTerent than the 
common adolescent reaction of ex¬ 
pressing dislike at what the parents 
are doing in everyday life. 

In addition to seeking support 
from parents, adolescents tend to 
look outward to friends, teachers 
and other mentors. 

Adolescents are developing their 
sexuality and body images and are 
learning the ways of the world. They 
show vulnerability and are generally 
angrier than younger children. 

Adolescents cun combine two rc-

actions. One is an extension of the 
reactions of 9- to 12-year-olds, such 
as depression, acting out or with¬ 
drawing. Or they may have a devel¬ 
opmental spurt into early maturity, 
being hclpfttl and showing compas¬ 
sion for parents. Some of the maturi¬ 
ty may break down at a later point, 
allowing painfhl feelings to emerge. 

Older children often give their 
younger siblings emotional support 
and look after them. The emotional 
maturity that they develop may be at 
the expense of a loss of childhood 
freedom, however.

■ Be a detective. Children cannot 
communicate verbally with adult 
skill. Frequently, an overt demon¬ 
stration of mood is your child's only 
way to communicate. Try to keep a 
sheet of paper handy for about one 
week, with the times of day in half 
hour increments written down one 
side. 

Make a note of your child's mood 
swings, and try to write down exactly 
what was happening before and af¬ 
ter each change. This will help you to 
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Take a step back You are 
the adult, and you can con- 
trolyour moods. Do not al¬ 
low your child’s mood to 
leadyou into a dramatic 
shift as well 


determine if there are any patterns 
or consistent precursors to the fluc¬ 
tuation in mood. The challenge of 
this technique is being accurate and 
really identifying what a child may 
be responding to. It is quite impor¬ 
tant to write down everything that 
you can think of, including who was 
there, what food was most recently 
eaten, and what the environment 
was when your child had a mood 
swing. 

If you can, let your child help you 
do your detective work At the abso¬ 
lute least, this will let your child 
know that you care, and will proba¬ 
bly effect some immediate positive 
change. 

■ Take a step back You are the 
adult, and you can control your 


moods. Do not allow your child's 
mood to lead you into a dramatic 
shift as well. Even if you lead a wild, 
hectic life complete with several 
children, it will be important foryou 
to be able to stop and take an emo¬ 
tional breath as you handle the situ¬ 
ation. 

Step back, observe, and explore. 
Depending on your child’s develop¬ 
mental stage, talk to him or her: 
“You seem to be angry (sad, silly), 
suddenly. Can you tell me what is go¬ 
ing on?” Taking a step back away 
from your own reaction to a mood 
swing, and taking a deep breath to 
remember that your child is using 
the only tools that she or he has, are 
critical factors in making this work 
foryou. 

There are clearly children whose 
extreme, intense and unpredictable 
mood swings are an indication of a 
more serious problem. If you have 
any doubt about this, you may want 
to identify and visit a competent 
mental health professional trained 
in working with children. Feel free 
to investigate their reputation and 
certification.

Attention car thieves: a real steal 
is about to arrive in the Mitsubishi 
showrooms. It is the 1994 Galant 
LS priced at $18,000. 

The LS model is the middle of 



the Galant line. The S model goes 
for about $13,600, slightly more 
for the ES model, and a sporty GS 
is a little over $20,000. But the car 
that really excites me is the LS, a 
four-door, mid-size sedan that 
offers a lot of value for the buck. 

This is a third generation 
Galant. Unlike its predecessors, 
however, this Galant is not being 
introduced with accolades and 
ribbons. When the 1989 model 
rolled off the boat, it was touted as 
Japan's “Car of the Year.* The 
reason this car lacks such 
credentials: it has yet to be driven 
by the Japanese press; the all-new 
Galant is assembled at the 
Diamondstar plant in Normal, 111. 



The exterior is aesthetically 
pleasing with soft curved panels 
flowing gracefully one to another. 
Nevertheless, the S curve in the 
lower portion of the doors gives this 
beauty its unmistakable Galant 
appearance. 

The V-shaped nose and some 
undercarriage design contribute to 


the exceptionally low 0.29 
coefficient of drag. They also 
reduce the road noise to a 
minimum. In addition, Mitsubishi 
engineers say they have improved 
on the structural rigidity compared 
to the previous model. They made 
this car slightly larger, too, 
resulting in easier entry and egress. 


What grabbed my attention 
were the dual airbags. Actually, 
I didn’t notice the airbags, but 
the ease of fastening the three- 
point seat belts brought the 
airbag factor to my attention. 
Incidentally, anti-lock brakes 
are available.

The obstacle to the old and 
relatively simple air conditioning 
tunc-tip has its roots in the ozone 
layer. This part of the Earth’s upper 
atmosphere protects us from the 
harmful effects of the sun by 
filtering out some of the ultraviolet 
rays. However, lately there has 
been much concern about the 
depletion of that ozone layer - a 
depletion at least partly caused by 
the release of chtorofluorocarbons. 
commonly called CFCs, into the 


atmosphere. 

As many consumer products 
have been reformulated, or totally 
removed from the shelves, over the 
last several years to reduce the 
amount of CFCs that could escape 
to the ozone layers, attention has 
been focused on the refrigerant 
used in automotive air conditioning 
systems. 

This refrigerant is known 
genetically as R-12, and commonly 
by its DuPont trade marked name, 
Freon. Under the stresses common 
to the typical automotive air 
conditioner - and witnessed by the 
common need for most of us to 
recharge the system annually or 
thereabouts - R-12 has been leaking 
rather abundantly into the 
atmosphere. 

Now automotive air conditioners 
are being designed and 
manufactured to operate on a 
new refrigerant, R-134a. 
Furthermore, the sale of R-12 is 
being strictly limited. If you are not 
am accredited, professional air- 
conditioning service technician who 
owns the sophisticated equipment 
needed to safely capture and recycle 
R-12, you can only buy the stuff in 
bulk - typically 20-30 lb. canisters.

At the May 31 ceremony, the 
speakers stressed the need for the 
country to never forget the honored 
dead who made the ultimate sacri¬ 


fice so that others could live in 
freedom. 

"I think the essence of today is 
captured on the monument behind 
us: 'Dedicated to those men and 
women who served their town and 
country during its greatest hours of 
peril,’” said Town Moderator John 
Sullivan. 

Sullivan said one important fact 


that is often forgotten is that 80 per¬ 
cent of the people whose names 
are on the Honor Roll were be¬ 
tween the ages of 18-25 when they 
fought for their country. Sullivan 
said America has shown its "ability 
and courage to defend freedom”, 
but he said it should never forget

Town Meeting passed the school 
budget with some debate but with rec¬ 
ommendations for approval from both 
the Board of Selectmen and the Fi¬ 
nance Committee. 

The school budget was the source of 
much discussion over the past few 
months as the School Committee strug¬ 
gled to winnow it to come in line with 
the town manager’s proposed budget 
Selectmen Chairman Peter VanAken 
voiced strong support for the compro¬ 
mise budget, ironed out by the select¬ 
men, town manager, superintendent 
and School Committee. Selectmen vot¬ 
ed 5-0 in favor, and Matthew Stone, 
chairman of the Finance Committee, 
reported his board’s vote 5-4 in favor. 

The budget, as amended, passed 
Rinding of $13,885,000 for schools for 
Fiscal 1994 adding $344,000 to the Fi¬ 
nance Committee’s recommended 
budget of $13,540,819. The additional 
resources would provide for level ser¬ 
vices and would allow the School De¬ 
partment $12,085,555 for personal ser¬ 
vices, $1,735,925 for other expenses 
and $63,526 for equipment 
• “On Monday I asked for a postpone¬ 
ment, and the reason was because I ex¬ 
pected to have more information about 
state aid for education and I did," said 
School Committee Chairman Jerilyn 
Heinold. She said the version oJfthe ed¬ 
ucation bill recently out of a confer¬ 
ence committee leaves questions over 
how much per pupil will be allocated 
to the cities and towns, heinold said 
the bill projected out at $>50 a student 
while Sen. Charles Shannon said it 
would probably come In around $50. 
She added that other sources are sug¬ 
gesting it could come in as low as $25 
per pupil. 

"So in 24 hours we went from 
$430,000 in aid to $150,000 in aid to 
$75,000 in aid. I stopped listening at 
that point,” said Heinold. 


Therefore, Heinold said cuts would 
have to be made if aid comes in under 
last year’s formula at $100 per student 
or $289,000. She said the budget was 
prepared with $0 penciled in for state 
aid because it was an unknown and the 
School Committee budget would not 
provide for level service if slate aid 
came in at$50 perstudenL 

Any monies over and above $289,000 
would be used to ftind capital projects 
at the school and a depleted textbook 
budget 

Finance Committee member Robert 
Beattie disagreed with this assessment 
of the financial picture and read ex¬ 
cerpts from the congressional bill 
which he said translated into Winches¬ 
ter receiving an equal amount of aid 
this year as it received last year. Beat- 
tie asked Town Meeting to support the 
Finance Committee’s recommended 
budget and said he opposed any addi¬ 
tional binding for the schools. 

School Committee Chairman Jerilyn 
Heinold detailed the reasons needed 
to amend the budget and bringing 
down class sizes at the elementary 
schools topped the list Heinold said 
the addition of 3.7 teachers would 
eliminate the need for split classes and 
bring class sizes to a system-wide aver¬ 
age of 20.0. 

In addition, the position of Asst Su¬ 
perintendent Curriculum & Instruc¬ 
tion would be Rinded in the FY’94 and 
some money would added for the pur¬ 
chase of textbooks. 

' ‘The main reason we need more 
teachers is the population is increas¬ 
ing, therefore to maintain level service 
we have to add teachers,” said 
Heinold. She said support for one per¬ 
son to direct the curriculum was sys¬ 
tem-wide. Heinold said that two of the 
elementary schools went through an 
accreditation process and concern was 
expressed that there was no ‘system- 
wide curriculum development’ by the

The Winchester Star filed a com¬ 
plaint on May 27 with the District At¬ 
torney's Open Meeting Law Team ask¬ 
ing for an investigation into the pro¬ 
cess that was followed by the Board of 
Assessors' in its appointment of Mark 
A Lombardi. 

The complaint alleges that the Open 
Meeting Law was violated when con¬ 
versations took place outside the post¬ 
ed meetings on the appointment of 
Lombardi. The complaint will be in¬ 
vestigated by Assistant District Attor- 
ney Catherine Sullivan. 

In response to the debate over the 


hiring, a motion was made by a Town 
Meeting member to reconsider the as¬ 
sessor's budget That motion will be 
the first order of business on June 3, 
when Town Meeting reconvenes. 

On May 25, the Board of Assessors 
voted to appoint Lombardi on a consul¬ 
tant basis for a period of three months. 
Assessor Susan Lippman challenged 
the appointment, saying it was bad 
policy to hire someone that the town 
had voted out of office. At a prior meet¬ 
ing on May 18, a motion to hire Lom¬ 
bardi as assistant assessor was defeat¬ 
ed when Chairman Eric Josephson re¬ 
fused to second it, saying the position

A former member of the Board of Se¬ 
lectmen has been appointed by Gov. 
William Weld to serve a five-year term 
on the Winchester Housing Authority. 


Francis Sopper, who lost an election 
bid in 19B2 to become a Housing Au¬ 
thority member, has been appointed by 
the governor to fill the position previ¬ 
ously held by Chairman John Suhrbier. 

The Housing Authority, a municipal- 
state authority, has four of its board 
members elected by local voters and 
one appointed by the governor, 
through the Executive Office of Com¬ 
munities and Development 
Suhrbier, who received the guberna¬ 
torial appointment from Michael Du¬ 
kakis, told the Star he wrote Weld that 
he was not seeking another five-year 


term when his expired on May 18. 

Suhrbier said it is customary for the 
governor to confer with a town's legis¬ 
lative delegation and local authorities 
before filling the housing spot 

Some local authorities, however, 
were surprised they were not consult¬ 
ed on the selection or even made 
aware that it had taken place. Suhrbier 
told the Star that he thought it would 
“take some time” before the governor 
made his pick and conducted a back¬ 
ground check.

Thieves steal rugs, 
hold owner captive

Police are searching for home in¬ 
truders who held an elderly woman 
captive in her residence as they stole 
24 of her Oriental rugs. 

According to police reports, around 
2 a.m. on May 29 at least two intruders 
entered a West Side residence to steal 
the rugs. One intruder kept the elderly 
woman in a first-fioor room, where she 
had been watching television, while a 
person or persons went upstairs and 
took the rugs. Police said there ap¬ 
pears to be nothing else missing from 
the residence. 

The 24 rugs taken were of various 
sizes and types, according to reports. 
Police said they have not yet deter 
mined the monetary value of the rugs. 

The suspects did not restrain, harm, 
or use a weapon to keep the woman 
captive in the room, according to po¬ 
lice. 

The woman told police she never 
saw the person or persons who re¬ 
moved the rugs; she described the man 


who kept her In her room as a white 
male with short dark curly hair, be¬ 
tween 5*8"— 5’10" in height, approxi¬ 
mately 20-30 years old and wearing a 
blue denim jacket The woman told po¬ 
lice the man was wearing a scarfto cov¬ 
er the lower portion of his thee. 

Detective Lt James Pierce said po¬ 
lice have no leads in the case. Police 
are not releasing the method of break- 
in or address, except to say it occurred 
on the West side. 

A rash of Oriental rug thefts have 
sweep through suburban Boston over 
the last three years. An Oriental Rug 
Task Force, consisting of police from 
13 suburban forces, was formed in Jan¬ 
uary to share information and crime 
patterns between departments in an 
attempt to combat rug theft. For years, 
the thieves have bypassed computers, 
televisions, and stereo equipment as 
they move fiimiture aside, rot) up the 
Oriental rugs, and walk away with 
them. The rup are valued because 
they are difficult to identity, expensive, 
and easily dumped on an international 
black market
